Three Keys 
to the Kingdom 


of Music 


If the door to music seems closed, don't 


be dismayed. There are many ways to enter 


e It may happen when you are 
young, it may happen when you 
are old, and it may not happen at 
all. But whenever it does happen, 
whenever you become aware of that 
vast world which is the world of 
music, a world which seems now in- 
comprehensible, now crystal clear, 
the discovery will come with a min- 
gling of astonishment, of delight, 
of exhilaration—and of regret. You 
will be saying, “Where has this 
been all my life?” and you will 
be regretting that it hadn’t come 
sooner. 

How does one become aware of 
music? How does one make first 
contact with that music which is 
called “concert” music or “serious” 
music or “classical” music (call it 
what you will!) and is the sort of 
that many people 
resist either because they fear that 
they won’t understand it or because 
initial difficulties to its enjoyment 
do block the way? I have thought 
about this problem for many years 
and I have yet to find a complete 
answer.

Obviously, there exists not one 
way but several. Obviously, one key 
does not fit all locks. If, however, 
I were to group the answers I have 
received from artists and laymen 
alike, and if I were then to over- 
simplify I could 
state that two of the main keys are

This is what happened to me. 
When I was a boy of about thirteen, 
I had a friend who was a _ pas- 
sionate admirer of Wagnerian 
opera. He told me the plot of the 
Walkiire, he even played a few 
passages on the piano for me, and 
presently we both went to the gal- 
lery of the opera house. That was 
enough. I was caught and have not 
freed myself since. In the begin- 
ning it was not music itself which 
beckoned to me; it was the wish to 
imitate a contemporary. 

Young people are best convinced 
by other youngsters. Catherine 
Drinker Bowen tells us in a charm- 
ing little book, Friends and Fid- 
dlers, the experience of her adoles- 
cent daughter who, in spite of her 
parents’ great enthusiasm for music 
—or perhaps because of it—turned 
a cold young shoulder to the art. 
“Once in a while fortune aids the 
despairing parent by presenting 
the child with a new deskmate or 
roommate who can or cannot play, 
but who loves music. In the very 
nick, the very crack and needle- 
point of time, Cynthia acquired a 
beau, transient as summer, but as 
welcome, who thought a_ violin 
more engaging even than curls, and 
said so.” 

This is not a prerogative of the 
young. It can happen at any age. 
An executive I know became in- 
terested in music in his late thir- 
ties, because the president of his 
company happened to be a music 
lover. Eventually his enthusiasm 
became thorough, his discrimina- 
tion unaffected by considerations 
of policy. 

What we are discussing here is 
persuasion by precept, enthusiasm 
transmitted by somebody close to 
you. Here you find sure incentive. 

The enthusiasts now have a new 
weapon. The weapon is a round 
black disc. Records, which today 
convey more music to more people 
than do live performances, repre- 
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sent one of the most effective means 
for this person-to-person  prop- 
aganda. Anybody who owns a 
record library just loves to show 
it off, and two can listen as cheaply 
as one. There is discussion between 
the selections and even while the 
music is playing. 


ERE is the case history of a 

happy man: “My first expe- 
rience with so-called serious music 
was when I was a child of eight or 
nine and all of us would gather in 
Aunt Annie’s overheated parlor of 
an evening while my sister and | 
took turns cranking the Victrola to 
hear Moran and Mack as the Two 
Black Crows and Caruso’s record- 
ings of O Sole Mio, La donna 
é mobile, and the Quartet from 


Rigoletto and the Sextet from 
Lucia. 
“By the time I was in high 


school, I had graduated to buying 
my own records at a time when a 
12-inch 78 rpm Red Seal was $2.00. 
This was expensive. My first pur- 
chase was the old Stokowski-Phil- 
adelphia Orchestra 
Tales from the Vienna Woods and 
The Blue Danube; the second was 
a Victor Concert Orchestra version 
on Black Label of the Dance of the 
Sylphs and Minuet of the Will-o’- 
the-Wisps from Berlioz’ Damnation 
of Faust. The third was the first 
Flagstad of Isolde’s 
Liebestod.

HE SECOND motive I men- 

tioned is, you may remember, 
Admiration. I meant admiration for 
a performer. The chemistry which 
functions in all human relations is 
at work as well in the relation be- 
tween artist and listener. Some- 
where, somehow, you may hear an 
artist who appeals to you, who says 
something to you, whom you can 
understand. Your admiration may 
have a nonmusical 
basis, or a little of both, but it is 
a personal relation. Since music

dium of the heart, the brain, the 
fingers, or the voice of an artist, 
it is the artist makes you 
aware of the art. Have you not 
heard people say, “When I first

the key to whether you 
are dead or alive 


@ As I watch people struggling to endow their daily lives 
with significance and beauty, it seems increasingly clear 
to me that the key to. successful living is awareness. It is the 
insensitive ones who make the mistakes in taste, who serve 
the tasteless food, who blunder socially. It is the insensitive 
who are bored, and fatigued by their boredom. It is almost 
as though they were dead, because they are living only a 
fraction of the life that is potentially within them. 

The ones who are alive, who find everything interesting, 
are the ones who have developed a high degree of awareness. 
Their homes are always filled with beauty, no matter how 
low their incomes. They never have empty time on their 
hands because they are pursuing so many fascinating proj- 
ects. They find life exciting, no matter their age or social 
status or educational record. They have learned how to see 
and to seek, They have achieved the most lasting of riches: 
They have made the thrill of discovery, which can occur 
again and again because there is more to discover than can 
be encompassed in ten lifetimes. 


Why are some so blessed and some not? Were they born 





that way, or is it something they achieved for themselves 
or lost for themselves? 

I believe that everyone is born with a high endowment of 
awareness, for all children seem to have it in abundance. 
Most adults have lost their birthright, in varying degrees 
depending on how much they have exercised it. The problem 
is how to regain the use of what has atrophied. 

The next 36 pages are devoted to showing how you can 
progress from simple, childlike awareness to dynamic. 
do-something-about-it awareness. Improving this faculty will 
create pleasure out of the same stuff of living that you are 
handling now. What other people have done you can do,

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| Observation 


The act of taking notice—of regarding with atten- 
tion—is the beginning of developing awareness. It 
is not staring dreamily to find faces in the clouds 
or dryads in the bark patterns of trees. It is a full, 
all-out inspection, which notes how a thing looks in 
profile or from above, how it feels, what it weighs, 
its color variations from top to bottom or in dif- 
ferent lights. It is perceiving how it looks at more 
than one time: how it changes when it is wet or 
dry, how it looks when it is young or old if it is 
a growing thing, how it changes its character when 
brought indoors or taken outdoors (or any change 
of habitat). Observation means taking note of how 
a thing is made, how it is designed. Observe this 
thoroughly often enough and you will develop a 
faculty so swift it will become almost instantaneous.

Stages of Awareness 


@ The uses of awareness are many. The simplest kind, 
observation, gives you the ability to fill every idle 
moment with something interesting. It gives you 
something to think about no matter where you are. To 
notice is to be entertained, without the help of another 
person. 

The second stage, the inter-relation of things, begins 
to move from the passive to the active. Now we con- 
nect things: that the popping of butter in the pan 
means the fried eggs will be brown on the bottom, that 
a blue suit makes blue eyes look bluer. You see causes 
and effects. 

Once you see the effect things have on other things, 
you have graduated into the creative stage of aware- 
ness. You choose, in a calculating way, whether to 
put the sliced tomatoes in a green dish or a red dish, 
for you know they can be made to look more appetiz- 
ing if you choose right. When you buy that new rug, 
you know you must not choose a bright color, for it 
will show how faded the draperies are. Instead, choos- 
ing a “faded color” for the floor will make the old 
furnishings look rich instead of aged. 

So awareness can be three things in your life. It 
can fill your idle moments. It can help you assemble 
with beauty the objects you use daily. And it can 


guide your purchasing so new things enhance the old.

After you have developed a facility 
to really notice and observe, it fol- 
lows inevitably that you will notice 
how a thing is better in one context 
than another.

The fourth dimension in living 


© “Is it fairyland?” We stood together in our back yard 
watching the falling snow, my child holding tightly to my 
hand. It was the first time she had seen the snow at night. 
The wonder and beauty of it held her transfixed as she 
saw it swirl and twinkle around the carriage lamp, then 
light with feathery softness on her own cheeks and lashes. 

“Yes, in a way it is fairyland,” I was about to say, but 
she put her finger up. 

“Sh! Listen! Do you hear it?” 

“What?” 

“The song the snow is singing.” Suddenly I, too, was 
aware of the ringing quiet of the snow, the quilted softness of 
silence that Elinor Wylie speaks of: 


Silence will fall like dews 
On white silence below. 
We shall walk in the snow. 


We stood until our toes grew cold, looking and listening 
to the song of the snow. When we came in, we brought a 
handful of flakes to look at under the magnifying glass and 
found to our delight that the pattern of each one really 
was different! 

A child’s natural wonder at the world around him is a 
joyous thing. The freshness of his outlook can wipe clear 
our vision, dimmed by familiar acceptance and the silt of 
time. One of the special privileges of parenthood is the 
second chance it gives us to see with untarnished freshness, 
“the world that seems to lie before us like a land of dreams, 
so various, so beautiful, so new.” (Matthew Arnold.) 

Who does not remember trying, as a child, to bottle the 
magic of a lightning bug of a summer evening, or tucking 
away in some private hiding place the silver parachuted 
seed of milkweed to keep fresh the wonder of its winged 
flight? Alas, we cannot bottle or press between the leaves 
of a book the awareness of the past; nor can we who have 
children depend upon the few short years of their childhood

to keep us in touch with this richness. Fortunately, aware- 
ness is not limited to children or to poets. It is a quality 
of mind and a sensitivity of spirit that anyone can achieve. 
It is a special dimension in living which gives added depth 
and height to each hour. But how to develop this quality? 
Only desire and the willingness to try are necessary. 

Knowledge is the reservoir which feeds this stream of 
awareness. Recently a friend of mine took up painting and 
suddenly became aware of the great range of color, the 
exciting perspectives, and the balancing. of masses and 
colors. She bubbles over with her new discoveries. Driving 
together to market the other day on a road familiar to 
both of us, she exclaimed: “Look! Wouldn’t that make a 
marvelous painting? I never noticed that hill before, with 
the old barn tucked in the curve of its arm.” Her life is 
greatly enriched by her new sensitivity to beauty. She dis- 
covered what Jean Henri Fabre, the great French naturalist, 
believed so fervently: “What matters in learning is not 
to be taught, but to wake up.” 

Another friend, obeying orders to walk to regain her — 
strength after an illness, has become a bird watcher. It is an 
even greater pleasure to be with her now for her knowledge 
spills over for me to enjoy, too. “It was just as though some- 
one had put a record on, when I first started listening,” she 
explains. “All the bird songs and calls—sounds I had never 
really heard before—sprang into being. I just can’t stop 
listening. It's a whole new world of sound.” When she 
speaks, her eyes are as shining as my child’s were when she 
stood listening in the snow. 

Awareness is the focusing lens that brings into sharp 
outline the beauties of everyday living.

@ A more unlikely candidate for becoming a dealer in art 
you will never find than Bill Pearson. That is, if you be- 
lieve that those strings of letters that are listed after peo- 
ple’s names in “Who’s Who” are prerequisite to pursuing 
a life of culture. 

For Bill Pearson had no education other than what rubbed 
off on him in two years in reform school and five months in 
the CCC. Which is to say that during the years when most 
people are acquiring the “conventional wisdom” about what 
they ought to think, he was working as a stableboy. He had 
never heard of art, and beauty was a word he used for fast 
cars and pretty girls. 

He started to emerge as an exploring mind in 1939 when 
he bought a quilt. He had been in the hospital for a year, 
and somebody had brought him a book on American quilts, 
which he read even though he wasn’t interested. When he 
got out, he decided to buy a quilt. 

“I was lucky,” he says, “and got a good one, and every- 
body patted me on the head for being so smart. But I really 
didn’t know why it was good, and this bothered me. So I 
read some more to find out why it was good.” 

The quilt, which he still uses on his bed, was a turning 
point in his life. Learning about quilts led him to get inter- 
ested in and acquire Karly American country furniture. 


That led to finer American furniture, which in turn led to 
American paintings and sculpture. 

“T worked about eight years learning about Americana, 
and then in 1947 I went to Mexico to ride for the President. 
I saw my first pre-Columbian art in the National Museum in 
Mexico City, and I was a goner. I met Covarrubias and 
Rivera and saw what they owned, and I realized you could 
buy those wonderful things. I had discovered a new world.” 

He’s been discovering one wonderful world after another 
ever since. In 1950 he went to Italy and discovered the Italian 
primitives. He went to Siam to ride for the King and was 
knocked breathless by the galaxy of Oriental arts. 

These thrills of discovery he makes for himself, as though 
he and only he in the world knew about it. When I said he 
had made a lot of progress for 19 years, he said, “Oh no, 
I’ve almost been standing still. There is still so much out in 
the world waiting for me to catch on about. I’ve just begun. 
It makes me feel very rich, for when you discover these things 
for yourself, you have moments of magic. When you go along 
with somebody else’s say-so, it’s not the same.” 

My own first reaction to Pearson, when I first met him 
about 1953, was that he was merely imitative and that he 
would not show perception and discrimination in all depart- 
ments of life. But when five years later, (Please turn the page)

(Continued from preceding page) I went to the Pearsons’ 
home in La Jolla, and saw all their possessions, I realized 
that this man can recognize the best in any classification 
he really takes a look at. His taste is as pure as a child is 
guileless. The things in his gallery have this same purity. 
He has learned to see all the aspects of the thing. So his 
judgments are authentic. 

Pearson does not dismiss knowledge. “Feed on the best 
knowledge,” he says, “but don’t be dictated to by it. Read 
the books. Then find your own way. But don’t allow your- 
self to fall for the reputation of big names or you'll miss 
all the great anonymous art of the ages. And don't let 
technique and virtuosity of craftsmanship be your standard 
or you're lost again. It can have good technique but be bad 
design. Neither does age make a thing good. If it was bad 
in 1850, it’s still bad. Keep yourself unspoiled by what they 
say you ought to think.” 

As I was leaving the last time after we had breathlessly 
raced from enthusiasm to enthusiasm, he said, “Sometime 
give me a chance to tell you about wine!” He had just dis- 
covered the world of wine! Next week, he'll open some new 


door and his world will expand another notch.

This is a real House Beautiful story 





Nearly everything you see in these two pictures was 
made by my husband or me or both of us together. 
Neither he nor I began with any craft training, but 
we have long since learned that we can always find 
out what we don’t know—that’s what keeps us grow- 
ing. The rug in the living room is an example. It is 
made of pieces left over from the cotton carpeting 
in our two bedrooms, pasted together in a way we 
saw in House Beautiful (September, 1955). We 
like the design so well we are planning a larger, per- 
manent one of wool carpeting. Because we are 
limited in funds, we had to think up new solutions 
like this. The results were always far more inter- 
esting, workable, and enjoyable than any conven- 
tional solution. The total cost of all the furnishings 
you see in our living-dining room (left) was 
$1,001.83. Major sums went for the sofas, which 
we bought, and the draperies. We have gathered 
together, above, some of our work from the rest 
of the house. We were familiar with a few of the 
crafts, others we learned as we went along, still 
others we originated ourselves out of necessity. 


The case history on these 10 pages is documentary proof of how a school 
teacher and his wife created a lovely home by using the values and pre- 
cepts that House Brautirut outlines carefully year after year. They 


show that a rewarding way of life can be created without ample funds.

@ My husband and I are walking testimony to the fact that 
you can make your life what you want it, that you can even 
remake it in the middle of its course. 

We know. We did. For we waked up and learned to live. 
We had been more dead than alive. And it’s still hard to 
believe that now we are living amidst beauty, doing work 
we love, without enough time to do all the things we can 
dream up, but with more energy and enthusiasm than we 
could have imagined possible before (though we’re years 
older). 

The key to our switchover was awareness—what HOUSE 
BEAUTIFUL talks about in this issue and has always advocated. 
When we learned to see, we discovered we were creative. We 
learned to our amazement that we can make almost anything 
we want. That is how we have managed to have such a nice 
house, even though we are only school teachers with teaching 
pay. Our house cost $15,000 and we have $1991.77 of furnish- 
ings in our seven rooms. We have a million-dollar view out- 
side, and everything we see inside is pretty and has character. 

But it wasn’t that way twelve or fourteen years ago. My 
husband was a pharmacist in a government hospital, and | 
worked for a thread company doing booklets about sewing. 
We lived in a New York apartment and thought mahogany, 
after the manner of Duncan Phyfe, was the only gracious 
way to display one’s good silver and crystal. Chappy was 
always tired, Nothing excited us or inspired us. We were living 
in a mindless rut. 

Then we began to notice that the lives of certain other 
people had more richness than ours. And we began changing 
friends to have more. contact with these people we admired. 
We noticed they were invariably very much interested in 
something: nature or cooking or good music or gardening. 
But at the time we didn’t have a special interest. 

Then the Army transferred us to Hawaii. The move was 
like pulling a cork and letting our lives out of the tight little 


bottle they had been stuffed into. (Please turn the page)

We began to see things we hadn’t seen before, do things we 
had never tried to do before, have feelings about life and liv- 
ing that had never entered our heads and hearts before. We 
became involved in new activities. Everyone in the islands 
seemed to do things. Soon we too were caught up in the rush 
to the “Y” or the Academy of Art to learn how to paint, or ar- 
range flowers, or hula, or cook in Chinese. Before we knew it, 
we were silk-screening our Christmas cards, block-printing 
bamboo designs on napkins, chiseling on monkey pod wood. 

Soon our friends began asking us for help with their proj- 
ects. We had open-house hobby nights at our house. Sometimes 
as many as thirty people came. We pounded copper on the back 
steps, did block prints in the kitchen, fitted dresses. Increasingly 
it was Chappy who seemed to know how to solve people’s prob- 


lems. We had never been so happy. (Please turn the page) 





We have discovered that beauty does not lie solely in 


objects themselves but comes out even more in their ar- 
rangement. My latest embroidery (left and above), which 
follows closely the stitches described by Mariska Karasz in 
House Beautiful (March, 1952), needed the proper set- 
ting, so Chappy made this telephone shelf, which picks up 
the embroidery colors. (We started making mosaics from 
House Beautiful’s August 1955 article.) The gray-green 
phone, the antique glass bottle, the burlap-covered phone 
book, even the round thermestat—each plays its part in 


this composition. We try to make this happen everywhere. 





Given enough time and thought and imagination, 
problems no longer seem like problems, only sit- 
uations that are more interesting because they 
have limits. To make an inexpensive room divider, 
we stretched burlap on frames built of 1-x-2’s, then 
hung them on heavy-duty drapery tracks (above ). 
The materials cost only $38 against an estimate of 
$300 for folding doors. I had always wanted to try 
creative embroidery after seeing the Mariska 
Karasz series in House Beautiful. Here was a made- 
to-order opportunity. The diamond pattern, which 
Chappy designed because it could be worked free- 
hand, turned out to be the unifying theme we car- 
ried throughout the house. We used it for the wal- 
nut door and drawer pulls in the kitchen (below) 
and on the round enamel pulls Chappy made for 
our bathroom (in color on the opposite page). 





We undertook as many of the finishing touches as we 


thought we could possibly do—painting, wood finishing, 
landscaping, concrete work outside, cabinet work—even 
though we had never tackled such jobs before. We felt 
sure that we could do it, given enough time to work up 
our nerve and our skill. In the scene above are some of 


the results: finished wood walls, concrete terrace, planting

(against the boulders that made this an “impossible” site), 
light fixtures and the table that Chappy made from a ma- 
hogany door. Too many people give up before they start 
by assuming they can’t do something. House Beautiful told 
us: if you want something badly enough, there is always a 
way to get it. We have proved it so many times that it has 
become our number one motto. 


Then we were transferred back to New York. How could we 
be satisfied with apartment-house living? And my husband 
was beginning to doubt that he could be contented pursuing 
his chosen career after this othér taste of living we had had. 
But we tried for three years, half-heartedly trying to make 
ceramics in our tiny kitchenette, endeavoring to keep alive 
that spark of creativity that had been blown to life in Hawaii. 
But the environment wouldn’t let us. Gradually Chappy was too 
tired to stay awake in the evenings, and we were succumbing 
to frustrations we assumed were beyond our control. 

Then we made the big decision. Chappy would give up 
pharmacy and study under the GI Bill to become an arts-and- 
crafts teacher. So we moved to California and Chappy went 
to college again and received his master’s degree in art educa- 
tion. | went to work part time, teaching sewing in the adult 


education program. Now Chappy teaches in La Mesa High 














Our living room is not large, so when we 


decided on a raised hearth, we planned it 
as a cantilever to avoid bulkiness and let 
the floor extend beneath it. Though we 
didn’t do the concrete work, we arranged 
to be there when it was poured so we could 
set in our collection of black beach peb- 
bles. Learning to use pebbles this way was 
more “know-how” we got from House 
Beautiful. The hearth shelf serves as a 
window seat too. The black shadow box 
over the fireplace and the sand casting of 
the Madonna and Child were done origi- 
nally as decorations for the first Christmas 
we spent in our new house. We like it 
so well it has been there ever since. 


The girls’ room is only 10’ by 14’, but we didn’t waste a 
foot of space.

School, and he’s never had more energy or been happier. 

At this point House BEAUTIFUL came into our lives. We 
had discovered for ourselves that you could put more sig- 
nificance into the same old daily life. But we had no idea 
how true this was until House BEAUTIFUL began to show us. 
The idea of always growing, learning, searching for new ways 
to enrich our every-day lives was like a refrain month after 
month in House BeautiruLt. We had had a taste of this ex- 
panding way of living in Hawaii. But how to have it in ever- 
increasing abundance? The word creativity was constantly 
used in House BEAUTIFUL. Since we had discovered that we 
had some, maybe we had still more. Maybe what we needed 
was our own home, to let us try out all that we were teaching. 

But how? We had only a couple of thousand dollars in war 
bonds.

Privacy . . . we had to have that. A long-time 
House BEAUTIFUL crusade, for sure, but we had 
breathed enough second-hand air to know they . 
were right. View . . . this was a must too... a 
high place where we could bare our windows to the 
sky and mountains with never a need to draw a 
drapery. A place to pursue our hobbies, to leave 
work out (no more having to clean up at dinner 
time), to store materials and equipment. 

All this must be a part of the living area of the 
house, not stuck away somewhere in a garage or 
basement. We wanted the companionship of our 
hearth to be very far-reaching, so an open plan 
seemed indicated. That would make our house seem 





larger than it probably could really be. We must 
have a “dirty” workshop too, for carpentry, paint- 
ing, clay. Easy to care for both inside and out— 
this was important, as we both liked to do too 
many things to be worrying about the weeding and 
window washing. 

In addition to the actual physical requirements 
for our home we wanted it to have a particular 


feeling. We knew it had to be a place for us to 


The combination bath-dressing room, which we 
thought of as pure extravagance, has given us 
as much downright pleasure as anything in the 
house. Our wide clothes closet opens into it 
(as well as the bedroom) through wood slat 
closures (see mirrored reflection). The ladder 
towel rack is far more elegant than the usual 
chrome bars and just as functional, yet it 
was made from less than $5 worth of lumber.

display our work, not only in the process of making 
it, but after it was completed. Since we worked 
with natural materials—wood, stone, clay, con- 
crete—we had to have simple natural backgrounds 
for these things. We wanted lots of natural woods 
but we wanted a good deal of color, too. We didn’t 
want it to have a rustic, summer-cabin feeling; it 
had to have a certain elegance. 

First, it seemed reasonable, we must find the 
place to build. We couldn’t go further, even with 
our thoughts, until we found the site. We combed 
the hillside we had chosen as best from the stand- 
point of exposure, view, and isolation with com- 
parative convenience. Everything seemed out of 
reason. We even had a real estate salesman tell us 
loftily that we were way out of our class, when 
we mentioned putting a modest house on his high- 
priced platform, gouged out of a hillside, It 
didn’t seem unreasonable to us to put the price 


of a car such as he drove (Please turn the page) 


With an open-plan house, we wanted to dress up the kitchen 


as much as possible. We chose birch for the cabinets and 
walnut for the diamond-motif handles. We did all the finish- 
ing ourselves. You’d be surprised how much more you appre- 
ciate the sheen on the wood when it was your steam behind 
the steel wool that made it that way. Wood is wax-finished. 
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Our house plan is basically a simple rectangle. We used as 
much glass as possible so we wouldn’t miss any of the view. 
Our studio is off the living room and can be open all the way 
or closed off, depending on the desire for companionship or 
the need to hide some unfinished project. The dining area is 
close to the kitchen but not in it. With the table right by the 
glass wall to the terrace, it seems as though we are eating out 
of doors all the time. Workshop is for “‘dirty” work.

for a year or so, into a view that we would enjoy always. 
But worse than the price of the lots was what had been done 
to them—sliced off level with no bit of personality remain- 
ing. We mentioned this and said we'd like to have some rocks 
left intact and some natural beauty. That’s when we were 
shown the steep, hillside lot with boulders too large for a bull- 
dozer to move, looking as though they’d tumbled down the 
hill. This was it, we knew it at once. What’s more, the builder 
who owned it had figured that it was possible to get a house 
on it, and we could afiord it! 

So we started paying for the lot and, fired with enthusiasm, 
we proceeded to plan the house for our hillside. We hoped 
to build it in a couple of years. The house actually designed 
itself, when all the “have-to-haves” were combined, always 
with the most important, low cost, in mind. It turned out to 
be a simple rectangle, with as much glass and as little par- 
titioning as was possible from an engineering standpoint. We 


didn’t want to miss any of the view, so there was a sliding

glass wall to a terrace that would run right into the rocks. 
The studio area was off the living room and could be open 
all the way or closed off, depending on the desire for com- 
panionship or the need for hiding some unfinished project.

, persons, and relationships will keep us vibrantly 


alive and help us make the most of ourselves, says this American philosopher 


@ Man’s climax of growth is his hour of truth. To grow, just 
to grow, that is good: it is very good; it is the greatest of 
goods. As human beings we grow chiefly by knowing. Simply, 
then, to be aware, to enter into the being of things, to pierce 
the mystery of persons, and to join the dynamics of process— 


these are the things that make us live and that swell our human

lives into partnership with whatever it is that outruns our 
puny selves. 

Having heads, to use them—this would seem to be the least 
we could demand of ourselves, without diminution of self- 
respect. More of excellence would be but more of the same. 


To enjoy knowledge as well as to have it is to transform mere 


use into something also beautiful. Where beauty and _ utility 
are well met, there is the acme of value. 

Knowledge does not end, however, until it becomes imagina- 
tion, transcending the boundaries of whatever is, creating its 
own objects and celebrating them as they pass. Growth requires 
something given to grow. We do not, therefore, start our 
growth from scratch. In the world of things. we have mouthed 
them before we knew what they were. In the world of persons, 
we have fondled them before we knew who they were. In the 
world of processes, we have joined our energies to action 
before we knew what action was. But let us begin with the 


realm of things. 


I. Awareness of Things 


We are all spirit, but each of us is body too, before we 
are spirit. As animal bodies, our agents of awareness are the 
humble senses. What a world of wonder these senses open 
to us. We see things, and sight is ours; we taste things, and 
savor is ours; we hear things, and sound is ours; we smell 
things, and odor is ours. Even the humblest of these agents, 
the sense of smell, is entitled to the apostrophe that Meyer 


Levin has addressed to it—the nose: 


Thou brave comrade, frontier of the face, 
Pioneer in darkness and leader of our race; 
Forerunner of fortune and espion of woe— 


Lead on, my Nose, I follow—where’er thou bidst me go! 


To become aware of the wonders of scent is to be a living 
thing, not a mere inert body. To be seized of perfume is to 
create an art out of animal instincts. It is beautiful to be alive, 
and it is more beautiful to be constantly on the grow. When 
even scent is identified and celebrated, we go no longer like 
animals, merely “sniffing around.” We enter the kingdom of 
worth and wonder. He who neglects to smell what is there to 
smell is not yet waked up to the glory of his estate. Awareness 

- of the sensuous is but the beginning of fulfillment. 

I shall never forget my awakening to the beauty of aware- 
ness, belated though my arousal was. [ was fishing in Texas as 
a young man, blind to the wonder about me, hardly seeing 

even the gorgeous sunsets. My guide was an Indian. He told me 
the life-cycle of the crayfish, which we were using for bait. It 
was a story of successive increments of growth at last over- 

_ grown. When the. protoplasm could no longer shed its shell, 
he said, death came as wry reward of an encrusted life. The 

) story moved me to verse: 

| Far down within the slimy mire the crayfish works his spell 


To weave around him silently an ever hardening shell. 


Such as bequeaths his softness to the mud where it belongs 


And fits himself to take his place with toilers brown and strong. 


But once his growth is fully reached, his early end attained, 


He finds all further growth denied by that already gained. 
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Then face he must anew the travail of re-birth, 


Or find his goal become his doom, through the encrusting girth. 


In mystic, darksome ways this cycle is for men— 


All growth must end in growth or harden into sin. 


All systems and all thoughts involve a larger whole: 


Man too must grow for growth or lose his living soul. 


This wonder at awareness has been a fruitful theme not 
merely for neophytes in verse but for masters of poetry. Rupert 
Brooke has sung the lyricism of things on a large scale in his 
poem The Great Lover, and Robert Browning has the young 
David awaken the lethargic Saul to the dynamics of the world 


through the quivering lyre: 


Oh, the wild joy of living, 
The leaping from rock up to rock, 
The strong rending of boughs from the fir tree, 
The cool silver shock of a plunge in the pool’s living water, 
The hunt of the bear 
And the sultriness showing the lion is crouched in his lair. 
And the meal, the rich dates yellowed over 

with gold-dust divine, 
The locust flesh steeped in the pitcher, 
The full draft of wine; 
And sleep in the dried river channel where bulrushes tell 
The water was wont to go warbling so sofily and well! 
How good is man’s life, the mere living! 
How fit to employ the heart and the soul 


and the sense forever in joy! 


He who celebrates not the world of things is starving his 
own soul of the large access of meaning which his body offers. 
He who loves not savor, neglects and affronts the taste. He 
who loves not sound, neglects and affronts the ear. He who 
loves not color, neglects and affronts the eye. And so it goes 
along the whole periphery of roseate body. Such awareness is 
but the beginning, but it is a beginning. There are other 


and larger dimensions of growth. 


II. Awareness of Persons 


Beginning as lowly as things, but reaching much higher, is 
awareness of persons. Persons are also things promoted by 
sentiency out of thinghood into selves. Not to have honored 
this is the criticism brought against the Kinsey reports on sex. 
The criticism is both abortive and substantial. The reports 
did, and did well, what they set out to do; and what they set 
out to do was worth doing. Who would not know more than we 
already know about the tempestuous hungers of body for 
body? But for the sake of statistical management, bodily con- 
tacts are let stand for the whole of sex. They are not the 
whole of sex, indeed hardly more than a beginning. We can- 
not go on until we have gone forward, and all knowledge puts 
us forward, The eyes are windows of the soul, as every lover

So much to know and do about such a simple thing as 


POTATOES 


In its infinite variety of sizes, shapes, colors, and tastes, 


the every-day potato offers a first lesson in developing the seeing eye 


@ “Dull as a potato,” the saying goes, 
or “That’s just small potatoes.” The 
potato is scorned as lowly and_bour- 
geois, and what is even more important, 
shunned as bad for the diet. 

None of this is true. The potato is not 
dull but exciting, not humble but majes- 
tic. It is romantic, historic, and on the 
practical side, infinitely versatile, a chal- 
lenge and inspiration to any cook. Far 
from being unimportant, potatoes are 
the world’s largest vegetable crop. And 
they are not as fattening as most people 
believe, with about the same number of 
calories as two slices of bread. Nutri- 
tionally, they are an energy food with 
a significant quantity of iron and, being 
low in fiber content, are highly digest- 
ible. 

Once you take a look, a real look at 
a potato, it ceases to be a commonplace. 
Suddenly you realize all potatoes are 
not the same. They don’t look alike and 
they certainly don’t taste alike. 

Everybody knows, of course, that 
there are every-day white potatoes and 
“sweets” and yams. But even when you 
concentrate only on what are called 
Irish, there are small potatoes and there 
are big ones. Some are long and slender, 
some are round. Some tiny ones look 
pink and smooth as a baby’s skin, and 
others equally tiny have little beige 
feathers, almost like a bird’s. 

Some have a ruddy or russet com- 
plexion, some are creamy or buff or 
chocolate-brown. Some should be eaten 
almost as soon as dug, and some can 
keep all winter. Some are better for 
baking, some for frying, others for scal- 


loping or for salads. Some are very 
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starchy and some are waxy. Some will 
boil up snow white and mealy, others 
will be dull and soggy no matter what 
you do to them. 

Today the potato appears in many 
different guises in the markets and on 
the shelves. No longer is it always au 
naturel in a basket, sack, or bag. Now 
potatoes may be peeled or cooked, then 
sealed in tins, or better, in glass. Or they 
may be frozen—mashed or hashed, 
fried or dried, or in puffs. They may be 
in chips or in sticks. They can be de- 
hydrated into granules, or in line with 
the latest developments, made into flakes 
that transform instantly, without cook- 
ing, into soft cloud-white whipped po- 
tatoes. They may appear in the form of 
potato pancakes—lathes, to the Jewish 
gourmet—quick-frozen ready to heat. 
Or in a packaged mix to make a potato 
pancake or, if you prefer, to make the 


potato dumplings the Germans call 


kartoffelklosse. 

To learn about the potato we went 
to Maine where one of the leading po- 
tato growers took us in hand to teach 
us first how to judge a potato: 

“If you’re figuring to buy a big sup- 
ply of potatoes, just pick one out of the 
heap. Press it in your hand. It should 
feel good and firm. Next. cut it into two 
pieces and take a good look. If there’s 
so much water or juice that you can 
press down lightly and make the water 
fall off in drops, or if you see that the 
core of the potato is large and soft, you 
can be sure that potato will be soggy 
when you boil it. A potato should not 
look too dry when you cut it, but then 


again not too wet.”

As in judging wine or beer the color 
of the cut potato is important. The flesh 
should be white with the merest tinge 
of yellow. If it is a deep yellow, the 
potato is not likely to cook well. There 
is an exception to this color test, how- 
ever. Some of the imported potatoes 
may be very yellow and yet of high 
quality. Also, juiciness is not considered 
a defect in new potatoes because at this 
point in their development the young ° 
potatoes hold protein in solution and 
cook to waxiness. 

The third test made by the experts 
when they are choosing potatoes is for 
starch. To find out how much starch is 
in a potato you rub the two cut pieces 
together and a white froth caused by 
the starch content will appear around 
the edges and on the two surfaces. More 
froth means more starch and a_ better 
potato for boiling or baking. 

Another simple way to test for starch 
in a potato is to put the two pieces 
together and see if one clings to the 
other without your holding it. If there 
is plenty of starch, it will act as a kind 
of glue. 

Obviously such rigmarole is impos- 
sible in a supermarket. So what do you 
do? Trust your dealer and/or look for 
U.S. or other labels of quality. There 
are two U.S. consumer grades of po- 
tatoes, A and B. These grades include 
four sizes, large, medium-large, medi- 
um, and small. In order to be called 
U.S. Grade A, potatoes must be all one 
variety, well-shaped and clean, quite 
free from injury, “black heart.” dam- 
age, sunburn, etc. They should be ma- 


ture. If they are designated as Early 








Potatoes, they must be firm. Grade B 
makes the same requirements, but allows 
for a greater number of defects. 

In addition to the Federal grades, 
some states have established their own 
standards. In Maine, for instance, you 
have Maine Medium, Super Spuds, and 
Chef’s Specials. Maine Mediums must 
be two and one quarter to three and 
one quarter inches in diameter for 
round varieties or five to ten ounces in 
weight for long varieties. Usually Maine 
Mediums are packed in five, ten and 
fifteen pound paper, polyethylene, or 
mesh bags. (Fussy potato buyers object 
to polyethylene or any other type of 
bag which does not protect potatoes from 
light.) 

Super Spuds meet all requirements 
of Maine Mediums but are larger. 


Chef’s Specials are even larger, three 
to four inches in diameter for round 
varieties or at least ten ounces in weight 
for long potatoes. 

Among the many potato varieties 
being produced at the present time, the 
following eight stand out as the most 
popular and the most useful: 


Katahdin. At present this is the leading 
commercial variety and accounts for 
approximately 75% of the Maine crop. 
The tubers are relatively large and ob- 
long. They have shallow eyes and a 
dark cream-buff skin. The flesh is white. 
The starch content of the potato is me- 
dium, which means that they are not as 
mealy as the Green Mountain. Thus, 
they are not as good for baking but 


excellent for frying. 
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Green Mountain. Formerly one of the 
favorite varieties in New England for 
those who want a mealy potato for 
baking or boiling, it has been declining 
because of its low disease resistance. It 
is short-oblong to oblong, broad, flat- 
tened in shape. The skin is cream-buff, 
smooth or often netted. It comes _pri- 
marily from the Lake States eastward 


through New England. 


This 


Maine variety that is rapidly growing 


Kennebec. is a relatively new 
in popularity. It is elliptical to oblong 
in shape with a smooth cream-buff skin. 
The potatoes are quite mealy since the 
starch content is medium high. Kenne- 
bec is in demand by the potato chip in- 
dustry because it makes an attractive,

OOR and drawer pulls were 

another challenge to our im- 
aginative powers.

But those had 
been made to order in Mexico, as 
we recalled, and probably price 
had been no object.

We tried every- 
thing from jelly glass lids to sink 
strainers, but nothing worked. 
When Chappy routed out some 
rectangular pieces of pine just 
enough to hold the tiles and ad- 
hesive, we were on our way. We 
made twenty-eight door pulls in 
various sizes, enough for all our 
possible needs. Mounted on wooden 
dowels they work perfectly and 
I don’t suppose there is two dol- 
lars’ worth of tile in the lot. 

For the bathrooms we wanted 
something rather decorative and 
we had been playing around with 
enamels, wondering about the pos- 
sibilities of that medium for some- 
thing unusual. The copper discs 
were the right sizes for the various 
drawers and doors in the bathroom 
pullmans. Chappy enameled some 
handsome ones with diamond pat- 
terns to point up the colors in the 
two bathrooms. But how to attach 
them so they could take the con- 
stant usage? We tried everything, 
and they would eventually work 
loose. Finally we looked in the 
most obvious place, at other drawer 
pulls, and there in the “five-and 
ten” were 
pulls exactly the same sizes. Chap- 
py soldered another disc back-to-

To peel or not to peel 


Nutritionists insist that potatoes 
should always be cooked in their 
jackets, for they are twice as nu- 
tritious. But many epicures dis- 
agree, for they don’t taste the same. 
Some people like them better 
cooked chemise, or their 
dressing gowns, as the French put 
it. Some prefer them “boiled in the 
nude.” No doubt about it, there 
is a difference, hard to describe but 
easy to recognize. Unpeeled pota- 
toes have a more definite earthy or 
mushroom-like flavor. Peeled pota- 
toes are more delicate and the tex- 
ture is fluffer. They hold their 
shape better. Boiling in the jackets 
emphasizes the waxy qualities and 
is often preferred for salads znd 
creamed dishes.

Many new guises 


As the use of raw potatoes has 
declined in America, interest in 
processed potatoes has gone up 
and up, for potatoes appear in 
many new and different forms. 

The frozen potato has achieved 
considerable popularity—whipped 
or mashed, shredded, diced, or pre- 
pared in the form of potato pufis. 
Frozen mashed potatoes can be a 
high-quality product. In many 
cases the shredded and diced po- 
tatoes, called hashed 
brown or shredded potato patties, 
are excellent too. Many are well

seasoned with onion and can be 
used as an ingredient in soups, 


casseroles, or other home-made 
dishes. 

As for the frozen French fries, 
the best brands are basically good 
products prepared from the proper 
variety of mature sound potatoes 
fried in suitable fats or oils, but 
they are not palatable when heated 
according to most package direc- 
tions, i.e., set in the oven or under

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Dried or dehydrated potatoes 


Dried or dehydrated potatoes 
lost their good name after World 
War II, or perhaps they never had 
one. The dried potato served to our 
armed forces and afterward prof- 
fered to the public was a_ sad 
travesty—gray, gummy,  funny- 
tasting. For quite a few years after- 
ward almost all the instant pota- 
toes were dismal. About two years 
ago. however, the old spice firm 
of French’s brought on the market 
an instant potato that was infinitely 
superior. Without any 
with the mere addition of liquid, 
this packaged product produced a 
creditable mashed potato. This 
product was in the form of fine 


cooking, 


grains and was produced almost 
entirely from Idaho potatoes. 

Now something new has been 
added—so new that it is just now 
in January, 1959, being introduced 
nationally. It is a potato flake that 
looks for all the world like a soap 
flake. It actually does what the 
package proclaims—produces fluffy 
mashed potatoes, white as snow 
and delicate of flavor, in three 
minutes by actual tests from the 
package to the table. This new 
product was developed as the re- 
sult of cooperative research be- 
tween the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, the state of Maine, 
and the Maine Potato Commission. 
No doubt there will be many pack- 
ers, but as of now it is being pack- 
aged and nationally distributed by 
the Borden Company. 


Potato Pancakes 

One of the lesser known proc- 
essed potato products is the potato 
pancake. Unlike the potato puff, 
which is made from cooked pota- 
toes, the pancake is made from 
grated raw potatoes. 

You can buy frozen potato pan- 
cakes. (Milady’s brand is good and 
available all over the country.) 
Like other fried foods, they are 
best heated in hot vegetable or 
salad oil at least half-an-inch deep. 

Another great convenience is the 
dehydrated potato pancake mix. 
One of the good American brands 
is Rumford, put up in Rumford, 
Maine, by the same people who 
make the famous baking powder. 
You can also buy a potato pancake 
mix made in Munich, Bavaria— 
Panni. The same mix is used to 
make potato dumplings. It is won- 
derful to 
sauerbraten, or sauerkraut dishes.

Frozen Pommes Soufflées 


Most dramatic of all ways to 
prepare the potato is the air-filled 
Pommes Soufflées—like a balloon 
of air encased in potato chips. 


Making them is rather tricky. 
(Find a complete description of 
the technique in the October, 1954, 
issue of House BEAUTIFUL, page 
269.) Or if you want the kudos 
without the trouble, you can buy 
sliced ready-to-fry Pommes Souf- 
flées at the Gourmet Shop of the 
Cafe Chambord in New York. A 
four-ounce tin (about 24 slices) 
costs a dollar and a quarter. 


Potato Pointers 


Rubbing the skins of baked po- 
tatoes butter or bacon fat 
makes them tasty, but it does not 
give the crisp nutty character that 
makes such a delightful contrast to 
the dry but soft and feathery in- 
sides of a well-baked potato. 

As for wrapping baked potatoes 
in foil before baking either in the 
oven or in ashes, there is no deny- 


with 


ing that it is a convenient method. 
However, what you get is a steamed 
rather than a baked potato—as 
much difference as there is between 
a real roast and a pot roast! 

Use the napkin trick: After they 
have been boiled, the 
should never be held in a covered

dish for they are sure to become 
sodden. The best way is the English 
method in potatoes 
served in an open dish covered with 
a napkin. The napkin retains the 
heat and absorbs the moisture. If 
the potatoes are to be held in their

skins after boiling, it is a good pol- 
icy to pare the ends or to strip the 
peels off around the middles in or- 
der to permit the steam to escape. 
For the same purpose the skins of 
baked potatoes should immediately 
be pricked or broken when they 
come from the oven. 

The smaller the pieces of pota- 
to, the quicker they Il cook. 

Straight sides, flat bottoms, and 
tight covers are the three require- 
ments for cooking utensils used to 
boil potatoes. 

Potatoes keep better 
packed in a bag or bin that allows

air to circulate. 

The pressure cooker for some 
unexplainable reason is death on a 
good potato. It gives it a slightly off 
taste and an odd texture. 

You can hold baked potatoes in 
the oven for quite a long time at 
250° F. if you are not quite ready 
to serve them. 

In France potatoes are generally 
kept out of stews or Pot au Feu be- 
cause they are said to “rob the 
bouillon of finesse.” 

When freezing stew or a vege- 
table soup, omit potatoes. Better 
add at the last minute when food is 
heated or serve separately.

>» Rhubarb is so rewarding in a 
vie that the beauty of its foliage 
s largely overlooked.

The Best Gardens Grow in Winter 


By WILLIAM ALVADORE BUCK 


Most of this advice you can take in a comfortable chair, but some of it calls for action 


@ After black frost and 


nothing much is left alive in the 


comes 


garden except the tilting broccoli, 
indomitably trying to complete its 
life round, the time is not an un- 
happy one for the veteran garden- 
er. The little anxieties of the chill 
autumn evenings—the sense of im- 
mediacy that each 
threat of frost—are laid to rest, and 
there is no eternal sense as yet in 
being impatient about spring. 

I maintain that the best gardens

grow in winter beside the fire. So, 
get out your dream books. I mean 
catalogs. I will contribute 
practical ideas, so your dreams can 


some 


have nice sturdy roots. 

Crop rotation is as old as Rome 
and Hesiod’s “Works and Days,” so 
we may accept it as well proved 
practice. It was forgotten, however, 
along with many another good ag- 
ricultural practice, during that long 
spell of savage notions which we 
call the Middle Ages. The slow de- 
terioration of their fields may well 
have contributed to many civiliza- 
tions’ decay. 

There are a number of reasons 
for rotating crops. The first is a 
matter of nutriment. Vegetables 
can be divided into three classes 
according to appetite, namely: 

Leaf crops, such as lettuce and 
the cabbage family, which especial- 
ly require abundant nitrogen. 

Root crops such as beets, that 
need much potash. 

Fruit crops, which will consume 
extra phosphorus. 

These divisions and requirements 
are not as precise and exclusive as 
a Soviet “Nyet” (corn, for exam- 
ple, also needs abundant nitrogen) 
and, of course, all plants require 
some balance in their diets. 

To keep the best balance of nour- 
ishment in the soil, crops of the 
same type should not be planted 
consecutively in the same _ spot, 
either during the season or from 
one year to the next. A proper ro- 
tation might be a seed crop like 
peas followed by lettuce, then beets. 

Another reason for rotating is to 
starve out bacteria, molds, fungi, 
ind some small creatures like nem- 
itodes, that live in the soil, cause 


disease, and are so dainty in their 


diet that they will die rather than 
eat. what they do not want. The 
cabbage family, for example, is 
subject to the black rot, which can 
kill the plant, amid a stench that 
only a cabbage could achieve. 

Cabbages, turnips, pepper grass, 
alyssum, and radishes, as well as 
all the other members of the cru- 
cifers, may come down with club 
root, caused by a slime mold which 
swells roots and often kills. 

A five- or six-year rotation will 
starve out either of these ills. The 
pathogens of aster wilt, tulip blight, 
and gladiolus corm diseases will 
not accumulate in the soil if plant- 
ings are rotated. Even a small gar- 
den-size rotation helps; I have suc- 
ceeded with China asters and broc- 
coli by using a four-year rotation in 
which no move was over ten feet. 

These particular collywobbles 
are mighty, and I would not think 
of planting broccoli, asters, or rad- 
ishes without rotating them. Other- 
wise, very much shifting in a small 
garden is sometimes rather imprac- 
tical, I know, and in my own gar- 
den [ cannot boast that I am an in- 
veterate and thoroughgoing rotator. 
I try, but I figure that as long as I 
put in more humus and fertilizer 
each season, rotating is not so im- 
portant in my garden. 


How to save space 


There is a peril in gardening: 
The true spirit finds himself yearn- 
ing each year for a few more square 
yards of earth for corn or to try 
that new squash, and_ presently 
there is no room for a dog to bury 
a bone and weeds are a burden on 
the land. 

Spare that tree and try intercrop- 
ping to gain space. This method 
consists of planting quick-maturing 
crops, either in alternating rows or 
as companions in the row, along 
with long-season crops. In the corn 
and tomato patches, for example, I 
plant peas, onion sets, lettuce, beets, 
and other vegetables that are able 
to manage their own affairs with 
late frosts and cold rains, as soon 
as the ground can be worked in the 
spring. I plant the early vegetables 
in rows three feet apart, and then 
between these rows, when the dan- 


ger of frost is past, I plant toma- 


toes and corn, the two tropical 
champions of the American garden. 
By that time the short-season crops 
are well grown, and are gone be- 
fore the later crops have any use 
for a yard of earth between their 
burgeoning rows. 

Succession planting is another 
gainer. After the early corn is fin- 
ished, in the vacated land I plant 
again the short-season, frostproof 
crops. Lettuce, endive, Egyptian 
onions (for spring onions in the 
fall and very early green onions in 
the spring), Chinese cabbage, broc- 
coli plants, cabbage plants, beets, 
radishes, spinach, kale, and others 
will mature a crop in our climate 
(near New York City) with luck 
if planted even as late as the mid- 
dle of August. 

On the average the big frost in 
our region holds off beyond Hal- 
loween, so I gather three crops 
from the same patch. Such heavy 
cropping does not deplete the soil, 
so long as the gardener puts in as 
much in the way of fertilizer as he 
takes out in the way of food. 

Consider also that on a level plot 
the rows should run north and 
south for the best sun, but if the 
land slopes very much the rows 
should follow the contour across 
the slope, perpendicular to the pull 
of gravity, so to speak. It may be 
necessary, also, if the slope is more 
than a few degrees, to hill or ridge 
the rows, for the purpose is to hold 
the soil in gullywasher rains. 

It is possible to garden quite a 
steep slope, and achieve a fine pic- 
turesque background, by construct- 
ing terraces held, perhaps, by rock 
walls or riprap, by logs or railroad 
ties, or even by tenacious grass or 
shrubs. I have seen vining honey- 
suckle hold a terrace steeper than 
45 degrees. Place the tall growers, 
the corn and climbing beans, on 
the north side of the garden, lest 
the spinach planted in their shade 
become a problem. 

The best way to lay out your plot 
is to rule it down on paper. 


Watch Winter Sun

This is a method of stepping up 
or stepping down the intensity of 
flavor in a recipe.

tle more pungent; onions, robust; 
leeks, like strong scallions until 
cooked, when flavor becomes simi- 
lar to onion; Chinese garlic, a lit- 
tle more zippy than onions (these 
can be home-grown); and garlic, 
potent (handle with care! ). Know- 
ing their strength and the order in 
which they ascend makes it easier 
for you to assess what each one 
can do exactly as a seasoning, and 
will help you better to balance the 
flavors of food. To balance the pale 
taste of cottage cheese, for in- 
stance, you use chives, which are 
gentle, not the more pronounced 
flavor of scallions, although they 
would make an excellent stand-in 
for onions for any sauce or salad 
you served to a guest who disliked 
the robust taste of onions. 
Because there are different de- 
grees of flavor in different kinds 
of onions, you can also apply the 
principles of escalator-cooking to 
the different varieties, and achieve 
subtle distinctions of flavor.

ton, that sugar is a fine foil for 
the stinging taste of onion. She 
contends that people who claim 
they simply can’t eat raw onions 
without bad after-effects could if 
they would only sprinkle sugar over 
freshly-cut slices and let set for 
half an hour before serving. Sugar 
removes the “sting.” For that rea- 
son, you could put minced raw 
onions, so treated, in a salad, and 
no one would complain. 

But back to France, where “the 
most conspicuous contribution to 
mankind’s happiness” is claimed 
for the Quiche Lorraine, a cheese 
custard pie to which bacon and 
onions are added. A chemical al- 
chemy seems to take place in the 
heart of this pie in which an egg- 
and-cream mixture blends onions 
with cheese and bacon. The merg- 
ing of these flavors is so success- 
fully done that even the onion- 
haters who eat it are able to ignore 
the onions they customarily vilify. 

Any explorations into the onion’s 
history are bound to bring you face 
to face with its tall, fleshy cousin, 
the leek, highly valued for its 
green, fresh-herb flavor. 
The Israelites became so fond of 


strong, 


leeks (also onions and garlic) dur- 
ing their bondage in Egypt that, 
according to the Bible, they longed 
for them even while forging ahead 
for the better things of the Prom- 
ised Land. The leek was a court 
favorite at the time of Nero who 
ate it every morning with oil to 
clear his imperial throat. The 
leek’s popularity the early 
Roman epicures has inspired the 
Forum of the Twelve Caesars, posh 
New York restaurant, to make a 
specialty of a Caesar favorite, leek 
and sausage pie—a_ pastry-filled 
mixture topped by sausages. 

The leek is to the Welsh what 
the thistle is to the Scots, the 
Fleur-de-Lis to the French. Every 
patriotic “Taffy” eats it in some 
form on March 1, St. David’s Day 
(national holiday celebrating a vic- 
tory over the Saxons in 640 A. D.), 
and wears it like an Alpiner’s 
jaunty feather in his hat. 


with 


The presence of a strong, stal- 
wart and meaty leek in your bun- 
dle of soup-greens is a mark in 
our country that the vegetable man 
is cheering you on to make a bet- 
ter soup. If you’ve never cooked 
leeks, you'll find that their strong 
odor disappears in the pot, leaving 
a rich, succulent flavor. 

The use of onions, scallions, and 
Chinese leeks 
trasts with other ingredients, for 
their eye-appeal and for fresh,

piquant “green” flavor in the pot 
are fine points both the Japanese 
and the Chinese can contribute to 
your cuisine. 

Japanese and Chinese cooks 
chop scallions horizontally, making 
little hollow rings of vivid green 
to float as emerald jewels of garni- 
ture in soups. A relish of scallions, 
pickled in sweet vinegar, is a taste- 
tickler greatly liked with tempura 
and other seafood and fish dishes. 

Chinese cooks _ slit 
lengthwise in very thin strips, and 
use them for textural contrast as 
well as taste. They use raw Chi- 
nese leek, minced fine, to step up 
the flavor of many stir-fry dishes. 

Garlic, Chinese leeks, and scal- 
lions are used so often as grace 
notes in Chinese cooking that a 
thoughtful Chinese grocer will gra- 
ciously include a token gift of each 
in any large order of groceries. 

When you shop in the foreign 
sections, look for Italian red on- 
ions, mild and sweet enough to eat 
like raw apples, braided by their 
stems to make necklaces that look 
like high-fashion costume jewelry 
by daring young designers. For the 
strongest onion flavor, along the 
escalator route, there are the 
Southport White and 
Yellow Globe varieties.

UTRITIONALLY, onions merit 

the acclaim that’s been be- 
stowed on them by the world’s 
good cooks. Although better meas- 
ured today than in ancient times, 
you ll find the same nutrients to 
nourish your family that contrib- 
uted to the brawn of Cheops’ slaves 
who built the Pyramids. 

Until a few years ago, the Amer- 
ican onion led an uneventful sex 
life. In fact, it was a very dull and 
anti-social life because the onion 
pollinated itself.

Marveling at the markings of our 
own tiger kitten, asleep in his 
stripes on the porch, I have often 
tossed a mental nod of thanks to 
William Blake for his description 
of the kitten’s tiger cousin, 


What immortal hand or eye 
Could frame thy fearful 
symmetry? 


We see the same world not only 
of the poets but also of the inven- 
tors and the discoverers. yet the 
heightened awareness with which 
they see has made them unique in 
history. Isaac Newton watching the 
fall of an apple in a garden at 
Woolsthorpe in 1665 saw the cos- 
mic conception of universal gravi- 
tation; James Watt musing over 
the steaming kettle is said to have 
invented the steam engine: Dar- 
win’s awareness of a_ principle 
existing in the maze of inconsist- 
encies in his unremitting research 
produced the theory of evolution. 
“I can remember,” he tells in his 
autobiography, “the very spot in 
the road, whilst in my carriage, 
when to my joy the solution oc- 
curred to me.” 

Each of us has known flashes of 
poignant awareness in a new ex- 
perience. The freshness of the sen- 
sation makes it still vivid in our 
memory—the moment our first 
baby was put into our arms, a hus- 
band suddenly returned from the 
war, a glimpse of a wild deer in 
the woods. This is the thrill of dis- 
covery described by Keats in the 
poem On First Looking into Chap- 
man’s Homer. Think of the excite- 
ment of the Pilgrims when first 
they sighted land. 

I have often thought what a 
heartening experience it would 
have been to have come upon the 
classics by oneself—to have stum- 
bled innocently upon Shakespeare

or casually picked up A Tale of 
Two Cities or just happened upon 
Alice in Wonderland! 

We all have vestiges of aware- 
ness to develop. It is a universal 
experience to see the familiar with 
clearer eyes if we are to share it 
with another. When an unexpected 
guest approaches. we are only too 
keenly aware of the children’s toys 
all over the floor. the smudges on 
the wallpaper, the place on the 
ceiling where water from the 
tub upstairs ran over and came 
through. Yet with these less than 
perfect images in our surroundings, 
we also discover with the visitor 
the magnificent view from the ter- 
race. the roses on our neighbor’s 
fence. the heroic thrust of the 
church spire on the hill, and the 
startlingly beautiful red hair of the 
three-year-old next door. 

Awareness is not just sensitivity 
to the physical world: it has a 
spiritual dimension as well. A ma- 
ture man was recently described 
as one who was “extraordinarily 
aware of other people. of surround- 
ings, of moods and undercurrents.” 
To be aware of another’s feelings 
is a treasured attribute. 

The occasional pain of awareness 
can be the path to growth and 
understanding. A missionary who 
had just arrived in Africa, over- 
whelmed by what she saw. poured 
out her feelings to an older mis- 
sionary: “I can’t bear it here. I 
can’t stay. It hurts so.” And the 
older missionary said to her, “You 
needn’t worry while it hurts, my 
dear. It is when it stops hurting 
that you can begin to worry.” 

It is true that things that shock 
or please us at first soon lose their 
poignancy. Only by exercising our 
imagination and increasing our 
reservoir of knowledge can we keep 
our vision fresh and retain our sen- 
sitivity and awareness. 

If we develop this dimension in 
living. if we are fully aware of the 
world around us. the hours of each 
day will be rich and shining and 
we will believe with the Japanese 
poet, Kumagai Naoyoshi: 


We've seen the cherry blossoms, 
We've viewed the harvest moon. 
Who dares to say this life

saw so much she almost forgot to 
bring up the main question of dura- 
bility, which is what had suggested 
them to me in the first place. For 
these beauties are all woven of

And 
I know it sounds kind of silly but 
I’d like to sort of store my shell 
collection in here.” 

The bathroom turns out to be 
about as big as a minute—which is 
also the approximate size of the 
Waldo budget but the Waldo imag- 
ination is plenty large. 

Out of a closet she produced two 
long framed plaques of seashells 
imbedded in plaster, quite the love- 
liest bits of collage I'd seen.

“T’ve dozens of these,” she said 
offhandedly. “It’s a wonderful way 
of preserving a collection, and I 
was planning to hang these on one 
short wall as a kind of paneling. 
Pll need a partial wall of mirror 
over the basin, and I thought I’d 
have some glass shelves on one 
long wall where I could keep my 
shells in clear plastic boxes and 
also stash a few towels.

“No, you could not,” I replied, 
cruelly bursting the bubble, “for 
the simple reason that you can’t 
afford it.” I swear I saw a tear. 

“But,” I hastened to add, “if 
you'll settle for a handsome wall 
covering in crushed marble the 
deed is as good as done. Just come 
to Karl Mann’s showroom and see.” 

She went, like an obedient but 
deflated child. But her eyes lit up 
like Christmas lights when she saw 
what I was talking about. This 
sparkling white crushed marble 
comes in 2-foot squares, like tiles, 
except that the backing is a light- 
weight mat.

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e Recently, while on a visit to Ja- 
pan, I happened to inquire of some 
musically knowledgeable people 
what was Japan’s most popular 
opera. I, of course, expected that 
the answer would be Madame But- 
terfly. But the choice fell on an 
opera which in locale and feeling 
is, one would think, quite strange 
to Oriental sensibility. The opera 
was Carmen. 

If I was informed correctly, then 
we may award the palm of popu- 
larity to Bizet’s opera for both East 
and West. While we are doing this, 
we may observe once again that 
music is international, even when 
the composition is national. Curi- 
ous, isn’t it, that the most pecu- 
liarly French of the French works 
for the lytic stage is at the same 
time the least local. 

Many have called Carmen “the 
perfect opera.” Well, well—that’s 
quite a fulsome label. What is 
“perfect”? Whether perfect or not, 
it is certainly a great work, endur- 
ing in time and distance. What 
particular qualities unbind it from 
national ties and make its appeal 
as universal as it appears to be?

the action is dominated by Carmen 
herself, who as the immoral and 
ruthless female makes a direct ap- 
peal to the male members of the 
audience and is perhaps just a 
little envied by the female mem- 
bers. Her mercurial and flashy fas- 
cination suffuses the work to such 
an extent that the two male figures 
around her seem inconsequential. 
Who cares very seriously about 
the sad fate of Don José? It was 
not so in the original Merimée nov- 
el, on which the libretto is based. 
Here Don José appears as a truly 
tragic figure, shattered by the 
woman who is not so much im- 
moral as lacking in any sense of 
morality whatever. And in the nov- 
el Escamillo is not the rival of 
Don José but just one of many 
men. In the opera, Carmen’s com- 
plex relationships have been re- 
duced more or less to the usual 
triangle. That simplification adds 
to the libretto’s effectiveness. 
Everybody knows that the music 
is full of good tunes, that it con- 
tains one inspired melody after an- 
other. But so does Trovatore or 
Faust. The tunes of Carmen are

Tradition demanded that music be 
pretty, that it be polite, that it 
be tuneful, that it appeal to the 
respectable middle-class audience 
which frequented the Opéra-Com- 
ique. The manager of the opera 
house was horrified when the sub- 
ject was proposed. 


“Carmen!” he protested. “Mert- 
mée’s Carmen? Isn’t she killed by 
her lover?—And that background 
of thieves, gypsies, cigar-makers! 
At the Opéra-Comique, a family 
theatre! The theatre where mar- 
riages are arranged! Every night 
five or six boxes are taken for that 
purpose. You will frighten off our 
audience.—It’s impossible.”

No wonder then that Carmen was 
not at first a great success and no 
wonder that great difficulties were 
encountered in mounting the work. 
According to one participant 
(quoted by Mrs. Curtiss) : 


“Most of the singers were be- 
wildered and threatened to strike. 
After two 
they insisted that the two first-act 


months of rehearsal, 
choruses were unperformable: the 
entrance of the cigarette girls and 
the scuffle around the officer after 
the arrest of Carmen.” 


Even in the final rehearsals ef- 
forts were made to persuade Galli- 
Marié, the original Carmen, to 
tone down her acting.

been pressed. Yet Bizet freed him- 
self of the cloying prettiness and 
the over-sweet sentimentality which 
had beset French opera. So Car- 
men is French, and it is not 
French. This could not be forgiven 
by the first-night audiences, but it 
is the very reason why later audi- 
ences (including the Japanese) can 
admire and love the score. Only 
once does the music stray into the 
soft ground of excessive sweetness. 
This is in the character of Micaela. 
She is a relative of Marguerite and 
a bore. But she is not sufficiently 
important to detract from the gen- 


eral power and the genuine maley- 
olence of Carmen. 

Incidentally, it is interesting to 
learn when you read Mrs. Curtiss’s 
book that the malevolent work was 
created by a kindly, rather timid 
man, who had a passion for candy 
and cakes—he would eat a whole 
dish of bonbons at one sitting— 
who had to eke out an existence 
by giving lessons but who so dis- 
liked taking pay for the lessons 
that he would often forget his fee 
on the piano where the money had

absent-minded. He would compose 
“hunched-up in his pea-jacket, a 
red scarf around his neck, his feet 
in Turkish slippers,” standing at a 
piano-desk. (This was an extraor- 
dinary piece of furniture, a desk 
which hid a keyboard behind false 
drawers.) No extraneous 
could disturb him. He was, said 
one of his friends, “the only com- 
poser | have ever known who could 
work while hearing music.” 

The legend that he died of a 


broken heart because of Carmen’s 


noise 


failure has long been  contra- 
dicted, only to be told again 
as fact. Mrs. Curtiss carefully 


traces the events leading up to 
Bizet’s death shortly after the 
premiere of Carmen. She shows 
us that Bizet had been seriously 
ill betore the premiere and had 
received less than competent med- 
ical advice from a new doctor, 
his own unavailable. But 
his depressed state of mind after 
Carmen's premiere may have ag- 
eravated his condition.

Fat times, lean times, times of war, 


times of peace—read all about them in your 


recipe books, for the foods we eat in any era record 


the social and economic history of the time 


e Every-day, home-cooking females 
have always, but always, collected 
recipes. I'll even bet some of that 


prehistoric cave art could’ be 
translated, “Take one medium buf- 
falo . . .” And on an afternoon 


recently while thumbing through 
my collection in search of What- 
To-Have-For-Dinner, I became 
aware that there is a lot more con- 
tained in recipe collections than 
mere kitchen lore. There is His- 
tory, I submit, in every measure- 
ment. 


CAN illustrate from this self- 

same recipe book of mine. 
Consider the recipes on the early 
pages of my book. Time, the late 
1930’s—and it becomes immediate- 
ly apparent that the cook’s hard 
eye was on cost. In many a maga- 
zine-clipped recipe how much was 
listed as a sort of first ingredient. 
Stuffed Lamb Patties with Curried 
Pineapple, 47¢. Creole Liver, 63¢. 
Hand-written recipes were also be- 
ing figured. One that I recorded 
for meatloaf, short on meat, long on 
cereal (14% cups), could be thrown 
together for 25¢. And the number 
of mouths these recipes were called 
upon to serve! Baked Lamb 
Shanks, for example, contained 
three shanks and served six. Today 
I ask myself, six persons? Well— 
maybe persons who didn’t care for 
lamb! 

There was no nonsense about 
any expensive ingredients. Mush- 
rooms? If they were mentioned at 
all, it was with an air of apology 
and with the recipe hastening to 
reassure that they could absolutely 
be omitted. 

Finally, liberally adorning these 
early pages are recipes for Left- 
Overs. If the number and variety 
of these are any indication of the 
times, the remains of anything and 
everything were securely wrapped

in waxed paper, placed in the far 
reaches of the refrigerator so as to 
be out of temptation’s way for mid- 
night snackers, and triumphantly 
utilized the next day. 


O WHAT does all this say about 

history? Obviously the times 
were hard, friend. And since the 
same went on for page after page, 
it could certainly be deduced that 
we were weathering a major De- 
pression. 

Let me digress for a moment. 
Each history-recipe era in my book’ 
—bad days or good—holds some 
recipes that deliciously survived 
the times. With the Depression it 
was, hands down, these Left-Overs 
recipes. One, a left-over pork pro- 
duction called Marinated Pork and 
Potatoes, {| will cherish forever 
and quote here in full. 

Cut up left-over cooked pork into 
bite-size pieces, trimming off all 
fat. Try to come up with two cups. 
Early in the day marinate pork 
pieces in a mixture of 2 table- 
spoons of vinegar, chili powder in 
quantity depending on how hot you 
like things—about 14 teaspoon 
makes it mild—14 teaspoon salt, 
4 teaspoon of dry mustard. | table- 
spoon of brown sugar, 1 clove gar- 
lic minced or the equivalent in gar- 
lic powder, 2 tablespoons of water. 
Place in refrigerator and_ stir 
occasionally to be sure all pieces 
receive the marinade equally. 
About 14% hours before serving 
time cut 5 or 6 medium _ pota- 
toes into very thin slices. In bak- 
ing casserole, coat potato slices 
with 2 tablespoons of flour, 34 
teaspoon of salt, 14 teaspoon of 
pepper, 1 onion chopped fine, 2 
tablespoons of chopped parsley, 2 
tablespoons of melted drippings 
(or bacon fat), Add 1% cups of 
water. Cover and bake at 350 F. 
until potatoes are tender—about 


an hour. Spread marinated pork 
with any juices on top of the pota- 
toes and continue baking uncoy- 
ered about 20 minutes. 

On to the next pages. Ah, here 
is change indeed! In the early 
1940’s the quality of recipes was 
definitely stepped up. (Hmmm, we 
were in the money.) But wait. In 
the supply department there were 
strange goings-on. 

Sure, the meat called for was 
apt to be fancier cuts, but con- 
sidering the number served, the 
quantity was often as skimpy as 
in Depression days. Main dishes, 
indeed, often contained no meat at 
all. Eggs, mushrooms or the like 
were pinch-hitters. Butter 
have been a dirty word for all the 
mention it received. Even marga- 
rine was getting no great play, 
along with all quality fats. The 
lowly peanut oil was suggested as 
a frying agent for some really 
choice edibles. 


might 


ESSERT recipes were the queer- 

est. Not only were fats skimped 
on, but where was the sugar? It was 
spoken of in hushed small quanti- 
ties, if at all. Corn and maple 
syrups took its place in recipes 
for custards, icing, pie fillings, and 
ice cream. 

Most certainly in the time of 
these pages, imported and domes- 
tic supplies were being diverted 
from the home front. That the 
world and its groceries had gone 
to war would not be a hard assump- 
tion to make. 

And oddly enough my favorite 
recipe to survive this era is a des- 
sert, Coconut Custard Ice Cream. 
Today we would probably label it 
simply frozen custard. It illustrates 
the wartime no-sugar, no-whipping- 
cream 
tasty. 

Blend 1 tablespoon flour with 2 
tablespoons milk; add 1 cup milk,

¥3 cup light corn syrup. Add 
one beaten egg. Cook over hot 


water, stirring until thick. Cool. 
Add 1% cup of top milk, 1 tea- 
spoon of vanilla extract, 4 cup of 
shredded coconut. Freeze to mush. 
Stir. Freeze firm. Makes 1 quart. 

Now sweetly on the next pages 
a Golden Age of recipes begins to 
burgeon. All ingredients dear to 
the heart of the cook are becoming 
available. And she seems fairly 
able to afford them. Here is a devil- 
may-care mention of frying in but- 
ter. Here are 
pages with mouth-watering illustra- 


whole magazine 
tions on the charcoal-broiling of 
steak. An egg is simply listed as 
an egg, with the implied assump- 
tion it will be Grade A and Large. 

And as these pages turn over it 


becomes apparent that the cook is 
no longer doing all the work. 
Incorporated into recipes are 
Mixes. These begin modestly with 
cake mixes but proceed rapidly to 
the wonders of pre-fabricated hush- 
puppies, upside-down-cakes, and 
shells for cream puffs. 

Ingredients and recipes from the 
wide world over are in familiar 
use. The cook is wielding such as 
oregano, saffron, mace. She knows 
the European use of sour cream 
with both meats and sweets, the 
Latin countries’ touch of anchovy 
in veal and beef dishes. Whereas 
ten years ago she couldn’t even 
pronounce it, she now has two rec- 
ipes for vichysoisse, regular and 
quick, plus the startling possibility 
of buying it, too, as a mix. 

A hundred years from now these 
pages should read like a news 
sheet of prosperity, rampant cre- 
ativity and a ready global ex- 
change of ideas and goods. The 
reflection, in short, of a world by- 
and-large at peace. 

Many recipes will survive such 
a time of abundance. High on 
my recommended-for-survival list 
is once again a pork dish, coming 
from Cuba. The reader will appre- 
ciate at what strain on my imagi- 
nation I have labeled it Cuban 
Chops. 

Wipe lean pork chops as dry as 
possible. Sprinkle liberally on both 
side> with salt, powdered oregano, 
and garlic powder (or rub with a 
cut clove of garlic). Place a layer 
of chops in a baking dish. Squeeze 
lime or lemon juice over chops. 
Add a layer of thinly sliced onion. 
Repeat with as many such layers 
of chops and onion as desired. As 
a final touch squeeze over all the 
juice of one more lime or lemon. 
Bake covered at 300° F. until chops 
are very tender. Baste occasionally. 
Toward the end, uncover the bak- 
ing dish to brown the top, if 
desired.

ries that Americans can have in 
their homes. You can’t buy a thing 
here. These are the kind of things 
a decorator or architect can buy 
for you, and among the services at 
the Design Center is a regionalized 
listing of decorators, designers, and 
architects. On hand is a staff to ex- 
plain to you the very uncompli- 


cated but mysterious-sounding op- 
eration of retaining the services of 
a decorator. Open from Monday 
through Friday, 11:30 to 5:30, and 
until 9 on Wednesday. 


So much goes on in the world’s big 
cities during winter. you wonder 
how people ever got the idea that 
summer is travel time. Imagine 
these museum shows, for example: 
In New York’s Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art, an international ex- 
hibit of contemporary pottery from 
ten countries (closing March 8); 
at Cooper Union Museum, from 
Feb. 5 to 26, a crafts show of ce- 
ramics, enamel, glass, rugs, weay- 
ing, woodwork, and jewelry. and 
starting on March 9 a show of the 
work by the Guild of Handweav- 
ers; at the Museum of Modern Art, 
a collection of household goods 
and equipment—from an _ 1860 
bentwood chair to a modern type- 
writer (closing Feb. 22). The Mu- 
seum of Primitive Art puts on an 
exhibition of African Culture from 
three tribes, Feb. 8 through May. 
At the Brooklyn Museum, from 
Jan. 27 to March 15, there’s a ma- 
jor presentation of 18th-century 
silver made by Pelletreau. 

To brighten a wintry day in San 
Francisco, see a collection of Ren- 
aissance jewels at the De Young 
Museum (closing in June). In the 
Dallas Museum of Fine Arts you 
can improve the shining hour by 
observing how artistic gentlemen 
like Dali, Picasso, Braque, Calder, 
Miro. Chagall, et al., have treated 
the subject of time in their paint- 
ings (Feb. 23 to March 23). At the 
Hsuston Museum of Fine Arts a 
month-long show of primitive art 
starts mid-February. At the Hous- 
ton Museum of Contemporary Art, 
from Feb. 26-April 5 there’s a ten- 
year survey of modern architecture 
in Texas. 

At the Pasadena Museum from 
now until Feb. 22, there’s a show of 
California Design in Furniture 
and Household Furnishings which 
should stop traffic, and from March 
3 to April 14 an exhibition of 
santos and bultos, those marvel- 
ously poignant Indian-Christian 
carvings, from New Mexico. 

In Sante Fe, the Museum of In- 
ternational Folk Art is putting on 
a great roundup of Moslem Culture 
from now till March 30, and then 
exhibits a show of Spanish-Colonial 
Folk Art. And one of the plums of 
all time is the Gauguin collection 
being shown at the Chicago Art In- 
stitute, Feb. 12 to March 29.

THE NEXT AMERICAN HOUSE 


@ The progress in American house design and 
building has been enormous since World War II. 
Hundreds of ideas that were considered experi- 
mental and extreme in 1941 have been adapted as 
standard practice, even in inexpensive tract houses. 
Practice has nearly caught up with theory—a very 
rare social phenomenon. 

So where do we go from here? What kind of 


ideas are emerging which will mark houses of the 


1960’s as different from those of the 1950’s? This 
1959 Pace Setter house has characteristics which 
make it a significant prototype for the next decade. 
It is inward-turning, instead of outward-turning, 
so it offers its residents more control over their 
environment than has ever been known in America. 
We show you how this principle can apply to the 
common climates in the U.S.A. This issue should 


open new frontiers in how to relate house to land. 
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This night view, seen looking directly across swimming pool 


in the screened court, shows unified character of the space 
within the house. This was achieved by designing all rooms 
as an integral part of court, the dominant space. At left is 
the dining room. In center is the living room. At right is the 
den. These rooms, serving their individual uses, were not 
conceived as distinctly separate cubicles but extensions of 
the central space. They are related directly to it and to each 
other. They all open into it, focusing upon it, to secure a 
continuity of space and a consequent sense of size and open- 
ness. Total space, however. is p'anned and shaped to provide 


privacy and serve needs of the minor functions of the house. 


A daytime view, seen when standing near main exterior en- 
trance into living room and looking out into central court, 
shows flowing continuity of interior space and its sense of 
seclusion and intimacy. In contrast te height and sunny open- 
ness of the pool court, the living area is withdrawn, as an 
extension of it, under roof planes. From here, at right, one 
catehes an intriguing glimpse of dining area. At center oppo- 
site, are windows which open into children’s bedrooms. At 
left of center. standing open, are the louvered persiana 


doors leading to a quiet retreat, the master bedroom.

@ In the future, when its history is written, the last 
half of the 20th Century will be known as the age in 
which new frontiers in space were established. Our 
newspapers tell us daily of exciting exploits directed 
toward the frontiers of outer-space. But they say noth- 
ing of what can happen and is happening right here 
where we all live. in inner-space. 

This Pace Setter house shows you something of the 
significance and the quiet excitement that can be 
achieved by a venture into the frontiers of inner- 
space. How appropriate it is now, as we continue to 
scarify the land and pollute the air of our cities with 
industrial fumes! 

Enter the space within this house with us and move 
about in it with us. Observe how all the rooms seem 
much larger than their actual square footage of the 
floor area would indicate. Sense the feel of freedom and 
pleasureable movement within this space. See how, 
although the rooms do retain their individual identity 
and provide for privacy where and when wanted, the 
spaces of these rooms seem to merge and flow together 
into one larger continuous space. 

Unless you are one of those fortunate people who is 
already living within the new kind of inner-space, you 
will sense a difference between the space in this house 
and that in which you live at present. 

The majority of us still live in a somewhat rigid 
space consisting of a collection of separate box-like

This view into the patio from the master bedroom looks in 
reverse direction from photo on opposite page.

This penetration 
of the elements and forms of the patio (e.g., the lower ceil- 
ing surrounding the court) into the room—and of the room 
into the court—effects a kind of interweaving of the various 
spaces into a larger space.

This is not a house designed from an exte- 
rior point of view. It has no fagade. Its 
main features are all interior. Its external 
form is only an enclosure of its interior 
space. As seen here, in a view looking 
toward the entrance from Leafy Way (see 
site plan below and the plan at right) the 
most noticeable features of the exterior 
are the two roof planes and the bands of 
windows At one point the lower roof is ex- 
tended to provide a modern porte-cochere, 


a shelter from sun and rain for two ears. 


The house does not “‘front” on any street. 
Driving by you might not notice it, screened 
as it is by landscaping planted more for 
practical purposes than for public display. 
Both of its entrances can be reached from 
driveway connecting with the two streets 
between which ihe typical, flat lot lies. 
The patio, to which all of the living areas 
are opened, is oriented to take advantage 
of prevailing breezes from the southeast. 
In this position it is also screened from 


the streets and drive by the house itself.

This house seems far bigger than the average house, without 
having any more floor area. It does this through several devices: 
a flexibility of use which makes it possible to open or close rooms 
when desired; a flow of continuity both within the house and 
to the out-of-doors; and the inclusion within the interior of 
many lengthy vistas, both oblique and rectangular. Most of these 
vistas are directed through several adjoining rooms so you 
receive an accumulative impression of extensiveness. some- 
thing that you would expect to find only in a palatial house. 


This is a plan which would work very well on an even smaller lot.

@ As the premium put upon land in our residential 
areas increases, the chance that many of us can afford 
a large site on which to build diminishes. The probiem 
immediately confronting us then is how to have 
spaciousness on a small-size lot. 

We feel that this house supplies some of the answers. 
It does provide a desirable and necessary openness 
and yet it respects the privacy of those living in it. 
(An “open plan” does not necessarily mean that you 
will live exposed to the street or with all activities 
in the same room.) It is spacious in a truly modern 
sense. Goldfish bowls are not necessarily spacious. 
A sense of spaciousness within depends upon how 
that space is shaped and enclosed—not upon the 
amount of glass used, although glass is a material 
very helpful in achieving spaciousness in exterior 
relationships. 

This is not a large house. It has the average number 
of rooms, of average size, found in the average house. 
Yet it seems large. The central patio plays a major role 
in achieving this effect. It provides an area independent 
of outside environment, into which all rooms have an 
outlook without loss of privacy and to which they may 


be related architecturally for greater spaciousness. 


Its entrance is planned for approach 
by auto. One drives near the entrance 
and enters directly into the house. But 
because of the high window sill and 
the placement of the entrance door, 
cars are not visible from inside. The 
owner’s cars, parked under the shel- 
ter of the 


porte-cochere, do not 


block the main entrance for visitors. 
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A three-dimensional “‘space-frame,” based upon a 
pattern of squares and diagonals, supports the en- 
closure of screen that keeps insects and wind-borne 
litter out of the swimming pool patio. Use of this 
structural idea, with its inherent efficiency, makes 
it possible for the cover over this area to be sup- 
ported with much lighter wood members than those 


that might customarily be used for this span. 


Cross section through central patio space and living 
room shows the truncated pyramidal form covering 
the swimming pool. It also shows the over-lapping 
relationship of lower and higher roofs and the con- 
tinuous band of clerestory windows that separate 
them. These high windows, with light reflected from 
the lower roof to the upper ceiling, give a well- 


distributed and pleasant, diffused interior light. 
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The best view out of the house, seen from 
a corner of the patio through the decora- 
tive pattern of the overhead structure, is 
the tracery of surrounding trees silhouetted

@ A work of art achieves unity through the presence 
of a dominant and central concept which permeates 
the work and guides the complete growth and develop- 
ment of its tangible form. 

In this house, a central outdoor space, whose form 
is defined by its triangular patterned panoply, is the 
controlling concept. It includes several ideas which 
are united within it: an idea of form, represented 
by a square and its diagonals; an idea of space as 
something which is not negative and static, but which 
is positive and has a vitality of its own; and an idea 
of a domestic environment which, without shutting 
in its inhabitants, does turn inward as a means to 
secure privacy and to shield its inhabitants from the 
encroachment of near neighbors and the onslaught 


of the omnipresent automobile civilization.

@ One of the secrets of creativeness lies in the desire 
and the ability to solve real problems imaginatively 
and appropriately.

Examine this House 


You can always see better if you know what you are looking for. 


Since this house is rather different from any you are 


likely to have seen before, here are key facets to 


Note how the whole house is of one piece— 
an organie whole. This is true of the 
color scheme. There is no switch in the 
architectural or decorating grammar from 
one room to the next. The same colors 
are used throughout—a sharp turquoise 
blue and a bitter green which soften into 
pastels in the children’s rooms. There are 
several repeating architectural rhythms: 
the piers, the high clerestory windows 
under the light blue ceilings, which con- 
tinue out as roof overhangs, the ceramic 
plaques mounted on red panels, the X 
pattern in the screened roof and screen 
doors. All of these interweave again and 


again to make an integrated whole. 


Be aware of how, though there is no extrava-

gance in materials or finishes, you 


get the mood and vistas of a palatial home. 


Watch how outdoor space is treated as though 
it were indoor space. As a result, both 
gain in importance. This extension of 
architecture into the outdoors is an eco- 
nomical way to gain importance and dig- 
nity, for such outdoor development costs 


about a third as much to build as indoor

space. Yet it upgrades the house tre- 
mendously. Without the roofed-over inner 
court, this would be a very average 


L-shaped house. 


Note how the spaces lend support and in- 
terest to each other visually. Every 
room but the two children’s rooms borrow 
long, important vistas from other spaces. 
(Two of these vistas are 80 feet long.) 
Since all is of one piece, design-wise, a 


feeling of great spaciousness is produced. 


Don’t miss the kaleidoscope of moods created 
by the shadow patterns of the court roof 


at different times of the day and night. 


Watch the repetition of beautiful ceramics 
as plaques, in bowls and vases, in plant 
containers, as a fountain, as pure orna- 
ment. This is another way the house is

Notice how quiet and understated is all the 
furniture. All the pieces are simple and 
non-exuberant.

@ [It is not enough that the family be provided with 
privacy as a group and still have no opportunity for 
privacy as individuals. Everyone needs the opportun- 
ity to be alone with himself occasionally. Particu- 
larly in a society and an age that is allowing less 


time for it. There is a need to be alone 





and space 





to re-orient oneself, to have a few moments for un- 
disturbed thought, to have a quiet moment in which 
to restore one’s atomized self—or just to get away 
from it all when one is feeling contrary. 


In an age that is showing less and less regard for 


and an awareness of the individual’s needs, there is 
a greater need to practice this regard and awareness 
within the family. 

The space within this house presents the family 
with the opportunity either to be together, alone, or 
alone, together, as and when desired. It has a built-in 
regard for the family as individuals. 

The master bedroom is the private world of the 
parents, within a larger private world. Because of

@ The smallest rooms in the Pace Setter are the match- 
ing bedrooms for the two young girls in the family. 
But even in these rooms, which might have been tighi 
little cubicles, the sense of openness and _participa- 
tion, so typical of the whole house, is clearly evident. 
Nowhere is the juxtaposition of two ceiling levels 
as necessary or as successful. For the contrast of 
the dark underside of the lower ceiling around the 
perimeter of each room with the blue of the higher 
ceiling creates an illusion of limitless space. By day 
the blue is lighted by the clerestory windows; by 
night, trough lighting illumines the ceiling. To this 
device for making these small rooms bigger the archi- 


tect has added another—the use of a hallway to create

The girls’ rooms grow in size— 
and join the inner life of the house 


— through the wise use of a hall 


Since an inner-court house like this has rare need for 
its inside passageways, the architect has wisely used them 
to gain other advantages. Instead of walling off the girls’ 
bedrooms, for example, he left them fully open to the hall, 
employing folding doors for privacy. When these doors 
are open, the hall and window-seat area add seven feet of 
actual play space to each room. What is accomplished 
visually is even more important. These rooms become part 
of the over-all inward-turning life of the house. They front 
directly on the inner court. In another house, the window 
seat with its cabinets below could be fully open to the pool 
area. Even here, the windows give them a view of the court 
and, incidentally, provide each room with the cross-ventila- 
tion needed in a warm climate. See how this works in 


the plan below and in the pictures here.

and let it share the inner life of the court. Rooms 
measure only 13 feet from the closet to the folding 
doors, but gain seven more when the doors are open 
and the wall beyond the window seat becomes the vis- 


ual limit. Connecting bath joins the two bedrooms. 
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Looking across one of the bedrooms, 
you can see how much the open wall 
and the hall contribute to the feeling 
of spaciousness in what is a relatively 
small area. A glimpse of the pool 
structure and sky through the far 
windows adds to this sense. In the 
wall at the right is one of the room 
outlets for the central system of heat- 
ing and cooling. It is a forced-water 
system delivering hot or cold water 
to each room from boiler or chiiler 
located in an outside closet off the 
kitchen. Controls in each room allow 


local control of heating or cooling. 


Bath connects two girls’ rooms to 
give them a private suite all their 
own. There is no need for them to 
go outside into any hall for bathing 
or dressing (see setup on plan at 
left). Though standard tub and lava- 
tory fixtures are used, the architec- 
tural materials here—marble tile 
and tidewater cypress—are the same 
as in the luxurious master bath. Tow- 
els repeat the fragile blue-green de- 
sign on the bed linen (seen in color 
on page 92). Though designed for 
children (with low wall and_ two 
seats), the square tub still provides 


full-size bathing space for adults. 
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Music was designed 
to be an integral part 
of the environment 


@ Music can heighten the quality of the space in 
which you live. It adds the color, rhythm, and texture 
of sound to the space to make your perception of it 
and its total effect upon you much richer. 

In this house music is made an integral part of 
the family’s living environment. It is not something 
extraneous but a thing designed into it to make the 
pleasure to be derived from it more readily available. 

The furnishings of the living room are focused upon 
the piano and organ, grouped in the corner and related 
to adjoining shelves to give the instruments a built-in 
appearance. The members of the family can enjoy the 
personal satisfaction of making their own music in 
this tempting arrangement. 

If they desire music as performed by others they 
can electronically fill (Please turn to page 141)

@ The house you are getting acquainted with in this 
issue is not remarkable in size, cost, or the require- 
ments of its owners. It was built to please a young 
couple in their thirties with two little girls, aged five 
and eight. It is built on a typical suburban piece of 
land, with no special advantages but a lot of native 
trees and shrubs. 

What makes it remarkable is the realism with which 
the house faces and solves a number of problems com- 
mon to all of us at this point in history. 

Two of the most pressing of these realities are the 
high cost of desirable developed land and the difficulty 
and cost of maintaining gardened grounds around our 
houses in the traditional manner of our parents and 
grandparents. In a nutshell, we cannot afford to buy 
much land, nor can we afford to maintain much of it 
even if we own it. 

The answer is to plan the house so that vistas of 
plants and flowers, which we crave to replenish our 
souls, are developed on a small-scale, intimate basis. 
The inner court of this house is only 40 x 40 feet, 
and it is virtually the only gardened area of the prop- 
erty. In other climates there would be no pool, and the 
entire court would be a garden with paving, planting 
beds for permanent shrubs and trees, and strategic 
groups of pots for the ever-passing parade of bloom- 
ing flowers. (See six other ways to develop such an 
inner courtyard without a swimming pool on pages 
118 through 124. 

In this case, the native trees and shrubs on the prop- 
erty were left in their wild state except where the 
structure actually stands. The view of this native 
growth through the two screened walls that enclose 
the court is sufficiently broken by the repeating piers 
and the screening, so that one will never be conscious

Why this house forecasts the 1960's 


of unswept leaves or the fallen branches of the un- 
touched woodland. It will simply be woods, not yard. 
Plantings at the front entrance are as informal as pos- 
sible and self-maintaining—permanent plants that can 
get along without being coddled or frequently re- 
placed. This principle could be.adapted to any site, in 
any climate, even if trees and shrubs had to be brought 
in to create an untended woodland screen. 

The care of such an inner court would be quite 
minimal, once it was properly planted with the right 
plants. This principle would permit even the laziest 
gardener to enjoy the beauty of choice specimens 
without a high initial cost or perpetual maintenance 
costs. (See page 128 for information about what plants 
would perform well in garden courts in different cli- 
mates. ) 

Above all, a garden within the encircling structure 
of the house itself gives the occupants complete con- 
trol of their chief vistas, without being at the mercy of 
their neighbors’ gardening enthusiasms or taste per- 
ceptions, as is the case when gardens surround the 
house. 

But the chief dividend of making the garden a part 
of the integrated architectural design of the house 
(even though it is an outdoor element) is that the 
house gains so much in optical spaciousness, since 
there is no sharp demarcation between outdoors and 
indoors. No longer do the walls say: “Here the house 
ends and the outdoors begins.” By enfolding some of 
the outdoors within the structural bones of the house, 
each gains from the other and the whole becomes 
far greater than the sum of the parts—and at a low 
cost quite out of proportion to the immense visual 
and functional gains. The architect estimates that

@ There has been a lot of effort in the last ten years 
to make the kitchen literally the heart of the house. 
The effort has been met with varying degrees of suc- 
cess, depending on how fussy people are about having 
the noise, smells, and visual mess of cooking impinge 
on the dignity of the living room. 

This Pace Setter kitchen is an example of how to 
have your cake and eat it too. For it can be a com- 
pletely separate room, as distant psychologically as 
a Victorian kitchen. But with the manipulation of 
two sets of folding doors and panels it can open up 
companionably to the rest of the house, or it can 
bring 


the 


into being a bar and serving pantry—open to 
rest of the house but screened from the kitchen. 


In terms of floor space, the kitchen is one of the 


largest rooms in the house. Its 370 square feet are 
second only to the living room with 500 square feet, 
or about 16 per cent of the entire enclosed area of the 
house.

than 10 per cent of the total enclosed floor space. 

But this sense of openness is achieved without the 
necessity of permanent exposure to the rest of the 
house. The conventional boundaries of space have 
been eliminated by clerestories, long stretches of win- 
dows at counter level and folding doors, which open 
up like huge wings to make part of the kitchen open 
to the whole house. 

A door-high center island divides the room into 
its two zones for cooking and laundry. The cooking 
area is always isolated from living and dining rooms 
by solid walls. Yet there is no sense of confinement. 
even in the cooking area. It seems almost to be sus- 
pended in space, thanks to the excellent light on the 
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counters and the way the ceiling “flows” through the 


clerestory glass into the outdoors and living room. 
By not having the usual windows over the sink, 42 
inches of cupboard space were gained with seven 


square feet of shelf storage. (Please turn the page) 
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Looking into food preparation area from re- 
frigerator island reveals how spaciousness 
is achieved by three devices: (1) use of 
clerestory windows above cabinets (usually

This house has seven elements which repeat and 
interweave. One mentioned earlier is the piers, which 
reveal themselves most noticeably around the pool. 


Another is the diagonals which make diamonds and

triangles, sometimes within squares, and occur most 
obviously in the screening of the pool. But the diag- 
onal is also inherent in the working of the whole 
house plan, with its inner corners opening to create 
long diagonal views. So the diagonal motif operates 
both vertically and horizontally. 

These two dominating design motifs (the march 
of the piers around the house and the triangles made 
by the diagonals) were used as a “monogram” for 
the sheets and towels of the master bedroom—a fun 
touch and more original than using initials. 

The repetition of clerestory windows, with their 
companion decks below and sky blue ceilings above 
extending into the outdoors, are another recurring 
theme. Consequently in all the rooms the central areas 
seem to lift high above your head and recede in your 
consciousness. Thus the space over your head is made 
far more interesting than the customary boxy cubicles 
called rooms.

@ Turning a house inward, toward an enclosed 
space, is centuries old, though relatively new to the 
United States. But it deserves greater acceptance. 
For the tougher, more extreme and more variable 
the climate, the greater the dividends to be gained 
from an inner, protected outdoor space. 

In House Beautiful’s Climate Control Research 
Program, which has been going on since 1949, it 
has been established that houses in any climate gain 
immensely in livability if efforts are made to create 


microclimates different from those prevailing in the 


other climates 


that the house-plan itself should angle and turn on 
the land, creating a variety of little climates. Or 
walls and high fences can be used ia conjunction 
with the house to create the same results. But the 
maximum benefits in climate control are achieved 
when an outdoor space is completely surrounded 
by wall or house.

@ In a region that is gray and drizzly a great percentage of the 
days a canopy of translucent plastic over an interior garden space 
could give it a sunny light quality by adding a tint of color to 
the natural light coming into it. The broad adjustable louvers, 
similar to those now being used for sun-shading devices on many 
public and commercial buildings. could give you a control over the 
enclosure of your garden according to weather conditions. On bright 
days the louvers could be positioned to let in the sun or to pro- 
vide shade. On warm rainy days they could be tipped to shed rain 
but still remain partly open for ventilation. They could be com- 
pletely closed against blustery rain or cold winds. 

In areas with warm days but with the danger of frosty nights, an 
enclosure similar to this would provide protection for those tender 
plants which are completely ruined by one degree below freezing.

One of the recurring themes in the Pace Setter 
is the use of stoneware and other ceramics to decorate this 
predominantly wood house. This scene is in the living room. 


materials are used _ consistently 
throughout and handled in _ the 
same way. Terrazzo floors are every- 
where; walls are all tidewater cy- 
press, mahogany persianas close 
all big openings, mahogany folding 
doors close all storage piers, fence 
details are all alike, etc. Changing 
the materials or the design gram- 
mar from one part of the house 
to another would have created a 
jumpy, jittery effect and canceled 
the unity. When a house reads to 
the eye as being all of one piece, 
it seems bigger, more serene and 
more important. Many people mis- 
takenly believe that you get inter- 
est from variety. This is not so, 
for all you get is confusion. Inter- 
est must be achieved within con- 
sistency. The variety must occur 
within the unity. 

This same consistency is used 
in color scheming too. Blue and 


green are used everywhere (except 
in the cooking end of kitchen, 
which is not seen from other parts 
of the house). Since so many 
rooms can be looked into from so 
many other parts of the house 
(when the persianas are open), this 
is more important than usual. For 
when you look 60 feet away and 
see the same colors (and same 
materials and architectural gram- 
mar) the effect is as though the 
far side of the room were 60 feet 
away. This is the key to why this 
house seems so much bigger than 
its real 3100 square feet. 

The seventh recurring motif is 
the numerous appearances of ce- 
ramics that occur everywhere— 
some used architecturally and 
some decoratively. The majority 
are stoneware and have crusty 
textural finishes as befits a house 
that does not have slick finishes.

It pre- 
mts changing aspects as one 
oves through it and views it from 
irying positions. For this reason 
e whole interior of the house has 
more fluid and vital quality. 
We have become accustomed to a 
sht-angled, square-cornered move- 
ent in space. This may be both 
sual and actual. But here, in this 
ace, an emphasis has been put 
yon a diagonal sense of move- 
ent, supplementing the familiar 
oht-angle pattern. 

How has this been done? Quite 
mply: the corners of the various 
oms are opened up so that visual 
ovement along the diagonal is 
‘ver stopped and restricted. 
Restricting corners have been 
iminated wherever possible and 
ssirable to increase the sense of 
eedom and openness within the 
use. The eye is very seldom 
apped in a corner where wall 
eets wall, unless it is with an 
tentional encircling protective 
vement as in the den-study and 
e master bedroom. In general the 
rners are free and open, permit- 
1g a continuation of visual, if not 
tual, movement.

ITH this in mind study the 
plan on page 83.

As if to point out the presence 
of this same quality within this 
space, the numerous vistas of the 
house are focused and directed in- 
ward upon the central court con- 
taining the swimming pool.

We have by- 
passed it here, purposely, to stress 
the in-look, the inner quality of 
this concept of space.) This is the 
heart of the house. This is the 
dominant and germinal space from 
which all of the others seemingly 
radiate as and with 
which they all maintain a unity of 
character and feeling.

This central space has a sense of 
outward expansion not limited to 
right-angle direction. It is enlarged 
by all of the lesser spaces which 
are an integral part of it. These 
also open into adjoining spaces so 
that there is a sense of continuity, 
not compartmentalization. 


HE emphasis upon the diagonal 

movement gives a greater di- 
mension and a depth to the space. 
This is supplemented and strength- 
ened by the parallel planes of the 
floor and the two levels of ceiling, 
which very often over-lap each 
other and penetrate into adjoining 
spaces to emphasize their inter- 
relatedness. The lower ceiling 
plane encircles the central court. 
On it rests the framework support- 
ing the screen enclosing the court. 
Above it, on two sides, the upper 
plane of the ceiling, covering the 
individual rooms, is extended. This 
upper ceiling, seemingly floating 
above the lower, rests on a con- 
tinuous band of clerestory windows 
separating the two planes. 

The modulation of high and low 
space gives identity and interest 
and intimacy to the interior. 

The forms of the square piers, in 
addition to providing useful stor- 
age space, also are used to articu- 
late the central space and its ex- 
tensions. By their thickness these 
piers add to the quality and depth 
of space. This is something which 
thinner or lighter supporting mem- 
bers might not do. Combined with 
tLe out-swinging gesture of the 
persiana doors, they give a sense 
of direction or movement to this 
inter-penetration of spaces. 

The total effect, for the family 
who lives within such space, is a 
richer experience of inner-space 
which is not possible within a more 
limited and rigid concept of space.

the atmosphere with music. The 
house is equipped with a sound sys- 
tem designed to obtain the best 
possible reproduction of both mono- 
phonic and stereophonic records 
and tape within the space avail- 
able. It also has a tuner for FM 
and AM radio bands. 

The living room is especially 
equipped for listening to  stereo- 
phonic sound, but a_ three-way 
speaker for high fidelity mono- 
phonic sound was installed in the 
patio for use when music is wanted 
generally throughout the house to 
be heard when people may be ac- 
tive and moving about. To be best 
appreciated, stereophonic sound 
should be heard within the area at 
which the sounds of the two speak- 
ers converge. 

In order to secure the desired 
stereo sound for the living room, 
a comparatively small space with 
a fixed seating area, small high- 
efficiency speakers were placed in 
the piers at each side of the open- 
ing into the patio. (See plan on 
page 97.) These piers are equi- 
distant from the center of the seat- 
ing area. The speakers are placed 
to direct the sound to this area. 

All of the controls for the sound 
equipment are centered in a cus- 
tom-designed, built-in cabinet in 
the pier near the dining space. 
Details of this installation are 
shown on this page. 


The cabinet has space for record 
storage at the sides and the top. 
At the bottom are drawers for stor- 
ing tapes. Installed just above this 
is the stereo and monophonic Am- 
pex tape recorder, and playback 
machine. It uses the new four-track 
tapes and thereby reduces the cost 
of tape in proportion to listening 
time by about one-half. 

Near the center of the cabinet is 
a Garrard record changer with an 
Electro-Voice stereo cartridge to 
play both stereo and monophonic 
recordings, 

Above this are two units placed 
side by side. One is the Harman- 
Kardon Trio stereo amplifier. It 
includes two twelve-watt amplifiers 
for the separate stereo speakers, 
but these can also be used as one 
twenty-four watt amplifier for mon- 
ophonic sound. They can also be 
used in connection with the tape 
machine. 

At the other side is the Harman- 
Kardon Duet stereophonic tuner 
for both FM and AM radio recep- 
tion. It will receive both FM and 
AM bands simultaneously. 

The cabinet is open at the bot- 
tom and top to allow a free circula- 
tion of air behind the units. Its 
height creates a sort of flue action, 
pulling air in around the units 
through the surrounding grilles and 
allowing it to escape through the 
grilles at the top.

all you can ask of an Annual 


By JEAN HERSEY 


e This annual is the most satisfying—and foolproof— 
of any. If you’ve never sown a seed in your life, don’t 
let that stop you, for you literally can’t keep a good 
marigold down. 

First of their many advantages is their great variety 
of color and size. Marigolds range through the warm 
tawny shades, from pale yellow to deep orange and 
scarlet mahogany. Some blooms are as large as five 
inches across, some as small as a half inch. The plants 
vary from six inches to four feet in height. Also the 
tweedy-looking seeds germinate readily and rapidly, 
and the plants thrive in most any soil. Undiscouraged 
by summer heat, they bloom constantly through sum- 
mer and up to the first heavy frost. 

A favorite flower of the Aztecs and Incas, the mari- 
gold originally came from the mountain slopes of 
Mexico and South America where it still runs riot. 
The Padres with Cortez sent to Spain seeds that later 
found their way into monastery gardens of France and 


Africa. Hence the classifications, French and African. 


How the types differ 


Most of the African types are larger than the French. 
The double-ruffled flowers resemble chrysanthemums 
and carnations, and are so named. The French vari- 
eties, more compact and fully branched, have both sin- 
gle and double flowers of mixed colors and run to the 
darker shades. 

Two other important types are the Red and Gold 
hybrids (an African-French cross giving a unique 
mixed blend of colors); and the Signet marigold 
(see the picture above). 

Varieties listed on the right were chosen to show the 


range of size and color. (Please turn to page 152)

@ I cannot say that I believe the 
story, but I would like to. I mean 
the tradition that in far antiquity 
lettuce was thought to be an 
aphrodisiac, that often an impa- 
tient maiden gave her laggard 
swain a love potion of lettuce to 
eat. [f it is true, my guess is that 
the potion was effective only in the 
spring. For in many lands lettuce 
must have been the first green that 
came from the garden after the 
lean and hungry winter months, 
and [I suspect that the laggard 
lover merely lacked vitamins. 
Lettuce’s reputation is long in 
history. Herodotus wrote that let- 
tuce appeared in the dinners of 
Persian princes in 500 B.c. The 
list of praise is equally long, rang- 
ing in time from Hippocrates, the 


first physician we know by name, 
to the last report of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

Who tamed this wild herb of 
Venus we do not know, though it 
is probably native to Western Asia 
or the Near East. There are many 
species of wild lettuce, but the an- 
cestor of our species (Lactuca sa- 
tiva) is dubious. 

We now grow three varieties of 
our domestic species of lettuce. 
The first is head lettuce, which 
means lettuce that forms a head as 
it matures. Most familiar is the 
Iceberg lettuce of the grocery store 
(which is most often not Iceberg 
but New York, Great Lakes or Im- 
perial and is seldom recommended 
for the back-yard garden). 

All lettuce belongs by right, an- 





cestral right at least, to the cooler 
seasons, and in those localities 
where the heat waves are too op- 
pressive to allow a man to sleep at 
night, head lettuce wilts like a sub- 
way commuter. It will not head. As 
it requires 80 to 90 days to mature 
when it is planted outdoors in our 
climate (near New York City). the 
heat is sure to come on_ before 
heading time arrives. In Vegetable 
Production and Marketing, Paul 
Work gave this schedule for the 
farmer in a northern climate who 
wants to grow head lettuce that 
heads: 

Sow the seed indoors on Febru- 
ary 15. Transfer to flats, spaced 
11% inches each way, on March 1. 
Move the flats to a cold frame on 
March 15. Set in the field between

April first and the tenth. 


Deep down South they grow sev- | 
eral kinds of lettuce outdoors in | 


winter; and in many other places 
they grow heading lettuce, espe- 
cially Bibb, all winter 
frames. Bibb is one of the so-called 
butterhead varieties; the heads are 
loose, and the leaves are thick and 
dark green, except for the hearts. 
which are butter-hued. The leaves 
look as 


in cold 


though they might be 
leathery, but none are more ten- 
der. I have cultivated Bibb, which 
has long been a favorite in South- 
ern hotels, and Matchless or Deer 
Tongue, a curious type, rather slow 


to bolt (go to seed) in the heat, 


with leaves rather long but pointed. | 


The butterheads mature in 70 to 
75 days, and I can recommend 
these two for planting either in 
early spring or late summer for 
use in the fall. Big Boston is pop- 
ular, but it wastes considerable 
virtue in making a tight head. 

The second variety is cos or ro- 
maine, which came to the garden 
from the Island of Cos. It is a tall 
lettuce, somewhat heading, which 
matures in 70 days. Its thick leaves 
have gained in popularity in recent 
years, but my wife thinks she does 
not like it, so [ have never grown 
it—naturally. Its habits, crotchets, 
and cultural needs are similar to 
those of other kinds. It does well 
in warm weather. 

The third, the loose-leaf variety, 
is the best for the home garden, 
highest in Vitamin C and other in- 
ducements “to make much _ of 
time.” In good spring weather 
these mature in 40 to 45 days. They 
will do pretty well in.summer, par- 
ticularly Oak Leaf, Salad Bowl, 
and Slo-bolt, though sometimes in 
the noon-day sun they may appear 
disconsolate and wilted. 


Y CHOICES after years of try- 

ing many are Bronze Beauty 

and Grand Rapids. Grand Rapids is 
the best of all lettuces to my taste 
and style; it is reliable against the 
adversities of life and has the best 
flavor. By making plantings once a 
month I try to have it on the table 
from May to November and gen- 
erally succeed. Bronze Beauty is a 
real gourmet’s lettuce, but Grand 
Rapids is better. Any questions? 
I also grow another salad green.

e A lot of garden lingo and shop 
talk has naturally found its way 
into the garden catalogs. This is 
fine—if you know the language. 
If you already know the meaning 
of words like determinate, non- 
bolting, budded, F-1 hybrid and 
tetraploid, this article is not for 
you. If you don’t know, read on! 
You will get more out of your mid- 
winter catalog reading if you un- 
derstand the talk of the trade. 
B & B. This, the abbreviation for 
balled and burlapped, refers to the 
way a plant is packaged for trans- 
planting. The ball is the 
around the roots that is lifted with 
the plant. Burlap wrapping holds 
the soil around the roots. 


soil 


Plants with compact root systems 
(mostly evergreens) are sold this 
way, and they can be lifted and 
replanted at any time of the year. 

The labor of balling and burlap- 
ping must be included in the price 
of the plant, and the added weight 
adds greatly to shipping cost. 
Bare root. Most deciduous plants 
{those that lose their leaves in 
the fall) can be dug, stored, and 
shipped without soil around their 
roots, and are called bare root. 
Plants can only be moved this way 

during their dormant season. 
Budded plants. Because of their 
complex ancestry, many kinds of 
trees and shrubs, notably apples, 
will not breed true from seed. Each 
variety must be propagated vege- 
tatively; by using “chips off the 
old block,” which are given roots 
and will grow to be exactly like 
the parent plant. 

| In budding, a single bud is taken 
from the pareni plant and grafted 
to a selected root stock. Hybrid 
roses, for example, are budded on 
the vigorous roots of species roses 






‘that are grown for the purpose. 
This speeds up production of new 
varieties, and assures a depend- 
able, sturdy root stock. 
‘Scion. This is a shoot with several 
jbuds, for grafting to other roots. 
Stock or understock. The rooted 
jplant to which the buds or scions 
jare grafted is called the stock. 
jRooted cutting. This is a scion 
which has been induced to develop 
‘its own root system. 
‘Bud sport, or mutation. Some- 
‘mes a branch of better apples 
yecurs suddenly in an orchard by a 
orocess of natural alteration (mu- 
ation ) of the heredity-determining 
‘nechanism in the cells. This “dif- 
‘Ferent” shoot is called a bud sport 
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and may produce larger, earlier, 
or more colorful fruit. Some of our 
best orchard fruits are from bud 
sports. To keep them true to type 
they must, of course, be propagated 
vegetatively. 


The following four words are bo- 
tanical classifications. And though 
you may not find them in all cata- 
logs, they help explain words you 
wil find. 

Genus. A group of plants ranked 
botanically above a species and 
below a family is called a genus. 
It must contain one or more species 
with structural characteristics sig- 
nificantly different from those of 
other species. 

Species. To be a separate species, 
a group of plants must have a 
botanical character and hereditary 
make-up similar enough to clearly 
differentiate the group from other 
species or groups of varieties of 
the same genus.

Species is more 
commonly known as “kind.” A cab- 
bage is one species, a turnip is 
Both the 
genus (Brassica). 


another. are in same 
Variety. These are plants that 
differ somewhat, but not enough to 
classify as a separate species. For 
example, Hollander cabbage is a 
variety, and it differs from all other 
varieties—such as Danish Ballhead 
or Flat Dutch. 

Strain. This is a specialized selec- 
tion within a variety. Often it is a 
disease-resistant strain otherwise 
similar to its ordinary parent, or a 
strain which the seedsman regards 
with pride because his selective 
seed breeding has made it superior 
in some way. The Wisconsin strain 
of Hollander cabbage is a disease- 


resistant strain of that variety. 


Hybrid. Hybrids are the offspring 
of cross-fertilization between plants 
of different hereditary make-up. 
There different kinds of 
hybrids, and it is helpful to know

Hybrid vigor. More than 50 years 
ago crosses between some strains 
or inbred lines of corn produced 
offspring of unusual vigor and ca- 
pacity for high yield. It has since 
been shown that hybrid plants are 
more productive than their parents 
or other ordinary varieties.

Seeds called 
F-] hybrids, whether corn, tomato, 
or petunia, are produced by cross- 
ing pairs of purely bred parents 
that have a proved capacity to yield 
uniform and vigorous immediate 
offspring. The high-quality, first- 
veneration offspring are called first 
filial, or F-1 hybrids. 

Controlled F-1 hybrid seed can 
produce up to 35 per cent greater

vegetables and flowers. Of course 


it is more costly to produce. But, 
to you as a gardener, the cost is 
returned manifold by high yields. 
F-2 (or F2) Hybrid. The second 
generation of the original cross is 
called second filial, or F-2 seed. 
This seed is obtained from a na- 
turally pollinated F-1 planting, and 
is far less expensive to produce 
than F-] seed. The F-2 seed may 
also produce a greater yield than 
normal, but results may vary. 

It is illegal to sell F-2 vegetable 
seed as hybrid. However. flower 
seed may be described as F-1 or 
F-2 hybrid as the case may be. 
Indeed, F-2 flower seed is prized 
by some gardeners. It may display 
flowers in a range of form and 
color not achieved otherwise. 
Tetraploid. This is a seed-breed- 
ers term that has been shortened 
to “tetra” and stands for bigger

After seeding, place in the shade 
and cover the container with news- 
paper to retain moisture. Lift this 
once a day to air the soil surface 
and help prevent the damping-off 
disease which can kill seedlings. 
After four days remove cover and 
bring container to sunlight. When 
seedlings have at least two true 
leaves, you can transplant to the 
garden—after the end of frost. 
Planting seed, out-of-doors. If you 
merely toss seed into casually dug 
earth, some marigolds will appear 
and flower. But fulfill their few 
special desires and they grow dra- 
matically. 

Wait until the earth in the sun 
feels warm to touch—about mid- 
May in Connecticut or similar cli- 
mates. Dig the soil a spade’s depth. 
Remove roots and rocks. Work the 
surface of the soil to make a good 
seed bed. Add peat to the surface 
if soil needs more humus. Add sand 
if it seems too heavy. 

Sow the seeds 14 inch deep in 
a trench. 4 inches wide, letting 
them fall about a half-inch apart. 
Cover with soil, press firmly down. 
To hasten germination water gently 
with a fine spray, and cover with 
wet burlap. 

As with those indoors, after four 
days remove the covering. When 
seedlings have their true leaves, 
thin out the weakest ones and 
transplant extras to wherever you 
desire. Soak soil before and after 
the move. Stand the tall sorts 8 to 
10 inches apart. the low ones 6 to 
8 inches. This may seem close, as 
each tall variety, if allowed to, will 
broaden to 2 ft. and the low ones to 
1-ft. But close planting makes a 
solid show of color, and allows 
for any casualties. 


Keeping them happy 


Cultural requirements for mari- 
golds are simple and few. For 
abundant and continuous bloom, 
make it a habit to pick flowers for 
bouquets, and cut off dead flower 
heads of the larger sorts. 

Marigold roots are near the sur- 
face, so cultivate gently around the 
stalk. It is good to mulch with 2 
to 4 inches of buckwheat hulls, 
rough compost, or peat moss to 
hold moisture and deter weeds.

Is it disrespectful to laugh 


at a Beethoven Symphony? 


® Couldn’t you unbend and laugh 
a little when you are listening to 
what is encompassingly called 
“high-class music”? Perhaps not 
a belly-laugh, maybe not a loud 
guffaw, but couldn’t you at least 
manage a decided smile? 

It seems that you cannot. People 
speak in whispers when they go to 
a museum, and preserve a solemn 
mien in a concert hall. Even at 
home, listening to recordings of 
great music, they assume a “with- 
all-due-respect” attitude. Certainly, 
that attitude befits tragic, inward, 
lofty music. But hardly any com- 
poser is tragic, inward, and lofty 
all the time. Not Bach, not Bartok. 
So can’t we kind of take it easy 
with easy, light, gay music? Every- 
body has the right to make a rite 
out of anything he pleases—but is 
it really necessary? 

The world is full of humorous 
music, humorous good music. Yet 
such music is enjoyed—and I have 
no doubt that it is enjoyed—with 
the same seriousness as if the im- 
port of the music were one of 
tragedy. 

Many a time I have witnessed a 
performance of Brahms’ Academic 
Festival Overture. It happens to be 
a popular curtain-raiser for an or- 
chestral concert. Brahms wrote it 
after he had received an honorary 
degree from the University of 
Breslau. At first, in his studiedly 
churlish way, Brahms merely ac- 
knowledged the honor with a 
penny post card. Later, he thanked 
the university more fittingly by 
dedicating to it this little work, 
which he called “a very jolly pot- 
pourri of student songs a la 
Suppeé.”

Its “student songs” included that 
famous drinking song, Gaudeamus 
igitur, and other equally plebeian 
ditties. Altogether the overture is 
indeed “jolly,” if it is anything at 
all. Yet, let an orchestra set it be- 
fore an audience in Carnegie Hall 
and you will discern no difference 
in the way the subscribers receive 
the Academic from the way they 
receive Brahms’ Tragic Overture. 

Even in the opera house laughter 
is seldom heard, and then usually 
when something funny happens in 
the action, when the situation of 
the play is clearly a comic one, 
rather than when something funny 
occurs in the music itself. 

It may be that this general so- 
lemnity reflects our exaggerated 
respect for an experience that we 
do not understand. It is certain 
that this gravity indicates that we 
have not established easy, intimate 
relations with the music. We are 
so impressed by the mystery of 
music that we dare not admit it 
can crack a joke. Just as in an art 
gallery we do not raise our voices 
above a whisper, as if the normal 
level of conversation would disturb 
the dead painters, so do we refuse 
to raise our voices in the presence 
of humorous music, acknowledging 
that wit, laughter, fun are possible 
ingredients. That is, we acknowl- 
edge it intellectually, but we do 
not react to it in a normal way 
with a smile or a laugh. 

Yet how much humor music does 
contain! How many works there 
are which ought to produce at 
least a smile! Surely the composer 
wanted you to laugh. Why not try 
it? It is possible that, if you were

to seek out such music and then 
enjoy it in a relaxed, “unbuttoned” 
attitude, you might enjoy all music 
more. 

Do you want a few examples? 
Starting at the top, two of Beetho- 
ven’s nine symphonies are predomi- 
nantly humorous works. One is the 
Pastoral Symphony. Toward the 
end of the second movement. in 
which Beethoven set to music the 
murmurs of the woods, solo instru- 
ments take the roles of birds; the 
flute is the nightingale, the oboe 
the quail, and the clarinet the 
cuckoo. Beethoven said that the 
birds composed with him and 
added, “They are meant only for 
a joke.” 

Then follows the scherzo. A 
country dance is in progress and 
a band is playing. Beethoven had 
observed how village musicians 
during a long dance often played 
in their sleep: they let their in- 
struments fall, then awakened with 
a start, and took up their cue at 
random, continuing to play gen- 
erally in the right key. Here the 
bassoonist falls asleep, then sud- 
denly wakes but comes in at the 
wrong moment. On his country in- 
strument he can play only four 
notes. 

The Eighth Symphony has no 
program, describes nothing con- 
crete, but is simply one of the most 
wonderful expressions of  light- 
heartedness in music. Is it not 
possible to smile over the famous 
second movement with its ticking 
accompaniment and its incredibly 
charming melody? The story is 
told that, after the first perform- 
ance of the Eighth, Beethoven, as 
was his custom, went walking in 
the woods. He stopped to buy some 
cherries from two young girls, but 
when he wanted to pay, one of 
them replied, “We will take noth- 
ing. We just heard your beautiful 
music.” I think of this innocent 
tribute when I listen to the music. 
if I did not know the 
anecdote, the symphony would fill 


But even 


me with cheer. 
These are but two of the many 


works which fly humor’s flag. 
We can name diverse music: Pro- 
kofieff’s Classical Symphony, which 
makes fun of classical eighteenth- 
century music in twentieth-century 
idiom. Mocking melodies, purpose- 
ful dissonances, capricious turns 
of phrase show us what a spoof 
we have with us. Moussorgsky’s 
Pictures at an Exhibition, whether 
in the original piano version or 
in the famous transcription for 
orchestra made by Ravel, contain 
sections patently funny. 

Among twentieth-century music 
you find William Walton’s Facade. 
This work, by an English composer, 
uses jazz rhythms skillfully. It is 
a satire, ranging from the “Yodel- 
ling Song” (where Walton quotes 
from the William Tell Overture) 
to a “Scotch Rhapsody.” 

Still another apt example could 
be found among the tone poems of 
Richard Strauss, Till Eulenspiegel. 
Wit and boisterousness combine to 
create a musical portrait of the 
legendary prankster. Even so seri- 
ous a composer as Robert Schu- 
mann unbent to give us in one of 
his major works for the piano, 
Carnaval, such a vignette as “Co- 
quette,” the spirit of a flirtatious 
girl. 

We could go on and on and 
speak of the -Chopin scherzos, 
Mendelsohn’s J/talian Symphony, 
Haydn and Scarlatti and Handel, 
and the many overtures to operatic 
comedies, Nicolai and Smetana, 
Donizetti and most certainly Ros- 
sini, the most capricious and the 
most humorous of them all. Nor 
have we as yet mentioned Mozart. 
His world, almost as comprehen- 
sive as the human spirit itself, does 
of course include humor. Perhaps 
some of his humor is too deep for 
laughter as his sadness is too deep 
for tears. Yet in The Marriage of 
Figaro he gave us the greatest 
of all psychological comedies, a 
unique marvel. 

So why not laugh when the 
music is funny, smile when it is 
gay. That way you will learn to 


love music more.

It was a beguiling picture of a 
Japanese family, hustling in kimo- 
nos and zoris through a shower 
of pink cherry blossoms. Their 
kimonos were beige, splashed with 
pink and orange flowers, their won- 
derful pigtails and sleek cropped 
heads were black—and all this 
activity went on against a back- | 
ground of coffee-brown Egyptian 
cotton. 

I'd a feeling I’d have no trouble 
persuading my _ severely sophis- 
ticated young friend to accept this, 
especially as it is Art 
uncertain termis, for Miss Cornelius 
learned her brush technique in 
Japan. And besides, I was sure the 
batik process was recherché enough 
to appeal to Miss Gannon’s highly 
developed yen for the unusual. 

Batik involves drawing, waxing, 
dyeing, and boiling.

The process 
is repeated as many times as differ-

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ent colors are used. This naturally 
takes some skill in the doing, to 
say nothing of the talent required 
to create the designs in the first 
place. And since Miss Sophisticate 
has aspirations to be a designer her- 
self, I figured she’d be impressed. 

And so she was, with the result 
that now she really has a different 
room, and one that looks as if it 
belonged to a young girl instead of 
a hermit. I used the batik as roller 
shade material on the two windows, 
and incorporated it into a coffee- 
brown cotton bedspread as a decor- 
ative turnback that covers the bed 
pillow. And Millie was happy to 
note that I was able to talk her girl- 
child into tolerating the addition 
of a cherry-petal pink area rug that 
encircles the bed the way a saucer 
does a cup. 

The batik had to be done to 
order, of course, but I dismissed 
the cost by pointing out that these 
works of art are done with dyes 
that resist sun fading, are perfectly 
washable, and can undoubtedly be 
used as cushion tops or lampshades 
or even framed as wall hangings at 
some later date. 

The gifted Miss Cornelius creates 
her batiks on silks, muslin, 
berg. Egyptian cotton, or any close- 
woven fabric that adapts to the 
process. She will design to order,

Expert decorating shows the results of adroit color 
planning, but it is not easy for most people to sep- 
arate the color plan from the total decorating plan. 
To provide for the translation of color plans to any- 
one’s own situation, these 1959 House Beautiful color 
groups are presented in abstract form. The abstract 
presentation avoids all limitations set up by actual 
scene illustrations and allows you full freedom of 
interpretation in use of color in an individual way. 

Any color plan may be transposed from one room 
to another, and in any one room a wide variety of 
different treatments can be derived from the same 
colors. 

The 1959 House Beautiful color story consists of 
16 color groups. These groups present aspects of 
color which are most appropriate for current fashion 
in decorating. Each group has eight colors arranged 
in such a way on a color background that contiguous 
colors—those that touch one another—show color 
contrasts that are presently in good taste or good 
style. Each group has more than enough colors for 
any single color plan. 

A number of rooms may be interrelated in color by 
continuing through a color series, having one or two 
neighboring colors common to neighboring rooms. It 
is permissible to depart from the background shown 
and to use one of the other colors of the group as a 
background, but care should be taken to give prefer- 
ence to the lightest and the quietest colors. Dark or 
vivid colors as backgrounds generally call for expert 
skill in their use. The strength or degree of contrast 
should be related to the design and purpose of the 
room. 

The House Beautiful color groups include colors 
commonly available, but shown in combinations that 
are not common. This will suggest ways to combine 


still-serviceable items, such as rugs, furniture, dra- 


pery, etc., with new furnishings and/or new surround- 
ings such as wallpaper or paint to achieve new con- 


temporary color effects. 


The background color is important 

The background color is the largest area on each 
page and is the key to why the other colors look as 
they do. It is the “hinge” color around which all the 
others revolve, so you cannot ignore it. It is “Mr. 
Big.” It might be the color of the four walls, or the 
floor, or the ceiling. No multicolor room scheme would 


work well without the background color. 


The proportion of color area to color area matters 


In general, those given the most space on the page 


are best to use in large areas. 


Placement is important 

The arrangement of the colors in each scheme is not 
happenstance or random. The colors that look best 
together adjoin each other. Thus you can divide the 
page, reducing the number of colors to fit your needs, 
without destroying the balance and pleasantness of 


the groupings. 


The whole is greater than the sum of the parts 


How true this is in color! Colors in combination— 





the right combination—have a character they cannot 
have alone. The heart of the 1959 House Beautiful 
Look in color is combinations—not separate colors 
set apart. The value of these color groups for your 
own life lies in the great flexibility they offer you. 
But they have just enough discipline built into them 
to keep you from getting too far afield. They are 
predicated on freedom of choice, for you will still 
have to make a number of choices about how to apply 


these basically sound schemes.

Can you say this about the people who must get from 
their parked automobile to your hearthside? 

Is the path they must take as mysterious as a London 
fog and filled with as many hazards? Do new guests 
tap timidly at the side or back door and say, “I’m so 
sorry, but I thought this was the entrance?” 

Do they have to play a game of mental hop-scotch 
over a conglomeration of asphalt, concrete, brick, flag- 
ging, and terrazzo before arriving at the comparative 
safety of the entrance hall? Are there the added 
hazards of teetering stepping stones, overlapping juni- 
pers, sudden turns, and unexpected steps to face before 
they can grasp the knocker? 

You can make the few obvious repairs. You can 
prune the lilac that slaps them in the face and the bar- 
berry that rips their nylons. You can light the steps and 
put a sign saying “service” pointing to the back door. 
But only by thoughtful planning can you contrive to 
make the guest feel he has arrived safely at your hearth. 

If the evening is to be successful, it must be a 
pleasure to arrive. How to do this involves a study 
of the physical needs and the psychological aspects of 
the process of entering. 

The great paved courtyards of the Renaissance pal- 
aces were not for convenience only. When you drove 
into one, you knew you had arrived. You could see the 
main entrance and were sheltered by the architecture. 
You could relax. The only remaining thing to do was to 
step across the threshold. and that too was a pleasure

The automobile is here to stay in the foreseeable 
future and must be dealt with logically in our planning 
and accepted as an asset in our visual scheme. Man 
and his automobile may be compared to the man and 
his horse of other years. They seem inseparable. They 
arrive at a destination together. The guest should feel 
a sense of welcome while he is still in his car. He 
should be led inevitably to his destination, be able to 
park with ease, and then alight in a recognizable com- 
position where his next move is obvious and effortless. 

The next move is obviously to the front door, but 
here is where we most often fail to maintain the ex- 
citement of arriving.

designed for people who take their culinary work seriously 


e@ Among devotees of gastronomy who have 
had the privilege of eating the leading na- 
tional cuisines of the world, it is generally 
agreed that the Chinese cuisine is the most 
gourmet of them all. It has a purity and re- 
finement which comes from the Chinese sen- 
sitivity to the inherent nature of the foodstuff 
itself. This awareness and respect for the 
intrinsic taste and texture of what is being 
cooked has produced a highly sophisticated 
body of practices and seasoning which sur- 
passes any other in perfection. 

House Beautiful has long been aware of 
this, but we were afraid that the difficulty of 
procuring the four or five special ingredients 
necessary for the full practice of Chinese 
cookery would discourage many people from 
pursuing it in the kitchen past the elemen- 
tary stage. So we have arranged that any in- 
gredient mentioned in this series can be 
bought by mail, if you cannot find it locally. 

With this difficulty solved, we embark on 
a series about Chinese cooking, which we 
hope you will find the most rewarding read- 
ing—for two reasons. One: We will go way 
beyond recipes, which are dry reading at 
best—if they can be called reading at all— 
and take up the cooking principles behind 
the recipes. This will permit you to apply the 
same principles to American cooking, like 


transposing music from one key to another. 


The second reason this series is important 
is because Chinese cooking is a low-fat, low- 
calorie type of cooking. You can eat heartily 
and yet keep down your caloric intake. 
Chinese cooking not only uses very little fat, 
but that fat is of the unsaturated variety 
(vegetable and nut oils). This means Chi- 
nese food is not cholesterol-producing, as 
are cuisines that depend on butter, animal 
fats, and hydrogenated shortenings. (Have 
you realized that you seldom see a fat Chi- 
nese person and that they all look younger 
than their age, particularly women? And 
they never suffer from indigestion.) So, in 
our present state of knowledge about nutri- 
tion, Chinese food is clearly to be recom- 
mended for about one meal out of four. 

Quite beyond all of this, the series will 
show you how to think critically and crea- 
tively about all food and cooking, in a way 
never discussed by American or French 
cooks and gourmets. For the Chinese ap- 
proaches cooking not so much with rules 
and recipes as with sense. He understands 
why he does what he does. As a result he has 
great latitude about what ingredients he can 
bring together in a dish or in a menu. This 
is just the opposite of our slavish and mind- 
less following of recipes, and our ineptitude 
at building well-composed menus.

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Try the beautiful simplicity 


of Chinese cooking 


By F. T. CHENG 


Author of Musings of a Chinese Gourmet 


@ There are cookery books that provide recipes for 
Chinese food. But recipes are too dry to read and. as 
cooking is an art, one can hardly learn from mere recipes, 
unless they are accompanied by a full explanation of the 
principles that underlie the form of cooking in question. 

The purpose of this article is to supply that very want. 
It proposes, first, to explain briefly how the Chinese have 
been able to develop such a fine cuisine and, secondly, 
to discuss certain principles that the Chinese follow in 
their cooking. These principles have been developed 
partly from long experience and partly by accident 
through the centuries. As such, they are applicable not 
only to Chinese cooking but also to cooking in general, 
since cooking is a science as well as an art. 

The Chinese believe in nature. According to their inter- 
pretation, everything that grows on earth and is edible 
can be delicious when properly prepared, and so is in- 
tended by nature to be eaten by man as food. Conse- 
quently they explored the kingdom of vegetables and 
herbs and discovered a number of them, unknown to and 
undreamed of by the Westerner, that are appetizing to 
eat as well as beneficial to health. They are used not only 
when they are freshly gathered from the field or the 
forest, but also after they have been preserved through 
being pickled or dried in the sun. Thanks to these means 
of preservation, particularly the latter, their supply is 
insured for all seasons. 

\s a further means of extending the vegetarian ingredi- 
ents of food, the Chinese discovered the method of grow- 
ing bean sprouts and making bean curds indoors through- 
out the year. These vegetarian ingredients are truly a 
blessing to the Chinese and a just reward for their patient 
search for delicacies. The bean sprouts and the bean 


curds are both appetizing and nutritious and, because 


they are very economical to produce. accessible to all. 
When properly prepared, they appeal equally to the 
palates of the prince and the peasant. Hence, though they 
are almost the cheapest kinds of vegetarian ingredients, 
they qualify for a place even in a banquet, provided, of 
course, they are properly prepared and served in suitable 
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sequence. (Later in this series, we will give you a play- 
by-play description of how to sprout your own beans 
and how to serve them.) 

Most Chinese dishes are cooked with some vegetables, 
which has the effect of enhancing the taste of the main 
ingredient (meat or sea food). At the same time, the 
vegetables themselves benefit from the flavor of the meat. 
The combination makes a delicious dish, one easier to 
digest and more beneficial to health, as vegetables con- 
tain all the important nutritive factors. 

Of course, Western cuisines also provide vegetables, 
but they are generally cooked and eaten separately; for 
instance, a large portion of meat, such as steak, roast 
beef, or chop, accompanied by potatoes and cauliflower. 
beans, peas, or other kinds of vegetables. The Chinese 
cuisine also has dishes that are not cooked with vege- 
tables, such as roasted, grilled, or fried dishes. But gen- 
erally Chinese dishes are composed of meat (in the wid- 
est sense of the term) and vegetables. 


Ges cooking thus requires less meat. During the 
war, when meat was rationed. the Chinese cook was less 
handicapped. For a piece of meat, enough for only one 
person if cooked in the Western way, may serve five 
persons if cooked in the Chinese way. For instance: a 
half pound of meat tender enough for roasting or frying, 
plus a half pound of onions, plus a half pound of French 
beans or asparagus tips, will serve four or five people. 
Try it and see, in the following easy way: 

Cut the onions and beans (or asparagus tips) into thin 
slices of about an inch long and cut the meat (across the 
vein) into more or less the same size as the vegetable 
ingredients and as thin as possible. 

Put a tablespoon of peanut oil into a frying pan. 
When it boils, put the onion slices in and stir them 
thoroughly all the time until they are cooked. Then salt 
them to taste and set them aside. During the process of 
cooking add no water. If necessary, to prevent the onion 
slices from burning, add more oil, lower the flame, and 
put a lid over the pan so (Please turn to page 162)

For the use and enjoyment it 
gives, the owners consider it a great bargain.

@ To imagine how delightful a greenhouse-for- 
living, like the one at the left, can be, you must 
add these ingredients: The blended fragrance of 
gardenias, lemon trees, mimosa; the warm caress 
of the sun on your shoulders on a chilly March 
morning; the peace and quiet of a bower of 
favorite plants. 

A room like this is a smaller, more colorful 
version of the “Palm Room” or orangery of our 
grandparents’ time, furnished with both plants 
and furniture. The plants must be selected and 
arranged to give a lush effect without too much 
clutter. This means slow-growing permanent 
plantings; vines that are easily trained and 
trimmed; plants in containers so they can be 
easily raised, lowered, or moved out. 

This example and the others we show combine 
the rich beauty of a greenhouse with the use and 
comfort of a living room. In a way they are 
both, but in a way they are neither. 

They are only part-time living rooms; used 
most in spring and fall, and on sunny winter 
days. In summer they are usually too warm for 
comfort. On cloudy winter days, they are too 
cold to enjoy sitting in. 

They are part-time greenhouses, for there are 
no flats of seedlings, no crowded rows of plants 
for forcing, no steamy “hot house” climate. 

The climate is a compromise. It is usually 
cool and dry enough for human comfort, but 
warm and humid enough for many wonderful 
plants that would not grow without protection. 

The greenhouse room shown here, in the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Peter de Florez, also serves as a 
lovely built-in view for the adjoining living 
room. It is lighted at night. 

The de Florez room, like those that follow, is 
used for informal meals. Here they enjoy lei- 
surely week-end breakfasts and serve luncheon 
or tea. Can’t you see yourself in such a setting?

@ This is a good example of how to live two lives 
in a greenhouse. The owners, Mr. and Mrs. Richard 
Webel (Janet Darling Webel), both landscape archi- 
tects, use this for their interest in gardening and 
also as an extension of their living area. 

As a place to live, a greenhouse must be cooler, 
less humid, and have more usable floor space than 
a regular working greenhouse. The climate is sim- 
ply a matter of opening vents and setting a thermo- 
stat. In this case it is set for a minimum of 45°F. To 
get more space, a bench was taken out and the floor 
paved with brick on sand. There is now room here 
to serve four for breakfast or lunch. For parties, 
the heat is turned up and this pleasant place is used 
as a delightful addition to the living room. 

Here are some of the ways this cool greenhouse 
is used as a workplace: to “winter over” pots of 
geraniums, begonias, and fuchsias that are used on 
the terrace in summer; to force bloom on bulbs 
like amaryllis, narcissus, and tulips for early color 
in the house; to grow English daisies and geraniums 
in pots for cutting before flowers are ready in the 
garden. Other flowers, such as snapdragons, annual 
phlox, carnations, marigolds, and chrysanthemums 


are also forced for cutting.

@ This glass-enclosed terrace room is so useful as 
it is that you’d never guess the roundabout way it 
developed. It was built originally for the owners’ 
interest in hybridizing iris, but experience proved 
that iris doesn’t bloom any earlier under glass. 
Then they tried daffodils, another hobby interest, 
but found the flowers all faced south, away from 
the living area. When these plants were moved 
outside again, and the greenhouse no longer served 
as a workplace, the owners, Mr. and Mrs. Kenneth 
D. Smith, looked at it in a new light. They began to 
use it as an extension of the living room for re- 
laxation and keeping in touch with growing plants 
in winter. Now it is planted with a wonderful 


variety of begonias, ferns, and other pet exotics. 








The terrazzo-floored hall is top-lighted 
by a skylight made from the top 
half of a standard aluminum green- 
house. For shade, strips of grass-cloth 
matting slide back and forth on alu- 
minum rails between exposed roof 
beams. To retain winter warmth with- 
in the house, clear plastic sheeting is 
stretched over the top of the beams.

The dining area flows into liv- 
ing room at left, kitchen at 
right and central hall in center 
rear. All these rooms have 
large glass areas with many 
doors opening on terrace.

But when 
the weather turns bad, the em- 
phasis is reversed. Now there 
are log fires in the living-room

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M Spy of Conversation 


A distinguished scholar, philosopher, 
and conversationalist expresses himself on 
the beautiful but imminently vanishing 

art of good talk—what it is, 


how to nurture it, and how to preserve it 


By... VV... SMULH 
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@ The levels of talk are many, but we may illustrate 
them briefly as three: noise, sense, significance. The 
first is notse. Some talk to rid themselves of excess 
animal energy. They only gesture toward sense, by 
mouthings intended to see what they are going to say, 
if anything. If nothing further comes of the gesture, 
they have had their fun; talk at least is self-expression. 
Men are more likely to indulge this level in an orator- 
ical tone, like singing in a cold bath; women will make 
their noise in conversational format but without con- 
versational intent. 

This level of performance implies little give-and- 
take between minds. Indeed it requires hardly more 
than the presence of another body; it is largely in- 
different to personality. But at least shared noise is an 
organic base for conversation. The talk is at not with 
another. Such noise is acceptable at times because 
otherwise there would be only silence. Quietness is so 
hard for many moderns to endure that anything which 
ripples it is welcome. As one contemporary woman 


confesses, “If I had to spend one evening alone, I’d be 








a complete wreck.” Let us extend the point cosmic-wise 
with Carl Sandburg’s account of what the last man on 
earth is reported to have said. Looking around him- 
self apprehensively, this lone remnant of our species 
cried, piteously: “Where is everybody?” 

Conversation, then, which is intelligible noise is 
good as far as it goes; but, assuredly, it does not 
go very far down the rich road of meaning. Its ab- 
sence, to be sure, would be catastrophic, but its pres- 
ence is barely the beginning of the sharing which 
characterizes genuine conversation. 

2. Sense. The next level of talk makes sense as well 
as sound. Two or more persons are present and all 
of them are involved as persons in the vocal enter- 
prise. They speak the same language to the same gen- 
eral purpose, and all are quickened by the mutual 
exercise. They are highly stimulated, though the out- 
come may be but chit-chat. One proposes some subject, 
the other entertains it; both pursue the quarry until 
selves have been emptied, meanings shared, or more 
light appears at the end than at the beginning. This 
is conversation on its way to a mission accomplished. 
Still we are on the level of the elementary, and have 
not fully possessed the creative field. 

There may come a time, especially if one’s partner 
be of the opposite sex, when one can say with Jessica 
Rittenhouse (and it takes a poet to say it!) : 


My debt to you, Beloved, 
Is one I cannot pay, 
In any coin of any realm 
On any reckoning day; 
For where is he shall figure 
The debt, when all is said, 
To one who makes you dream again 
When all the dreams were dead? 
Or where is the appraiser 
Who shall the claim compute, 
Of one who makes you sing again 
When all the songs are mute? 


When this stage of understanding is reached, sense 
has passed into our final stage of talk, significance. 

3. Significance. This final level is sound passed 
through sense into significance. Each participant in 
such a process discerns what the other intends so as 
to mark the spot of interchanges, and indeed to make 
interchange easy. If one person takes all the time, it 
is soliloquy, not conversation. If the relationship be 
so stiff that each has formally to pause as if to ask 
the other whether he has anything to say, bodies get 
in the way of minds. To try to hold a conversation 
is one of the hardest things in the world, but to hold 
one is the easiest. Conversation requires, or permits, 
no Robert's Rules of Order. 

Many of us know much more than we understand; 


and conversation at its highest and best has as its goal 


the understanding of what we already know, but know 
not how we know. This implies another’s presence, re- 
spect for his person, a desire to understand his point 
of view, and a will to appropriate his contribution. 

The result of all such is clarification of the sub- 
ject, appropriation of personality, and a deepened 
appreciation for the infinitude of human differences. 


What Conversation Is Not 


Why is such communication so rare (for it admit- 
tedly is rare) ? To strike a medium between chit-chat, 
which makes sense but has little significance, and 
philosophic soliloquy, which has full significance but 
barely makes sense, this is to find the Golden Mean 
of full communication in a world full of obstacles. 


Of obstacles, I repeat; for with Jamie Sexton Holme: 


Oh, far less credible than this 

Is what I long have known— 

That two may journey hand in hand, 
Yet utterly alone. 


And heart may lie on throbbing heart 
As far as pole and pole apart. 


To effect full communication in a world filled with 
hindrances is to achieve a miracle of social grace. 
What, more specifically, withholds such grace? 

In the large we may answer that egoism is the prime 
obstacle to full communication. Self obtrudes, like 
the snake in the Garden, and vocalization becomes an 
instrumentality of power; of depreciation of another 
or of undue appreciation of self. But let us specify 
some of the pitfalls. 

It is

not conversation, for instance, when two 


It is not conversation when two souls collide, one 
saying “’Tis” and the other saying “ ’Taint”—and 
especially if they keep on at this téte-a-tete. 

It is not conversation when one habitually hails 
the other with “Oh, yeah?” 

It is not conversation when souls side-swipe each 
other, one meaning this and the other meaning that, 
and neither stopping a moment to build his segment of 
the bridge between the discrepant symbols. 

It is not conversation when two meet and engage 
each other, but both then mull around, each inhaling 
the poison of the other’s vocal exhaust. 

It is not conversation when two meet and engage 
each other, but each raises such a whirlwind as to 
obscure the other with logic-dust or rhetoric-vapor. 

And, of course, it is not conversation when souls 
refuse to meet, though bodies do, each sulking into 
silence at the approach of the other. 

This latter common and fatal obstacle to full shar- 
ing reminds one of the (Continued on puge 151)

@ The TV set in the living room is a commonplace.

The problem 
is how to hide the set but still keep it immediately 
accessible at program time. The solutions shown here 
may differ in their particulars, but they all use the 
same basic principle: an enclosure that is unified with 
other architectural features in the room: woodwork, 
paneling, cabinetry.

with slip covers 


At first glance, it would seem impos- 
sible to slip-cover the sloping wood 
frame and carved knees and arms of 
the armchair in room at left. And re- 
gard the problems posed by the love 
seat in the foreground (shown in de- 
tail on the opposite page). Yet at 
lower left see how trimly a slip. cover 
copes with the armchair when it is 
designed, not as an over-all shroud, 
but as form-fitting upholstery that 
buttons snugly into place, frankly ex- 
posing the wood parts that cannot be 
neatly covered. A_ cool-to-the-touch 
material is used in just two colors. 
Note the decorator detail of contrast- 
ing godets on the sofa and the fabric 
envelopes that encase the sofa cush- 
ions. Room is completely “‘summer- 
ized”’ when carpet comes up reveal- 
ing a cool white vinyl floor like this. 





A loveseat with cabriole legs, a serpentine front, 
and a built-in protruding back cushion presents 
structural problems that frustrate the inexperienced 
who wish to have their slip covers sleekly fitted.

Redesign your furniture with slip covers 


@ See how Helen Carity Green has used three differ- 
ent slip covers to change the character of a traditional 
Louis XV_ upholstered bench. Elegantly valanced 
with umbrella-point scallops and hung with crystal 
pendants, one cover (top right) preserves a_tradi- 
tional, formal quality. The other two covers, by box- 
ing in the bench with straight skirts to the floor, con- 
ceal the curved lines completely and give the bench 
a tailored, more casual and contemporary look. The 
center cover’s bold and decorative cotton cord frogs 
unbutton so the slip cover can be neatly folded for 
storage. Bottom right, the square-within-square pat- 
tern, achieved by expert mitering of striped fabric, 
tends to broaden and lower the bench visually. 

By applying these same principles of concealment 
and optical illusion, you could change the entire 
design character of a room with slip covers, to say 
nothing of giving a new lease on life to furniture you 


might otherwise discard because of bad design.

The Wines of Germany 


By BARROWS MUSSEY 


@ No matter how much you know about a great many 
things, there are always new worlds to enter, new wonders 
to probe. In the department of eating and drinking this is 
miraculously true. There seems to be no end to subjects that 
are deep and broad enough to explore for years without ever 
exhausting all their treasures. 

The white wines of Germany are one of these inexhaustibly 
rich areas. To begin with, they are unquestionably the best 
white wines in the world. Another way to say it is that they 
have a higher average of excellence than the wines of any 
country in the world. This means that when you play around 
(experiment, compare, and analyze), you do it with the 
least danger of encountering bottles not worth finishing. 
And when you have developed a critical ability about the 
white wines of Germany, you automatically have the perfect 
yardstick for judging all white wines of all countries. So it 
is an ideal and fertile place to begin. 

Since very few Americans associate Germany with wine, 
it may be necessary to try to define a German white wine— 
if a thing so vast can be characterized in a few words. As a 
class, they are light-bodied, transparent as water, delicately 
flavored, pale golden in color with overtones of green, with 
a bouquet that varies from flowery to fruity. In general 
they. are the driest white wines to be found, and even those 
made from late pickings, which consequently contain more 
natural grape sugar. don’t seem sweet. (More on this point 
later.) They are excellent when you want one wine to go 
through a whole meal. But they are equally useful for 
between-meal drinking or as a nightcap. In short, they are 
obligingly adaptable. 

(Fanatical lovers of Chablis, Meursault, and Pouilly- 
Fuissé are requested to withhold their imprecations until 
we have finished our statement. ) 

To get the full pleasure out of German white wines takes 


not long experience or big money so much as a certain ad-

venturousness. Quantities of the many thousand fine-to- 
great German wines are individually tiny; probably once 
you have appreciated a particular bottle or couple of cases, 
you can never get the same wine again. You will have to 
try some new ones. 

With German vintages, though, a little attention to the 
rules makes this gambling heavily odds-on. You can tell 
that the new bottle will be good, even though not just like 
the last. If your taste runs strongly to the bland, the dry, 
or the heavy, you can take steps to assure yourself of that. 
And you can soon pick from a wine list something guar- 
anteed not to disappoint you and your guests. You will 
merely never know exactly what’s coming. 

We may as well start out with a clear understanding: 
there will be enough indignant outcries even so. The fol- 
lowing judgments apply only to wines worthy of export. 
(Some wines that don’t deserve it do get exported; they can 
often be detected, undrunk, by their price and by their hav- 
ing been shipped from Holland or some other viticulturally 
unlikely place. And some wines are so much beloved where 
they are grown that they never survive to get abroad. There 
are a very few great sweet whites from Germany; these 


are practically liqueurs, priced and used accordingly.) 


he precise differences in character between German 

white wines and those of France and Italy are naturally 
much easier to taste than to describe without sounding pomp- 
ous. Behind the differences is a simple matter of north and 
south latitude—just as Georgia is famous for its peach crop, 
but Vermont fruit has more flavor when—and if—it ripens 
at all. Getting down to cases, German white wines, par- 
ticularly those pressed from the Riesling grape, have more 
fruit acid, less alcohol, and a finer, fruitier aroma than 
their French counterparts; they are more volatile, more 


delicate, and racier. (Please turn to page 142)

ERMAN white wines should be

Good German white wines are 
dry, dry, dry. American restaura- 
teurs say their public mostly wants 
its wines labeled “dry” but actually 
not too tart. Such patrons will need 
to sip by stages from an Oppen- 
| heimer Goldberg through a Hoch- 
_ heimer Domdechaney and a Forster 
Ungeheuer to a Scharzhofberger 
and a Randersakerer Ewig Leben. 
Otherwise they may recoil from a 
superb wine that will strike them 
as downright sour. 

(This dryness does not mean 
lack of bouquet or body. A good 
Spicy Traminer will scent the 
whole air around, and will roll 
over the tongue like perfume, yet 
may not have the slightest trace of 
sweetness in flavor or after-taste.) 

The next striking characteristic 
of German wines is the multiplicity 
of growths. There are over 1,200 
listed wine-growing each 
town has from one to 186 different 
name vineyards (most of them, it 
seems, almost perpendicular along 
some river), with an average of 
possibly seven per town. Roughly 
90 towns grow whites of more than 
local interest, and they have some

HE rules of procedure already 
mentioned are largely set by the 
German wine law. In its protection 
of the informed public this is the 
most elaborate and—literally—wa- 
tertight wine legislation anywhere. 
Violators who “stretch” their wine 
at the pump are not merely fined 
but ejected from the trade and 
probably sent to jail, amid the out- 
raged screams of press and public. 
Such offenses are so rare that two 
cases in three years at one town, 
Riidesheim on the Rhine, horrified 
the nation’s growers into organiz- 
ing their own joint supervision be- 
yond that required by the state. 
The German law differs from 
the French in nearly every way. It 
puts a general floor under the 
named wines; every one of the 
several thousand German vine- 
yards, if named on the bottle or 
the wine list, is an appellation 
contrélée.

the wine from within the town lim- 
its as “Niersteiner” or “Bernkast- 
eler,” and can mark it “riesling” 
if that grape makes up two-thirds 
of the volume. By so doing you ad- 
mit you have a fourth-rate product. 
But with a wine identified by re- 
gion, year, town, vineyard, grape, 
treatment, and grower there may 
be no monkeyshines. And accord- 
ingly such wines bring far higher 
prices than those with only a town 
and a grape to their name. 

There is not, as in France, any 
official rating of vineyards. You 
have to learn the famous ones, or 
your favorites, for yourself. There 
is no provision as to alcohol con- 
tent or permissible gallonage; only 
along the Moselle is there any 
restriction on grape varieties. 
Within strict limits it may be per- 
missible to sugar or to blend wine. 
(There is nothing inherently 
wicked about sweetening up bulk 
wine to make it fit for popular- 
priced tavern consumption. ) 

But, whatever is done must be 
reflected on the label. There is a 
whole vocabulary of words that 
may not be applied to sugared or 
blended products. In particular, 
no sugared wine can be called 
“Natur” or “naturrein,” “growth” 
(Wachstum, Gewachs, Kreszenz), 
or any combination with the word 
“original” —  Originalabfillung, 
Originalabzug, and so on. 

The most important set of words 
(which denotes taste characteris- 
tics) has to do with how late in 
the growing season the grapes are 
left on the vine before they are 
picked. Leaving them unpicked, 
against the gamble of a killing 
freeze, and gaining a_ resultant 
marked grapey taste, is one of the 
characteristics unique to German 
wine. We go into this in detail 
later on. 

The “German Wine Seal” that 
is sometimes found on the _ bot- 
tle is a cooperative promotion la- 
bel, supposed to guarantee care- 
fully produced quality wines, but it 
does not exclude The 
best protection in that regard is 
the stylized eagle emblem of the 
Association of German Sellers-at- 
Auction of Natural Wine—Ver- 
band Deutscher Naturwein-Ver- 
steigerer.

The significant regions are: 

Rheingau (Rhine County), the 
right bank of the Rhine from Wies- 
baden to a little past Riidesheim, 
whose wines, comparatively heavy 
for Germany, have a fresh tang 
and often a trace of sweetness, 
but less than the Rhenish Hessians. 

Rheinhessen (Rhenish Hesse), 
across the river on the left bank 
from Worms to about Bingen, pro- 
ducing the most consistently sweet, 
bland vintages; its bulk wine is 
the nondescript Liebfraumilch. 

Nahe, a river that flows northeast 
from the general direction of 
France to enter the Rhine at Bin- 
gen, has wonderfully delicate wines 
with more tang than Rhenish 
Hesse, less than Moselle, and a 
characteristic pale green color. 

Mosel-Saar-Ruwer (Moselle), a 
river that rises in the French 
Vosges, forms a piece of border 
between Germany and Luxem- 
bourg, and winds its way to the 
Rhine at Koblenz; its products are 
the lightest and driest of Germany, 
with a delicate acidity and some- 
times an almost fizzy tingle. 

Rheinpfalz (Rhenish  Palati- 
nate), the left bank of the Rhine 
and its hinterland from Alsace to 
Ludwigshafen, growing a_ huge 
quantity of third-rate wine and a 
little of perhaps the world’s finest 
—heavy, fruity, with great bouquet 
yet seldom much sweetness. 

Franken (Franconia), along the 
river Main in northern Bavaria 
from about Aschaffenburg to 
Schweinfurt; the best wines are 
heavy, earthy, dry, with a sort of 
trombone-note resonance, while the 
common vintages are plain harsh. 

Baden, the old Grand Duchy on 
the right bank of the Rhine and 
into the Black Forest from Basel 
to Baden-Baden; actually made up 
of several sub-regions with varying 
growths, of which the Kaiserstuhl 
is the best, with a certain bland 
yet dry liveliness. 

Wiirttemberg, a former south- 
west German kingdom whose wines 
grow along the river Neckar and 
its tributaries from Stuttgart to 
Heilbronn; there is a lot of red 
wine, much ordinary white, and 
some exceptionally smooth, dry, 
creamy white. 

All these regions but the last 
two export at least a few cases to 
America. Baden may well be a 
sleeper, due for discovery; Wiirt- 
temberg is too thirsty to spare any 
for outsiders.

On the other hand, a few wines 
have reached wide fame just on the 
strength of an attractive or catchy 
designation. Then the product it- 
self may be excellent, and is prob- 
ably terrible. 

First and foremost of these is 
Liebfraumilch, “Our Lady’s Milk.” 
The name comes from the Church 
of Our Lady at Worms in Rhenish 
Hesse, but the wine does not. Lieb- 
fraumilch is legally a generic term 
for “good, sweet, Rhenish-Hessian 
white wine,” and that’s all. It is 
quite legal to put the label on the 
finest vintage of Nierstein or Op- 
penheim; indeed a leading Amer- 
ican importer told me he had done 
just that, offering the same out- 
standing wine at the same price 
under both labels. The Liebfrau- 
milch outsold the Niersteiner with 
cask number, to one. In 
America, therefore, you may have 
luck with Liebfraumilch; in Ger- 
many it is almost sure to be slop.

Riesling X Sylvaner, also known 
after its Miiller- 
Thurgau, is a cross with good qual- 
ities of both parents, but not up to 
riesling for the very great vintages. 

Traminer and __ its 
Gewiirztraminer (spicy traminer) 
are so aromatic that the good ones 
smell more like perfume than like 
wine. Very little spicy traminer is 
grown, but the rare bottle from 
the Palatinate or the Kaiserstuhl 
can be a memorable experience.

Auslese (selection by the bunch) 
means the best and ripest bunches 
have been gathered and_ pressed 
separately from the rest of the 
erapes.

(Auslese has been produced once 
in the U.S.—in 1953 by Widmer.) 

Beerenauslese (berry selection) 
means that not bunches but indi- 
vidual grapes have been sorted out, 
as they are for the sweet wine of 
Chateau Yquem. Twelve or fifteen 
dollars a bottle is no high price 
for one of these.

Last, rarest, sweetest, most ex- 
pensive, and longest-lived is the 
Dry-Berry Selection, Trockenbeer- 
enauslese. This is possible at all 
only when the fall happens to give 
warm days and cool nights, with 
dew and fog, and when a _ benefi- 
cent mold called edelfdule (the 
“Noble Mold”) starts to grow on 
the ripe grapes. It eats away the 
skin, so that the water evaporates, 
leaving a shriveled raisin that con- 
sists of almost pure grape sugar.

“dry berries,’ which yield a com- 
parative thimbleful—a case or two 
—of sheer liquid gold.

While there are now many more 
good growers than you could ever 


memorize, and you unearth new 
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ones of your own as you would 
restaurants, each region has a few 
famous estates whose names are 
an absolute guarantee of quality— 
of satisfaction too, so long as you 
know enough not to expect bland 
sweetness from the  Thanisch 
estates at Bernkastel. or fizzy tart- 
ness from the Schmitts or Guntrum 
at Nierstein. 

The grower and the shipper are 
not necessarily the same (although 
shippers like the cachet of owning 
some vineyards). In general, Ger- 
man growers are not expected to 
export direct. If you find a wine on 
the Nahe or in Baden of which 
you simply must have ten cases, 
you will very likely have to hunt 
out the grower, put him in touch 
with an export shipper, and the 
shipper will have his American im- 
porter handle the red tape.

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Eothen, a nineteenth-century trav- 
elog, in which a young English- 
man with his own small caravan 
meets another Englishman’s small 
caravan in the Sahara desert, on 
the road from and to Cairo. Each 
debates with himself, while jointly 
approaching. whether it would be 
appropriate for them to speak, 
since they had never been intro- 
duced. Each resolves that it would 
not be appropriate. You can guess 
what meagerness of conversation 
resulted over the obstacle they had 
jointly raised, when the camels 
stopped to smell each other out 
and thus forced them, out of sheer 
embarrassment, to break the code 
of their convention. 

Contrast with such chilling neg- 
ativity the democratic convention 
which Walt Whitman articulates: 


“Tf I meet you and you meet me, 
Why should we not speak to one 
another?” 


Why not indeed with the friend- 
liness of a whole continent to urge 
us on? And yet can one honestly 
say that conversation as an art is 
healthier in America than in Eng- 
land? There are many answers to 
Whitman’s rhetorical question, an- 
swers that are not themselves rhe- 
torical. 

Snobbery is one. Another is in- 
adequacy of vocal facility and the 
absence of matured techniques of 
sharing. Facility comes with exer- 
cise, and techniques are developed 
from solicitude. Like all things pre- 
cious, understanding comes through 
discipline, that of reflection and 
that of disclosure. Still another 
obstacle is the dominance of the 
acquisitive spirit. 

Mark Twain tells the relevant 
story of a man whose acquisitive 
spirit took the form of collecting, 
in his case the collecting of what 
he fancied nobody had ever hit on 
before: the collecting of echoes. 
He went all over the world buying 
hills and valleys whence issued the 
best repetitive sounds. But he met 
his nemesis as his job neared com- 
pletion. All went well until. face- 
to-face with the best echo in the 
world, he could not consummate 
his mission, Another man as eccen- 
tric as he, and possessed of the 
same strange lust. had come a-col- 
lecting from the other side of the 
world and had already possessed 
himself of the hill opposite. Neither 
one of them could acquire the 
whole because neither would sell 
his part. Thereupon ensued the Ice 


Age between them. 


What Conversation Is 

Conversation, which is vocal 
mutuality, cannot be purchased, 
though it can be acquired through 
a discipline so hard that it thins 
out aspirants who would climb that 
high hill of meaning. The obtru- 
sion of self, as we have said, re- 
mains the source of the greatest 
obstacles to this achievement. Oh, 
see can you say! And if not, why 
not? 

In order to become conversation, 
talk, which is easy, must have as 
its common object the fun of the 
game itself, or the enjoyment of 
another, or the clarification of the 
subject being discussed. The high- 
est art of conversation embodies 
at once all three of these high 
goals. 

Though we cannot reduce so 
creative a thing as conversation to 
rules, it may help amplify the art 
if we adduce some general guiding 
principles of its practice. 

First and foremost, because it 
somehow contains all other prin- 
ciples, is the utter necessity of 
being aware: awareness of another 
person—his rights, his privileges, 
his feelings, his total personality. 
We have seen how baneful is the 
effect of obtruding one’s own ego 
into the vocal creativeness. It is 
not enough to keep self out; it is 
required that we invite another 
personality in. 

Second, and somehow implied in 
the first, we must take turn about. 
We must see to it that the other 
member of the conversational team 
is given a chance to get in fruit- 
fully and to get out gracefully. If 
one person does all the talking, 
that is not conversation; he can 
make only monologue. 


AD as one who talks too much 
or even talks too little, is one 
who takes all his off-time to think 
what he is going to say, in extension 
of what he has already said. I knew 
a lady once whose _ interruptive 
gambit was regularly, “But any- 
way,” by which was signified that 
she meant to ignore all that had 
been said meantime and meant to 
return to what she had last uttered. 
Such an exercise in self- rather 
than subject-continuity is not 
conducive to conversation, itself a 
growing thing and never exactly 
the same as the moment before. 
Third, it is clear that both or 
all must pursue the same subject, 
pursue it in turns. Think what con- 
fusion would result on the gridiron 
if two or more footballs were

strategic and disciplined sharing 
of meaning. As such it is man’s 
best antidote to ennui; it is a very 
great good in itself; and it informs 
noise with sense and promotes 
sense into significance. Like friend- 
ship, which it implies and facili- 
tates, good conversation doubles 
one’s joys and cuts one’s grief. 


F EVERY room of a house can- 

not be a conversation room—and 
it is too much to expect of a hur- 
ried age—then let the architect em- 
bolden himself always to propose 
one room marked, and marked 
plain, CONVERSATION ROOM. 

Too long we have elevated the 
lesser over the greater: we have 
set aside a room for dining. We 
have study rooms. We have sleep- 
ing rooms. We have sewing rooms. 
We have nursery rooms. We have 
sound music rooms. We have cock- 
tail rooms. We have rumpus rooms. 
and we even have powder rooms. 
Is the spirit of man less than rum- 
pus or the soul no greater than 
powder for the nose? Let one room 
be set aside, then, for conversation, 
signifying of any who enters it a 
readiness to join in the high art 
of pursuing meaning.

Any housewife who does her own 
cooking naturally does not want a 
kitchen that exiles her from family and 
guests.

The American or English way of 
cooking vegetables is rather mis- 
guided from the Chinese point of 
view. To boil the vegetable and 
throw the water away is really not 
“cooking” in our eyes. but only 
leaves the thing cooked. with the 
loss of at least some of the taste 
and vitamins inherent in the vege- 
table. The fact that no one would 
ever think of cooking mushrooms 
in this way shows that this cannot 
be the right way of cooking vege- 
tables. No wonder even a simple 
dish of cabbage prepared in the 
Chinese way, as described above, is 
very appetizing and nutritious. 


I have described in some detail 
the process of “Jlow-oil-quick-stir- 
frying,” because its applicability 
is extensive and because it is goy- 
erned by certain cardinal princi- 
ples, knowledge of which is essen- 
tial to all forms of good cooking. 
One can cook dozens of different 
dishes by varying the ingredients. 


ET me explain this step by step. 
First as to variety: Instead of 
using onion and French beans (or 
asparagus tips). you could also use 
cabbage, kohlrabi. 
mushrooms. The word “meat” used 
here includes beef, mutton, lamb, 


broccoli. or 


| veal, pork, venison, poultry, and 





sea food. such as lobster, crayfish, 
scallops. prawns, and fish suitable 
to be cut in slices without falling 
to pieces when cooked. Almost any 
kind of vegetable can be cooked 
in this way by itself and be an 
appetizing dish. 

This shows that the possible va- 
riety is immense and that this proc- 
ess is exceedingly useful as a form 
of cooking. Is it difficult to learn 
to do it? Not at all. In the instance 
given above the process employed 
is really very simple. All one needs 
to know are a few principles.

What are these principles? In 
all dishes composed of several in- 
gredients there must be what is 
called the Principal and what is 
called the Accessory. Generally 
speaking, the vegetarian ingredi- 
ents are the Accessory, while the 
meat ingredient is the Principal. 
What is important to know is that 
the former should be cooked be- 
forehand because it can “wait,” 
whereas the Principal cannot 
“wait” and should be cooked only 
when it is about to be served. 
Hence. in the above description of 
the preparation of the dish of meat 
slices cooked with onion and bean 
slices, the latter, being the Acces- 
sory. are cooked first. Another 
principle underlying the “stir-fry” 
process is that practically no water 
should be added; because, if water 
is added, it will make juice, which 
will have the effect of stewing the 
ingredients, thus destroying the 
delicious aroma peculiar to this 
form of cooking. Also, as little oil 
as possible should be used—only 
enough to keep the ingredients 
from sticking to the pan. 


NOTHER form of cooking, 
much employed by the Chi- 
nese with great effect but surpris- 
ingly almost unknown to the West, 
is cooking by steam. The closest 
counterpart in the Western cuisine 
is boiling. But it should be obvious 
that there must be a difference in 
effect between these two ways of 
cooking. 

If you have, for instance, a piece 
of fish boiled, part of its taste is 
bound to be lost in the water; 
besides, you cannot in such a case 
use any ingredients that may en- 
hance the taste of the fish. But if 
you have it steamed, 100 per cent 
of its taste is preserved within the 
fish. Also other ingredients may be 
used that will add flavor to it. The 
Chinese are very fond of cooking 
sea food in this way, such as fish, 
crabs, lobster. In the case of fish, 
a little spring onion and fresh gin- 
ger are used, which are most effec- 
tive in removing or counteracting 
the fishy smell of the fish. And to 
add flavor to it, the Chinese use a 
few slices of pork, lean ham, and 
mushrooms (preferably dried ones 
obtainable in a Chinese or Italian 
grocery, because they have more 
flavor) together with some peanut 
oil or chicken fat. 

What remains to be told now is 
how this steaming is actually done: 

1. Put enough water in a steam- 
ing utensil capable of producing a 
large volume of steam when it 


boils, and put a stand in the water 
with a plate on it, destined to 
hold the fish. 

2. When the water boils but not 
before, put the fish with the ac- 
companying ingredients on _ the 
plate, which by this time is very 
hot. 

3. As soon as the fish has been 
put in, raise the heat to the maxi- 
mum point. 

4. Serve the fish when it is about 
99 per cent cooked without chang- 
ing the plate, which, if not pre- 
sentable, may be put on top of a 
more decorative one. But the cook- 
ing plate should not be changed if 
the fish is to be tasted at its best. 

The whole idea of the process 
indicated is to get the fish cooked 
by an overwhelming heat in a mini- 
mum of time, so as to preserve in 
full the freshness and delicate fla- 
vor of the fish (or, for that matter. 
any other form of sea food, such 
as crabs). If the water were not 
actually boiling when the fish is 
put in, this would be equivalent 


to leaving it in a warm place | 


until the water reaches the boiling 


point. This interval, short though | 


it may be, has the effect of more 
or less ruining the fresh and deli- 
cate taste of the fish. For this 
reason even the plate for holding 
the fish should be heated before 
the fish is transferred to it—a hint 
that may well be regarded as a 
“Secret.” because this is seldom, if 
ever. done even by the average 
Chinese cook. The fish should be 
served when it is about 99 per cent 
cooked, because in that hot state, 
when the plate is removed from the 
steaming utensil, the process of 
cooking still continues. The fish, 
when it reaches the dining table, 
will automatically become 100 per 
cent cooked. This is why the plate 
on which the fish is cooked should 
not be changed. 

Now you know about two well- 
known methods of Chinese cook- 
ing: and 
cooking by steam (called Ging). 
Both are simple in nature and 
excellent in result. Both would add 
a great deal to the vocabulary of 
Western culinary art and in addi- 


low-oil-quick-stir-frying 


tion bring many delicious Chinese 
dishes within the reach of every 
American home. 


ET US now discuss certain gen- 

eral principles. To begin with, 

it may be helpful to give a defini- 

tion of “good cooking.”

understood. Briefly, good cooking 
may be defined as “the employ- 
ment of the process of culinary 


art in producing what is appetizing | 


to the eye, the nose, and the palate, 
and agreeable to the 
That is, when you smell it, you 
would like to taste it; when you 
taste it, you would like to swallow 


it; and when you have swallowed | 


it, you will feel satisfied and grati- 
fied. In particular, the food con- 
cerned is cooked to the right point 
(generally speaking, neither under- 
done nor overdone); though rich, 
as the case may be, it is not too 
rich and never greasy; tender when 
it should be tender; crisp when 
it should be crisp; and unpredom- 
inated by the taste of anything 
added to or cooked with it, such 
as sauce or accessory of any kind, 
unless this is purposely intended, 
such as in making curry and the 
like, but preserving in full, or to 
the largest extent possible, its orig- 
inal flavor, whether it is meat, poul- 
try, sea food, or vegetable. 


Cooked to the right point 
(neither underdone nor overdone) 


By “underdone” is not meant 
partly raw as is sometimes the case 
roast beef. Certain dishes, 
such as stews and the like, should 
be well done. To be not so well 
“underdone.” Similarly, 
does not necessarily 
mean that the been 
cooked to the point that it is some- 
what ruined or spoiled. It simply 
means that it has been cooked be- 
yond the point at which it would 
taste at its best—a finesse that can 
be appreciated, perhaps, only by a 
connoisseur, but it does exist all 
the same.

For instance, when a delicate 
fish, such as a river trout, is cooked 
by steaming, or in water beyond 
the right point, it will taste hard, 
and, when cooked just to the right 
point, it tastes not only tender and 
delicious but also “crisp.” the 
highest mark of freshness and the 
summit of taste in all sea food.

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such a thing as “‘over-tasty.” Taste. 
like fragrance in perfume, has 
its maximum intended by nature. 
When this maximum is exceeded. 
it ceases to be “tasty” and may 
even become repulsive to the pal- 
ate. For instance, assume that one 
chicken is sufficient to make a de- 
licious soup for, say, six persons. 
If you use two or more chickens te 
make the same quantity of soup. 
you will be making not proper 
chicken broth but chicken essence. 
which, like any other essence, can- 
not be taken without being diluted. 
This principle applies not only te 
making soup but also to making 
other dishes. When a thing is 
greasy, it is obviously not right. 
Grease, therefore, should always be 
removed. 


Tender when it should be; 
crisp when it should be 


“Tender” here does not mean 
the opposite of “tough,” which is 
obviously bad, and in that sense 
everything should be so. particu- 
larly in the case of meat. What it 
means here is the condition one 
finds in things like stewed meat 
properly prepared, and which 
sometimes draws the remark, “It 
melts in my mouth.” Yet all its 
original taste is preserved. en- 
hanced by the juice in which it 
is cooked. Certain things should 
taste “crisp,” which applies. of 
course, to all things deep-fried or 
baked. The food is unpredominated 
by the taste of anything added to 
or cooked with it. but preserves in 
full, or to the largest extent, its 
original taste. 

Anything that is instrinsically 
good as food has its own original 
flavor endowed by nature. whether 
it is meat, poultry, sea food. or 
vegetable, though in some cases 
this original 
brought out at its best by some 
device either in the way of cooking 


flavor has to be 


or in the use of the right ingredi- 
ents to cook with it. 


For instance. the meat of a duck 
or ‘chicken has its flavor distinct 
from that of any other species of 
the “bird” family; so 
kind of sea food as regards an- 
other, not to mention beef as dis- 
tinct from mutton or veal. This 
being so, it is only good sense that 


does one 


this distinct flavor, since it is good. 
should be preserved as far as pos- 
sible. It would, therefore. be bad 
cooking to prepare anything in 
such a way as to cause it to lose its 
original flavor or transform it into 
something else or to over-encumber 
it with ingredients, which though 
good in themselves, have a strong 
taste of their own, over-shadowing 
the original flavor of the Principal.

Allowance is, of course, made for 
those cases, quite popular in Chi- 
nese cooking. where it is intended 
to create a “mixed” taste, like the 
French Bouillabaisse or a “com- 
munity” taste like the Danish Lab- 
skovs.

Admittedly, the breast of the 
duck, thus treated, is highly fla- 
vored, because it incorporates the 
taste of almost the whole duck. 
But such a device is rather like 
adding the fine beard of a man to 
his fine moustache in order to make 
the moustache look even finer. 
Nature has her secret that the 
breast of the duck (or, for that 
matter, any other part of the bird) 
is endowed with all the sweetness 
that properly belongs to it. Tf you 
think that by adding to it the taste 
of the rest of the duck, you will 
“improve” nature, you are in fact 
transforming it. In other words, by 
such a process, you do not improve 
nature but Cis ae it. Thus 
“Pressed Duck.” though quite de- 
licious as a dish, not taste

Fat, in cooking, is just as im- 
portant as water is to tea or coffee.

Since he has written three 
cookbooks, does the column, “For 
Men Only.” and is a member of the 
San Francisco Wine and Food So- 
ciety, I knew his comments would 
be valuable. I arranged to send him 
a preview of the menu and the 
recipes, and he actually came down 
ahead of time to discuss each 
phase of the dinner with the chef. 

We also invited our two great 
California vintners—the Marquis 
de Pins of the Beaulieu Vineyard, 
and Louis Bemoist of the Almadén 
Vineyards—for we wished to re- 
ciprocate their beautiful hospital- 
ity to our society when we visited 
their wineries. 

I had merely discussed the menu 
with the chef and wine steward in 
the broadest general terms. After 


that we had to get down to spe- | 


cifics—and what hours of careful 
weighing and wondering that took 
before I came up with the final 
menu! For even if every dish in a 
meal is great in itself, a dinner is 
only as good as the selection of 
the menu. Which is why you can 
have a bad dinner in a fine restau- 
rant if you do not order properly.

| The dessert, California Stardust, 
is a dreamy affair, a heavenly 
mingling of chestnuts, milk choco- 
late, and whipped cream, served 
in a tart shell. 


Now comes a most crucial part 
of planning an important dinner, 
if you really want it to be perfect. 
It is imperative to have a trial run 
so you can judge your menu on all 
counts. We invited some very food- 
knowledgeable people to be our 
guests—food editor Amy Alden, 
John Melville, and a French gal 
and her escort who are tremen- 
dously hep to fine food—and asked 
them to give a frank opinion on 
every dish and every wine. As a 
result we discovered that we had 





planned too many hors d’oeuvres 
and didn’t need artichokes—an 
extra vegetable I had wangled into 
the menu because I like them. We 
had three wines with each course— 
and you don’t realize the subtle 
way in which wines either enhance 
or detract from the flavors of foods 
until you’ve sampled two or three 
different ones with each course. 
Here is the disarmingly simple 
menu we finally arrived at, with the 
wines selected for each course. At 
the end of the article I’ll give you 
the recipes for the dishes starred.

them to provide table greenery. 
(They didn’t suffer from this ex- 
perience at all and are back in 
their pots, perky and beautiful as 
ever.) I wanted a golden glitter 
with my pink camellias so I used 
as containers a huge brass milk 
pan and some large brass ash trays. 
Instead of conventional candles I 
used those tiny wicks that float 
on oil and water. I floated these ia 
clear glass goblets full of water 
tinted pink with food coloring. 

The centerpiece was the big milk 
pan filled with two succulents and 
massed camellias, surrounding a 
tremendous glass goblet afloat with 
five twinkling wicks. This I circled 
with eight smaller goblets set on 
inverted brass finger bowls. On 
either side of the centerpiece, down 
the length of the table, I alternated 
succulents in brass ash trays with 
green glass plates of floating ca- 
mellias, each plate centered with a 
medium-size glass goblet in which 
three wicks floated. Between these 
arrangements I filled in the spaces 
with three-dimensional gold-foil 
stars, so the table sparkled from 
end to end. With the addition of 
our wine glasses—four at each 
place—it was all pretty glamorous. 

For this full-fig dinner there had 
to be at each place setting a soup 
spoon, a fish knife and fork, a din- 
ner knife and fork, and a salad 
knife and fork (for I like to have 
a knife with salad, especially when 
cheese is served with it). The des- 
sert spoon and fork were to come 
in with the finger bowls. Set on 
the right and above the knives were 
glasses for sherry, white wine, red 
wine, and champagne. (The sherry 
glass, incidentally, is removed 
when the soup course is cleared, 
but all other glasses remain on the 
table until the end of dinner.) 
When all this silver and glassware 
were assembled the table looked 
most elegant. Menus were laid on 
the place plates. Napkins, enfold- 
ing French bread, were placed 
above the plates. No butter plates! 
No salt and peppers! No ash trays 
and cigarettes until the coffee! 

At a formal dinner of these 
proportions, there should be one 
waitress for each six guests. 

In some societies the wine com- 
mittee acts as the wine steward, but 
this sometimes creates confusion, 
so I asked Harry, the club wine 
steward, to supervise the wine sery- 
ice. Four men served the wine, in- 
structed by our wine chairman in 
the proper wine temperatures and 
methods of serving. 

It all went like a gala dream, 


capped by the flattering approval | 


of Morrison Wood and a most com- 
plimentary wine commentary by 
John Melville, who is also the 
author of Guide to California 
Wines. But, all in all, it was just 
one more glorious opportunity to 
experience good food and wine in 
the company of kindred spirits. 


How To Form a

granted, your committee formu- 
lates the year’s parties and sets a 
wine assessment to start your so- 
ciety’s wine cellar. The first year 
we made our dues $25 per person 
‘to start us off on our own wines 
and glasses. Our glasses are ,jhand- 
blown, very attractive, and chosen 
primarily to do justice to the bou- 
quet or flavor of each type of wine. 
From a hotel supply house they 
cost about five to seven dollars a 
dozen. 

Each dinner is under the chair- 
manship of a member. Our wine 
committee selects and buys the 
wines for the dinners. It’s lots of 
fun, of course, and we all look 
forward eagerly to these Lucullan 
evenings. But it’s also astonishing 
how much you can learn from them 
to apply to the preparation of your 
own simplest meals at home. 

I can’t urge you too strongly to 
take the step. And if I can be of 
any help, please write me. 

Now follow the recipes for our 
dinner which I give to you as chef 
Jack Vermeulen gave them to me. 
Note that this master sort of plays 
his way by ear in the matter of 
quantities, so don’t expect the 
usual “chemical formula” type of 
instructions. 


Mignonette Sauce for Clams 


Roll 14 cup of whole, white 
peppercorns in your mortar. Add 
chopped shallots and 2 tablespoons 
chopped chives, one teaspoon salt 
and 1% pint white wine or tarragon 
vinegar. Serve in a green pepper 
or a small glass on a plate sur- 
rounded by oysters or clams. 


Chicken Consommé Carmelo 


Use a spring chicken broth clari- 
fied with egg whites (I usually buy 
necks, wings, backs, and feet and 
put them in the old soup kettle 
with water to cover, and onion, 
carrot, celery with the leaves and 
parsley, and cook for one hour or 
more). 

Quenelles were served in the 
chicken soup. This recipe is 
enough for 32 servings: 

1 pound raw breast of chicken 
2 egg whites 
14 pint heavy cream 


Salt and white pepper 


Grind the chicken very fine until 
it is a paste. Work in the egg 
whites. salt and pepper and lastly 
the cream. With two spoons. mold 
| the mixture into tiny triangular 
quenelles (shapes). Poach these 
in salted chicken broth; then drop 
them into the simmering chicken 





consommeé just before serving. (If 


you have any extra mixture, you 
can freeze it for a week or two. 
Quenelles make a dreamy luncheon 
course formed like small croquettes 
and served with a Bechamel sauce. ) 
Taste the consommé before serving 
to see if the seasoning is correct. 


Souffié of Monterey Bay 
Shellfish With Cardinal Sauce 


To serve eight people you will 
need 114 pounds of mixed sea food. 
There should be at least four dif- 
ferent kinds in equal quantities. 
We used lobster, crab, shrimp, 
oysters, and clams. 

Poach clams and oysters in white 
wine. Cook lobster, crab, and 
shrimp, if you have bought them 
alive. Cut the sea food in 14-inch 
pieces. Make a sauce of 4 table- 
spoons butter, 12 tablespoons flour, 
and about four cups of fish stock. 
Season with salt, pepper, cayenne, 
and allow to cool. Mix in the 
chopped sea food. Save one cup of 
the fish mixture for the Cardinal 
Sauce. Forty minutes before serv- 
ing the soufflé, add a pinch of 
cream of tartar to 4 egg whites and 
whip till stiff. Carefully fold into 
the fish mixture. Bake in buttered, 
floured individual custard cups set 
in a pan of water, 25 to 30 minutes 
in a 375°F. oven. Serve at once. 


Cardinal Sauce 


To one cup of fish sauce, add 
2 tablespoons heavy cream and a 
pat of butter. Then add one ounce 
of lobster coral or lobster butter 
pounded into a paste. Heat over a 
double boiler. Pour in a hot sauce 
boat and serve. 


Chicken Supréme Del Monte 


Allow one whole breast of chick- 
en per person. Have the poultry 
man bone the whole breast of 
chicken, being careful not to cut 
it in half. Purchase 3 pounds of 
chicken bones (backs, necks, etc.) 
and brown in the oven to make a 
good chicken gravy. Carefully 
shape the breasts of chicken into 
a heart shape, cutting them with 
scissors if necessary. Sauté them 
in clear butter until golden brown. 
Add some chopped shallots, brown 
about one minute, then drench with 
brandy and dry sherry. Reduce the 
brandy and sherry sauce, then add 
the chicken gravy. Cover and sim- 
mer in the oven about 20 minutes, 
or until chicken is tender. Serve 
breast of chicken on heart-shaped 
toast, garnished with two perfectly 
browned mushrooms. Reduce the 
sauce to about °4 of its volume. 
Add chopped truffles and serve.

Braised Endive 


Select the endive carefully, wash 
well, and simmer a few minutes in 
chicken stock until tender. Drain, 
braise in brown sauce and serve. 


Cherrystone Tomatoes 


Buy enough tomatoes, allowing 4 
to 6 per person. Put a few at a 
time in hot water in order to facili- 
tate peeling. This can be done the 
morning of the party. 

Caution: Do not put all of them 
in water at once, as some will get 
soft and mushy. Keep them firm! 

Five minutes before serving, heat

Salad Virginia Stanton 


Select with care as nearly per- 
fect heads of butter lettuce as you 
can find, allowing one per person. 
About two or three hours before 
the dinner is to be served, take off 
the outside leaves, leaving enough 
of the head for a portion. Wash 
very carefully and shake well, turn 
upside down and put on a tea 
towel. Place in the coldest spot in 
your refrigerator. 

Cook several eggs hard. Sieve 
the egg yolks into one dish and 
sieve the egg whites into another. 
Store in covered containers in ice 
box until ready to use. 

You will need a small can of 
truffles for the salad. When ready 
to serve, put the lettuce carefully 
on an attractive plate that has been 
well chilled and arrange the head 
so that it looks like a lovely green 
| rose. Scatter the egg whites on 
| first, then the egg yolks and then 
a portion of chopped truffles. Pour

that’s usually put on every June, 
you'll find that the chic ladies who 
mastermind it are Canadiennes, as 
sophisticated as Parisiennes and 
as able to twist their tongues 
around English as around French. 
(In fact, you feel today in Canada 
that the reluctance of 
French- and British-rooted Canadi- 
ans to speak each other’s language 
has been highly exaggerated.)

There is, in this 
vast land whose racial types are as 


varied as its natural scenery, no 


we are sure, 


typical Canadian—any more than 
there’s really a typical American 
—and yet you get the impression 
that there is. 

In general we sensed in these 
people a growing sophistication of 
taste and a broader outlook on the 
world, as well as a quiet self-con- 
fidence that was never evident to 
us before. Canadians, who don’t 
seem to be given to patting them- 
seives on the back, would prob- 
ably think us mad for mentioning 
this. Perhaps one way of pinpoint- 
ing the difference between Canadi- 
ans and Americans would be to 
say that if the same things were 
happening in the U. S. A., we'd 
be organizing booster clubs and 
shouting our accomplishments to 
the world. 

You can get some inkling of this 
only by going to see for yourself. 
The interest and enthusiasm evoked 
by the Vancouver International Fes- 
tival, scheduled to be held this year 
from mid-July to mid-August, is a 
straw in the wind. Here, follow- 
ing the pattern of the famous fes- 
tivals of the arts in Edinburgh 
and Salzburg, has been born the 
first really international festival 
city in North America.

In magnificent, mountain-dwarfed 
Banff, you may sojourn luxuriously 
in the baronial bastions of the 
Canadian Pacific’s Banff Springs 
Hotel—as conservative and man- 
nerly, it seems to us, as it was 
twenty years ago with sedate string 
concerts in the great hall, an abso- 
lutely magnificent golf course, and 
a tendency toward dressing for din- 
ner. Here we'd 
extra-curricular excursions. Go to 
the Luxton Museum of Indian Cul- 
ture in the town of Banff, where 
life of the area’s Indians is repro- 
duced in beautiful and _ startling 
full-size, along with the most com- 
prehensive exhibit we’ve ever seen 
of Indian artifacts and handcrafts. 
Proof here that authentic Indian 
beadwork on buckskin can be very 
handsome indeed.

And be sure to visit another one 
of Canada’s unusual cultural high 
spots—the extension of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta called the Banff 
School of Fine Arts, which will 
start its 27th summer in June, con- 
tinuing through mid-September. A 
more inspiring locale for summer 
study would be hard to find than 
this school among the pines and 
wild flowers, circled by the snow- 
capped Rockies. Courses include 
music, art, drama, ballet, French, 
writing, photography, and 
crafts like weaving, ceramics, and 


geology, 


interior decoration. For more about 
this, address the director of the 
school, at Banff, Alberta. 
Banff, which boasts 
novice-need-apply

on into spring. The local Banff 
Tourist Office has information on 
what accommodations are open in 
the winter. The Banff Springs is 
closed, but we rather fancied the 
looks of the Timberline Lodge. 

Canadian Pacific’s main-line 
trains, those of the clear dome 
cars that bring this area’s spec- 
tacular scenery right in through 
the windows, stop at Banff on their 
cross-country run from Montreal to 
Vancouver. 

You are a mere forty miles from 
Lake Louise, which has always 
seemed to us the Kohinoor of 
views—a brilliant blue lake reflect- 
ing the snowy whiteness of the 
Victoria Glacier and, seen across 
golden lawns of Iceland poppies, 
pretty indescribable. (The inabil- 
ity to react verbally to the beauties 
of this whole area is a frustrating 
affliction that besets most travel- 
ers.) The most elegant and pop- 
ular place to stay, with the view 
coming through your window, is 
the Chateau Lake Louise. But to 
get a sense of being proprietor of 
these lakes, the Moraine Lake 
Lodge, nine miles away in the Val- 
ley of the Ten Peaks, secludes you 
in rather idyllic scenery, with less 
luxury, for the pleasant sum of 
from $2.75 to $4 a day. It accom- 
modates only ten. 


HILE you’re in this neck of 

the National Park woods in 
Canada, you’re within a day’s mo- 
tor journey through the wheat fields 
of Alberta province, from Water- 
ton Lakes National Park, which is 
barely across the border from 
U.S.A.’s Glacier Park, the border 
being a simple and impressive 
strip of cleared forest. Waterton 
Lake and its surrounding moun- 
tains may seem anticlimactic after 
the northern Rockies but it’s all 
impressive to eyes unused to moun- 
tain landscape. Golf and boating 
are good, if the mountains are 
more serene than majestic. The 
big and best appointed hotel here 
is the Prince of Wales, a curious 
mixture of Bleak House, Swiss cha- 
let, and Indian lodge with the 
dining-room help dressed up in 
Scottish tartans. It’s a good place, 
but it does give you the itch to 
redecorate it. 

As a_ parenthetical reminder, 
should you go to Vancouver, you 
might make this your opportunity 
to visit our 49th state. From May 
to September, Canadian National 
Steamships’ “S. S. Prince George” 
sails up the Inside Passage on 9- 
day cruises to Skagway, Alaska, 
stopping at Prince Rupert, Ketch- 
ikan, Juneau, and Wrangell. Fares 
start at about $235. Through the 


same season, Canadian Pacific 
Steamships runs 13 similar 9-day 
cruises to Skagway. 

Jasper, 185 miles north of 
Banff, is North America’s largest, 
most glacial national park. Here 
you can headquarter for mountain- 
backdropped golf that’s almost 
literally out of this world, and for 
one of the most remarkable ex- 
cursions on record—the trip by 
snowmobile across the Athabasca 
Glacier, which is part of the vast 
and pretty awe-inspiring Columbia 
Ice-Field. The Jasper Park Lodge, 
the most sumptuous of the many 
accommodations in and around Jas- 
per Townsite, is owned and oper- 
ated by Canadian National Rail- 
ways. They stop at Jasper on their 
transcontinental run, which cov- 
ers Canada from Newfoundland to 
Prince Rupert, with all sorts of 
handy connecting spurs from the 
U.S.A. Winter sports are here, too. 

Still, if you must choose your 
seasons, summer seems to us the 
best time to get a more intimate 
feeling of this stupendous country 
—and even then the real way to 
do it is to take to the trails and 
sidle up to the fabulous flora and 
fauna by foot or by horseback. 
Certainly one of the many 5-day 
pack trips of the Trail Riders of 
the Canadian Rockies could give 
you an insight into what Canadians 
are like on holiday, but even then 
you'll find yourself buddies with 
fellow-horsemen from California or 
Detroit or Delaware, for this popu- 
lar group seems to recruit its 
members from the world at large. 
For more about this write to Mr. 
Grant Nichols, Trail Riders of the 
Canadian Rockies, Windsor Sta- 
tion, Montreal. 

Another junket which should 
certainly be illuminating to an 
armchair sociologist like us is Ca- 
nadian National’s Hudson Bay Ex- 
plorer tour, usually laid on twice 
a summer season, which takes you 
from Winnipeg right up to Church- 
ill on Hudson Bay, the jumping-off 
place for those who want to pros- 
pect the vast, rich northern wastes. 
You live on the train for a week, 
stopping off at such provocative- 
sounding places as Dauphin, Cran- 
berry Portage, and Flin Flon until 
you hit the sub-Arctic shore. The 
all-inclusive price is about $150, 
more or less, and it sounds like a 
bargain rate for the chance to see 
Eskimos at their whaling, Indians 
at their trading, and other-type Ca- 
nadians at their frontier-pushing. 

In your Canadian perambula- 
tions you will sooner or later ob- 
serve that Canadians seem to share 
in common a_ built-in’ streak of

handle it until you dump it gently 
out on a Turkish towel. At that 
point, roll it up to stay until it’s 
partially dry for ironing. 

If you use a nylon mesh bag (it 
could also be a pillow case), put 
in your linens, close it with a

If your linen treasure is yellow 
with age, bleach it. You can, say 
and safely, too. Before

our “pro’s,” 
washing, simply bleach overnight 
in a gentle bleaching solution: one 
cup of sodium perborate dissolved 
in a gallon of cold water. 
Blueing? Use about two table- 
spoons to a gallon of cold water. 
Strain through a cloth. Stir to dis- 
solve all particles before using. 
Starch? Use only for linens in 
regular use to make pieces crisper 
and more flouncy. By keeping soil 
on the outside of fibers, starch 
makes pieces stay clean longer and 
they are less work to launder the 
next time. But be sparing in your 
use of starch. Cook it with as much 
care as you would take to keep a 
gourmet sauce free of lumps. 
“Cook starch until it’s clear enough 
to read a Bible verse through” used 
to be Grandma’s way to keep her 
linens from sticking to her iron. 


After the starch is thoroughly 
cooked, strain it through cheese 
cloth. 


Have the starched pieces dry 
before you dampen them. This is 
another guarantee that your iron 
won't stick. The best way to dampen 
a starched fabric is to sprinkle it 
with hot water, using a shaker-top 
bottle. Hot water penetrates better 
and spreads more evenly than cold 
water. Roll in a firm roll to spread 
Don’t leave it 
rolled up damp for more than a 
half-hour before ironing.

If you’re ironing a large piece 
and have a sizable work table that 
you can put into service, or a wide 
board that isn’t shaped, pad this 
and use it instead of an ironing 
board. Of course, you can’t expect 
your table or wide board to take a 
10-foot cloth, as a laundry’s can, 
but that will give you an idea of 
the wider range you need for per- 
fection ironing. 

While ironing, it is important to 
ease the weight of damp fabric 
off fine curtains, coverlets, dust 
skirts, and other large pieces. If 
you haven’t a helper who'll stand 
by to help support the weight, use 
a rack. Or suspend a clothes hanger 
near your ironing board and hoist 
the other end of a tablecloth or 
bedspread on it. 

Before ironing, pave the way for 
your iron with careful fingerwork. 
Smoothing out tucks, embroidery, 
appliqué, snarls in lace, or shaping 
pleats with your fingers before you 
iron can prevent a snag. Where 
there’s fringe to be untangled, 
gently brush—never comb—snarls 
out with a clean, soft-bristle brush. 

Iron embroidery, appliqué, and 
lace pieces on the wrong side, face 
down on a thick Turkish towel to 
raise the pattern. If you iron mono- 
grammed linens or tufted bed- 
spreads over several thicknesses of 
cotton flannel, the design can be 
brought up to more exalted heights. 
Although our experts do iron tufted 
bedspreads, people don’t. 
They put them out on a line and 
hang taut to be ‘ smooth by 
the breezes.

Where there’s danger of collision 
between the nose of your iron and 
fine lace, shield the lace with a 
pressing cloth or paper. Another 
way to keep down collision hazards 
is to run your iron in only ‘one di- 
rection over fine laces, or 
other cobwebby sheers—never back 
and forth. 

Where a doily or mat is an island 
of linen surrounded by lace, iron 
from the center out and iron the 
fabric on the straight of the goods. 

If you’re laundering a tablecloth 
of Richelieu embroidery, be pre- 
pared to stretch and pin it to your 
table or board, a length at a time, 
just ahead of your iron. This is one 
type of cutwork that shrivels up to 
nothing when wet and must be 
blocked before ironing to stretch 
it back into shape. If this taxes 
your patience and temper, remem- 
ber that it would cost you about 
$50 to have it laundered. 

Speaking of fine tablecloths, no 


nets, 


matter how tedious they are to 
wash and, iron or how expensive it 
is to have them done, they should 
be laundered after each use. If put 
away with food and wine stains on 
them, you are likely to find that 
such stains will oxidize and spoil 
your linens. 


How to fold and store for now: 
Folding so pieces will lie flat and 
have the fewest creases is the best 
way to fold for storage in your 
linen closet. 

Where you have the shelf space, 
make a square fold of dinner nap- 
kins (even for the 22-inch ones) 
and of lunch or tea napkins. Then 
you can softly fold them again into 
oblongs or triangles or however 
best shows off their monograms or 
fits your table space when you are 
ready to use them. 

For creaseless perfection for fine 
tea table or dinner cloths, roll 
them. For its perfectionist custom- 
ers, the Trousseau Hand Laundry 
uses a bamboo pole a few inches 
longer than the width of the cloth. 
With each turn of the pole, a plump 
roll of tissue goes in to cushion the 
cloth. Stored for future 
gala dinners or parties, a rolled 
cloth is wrapped with heavy brown

paper and sealed. 

Lacking a bamboo pole, you 
could use a curtain rod, an im- 
provised roll of newspapers, or a 
pasteboard tube, such as a bolt of 
fabric is rolled on. 

If you haven’t enough space for 
storing a tall roll, you can pre- 
folding your 


vent creasing by 


cloth on the wrong side, first in 
quarters the long way, then in 
half, as White House 
dinner cloths are folded by the 
Louise Hand Laundry in Washing- 
ton. If your cloths are folded for 
storage this way, as many as eleven 
Trish linen damasks in 


crosswise, 


varying 
sizes can, when ready for use, be 
unfurled wrinkles. Such 
folding also makes it possible for 
you to lay a cloth on a table with- 


without 


out juggling or mussing. Two peo- 
ple simply catch corners at oppo- 
site ends to pull the long cloth out 
for easy spreading. 

To store place mats or doilies, 
lay flat in plastic doily cases or 
tie down to lay flat over cardboard. 
That way, they’re safe from crusb- 
ing by neighboring linens on the 
same shelves. 

Monograms will usually dictate 
the way your sheets and pillow 
cases are to be folded. In thirds 
lengthwise, then in thirds cross- 
wise, is the best way to fold to 
display these personal markings. 

A housekeeping more 
women are using to relieve crowded 
linen shelves is to store each bed- 
room’s sets of linens sepa- 
rately. Zippered up in cellophane 
cases, like those used for storing 
lingerie or sweaters, each set of 
sheets and pillow cases is folded 
when laundered, so as to fit its 
case, and this is stored on closet 
shelf of bedroom or guest room 
until ready for use.

How to store for posterity: 
Next to soil and starch, an heir- 
loom’s worst enemies are creases 
and exposure to air. Se leave the 
starch out of any linens you laun- 
der for future heirs. 
of handmade lace will store better 
if, after washing, you'll give it a 
final rinse in which you add about 
three drops of turpentine to one 
cup-of water. The oil acts as a 
gentle lubricant to keep threads 
more supple through the years. 

If possible, the piece should be 
rolled (roll as directed for rolling 
a tablecloth), never folded. If you 
must fold, cushion any fold that 
you have to make with tissue pa- 
per. Blue will help counteract the 
yellowness of age. For the same 
reason, heavy blue paper is the 
best choice to use for the outer 
wrapping. After wrapping with 
what may seem like lavish layers— 
for the best protection, they won’t 
be extravagant—seal the bundle 
with sealing tape to make its con- 
tents air tight, and label it.

Don't put off 


planting peas 


It’s a pre-season workout, 


but worth the effort 


By WILLIAM A. BUCK 


e There are a few vegetables that 
are at their succulent best only 
when cooked within a few hours— 


Corn 


and peas are such vegetables, and 


or minutes—after picking. 
peas win top place because they 
take so little garden space. 

The traditional date for planting 
peas in our climate (about that of 
Boston, Pittsburgh, 
City) is March 17, the glorious day 
of Saint Patrick. 

This means inviting the spring 


and Kansas 


garden backache before its time, 
but fresh peas in June are worth it 
if they reach the table within five 
or six hours of picking. If they 
must wait longer, put them under 
refrigeration quick. When 
to pick, the pods alter half a shade 
in color; they will hold their per- 
fection on the vine about five days.

Peas will do well in most soils 
that well-drained 
(drainage is most important), 


are fertile, 
and 
free of alkali or acid. I have seen 
them prosper in heavy clay and 
New Jersey sand, but they do best 
in a sandy loam, well-stocked with 
decaying organic matter. In many 
places, soil needs lime to grow 
peas. A pH of 6.5 is exactly right, 
though a pH of 0.5 on either side 
of that figure is good enough. 


About fall spading 


Many authorities advocate tak- 
ing thought to pea planting in the

@ In the gardening era just drawing to a close, it has been 
standard for the householder to apologize to callers for the 
present state of his garden. For the last two hundred years, 
the raison d étre of all gardens has been to make a horticul- 
tural flower show, even though it was a short-lived exhibition 
of breath-taking beauty. If you owned much land and could 
employ several gardeners, you had the opportunity to have a 
continuous succession of these short exhibitions, so there 


would always be something to exclaim over, to spotlight. 





But the trend has been away from large properties, and 
trained garden help is scarce, if not non-existent. So the gar- | 
den as a continuous spring-summer-and-fall horticultural | 
show-piece has become a virtual impossibility.

© The new realism that is reshaping gardens all across 
the country, and will make the gardens of the 1960’s dif- 
ferent from those of the 1940’s, is admirably demonstrated 
in the example you see here and on the following two 
pages. It has virtually all the qualities that will character- 
ize the next era, so it is worth close study. 

First of all, its beauty does not depend on color, but 
on forms, spaces, and textures—all of which are perma- 
nent the year round. What color there is comes from 
flowering trees, (chosen so they don’t bloom all at once) 


and four flower beds (for annuals). But the beds are 





made so strong in design, both in themselves and in 
conjunction with the total scheme that they are not i 
unsightly even when empty. i 

Secondly, nothing is attempted here that is not ecolog- tl 
ically sound. For instance, the huge bay tree makes a 
heavily shaded area where few things will grow well. It is 
also a messy tree, dropping both fruit and leaves. Even 


a ground cover, which could have possibly been made 


to grow here, could not have been kept clean. So Landscape 
Architect Thomas Church decided to build a big dramatic 
platform to cover this area.

was striving for permanent pattern through the use of 
sharply defined vistas and ground plan (like a floor 
plan). He achieved it with paving, grass, plant beds edged 
with wood, fences, tall “hedges” of ivy, and trees under- 
planted with ground cover. No shrubs were used, because, 
as he explained, shrubs have the unhappy characteristic 
of growing to about eye height, and taking all the volume. 
(A small garden fills up too quickly if you use shrubs 
and they are antithetical to spaciousness and vistas, so 
he recommends using them mainly for screening pur- 
poses.) This way, all the space counts as space, and 
maximum vistas are created, vistas that won’t get smaller 
in ten years because of plants growing wider. 

It will help you to understand this garden if you know

The variety in foliage color and grow- 
ing habits is so immense you need feel no aesthetic handi- 


cap. Hundreds of them bloom, adding the dividend of

flower color. The interplay of evergreen and deciduous 
types can be made interesting even in the winter. And 
even in regions where evergreens do not do well, deciduous 
trees and shrubs can be composed _interestingly—by 
skilled landscape designers. 

The garden on these two pages is a beautiful example 
of a green garden that uses few flowers, except temporary 
potted things placed close to the living areas. Yet it 
has bulbs and floribunda roses, immensely pleasing 
form. privacy, a sense of enclosure, 12-month stability. 

Using almost no architectural structure (only a fence), 
Landscape Architect Charles Middeleer achieved pleasing 
form entirely with trees and shrubs that thrive in Con- 
necticut’s climate. It has the room-like quality that gives

@ Practically any morning of the summer season, a 
housewife in nightgown and house coat can be seen at 
six o'clock, grubbing around in her back yard near 
White Plains, N. Y. She gets up early and doesn’t 
bother to dress because she’s afraid she will miss 
something while the dew is on the leaf.

underwater light. A white sand “beach” abuts the pool. 
Their yard is a two-level one, with a curved stone 
wall separating the two. Two sets of stone steps at 
each end of the wall connect them. 

There are big gravel walks and pachysandra plant- 
ing that require little maintenance. The only grass 
permitted covers a badminton court. Aside from the 
pool, the most prominent features of the garden are 
three poured-concrete circular terraces, respectively 
10, 14, and 18 feet in diameter. These, appropriately, 
are considered the foyer, dining room, and living (or 
lounge) room. The circles are repeated in small “step- 
ping stones” on both the upper and lower levels. 

The design, an intriguing play of curves and circles 
on two levels, gives the garden a basic permanent 
framework that is interesting even in winter. Low 
maintenance is assured through the use of gravel, peb- 
ble concrete paving, evergreen ground covers, and 
slow-growing shrubs. The Francises easily keep the 


garden looking as spruce as (Please turn to page 200)

@ Do you think of paving only as a way to get a flat place 
just big enough to hold your garden furniture? It can be 
so much more than that. First of all, it’s the one ground- 
cover that is completely maintenance-free. Paving needs no 
mowing, no weeding, no pruning or clipping. (Only sweep- 
ing.) It sets you free to live in and enjoy your garden. 

Although it is as weed-free as a city street, paving need 
never be dull or monotonous. There are an infinite number 
of design possibilities in the patterns of brick, wood, and 
stone, and in the rich textures of pebble mosiacs and exposed 
aggregates in concrete. And there are a wide variety of 
color choices, too. 

The initial cost may be comparatively high, but paved 
areas need no expensive upkeep. So modern gardens are 
using an ever-increasing percentage of paving. Much of the 
unpaved area is being put into ground-cover and low shrubs 


as these pictures testify. 
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Patio of Harry Gates resi-

Be modest about 
the size and character 
of the garden 


@ When it comes to planning our grounds, most of us behave 
like children whose eyes grow bigger than their stomachs when 
confronted with a gallon of ice cream. We get visions of sweep- 
ing acres of English park with mile-long vistas of green velvet 
carpet facing us. 

But don’t be caught by such delusions unless you have an 
unlimited budget. And don’t feel cheated. For a small space 
can be a jewel, and inherent in it is the better chance that 
you can keep it jewel-like. 

One of the best devices is to enclose this small space by 
a wall or fence. Strive for the feeling of a room, as shown 
on these two pages. (A number of other admirable examples 
can be seen throughout this issue.) One result is that all that 
happens within the enclosure gains in importance. Another is 
that you can afford to buy finer specimen plants because you 
need fewer of them. And you can afford to buy ready-to-bloom 


potted flowers several times every season.

@ Even the most maintenance-minded homeowner is 
loath to totally rule out flower color from his garden. 
If he will adopt some new ways and attitudes, he can 
eat his cake and have it too. 

He will eschew the classic, delightful perennial 
border which requires skill, time, and much experience. 
He will go in for the bold, poster-like effects that 
can be achieved with bedding plants. These can be 
bought as seedlings almost ready to bloom, be planted 
by the hundreds and massed together to produce a 
carpet of color—one color. When one carpet of color 
has passed its prime, the plants should be pulled up 
and replaced with a later blooming flower that is also 
almost ready to bloom. Bedding plants quickly spread 
and cover the bare earth, since seedlings that are com- 
ing into bloom grow fast. So you don’t have to wait 
long for results and to get a finished look. 

In temperate climates you would need two or three 
cycles of plants to keep the garden glamorous, depend- 
ing on whether spring bulbs are part of the program.

What a landscape architect 


can do for you and 


how to work with him 


Epiror’s Note: Almost every garden you 
have seen in this issue was brought into 
being through the close collaboration of a 
homeowner and a landscape architect. These 
are not gardens which sprang into being 
by spading up a bed of earth and scattering 
a few seeds. They all have one factor in 
common: They have the hard structural 
bones of architectural design, which is then 


clothed with the handsome flesh of plants 


and flowers. Gardens like these don’t hap- 
pen. They are planned by professionals 
specializing in this very special field. 

If you want the performance and beauty 
that House BEAUTIFUL predicts will be the 
prevalent characteristic of the garden of 
the 1960's, we strongly advise: Get a land- 
scape architect. Here’s a road map telling 


how to do it, by one who is a landscape 


architect hersel|.

here have been landscape architects helping people with 

the development of their grounds for many centuries. 
But never has the problem been quite the same as it is 
today. For never have people wanted to pack so much function 
into so little space. 

For these days, the average suburban house wants as much 
performance from its 100-foot lot as a five-acre estate used 
to take for granted. And the “two-peas-in-a-pod” tract house 
wants to be markedly different from the others on the street, 
but also complete with the dining terrace, motor court, and 
pool that marks the $100,000 houses a half a mile away. 

All this takes a bit of doing—and the doing is mostly 
planning know-how and experience. And the landscape architect 
is equipped to help you a lot or a little. He offers various 
services from a single consultation to the complete develop- 
ment of a site. He may be called in at whatever stage your 
project is in, though the sooner the better. As with any pro- 
fessional, he sells his time and skill in various ways. He 
works on a flat fee, or a percentage of costs, or a per diem, 
or a combination of all three, depending on the problem. 
A telephone call, a letter, or a discussion at his office will 
clarify his charges for the services you want. With today’s 
easy travel, he can go anywhere he is wanted, and the only 
additional cost is the payment of his travel expenses. If he 
visits several jobs in a distant area, the travel expenses may 
be divided among them all. 

If you have a relatively small and specific problem, in- 


volving such questions as the kind (Please turn the page)

of hedge to plant or fence to build, whether to prune the 
trees or take them out, how to develop a better setting for 
sculpture, or how to pave the front walk—one brief meeting 
of an hour may be all that is needed. 

If your house is comfortable, but getting in and out of it 
isn’t, he can help solve these frustrations. Maybe the front 
door is in the wrong place in relation to where you park, or 
the approach to it is awkward or obscured by over-grown plant- 
ing. Maybe the garden is a story below the living areas but 
a new door, leading to a deck or stairway, would bring the 
earden closer through easier access, or maybe your problem is 
too much wind or traffic noise. Whatever your particular 
“maybe” may be, an imaginative designer can produce a 
scheme to improve it. 

If you’re remodeling a house or adding to it, and intend 
to remodel the garden later, consult the landscape architect 
while you're in the planning stage with the architect. By 
knowing what the future garden will be like, you can be sure 
your present work will relate to it. Changes can easily be 
made which would cost twice as much (or be impossible) later. 
Moving windows or converting them into doors, building the 
house footing so that paving may be poured just under the 
door-sill (instead of 12 inches below it), installing a switch for 
the garden lighting inside the house or even selecting paint 
colors are examples. It just makes sense to know where you're 
going, even if you don’t know how long it will take. 

If your garden seems too big or too small, he can point out 
ways to reduce it in terms of maintenance, or design to create 
an illusion of greater space.

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ba the swimming pool is honestly the leisure cen- 


ter of the future or whether it is merely the newest 

status symbol really doesn’t matter. If you want a 
pool, you want it. And the facts speak for themselves. People 
want pools. In 1948, there were only 2,400 home pools in the 
whole United States. Today there are nearly 125,000. Next 
year another 45,000 will be built. Does this mean that the 
home swimming pool is for everyone? More specifically, is 
it for you? 

There is no magic formula that will give you the answer. 
For some persons, the cost factor will be the critical one; 
others may be more concerned about the time involved in 
supervising social life beside the pool. Still others may worry 
about the safety problem. One thing is certain: You should 
not embark on a pool without a full realization of the change 
it will make in your way of living, at least during the swim- 
ming season. To help you judge all the factors involved, we 
have tried to answer below the most common questions 
asked about a home swimming pool. Against this _back- 
ground, you can set the requirements of your local health 
and building codes, cost estimates derived from pool builders 
in your own locality, poolside living experience passed along 
by friends in your neighborhood, and your family’s own 
special needs, desires, and social situation. Only with this 
kind of analysis will your decision on a pool be put on a 


fact-facing basis instead of a wishful-thinking one. 


What kind of pool is best? 


Before attempting to deal with the problem of costs, let’s 
look at the kinds of pools available today. (Here, as through- 


out this article, we will deal only with the permanent, in-

the-ground pool.) Three out of every five pools built last 
year were formed of pneumatically-applied concrete, the 
so-called “gunite” method. This type of construction first 
became popular in California but has since spread through- 
out the country. Though it was once used only where winter 
freezing was no problem, it is a perfectly feasible method 
even in the coldest sections of the country. Where gunite 
methods and equipment are widely used, it is generally less 
expensive than poured concrete, but in sections of the coun- 
try not yet attuned to the pool boom, it might be more 
expensive to bring in the special equipment required to 
apply it. One of the big advantages of the gunite method 
is that special pool shapes are easy to obtain—curves are 
actually easier to achieve than square corners. 

After the gunite pool, the poured-concrete method of 
construction is the most popular (nearly 25% of 1958 instal- 
lations). This is the tried-and-true standard, and there are 
many builders who will swear by it. Since it is the form 
work involved in a poured-concrete pool that makes it more 
expensive and limits the possible shape of the pool, several 
companies have developed new approaches to the form 
problem. The Sheldon pool forms distributed by the Refinite 
Company use flexible steel and are re-usable from job to job. 
Landon of California introduced this year a construction 
system based on a trailer-load of re-usable prefabricated 
forms. These and other systems now produce a poured-con- 
crete pool somewhat lower in price than a custom-formed 
pool and, at the same time, make curved shapes feasible. A 
still different approach is used by the National Pool Equip- 
ment Company which has developed a pool package using a 
double wall of cast concrete units reinforced by concrete 
poured between them. 

The newest type of pool to achieve substantial recognition 
(about 10% of 1958 installations) is the vinyl-liner type. 
The important thing to understand about this pool is that 
the vinyl liner only substitutes for the waterproofing and 
interior finishing of the pool and that the structure itself 
must be as rigid and reinforced as the types mentioned 
earlier. While the liner method may save money on finish- 
ing, it will not produce a permanent pool at half price or 


anything approaching it. Because the liner type of construc- 


tion is so new, it is well to beware of unknown companies 
making dramatic price claims. The vinyl liner does not call 
for the kind of annual refinishing often necessary with other 
types, thus saving maintenance money for the owner. How- 
ever, since the experience with vinyl liners has been limited 
to the last five or six years, there is no substantial data on 
when and how often the liner must be replaced, which might 
alter the maintenance-cost picture. 

Of the other types of pools available, none as yet plays 
an important role. The steel pool has been available for 
many years and is a fine product, but at a premium price. 
The aluminum pool is very new and is still very limited in 
its distribution. The fiber glass pool, which was introduced 
with a great deal of fanfare some years ago, has undergone 
a few difficult years because of improper installations. 
Whether the product is yet ready to capitalize on what seems 
to be fiber glass’s natural suitability for pool use is still 
a question. 


How much does a pool cost? 


The answer to this question depends in large part on the 
answer to another question: Where do you live? The reason 
for this is twofold. First of all, there is the simple question 
of construction economics: It costs less to build a 
pool where there is no ground-freezing problem. In the 
second place, because most pool construction is local con- 
struction, large pool builders have developed in_ those 
localities in which pools have boomed. These large-scale 
operations lead to certain production-line economies, re- 
sulting in the typical American phenomenon of lower prices 
for quantity production. Thus, in California you might find 
the minimum price for a small swimming pool to be about 
$2,500, while in the Southwest it might be $3,000, and in the 


Northeast and Midwest it might (Please turn to page 197)

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yard, less than 100 feet wide. Though the pool must inevitably 
be at the center of such a small area, it is kept from dominat- 
ing the scene by the scale of the teahouse-like cabana at one 
end and the raised diving deck at the other. Looking out from 
the house, the handsome structure of the cabana is the major 
view, since the water is at a lower level. 

The difference in levels between the house and the pool 
also serves to screen the sight (and some of the sound) of 
pool activities from the house. This is only one thread of 
a carefully drawn plot to keep the pool from disrupting the 
main house. Note that guests need not tramp through the 
house to get to the pool, but can come through the car-

Too much sun and wind can be just as devastating 
around a pool as anywhere else. Here are two 


good solutions to keep the natural furies in check 


@ Basking in the sun is a part of the whole swimming syn- 
drome (some people say the best part), but enough can be 
enough. There comes a time when every sun-worshiper, no 
matter how dedicated, wants to cool off in the shade or read a 
book out of the sun’s blinding glare. Cover overhead is the 
only answer, but the question is how to achieve it? The solid 
roof of the old-fashioned porch was a poor answer because, 
though it kept out the sun, it built up a high temperature 
itself and radiated waves of heat to the air trapped beneath it. 
It also kept a lot of light out of the house, which was par- 
ticularly annoying since the porch was often attached to what 


was then called the “front room.” Two modern ways of

handling the problem are shown on these pages. Both create 
a sizable shaded area while still admitting light and ventilation. 
At the left is a venetian awning, so called because the angle 
of its metal louvers is completely controllable. It can change 
from a solid, rainproof roof to an open, but shading, cover 
at the turn of a crank. And when the light is fading. the louvers 
can be set to reflect more light into the house than would 
come in naturally. On this page is a lath structure set apart 
from the house but close to the pool. Though its slat roof is 
permanently fixed, it was positioned in such a way that it 
would give greatest protection from the hot afternoon sun. 
At the same time the designer faced the problem of a strong 
prevailing wind that would make all poolside activities un- 
comfortable. This shelter, with its quarter-inch plate-glass 
panels, serves as a wind screen for the whole pool area. It 
checks the heavy breezes without developing a closed-in 


feeling. Both pools were built by Paddock Pools.

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Furnishing the garden to be 


Another Living Room 


It can be a poem of loveliness if you equip it 


with music, night lighting, beautiful accessories and 


furniture that do not try to compete 


for attention with the beauty of nature 


“Nince the main characteristic of gardens of the 1960's 
S will be to look like another room of the house and to 
serve like a room, it is inevitable that we shall become 
more particular about garden furnishings. 

A lot of careless practices that have been good enough 
up to now (when the garden was called a back yard) will 
suddenly seem aesthetically gauche. Raw, raucous colors 
that fight with nature’s own colors will appear as jarring 
notes that must be abandoned. Furniture will be judged in 
terms of how it blends with the materials of the garden: 
the paving, the fencing, the color of the flowers, the greens 
of foliage. 

Once you have become conscious of how to integrate the 
garden with the house and to make it support every act of 
daily living, other new considerations start to appear. 
You will discover ways to heighten the moments of glory 
when some spectacular tree or shrub is in bloom. You will 
set your luncheon table with cloth, china, and glassware that 
matches the bloom (as shown on the opposite page). Then, 
after you have proved to yourself and family how captivating 
this can be, you will go on to make new correlations of 
color and drama. For instance: 

You will start planning to have always in bloom some 
showy pot plants in the colors that match or compose well 
with your favorite table appointments. This leads to still 
another consideration—foods that likewise compose in color 
with your dishes, cloths, and flowers. 

Once you have passed through the door to this kind of 
aesthetic calculation, there is no limit to the pleasure you 
can have in devising new creative sallies into awareness. 
You will hook up an outdoor speaker to your hi-fi system 
and start experimenting with which kind of music goes best 
vith which kind of weather. (Try Wagner at his most tem- 
pestuous during a raging thunderstorm. Try Segovia on 
some loggy autumn evening when the wet, fallen leaves are 
so fragrant.) You'll earmark certain records to play for big 
cocktail parties and others to use as background mood 


music when you are entertaining at little dinners.

By now the garden as a place to live will have taken such 
a hold on you that you will have wired it for night lighting 
for 12-month use. You will want to walk in it during a 
softly-falling snow storm, accompanied by appropriate music, 
to watch the come and go of the dramatically-lighted bare 
limbs of trees and shrubs through the swirling snow. You 
will want to walk in it after an ice storm on the night of 
a full moon, accompanied by Beethoven’s Moonlight Sonata.

1960's? 

Because this is the way a small percentage of gardens 
have come to be in the 1950’s. We have talked to the lucky 
owners and seen the light in their eyes when they explain 
how they use these outdoor rooms. 

Furthermore, | am one of these lucky owners, and I know 
how immensely my daily living has broadened since my gar- 
den was equipped for music, for darkness, for parties, and 


for solitude 





for use night and day in winter and summer. 


What I have found I hope others will discover too.

@ New planning and planting techniques can do 
much to cut down our garden maintenance time, but 
Spraying in the final analysis, keeping any garden neat and 
orderly will require some work by a man with a 
tool in his hand.

And 
try to have a place to sharpen cut- 
ting tools, make minor repairs, 
and do other odd jobs. It’s surpris- 
ing how much easier it is to keep 
tools in good shape if there’s a 
work bench nearby.

harder to design than the large one 
where there is no lack of space. 


If your problem is one of 
poor organization, he will sug- 
gest re-locating or re-designing the 
offending features.

eral, your ideas and budget are 
compatible with the property. 
Solving the grades may require 
prohibitive retaining walls or los- 
ing the oaks that made you want 
the lot in the first place. Drain 
lines, topsoil, and other unglam- 
orous site expenditures may be 
(and usually are) necessary before 
you can relax on the terrace and 
admire the flowers. While you may 
not want to face it, he can help you 
look the whole project squarely in 
the eye. even if it means changing 
your dreams, postponing them un- 
til after the next raise or stock 


split, or giving them up entirely. 


If you’ve started to plan a 
new house, he will collaborate 
with your architect or builder on 
all points affecting the site im- 
provements. This is the most vital 
phase of all because the house is 
still flexible and its relationship to 
the land, to trees or a view, to sun 
and wind can still be carefully 
studied. 

The position of the house and 
garage, guest house or pool, road 
and parking court—with their ten- 
tative grades—and the approxi- 
mate size and location of other re- 
quired areas are laid out diagram- 
matically. Alternates are discussed, 
compared, and reviewed to see if 
you and your budget are smiling. 

The landscape architect may be 
hired on a consultation basis for 
such a site analysis, and his initial 
proposal may include an allowance 
for taking these first studies to his 
ofice for further review and re- 
vision. He can also continue from 
this first conference through all the 
necessary stages to the finished 
garden, or these studies may be 
developed and completed by some- 
one else—whichever is expedient. 


What you should do and 
know as his client: You will con- 
sider a specific landscape architect 
because he has been highly recom- 
mended. Or better yet, 
found pleasure in other gardens he 
has designed. As his client, you

3. An existing conditions map 
(survey) that will eliminate guess 
work in checking out various

you call to arrange your first 
meeting, verify what information 
he wants and at what scale it 
should be drawn. (And no mat- 
ter who makes the

survey, it 
should be accurate. Trees espe- 
cially seem to move around the 
site between the time the survey 
was made and construction work 
is begun. This can be expensive 
as well as embarrassing, since all 
final plans are based on _ this 
map.) 
4. Information on easements or 
building restrictions. 
5. Your observations on poorly 
drained areas, amount and direc- 
tion of prevailing winds, and lo- 
cations of warm and _ protected 
spots. Observations about your- 
self: Are you a sun-worshipper 
or is an umbrella your best 
friend? 
6. A list of your favorite trees, 
shrubs, and flowers for his file. 
Planting conferences will come 
later, after the basic scheme and 
practical aspects of the garden 
construction have been settled. 
7. An idea of what you can af- 
ford to spend on the total budget. 
including his professional fees. 
8. An open mind to sustain you 
in the event his suggestions seem 
at odds with ideas you have had. 
It may be he is basically inter- 
preting your desires, but in a 
more realistic or exciting form. 

At the end of this meeting you 
will know if a feeling of rapport 
exists between you and whether 
you agree with the direction of 
his thinking. This is important, 
since his services are closely in- 
volved with your personality, 
your problems, and your pocket- 
book! 

If firm fee commitments were 
not to be made until after this 


first meeting (as may be the case 
with jobs near his base of oper- 
ations) he will discuss them and 
the scope of work involved. Re- 
gardless of when they are made, 
verbal financial arrangements 
are confirmed by a letter in 
which he usually asks for a re- 
tainer (before starting design 
studies), with the balance of the 
fee divided into payments com- 
mensurate with work completed. 


Preliminary Studies: Prelim- 
inary design studies are based on 
his minutes of the first meeting and 
graphically express his proposed 
solution for the problems you have 
given him, either those imposed by 
your site or you, and what you said 
or didn’t say. He usually presents 
a print of the design, which is col- 
ored to make it easier to follow the 
intent of the scheme. All the in- 
formation needed to carry out the 
work is not shown at this stage; 
trees, grass, and shrubbery areas 
are indicated, but the actual plants 
are not determined. 

You may not have a facility for 
reading the plans, but he will ex- * 
plain them, show you pictures to 
illustrate what he means, and dis- 
cuss possible alternates. He will 
show you various construction ma- 
terials and point out the relative 
merits and costs of each (a terrazzo 
but one of

After you have reviewed his 
scheme, you take the print home to 
consider it from all angles. The 
impetus of these studies may result 
in a whole new chain of thinking 
on your part (or on his), and re- 
vised studies may be necessary be- 
fore you accept a design. During 
this period you will find him flex- 
ible, even though he may feel the 
strain if your established budget 
is suddenly cut because of a change 
in the house or the buying of an 
antique for the living room. There 
will be certain points about which 
he feels very convinced, and maybe 
you won't “buy” them. It’s an in- 
teresting experience in human re- 
lations, and accepting your why’s 
and why-not’s can result in a bet- 
ter scheme.

Bids: The drawings are now 
ready for their first test—the bids. 
(Because, even though you and 
the landscape architect have dis- 
cussed prices during their prepa- 
ration and he has made prelimi- 
nary estimates, the exact costs are 
not known exactly until after the 
bids are received.) 

He will that all 
phases of the work be handled with 
competence, and the selection of 
contractors to bid your job will be 
thoroughly discussed with you. 

During the bid period, the con- 
tractors are asked to call him to 
clarify questions. They may also 
suggest alternate construction pro- 
cedures which might result in a 
lower figure without sacrificing 
quality or effect. Changes, 
cepted, are sent to all bidders, so 
that final bids are for exactly the

Con- 
tract documents are prepared, 
sent to you both for signatures;

Supervision: The proof is in 
the building, but someone is need- 
ed to check the progress and ac- 
curacy of the work. While the 
landscape archiiect’s supervision is 
not a full-time superintendence, he 
is there as often as needed to verify 
that the contractor is complying 
with the plans and _ specifications. 
He is your assurance that the gar- 
den will be what you both want it 
to be and is there to make field 


adjustments as needed, whether 
they result from inaccuracies in 
the survey. unpredictable prob- 


lems, or a change of heart which 
makes you want additions or re- 
visions. 

He handles the bills, 


progress payments when they are 


authorizes 
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due, and acts as your agent dur- 
ing construction. He suddenly be- 
comes a man of letters; verbal 
agreements made in the field are 
re-confirmed by copious carbon 
copies so that all decisions and 
directives are documented. Author- 
ized extras or credits to the con- 
tracts are also a matter of record, 
so you always have an idea of 
where the money is going, even 
when it seems to be whizzing by. 

Upon completion of construc- 
tion, you review the planting plan 
on the job and re-evaluate it. This 
beats all the decisions before the 
work is started when it may be 
hard for you to visualize the scale 
of the actual garden setting. You 
discuss possible substitutions, or as 
he selects the plants he may find 
an especially fine specimen of an 
alternate species or variety. 

When the necessary soil prepa- 
ration is completed, he places the 
plants in the garden to be installed 
as directed. 

Before the work is accepted for 
final payment, he checks the plant- 
ing for possible necessary replace- 
ments; the lawn to be sure it is 
well established and adequately 
covered by the sprinkling system; 


and reviews the entire job to be 
sure the terms of the contract are 
completed satisfactorily. 

And so the installation is com- 
plete, but the real garden has just 
begun. Before leaving it in your 
hands, he will discuss the care it 
will need and describe the final 
effects to be achieved as it grows 
to maturity. 


The Check-Up: He will stop in 
occasionally to see how you and 
the garden are faring. He will be 
interested in checking the catch- 
basins during a storm and trying 
your pool for size in the summer. 
He will want to analyze his solu- 
tion to be sure it really did answer 
your problems, and checking up on 
his gardens is the best way he has 
of checking up on himself. 

Enjoying your garden and car- 
ing for it will compliment him, as 
will your recommendation of him 
to your friends. But who knows? 
One day you may move to a new 
town, remodel your house or plan 
a new one. Then, you will be in a 
position to pay him the greatest 
compliment of ail—by hiring him 
again to help with your new ad- 
venture.

Seedlings for bedding purposes 
should be bought by the flat, rather 
than by the dozen, since they are 
cheaper that way. Shop for them at 
greenhouses and roadside garden 
centers—in short, at the place 
where they are grown. Well-de- 
veloped seedlings have buds which 
show their color, so you can know 
what you are really getting. 

A further hint to the wise: if 
you are planning a really big 
splash of color, for which you will 
need 300 to 600 seedlings, you 
should shop early, and at least put 
a “hold” on what you want—even 
though you take delivery two to 
four weeks later. Quantities of one 
color are hard to find late in the 
season, and the effectiveness of the 
bedding idea will be spoiled if you 
have to use too much of a miscel- 
lany of colors. 

Some enthusiasts for the broad, 
bold, splash of one color even get 
‘their local greenhouse to grow ex- 
actly what they want, in the quan- 
tity they need. Greenhouses are 
quite happy to co-operate, since 
there’s no gamble on the order. 
| Experienced hands at this “car- 
pet of color” point of view also 
recommend that you work with 
oe growing plants—no more than 


10 or 12 inches, and the lower the 
better. That way you look down 
on the bloom. If they are taller 
you see too much of the stem, and 
the colored carpet effect does not 
come through to the eye. 

Plants for potting and to be 
placed in strategic places on ter- 
races, entrances, and the like, need 
to be the best of their kind. This 
is not the place to try for the 
bargain purchase. Better buy fewer 
and get the finest. They will count 
for more and bloom more_ pro- 
fusely. Consider plants that need 
nine-, ten-, or twelve-inch

The difference is partly 
the type of construction required, 
partly the difference in cost of 
labor, and partly the large-scale 
operation of pool builders in such 
California. Because of 
these wide regional variations and 
because each pool installation has

slightly different problems of ex- 
cavation, plumbing, and landscap- 
ing, no really applicable nation- 
wide cost can possibly be given. 
However. this much is known: The 
average cost of all residential pools 
built in 1958 was $4,170. In various 
regions, the averages break down 
this way: California, $3,500; 
Northwest.  $4.300; Southwest, 
$4.300; Rocky Mountains, $5.000; 
South (including Texas) $4,880; 
Florida, $4.110; Midwest $4,200; 
Northeast. $4,260. The average 
cost, of course, is not the minimum 
cost, but in the same way that 
Americans do not buy  stripped- 
down cars in great quantity, nei- 
ther do they buy the most economi- 
cal pool. If you try to apply the 
figures to your own situation, you'll 
probably do much better taking 
the average for your region rather 
than the minimum. 


What does the cost include? 


A pool installation is usually sold 
as a complete unit. and the price 
normally includes all the cost of 
excavation, construction, plumbing, 
filtering system, and minimum 
landscaping around the pool {sim- 
ple back-filling around the pool 
and re-grading the land to its orig- 
inal condition). The sale may also 
include some or all of the following 
equipment: ladder, diving board, 
underwater light, vacuum cleaner 
and other cleaning utensils, water 
testing kit, and a beginning supply 
of chemicals. Such items as pool 
heaters, fencing, pool covers, and 
mechanical chlorinators (to main- 
the 


tain chlorine level automati- 


cally) are almost always extras. 


What is the cost of yearly 
maintenance? 

Once the pool is in, there are 
certain very specific jobs that must 
be done regularly to keep the water 
clean and_attractive-looking. as 
well as safe for swimming from a 
health point of view. In areas 
where there are enough pools to 
support them. pool service com- 
panies have crews who will take

care of these jobs.

formed. This charge may or may 


not include the cost of chemicals, 
which runs between $15 and $25 a 
month.

Once a week—vacuuming pool 
and cleaning filter (1-114 hours). 

Extra—some filters need clean- 
ing more than once a week. 

While this does not seem like too 
heavy a schedule, you must be pre- 
pared to follow it religiously or 
face trouble with the pool. Most 
painted pools require refinishing of 
the interior surface every year, or 
at least every other year. This runs 
$100 and up for a_ professional 
job, depending on the amount of 
cleaning up required before paint- 
ing. If you take it on yourself, the 
materials cost about $35. A white 
cement finish will last longer— 
from 3 to 5 years—but is a bit more 
expensive to refinish. 


What is involved in off-season 
care? 

It is obvious immediately that 
the difficulties and cost of pre- 
paring a pool for the off season 
will vary tremendously depending 
on the climatic zone in which it 
is located. Unless you are an expert 
mechanic, it will pay to have a 
service company take over the clos- 
ing-down job, even if you have 
handled the maintenance during 
the swimming season. Since you al- 
ready have such a large investment 
in the pool, it is only wise to pro- 
tect the plumbing, the filtering sys- 
tem, and other equipment, so that 
you will get maximum use of them. 
The charge for closing down a pool 
(including the cost of re-opening 
it the following spring) should run 
about $50 to $100. The question of 
whether to leave a pool filled or 
not (in the freezing zones of the 
country) seems to have been re- 
solved in favor of leaving it filled, 
with logs floating around the edges 


to take up the expansion of the ice. 


What extra facilities does 
a pool require? 

Until you become a pool owner, 
it may seem to you that a pool is 
quite simply a pool, there to be 
swum in and that’s that. But listen

Church for a minute: “If you can 
slip a pool easily and without con- 
fusion into your lawn and not have 
to add another thing, you’re lucky. 
The case history of the average 
pool owner is different. After one 
month of children in wet bathing 
suits in the house, you will be con- 
vinced that something must be 
built out by the pool. It can be sim- 
ple—open-air dressing rooms be- 
hind fences or hedges; or it may 
develop into a full-fledged lanai 
with dressing rooms, toilets, show- 
ers, and a barbecue. 

“If you are just building your 
house, have the architect plan for 
a bathroom with outside access; it 
will save trouble and expense later. 
You will need some paved area 
around the pool for sun-bathing 
and furniture; the filter and heater 
must be housed; and some storage 
room for equipment and cushions 
is a sound idea. The cost of what 
you need, plus the cost of putting 
the garden back together again, 
equals about double the original 
cost of the pool.” 

Admittedly, this is a drastic ap- 
proach. But it is salutary in help- 
ing us realize that life around a 
pool is a bit more involved than it 
appears at first glance. What bath- 
room will your family and guests 
use with their wet suits and bare 
feet? How far will food and drinks 
have to come to the poolside? 
Where will you store rafts and 
pads and vacuum hoses and all 
the other paraphernalia? And if 
it’s a burning hot day, is there 
some shady spot near the pool to 
which you can retreat? If you want 
to be a realist, you should face 
these questions before the pool is 
actually built, so that they don’t 
come as a discouraging shock later. 
The sun shelter, the lanai, the ca- 
bana, whatever it be, need not be 
built with the pool, but it should 
be thought through: Is it neces- 
sary? If-so, where will it go? 
What provisions should I make for 
it now (such as plumbing or elec- 
trical You'll find

problem in some way, either by 
adding to the existing house, rear- 
ranging facilities already there, or 
building a separate structure. 


What size and shape should 
the pool be? 

In the old days, when nearly ev- 
ery pool was rectangular, the rule- 
of-thumb was that the pool be twice 
as long as it was wide. Using this 
kind of calculation, a 15’-x-30’ pool 


(or its equivalent space in another 
shape) is considered about the 
minimum practical size for what 
might be called a full-size pool. 
More than three-quarters of all the 
pools built last year ranged be- 
tween this minimum and maximum 
of 20’ x 40’. If diving is to be an 
important part of the activity at 
the pool, the depth should be at 
least 8 feet for a good distance 
from the end of the pool. Many of 
the new shapes being used for 
pools these days are functional as 
well as attractive; the design is 
used to separate the shallow, chil- 
dren’s wading section from the seri- 
ous swimming or diving sections. 
Many have wide shelves or steps 
below the water line to allow older 
persons to enjoy the water easily. 
Many special shapes are custom- 
designed to integrate the pool more 
completely with the architecture oi 
the house or the design of the 
total garden. However, many of 
the large-volume pool builders have 
gone far beyond the rectangular 
shape themselves, and you have a 
choice of special shapes without 
requiring custom design. 


Where should the pool go? 


Unless you can definitely plan 
on building a separate pool house, 
it is best to situate the pool near 
the house for convenience and io 
permit a view of the children’s 
activities from the house or its 
immediate terrace. A sunny spot 
should be chosen for the pool it- 
self, not only because the sun will 
warm the water, but also because 
shade means trees and trees mean 
falling leaves or seeds that create 
additional cleaning problems. How- 
ever, near-by shade of some sort is 
practically a must as a shelter from 
over-exposure to the sun. 

In selecting a site and designing 
the pool, the services of a land- 
scape architect will more than pay 
for themselves—in both beauty and 
usefulness. 

By planning an over-all garden 
design rather than simply digging 
a pool into the present situation, 
he will make sure that the pool 
enhances the garden and the house, 
instead of becoming an eyesore. At 
the same time he will see that eyv- 
ery ounce of utility is derived from 
the pool’s size, shape, positioning, 
and surrounding landscaping. For 
example, the simple matter of 
proper orientation of the pool in 
relation to the prevailing winds 
can add several weeks or more to 
the pool’s useful season each year. 
Other seemingly minor items can 
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be major disasters if not carefully 
planned out of pool experience. 


What effect does a pool have 
on property value? 

Like many other home improve- 
ments, the swimming pool is likely 
to be thought of by the homeowner 
as adding its full cost to the value 
of his property. This is a danger- 
ous assumption, not only for swim- 
ming pools but for all special im- 
provements for which the general 
demand may or may not equal 
your own. In the case of swimming 
pools. it seems to be quite clear 
that in localities with a high in- 
cidence of pools, the pool will just 
about add its cost to the value of 
the property, so long as it is not an 
over-improvement (that is, does not 
raise the value of the property 
above what people are willing to 
pay for that general neighbor- 
hood). If the pool is not a proper 
improvement for the neighborhood, 
it will raise the appraisal value of 
the property only about one-third 
of its cost. 

In areas where the incidence of 
pools is not high, the effect of a 
pool on property value is likely to 
be more complicated. It certainly 
will not have a detrimental effect 
on the valuation, but if there has 
been no great demand for pools in 
the area, it may not add much 
value to the property either, since 
it will cut down the potential mar- 
ket for a sale. Thus, if pools are 
not a commonplace in your area, 
and if you are especially concerned 
with the pool as an investment, it 
would pay you to investigate its 
effect on your property. It is a 
simple and inexpensive matter to 
call a qualified appraiser, prefer- 
ably one with experience in your 
area. to give an opinion on the 
question. 


What is required for real 
pool safety? 

The problem of safety around 
the home pool is probably exag- 
gerated at both extremes. There ‘is 
no question that creating 125,000 
bodies of water, all of which have 
a depth over the head of some 
adult or child, increases the pos- 
sibility of accidental drowning. 
Despite all elaborate precautions, 
some accidents will happen. On 
the other hand, these accidents 
have been so few that, unless you 
have an absolute phobia on the 
subject, this is no reason not to 
build a pool—assuming you are 
ready to accept certain safety 
standards. What are these? 

The safety problem breaks 
down into two parts—safeguarding 


the pool when it is not in use and 


safeguarding the swimmers when 
it is in use. Some counties and 
municipalities have regulations 
that govern the first part, requiring 
fencing of a certain height to en- 
close the pool area (though an en- 
closure of the total property will 
serve). You can easily determine 
whether your property is covered 
by such a regulation, but whether 
it is or not, you would do well to 
plan on some kind of permanent 
protection against accidental wan- 
dering into the pool. 

Fencing is one solution, perhaps 
the best. Natural barriers, such as 
hedges, can be helpful but not 
nearly so effective. Pool covers are 
good, but since their effectiveness 
depends on their being replaced 
after use of the pool, they are less 
automatic in their safety. There 
are also warning devices which add 
extra protection against persons 
falling in the pool. 

So far as supervision of swim- 
ming goes, there is no need to re- 
peat here the actual safety rules. 
Your Red Cross chapter can give 
you full information on_ these. 
What is necessary for you to con- 
sider is the age of your children, 
if they swim and how well, and 
the other factors that may make it 
necessary for you to be at the pool 
whenever it is being used. Though 
most families arrange their sched- 
ule satisfactorily, there are occa- 
sional complaints from new pool 
owners that they have turned into 
nothing but life guards. For there 
is no question that safety is based 
on supervision, and this is one 
price you must be ready to pay, 
especially with young children. 


What social problems does a 
pool raise? 


Many people shy away from 
building a pool because they hear 
dire tales of the crowds that will 
descend on their homes, the food 
and drinks they will be forced to 
serve, and the children they will 
be responsible for. These things 
have happened, but the pool own- 
ers have only themselves to blame. 
according to the opinions of the 
owners we talked to. There is no 
question that unless you decide 
quite firmly what you want to do 
with the pool, and then plan how 
to achieve it. you may end up run- 
ning a neighborhood country club. 
Here are just a few of the satis- 
factory ways that families are han- 
dling the social problem: 

Nearly all make the rule that un- 
less a child is an expert swimmer, 
he must be accompanied by an 
adult who will be completely re- 
sponsible for him.

N THE interests of domestic

The divers at one 
end are separated from those play- 
ing in shallow water. A side area, 
with an extensive underwater: seat 
and steps, adds more shallow water 
for young children and non-swim- 
mers. With the whole deck at the 
diving end raised above the pool 
level, the board itself could be set 
almost flush with the deck itself 
giving a much cleaner look (see 
photo below). This again shows a 
careful hand in combining function 
with beauty. 

The designers’ concern with tex- 
ture is evident everywhere—from

We make this shame-faced con- 
fiteor as a word to the wise, for 
there is hardly another country 
about which Americans — even 
Irish-Americans—think they know 
so much and really understand so 
little. If you go to Ireland expect- 
ing it to be a rollicking extension 
of a St. Patrick’s Day Parade, if 
you think of the Irish with a senti- 
mental lump in your throat or with 
that amused tolerance that comes 
of hearing too many Pat and Mike 
jokes, you're doing yourself an in- 
justice. Here is a land of great 
depth and dignity, one that can 
give you many a more lasting sou- 
venir than the bargains in tweeds, 
linens, and crystal you'll be toting 
home in your suitcase. 

To help you realize this, we’d 
recommend a subscription to the 
excellent bi-monthly publication of 
the Irish Tourist Board, Ireland of 
the Welcomes, $1.50 a year, from 
the Bord Failte Eireann, 7 Mount 
Street Crescent, Dublin. 


F COURSE there are certain 

things you expect and you'll 
find. Shamrocks, for instance. Last 
May we plucked them on the enig- 
matic Hill of Tara and found 
their pattern woven, embroidered, 
printed, and embedded almost ad 
nauseam in everything from linen 
damask to drinking glasses. 

Our closest contact with shille- 
laghs came in souvenir shops but, 
better yet, we saw them growing— 
in the blossoming hedgerows that 
line the roads like snowbanks from 
Dublin to Mayo. 

Just as advertised, the land has a 
misty, mystical greenness peculiar 
to itself, punctuated at this tender 
season with the white froth of 
cherry bloom and the startling gold 
of gorse. The air is indeed “soft.” 
So is the speech, which is also in- 
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Fla. is protected with | 
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fectious, and you may find yourself 
borrowing its lilt, though you'll 
hardly be able to match its wit. 
And there are no people in the 
world more friendly, more warm- 
hearted, more human. 

The country lends itself beauti- 
fully to the leisureliness of the self- 
drive car, providing youre - forti- 
fied with a guide book and know 
what you're looking at. It’s common 
procedure to book a car in advance 
and have it meet you at the Shan- 
non or Dublin airport or at the 
dock in Cobh; or you can hire one 
anywhere as you need it. 

Ryan’s, Murray’s. and MacCor- 
mack’s are the chief car-hire con- 
cerns. Cost is about $5.50 a day 
plus five cents per mile extra, or 
about $11 a day with unlimited 
mileage. You can drive from coast 
to coast in something like five 
hours, with a wandering cow or an 
occasional soft ditch as your great- 
est traffic hazard. 

The C. I. E., Ireland’s transport 
system, has a variety of long and 
short train and bus tours which 
take you to the high spots for about 
$10 a day, including meals and first” 
class accommodations. And out of 
Shannon Airport, designed for the 
impetuous air traveler who sud- 
denly decides to include Ireland on 
his itinerary, there are several in- 
expensive quickie bus tours, rather 
coyly called “Songs of Erin Tours.” 
For more about such tours, write 
the British and Irish Railways, 9 
Rockefeller Plaza, New York. 

Since we are an erratic pilgrim, 
frequently given to doing things 
backwards, we followed none of 
these logical-sounding itineraries 
but headquartered immediately in 
Dublin. We were in and out of the 
city like a fiddler’s elbow, traveling 
as the spirit moved us, often with- 
out a definite destination.

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It was one of our unplanned sor- 
ties that happily made Ireland and 
Irish design fall into focus for us. 
On the spur of the moment one 
misty Sunday morning we hopped 
on a sightseeing bus marked “Vale 
of the Boyne” and the next thing 
we knew we were standing on the 
curious green Hill of Tara where 
the High Kings of Ireland held 
forth in legendary and very real 
splendor from 3000 B.c. to the com- 
ing of St. Patrick and Christianity 
in 432 A.D. 

There’s nothing much to see on 
these great grassy mounds but an 
incredible view of the country for 
miles around. But just speculating 
on the meaning of the place was 
enough to send us first thing next 
morning to the Antiquities Section 
of the National Museum on Dub- 
lin’s Kildare Street. Here we be- 
held with our own eyes the magnifi- 
cent beaten-gold ornaments, the 
tores and the gorgets that have 
been found at Tara and elsewhere 
in Ireland, patent evidence of the 
advanced culture that existed here 
during the Bronze Age. Remark- 
able metal work of later periods is 
here, too, notably the Tara Brooch, 
the Ardagh Chalice, and the Cross 
of Cong, all patterned with the 
elaborate interlacings and serpen- 
tine forms—symbolic, it is thought, 
of the endlessness of time. You 
wonder why these so characteristi- 
cally Irish motifs seem to take a 
back seat in favor of the banal 
shamrock and O’Neill’s Harp as 
typical designs. 


ROM Tara we moved on to New- 

grange, and in the gloom of an 
ancient burial mound we got our 
first awesome, close-up brush with 
Druidic design. Chiseled out of the 
stone here are the curiously swirl- 
ing whorls and spirals that were 
part of a mystical, untranslatable 
symbolism in the days of Cuchu- 
lain and Deirdre—and if this isn’t 
travel excitement we'd like to know 


what is! They date from some time 
between 2000 and 250 s.c. and 
they might well have been deline- 
ated by a modern artist.

This remarkable journey now 
took us out of the pagan world and 
into the Christian, to Monaster- 
boice and one of the most beautiful 
of the high stone crosses which 
are scattered throughout Ireland. 
(There are some especially beauti- 
ful ones in Ahenny in Tipperary, 
and at Clonmacnois in Offaly 
there’s the famous King Flann’s 
cross.) These, with their character- 
istic open circle surrounding the 
cross intersection, are usually elab- 
orately carved with naive scrip- 
tural figures and intricately pat- 
terned with that recurrent inter- 
twining “eternity” motif. (If you 
go, as you certainly should, to the 
overwhelming Rock of Cashel in 
County Tipperary, you will see an- 
other version of this motif in bolder 
form, carved into the stone of 
Cormac’s Tomb.) 

The ruins of Mellifont Abbey, 
which the Cistercian monks found- 
ed in the 12th Century, were our 
next stop, but we gave its graceful 
arches only a brief glance in order 
to visit a near-by youth hostel 
where some bicycling Irish teen- 
agers showed us around and _ in- 
vited us to share the fried potatoes 
they were whipping up.

What impressed us chiefly was 
not the obvious grandeur of the

the sensitive taste of the past, to say 
nothing of the sureness and inevita- 
bility with which fine design of all 
ages and places blends to create 


| harmony. The present Lord Pow- 


erscourt, a pleasant and sensible 
man, shares this with the public for 
a shilling entrance fee. 
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The Irish, as you probably know, 
have revived their ancient Gaelic 
language. From the practical point 
of view outlanders like us tend to 
wish they hadn’t, simply because 
communication is already bogged 
down enough with the commonly 
used languages of the world. But 
if you know the history of these 
people, you can understand why 
this is a matter of national pride. 
It won’t matter a bit to you, as a 
tourist, for all public signs are 
written in English and Gaelic, and 
English is generally spoken. But 
keep your eye and ear open for the 
chap who wears a small gold ring 
on his lapel. He’s a Gaelic Leaguer 
who has sworn always to reply in 
Gaelic when addressed in Gaelic. 
Gaelic script has a curious resem- 
blance to the writing in medieval 
manuscripts, and since the rules 
of pronunciation are almost un- 
fathomable, we’d say don’t bother 
your head with it. 

The food in Ireland astonished 
us with its excellence. Like all 
agricultural people, they are fanat- 
ics here about fresh butter and 
eggs. They abhor the freezer, but 
well they might, for their sources 
of supply are never very far away 
—the seas full of shellfish, the 
streams full of salmon and trout, 
the woods full of game, the fields 
full of sheep and cattle. The com- 
monly served country-smoked ba- 
con and ham are what we'd call 
delicacies at home. And if only we 
could figure out a way to import 
their fresh-baked wheaten loaves! 
They are old hands at tea-blend- 
ing, and their coarse-cut, long- 
cooking oatmeal is a treasure. Don’t 
depart the country without trying 
these: Dublin Bay prawns, Galway 
oysters (there’s an oyster festival 
in Galway every September), Lim- 
erick ham, smoked salmon, and 
lamb. 

Dublin restaurants we found par- 
ticularly good are the venerable 
Jammet’s and the restaurant in the 
Russell Hotel, both given to French 
haute cuisine.

On the subject of liquor, you 
may notice in your perambulations 


about Ireland that some of the men 
are wearing a small shield in their 
lapels. This is the outward mark of 
the Pioneers, a_ total-abstinence 
group which has a_ flourishing 
and increasing membership among 
Irishmen. So much for the bibulous 
reputation of Pat and Mike! 

As for entertainment in Dublin, 
you'll never be impressed by the 
almost non-existent night life, but 
don’t under any circumstances miss 
its theater. The Abbey Theatre 
players have not achieved world 
renown for nothing. Any perform- 
ance of theirs, no matter what the 
play, is worth attending. They play 
at the Queen’s Theatre, pending 
the completion of a new theatre of 
their own. Similarly, the perform- 
ances of the Gate Theatre group 
shouldn’t be missed if they’re on 
the boards while you’re in town. 
They play in the Rotunda buildings 
on Parnell Square. 


T MAY come as a surprise to you, 
though it really shouldn’t since 
the Irish have always shown a pre- 
dilection for the theater, that there 
are something like 850 “little thea- 
ter” groups in Ireland. These local 
and purely amateur drama clubs 
work away all winter, then compete 
in the All-Ireland Festival which 
is held each April in Athlone, ap- 
propriately right in the Goldsmith 
country. 

Ireland also supports fifteen 
drama festivals throughout the 
year. The one which has lately been 
getting big billing is the Wexford 
Festival, usually in late October or 
early November. It’s a week of 
opera, plays, films, recordings, and 
lectures and, besides enjoying the 
performances, visitors have the fun 
of feeling they’re part of the life 
in an Irish town. 

Indeed, Ireland makes its whole 
spring and summer season a na- 
tion-wide from April 
through September, with all sorts 
of special events scheduled for the 


festival, 


delectation of populace and tour- 
ists alike. It’s called An Tostal, 
meaning At Home. The Dublin 
Spring Show, which is a glorified 
agricultural exposition and flower 
show, will be held this year during 
the first week of May. And of 
course, if you're smart enough to 
book hotel reservations well in ad- 
vance, you can attend the world’s 
gem of all equestrian events—The 
Dublin Horse Show—scheduled to 
be held from August 4 through 
August 8. 

Ireland has no hotels of the flash 
and glitter variety, but accommo- 
dations in first-class hotels are 
usually pleasantly comfortable and

Wild flowers prove: 


When we first saw the hundreds of golden 
trout lilies growing wild in the April 
sunshine, we knew this was the piece of 
land for us. Later on, to our joy, we discovered we lived 
in the midst of more than 90 varieties of wild flowers. 

And when it came to landscaping, we asked our- 
selves, why combat nature? Why not go along with 
her? So we decided to help the wild flowers take over. 
Though it meant foregoing the formality and order of 
borders, beds, and sweeps of lawn, we have not re- 
gretted our choice. The naturalized plants save us 
lots of work. Because they are natives, they don’t 
need our attention for watering, spraying, lifting, 
dividing, mowing, or cultivation. And although weeds 
do show through, they are easy to ignore because they 
aren't so out of place in the natural setting. 

Working with nature, in nature’s way, has been 
easier and, to us, more satisfying than laboring to 
establish a new order of our own making. 

The secret of success with wild flowers, we’ve found, 
is to grow the right plant in the right place. A wild 
flower grows best where the soil, sun, and water suit its 
needs exactly. And here, in its season, it beguiles you 
with its bloom and then blends into the background to 
finish its cycle of growth.

Your first field trip should be for information only. 
Your tools will be a notebook and your best powers 
of observation, which will improve quickly. Also, some 
books for identification and background reading will 
help you. Some good ones are listed on page 221. 

When you find a flower that appeals to you, record 
the following specific things: 

Location. There are five general classifications. 
1. High dry woodland. 2. Low woodland or brookside. 
3. Dry pasture, meadow, or roadside. 4. Wet pasture, 
meadow, ditch, or bog. 5. Fringe of woodland. 

Soil. Note the kind of soil the plants grow in. Pick 
up a handful. Feel it. Is it rocky, clay-like, loamy, 
leafy, or what? Characterize it as best you can. The 
closer you can approximate this soil, the better it will 
be for the plants. 

Slope of land. Are the flowers on a north, south, 
east, or west slope? (Better take a compass along.) 
The slope determines, to a degree, how much sun the 
plants get during the day. Plants on an open south

Plants on a steep hillside usually 
need good drainage. Those in a 
gully or on flat land may need less. 
And this. of course, is related to 
the soil structure too. 

Sun and shade. Are the plants 
of your choice growing in full sun, 
full shade. or half shade? You will 
find variations in shade you may 
never have noticed before. There’s 
a difference in the dense shade of 
low bushes, the light shade of taller 
ones, and the open shade of high 
trees. Do the plants get their shade 
in the afternoon or the morning? 
These conditions may all affect 
growth. 

Special conditions. Some flow- 
ers are at their best growing over 
rocks, around the roots of trees, 
or on the sunny side of a fallen 
log.

Keep in mind that all land be- 
longs to someone, and that there 
are laws concerning the gathering 
of wild flowers. Check the law with 
local authorities, and be sure you 
get permission from land owners 
before you take any plants. 

To bring plants from the wild 


you will need some flats or bas- 
kets, burlap bags. newspapers, 


shovel, trowel, and a jug of water 
or a bucket to carry water in. In 
digging, disturb the roots as little 
as possible. Take as much  sur- 
rounding earth as practical. Use 
to hold 
roots of small plants. Use burlap 


newspaper soil around 
bags to wrap the soil ball around 
the roots of larger things. Moisten 
the root ball and wrapping to pre- 
vent dehydration on the way home. 

When you set the plants in their 
new abode, clear away surround- 
ing growth for two or three inches 
beyond the root area to give them 
the elbow room they need to start. 
Water and 
water them daily for the first few 


them in thoroughly 
days or until it rains. If you keep 
a maternal eye on them at the very 
first, they will quickly get off to a 
good start, and you can then leave 
them in the care of Mother Nature. 

Each year we buy three or four 
plants of a variety new to our acres 
and let them be guinea pigs in the 
chosen site. For a season we ob- 
serve results. [If they thrive, we 
make plans for more of them. If 
not, we choose another location or 
another plant.

start seed in in the 


as well) in February or March. 
We find them easier to handle this 
way. but seed can also be started 
in the open ground as soon as the 
earth is really warm. This means 
May in our Connecticut climate. 

If you want to pamper the seed 
when you start it, check the soil 
composition you recorded on your 
field notes and match the seeding 
mixture to that. 

On our place weve two wild 
flower nurseries for seedlings. Each 
is about eight by ten feet. One is 
along a stone wall in semi-shade, 
the other is in a sunny corner 
of the vegetable garden. The sunny 
one at this season is neat with 
rows of spice pinks greening hope- 
fully for spring. Across the shady 
one march young primroses whose 
leaves are just emerging from the 
wet earth. 

If you have but one nursery plot, 
it should have a sunny and a shady 
section. 

Keep the plants in the nursery 
water them in 


free from weeds, 
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droughts, and provide a winter leaf 
cover after the first few frosts of 
fall. When possible, we use the 
kind of leaves that covered the 
particular plants in their native 
setting. 

The following spring, plants are 
ready to set out for a life of their 
own. Clear a little space for them 
and plant them as recommended 
for transplanting from the wild, 
described above. 

We are fortunate in having on 
our land a little of everything—a 
brook, wet woods, a sunny bog, dry 
woods, dry meadow, and_ rock 
walls. Hence we have been able to 
develop a great variety of flowers 
here. Whether you have all of these 
conditions or only one, there are a 
number of wild flowers for you to 
naturalize. 

The following excerpts from my 
notes on our wild-flower collecting 
may be helpful to you in yours. 


Lady slipper (Cypripedium 
acaule). Our lady slipper venture 
started one May with a walk in the 
woods and the unexpected and 
sudden sight of dozens of them in 
the lee of a stone wall, their dusty 
pink standing in tall dignity in 
semi-shade among the brown oak 
leaves. 

Lady slippers we must have, and 
happily several nurseries list them. 
The next year we bought twenty 
plants in bud and set them along 
a path through our woods near 
hemlocks where they get filtered 
sunlight in the morning. 

At the season’s ‘end I counted 
still twenty. Cheerful friends said 
yes, fine, but next year you'll not 
have any! 

But the next spring up came the 
twenty, and that fall still twenty, 
plus children here and there. We 
have no oaks directly over them, 
and oaks are essential for creating 
their preferred bacterial soil con- 
tent. So each fall we treat them to 
a few bushels of nearby oak leaves. 


And we grow them in the same rich 
dark soil we found them in. 

Wild iris (Jris cristata). One 
April wandering with a friend over 
her mountainside in North Caro- 
lina, we saw hundreds of tiny blue 
iris, perhaps four inches tall, each 
bloom with a brilliant red-orange 
center. Our hostess was happy to 
share. Carefully we thinned the 
clumps as they spread over the 
roadside bank in the moist clay 
soil. It was shady with deciduous 
trees overhead. So back home in 
Connecticut we chose a bank under 
deciduous trees. Every year the 
clumps spread and more flowers 
appear. 


Bee balm (Monarda didyma). 
Someone gave me a few plants of 
scarlet bee balm one time (many 
catalogs list it). At first ours be- 
came a stepchild in an odd inap- 
propriate corner. It paled to pink 
—feeling the neglect, no doubt! 
We moved it to a sunny area down 
by the stream where it is always 
a little damp, and in flooding rains 
is under water. Here it has run 
rampant, turning brilliant scarlet 
again, flowering from mid-July 
through August. We lie in the ham- 
mock on the hillside above and 
admire the tall red-tipped stalks. 
Often, while dreaming there, we 
hear a familiar whirr, and sure 
enough dining on bee balm nectar 
below, not one but three jewel-like 
hummingbirds hover, sipping and 


darting from one red_ feathery 
flower to the next. 
Cardinal flower (Lobelia car- 


dinalis). Also along our stream 
that first August we found a few 
tall graceful red cardinal flowers. 
This is one of the wild flowers, 
which, if picked, promptly dies. 
(For the same reason, resist cut- 
ting blooms of lady slipper, fringed 
gentian and jack-in-the-pulpit. )

Spice pinks (Dianthus armesia). 
We fell in love with the spice pinks 
on Cape Cod, and now they en- 
hance a sandy part of the meadow. 
We plant more seed each May. We 
transplant seedlings to the sunny 
seed bed where they thrive until 
the following spring. when we set 
them in the meadow. Every plant 
is a veritable cushion of bloom 
eight inches high in white, pink, 
and mixed colors. 

Primroses (Primula polyanthus) 
Primroses grow easily from seed. 
We separate and set the tiny seed- 
ling into the semi-shady bed. The 


following spring they are large 
and hardy, ready for the woods 
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where they have high trees over- 
head and partial sun. Ours in- 
crease two ways: by our division 
of the plants and the new varieties 
of seed we annually plant. They 
come in yellow, red, blue, and 
orange; grow six to eight inches 
high and are prim and charming. 

Columbine (Aquilegia cana- 
densis). We raise columbine seed 
in the semi-shady seed bed and 
now each May on the north side of 
our stone walls in rich soil among 
the rocks and tree roots, in part 
shade, we have an abundance of 
red and_ yellow They 
spread with no further care. 

You can, you see, make not a 
brief project but a long-time career 
of growing wild flowers. It’s a ca- 


flowers. 


reer in which you are always learn- 
ing and developing your power of 
observation. Working with these 
wild plants, following nature’s plan 
for them, experiencing the joys in- 
volved in seeing them settle and 
take over on their own, you will 
have an increasing awareness of 
the substantial fact that nature has 
a way of being always right!

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Back-yard beets are best 


Whether you use roots or tops, or both, yow ll taste 


a world of difference when they're fresh from the garden 


By WILLIAM ALVADORE BUCK 


e “Why do you want to write about 
beets?” asked the librarian of the 
Horticultural Society. “What’s 
good about beets?” 

“Now I know you have never 
eaten beets fresh from the garden,” 
I replied. 

Later I could tell her that the 
Greeks considered beets 
fine enough to present to Apollo on 
a silver dish. I could tell her a lot 


ancient 


of news. From Roman times we 
have recipes for cooking beet roots, 
with a note that they were better 
than cabbage. One variety of the 
species, Swiss chard, is simply a 
beet that has specialized in leaves 
instead of roots. Today, beets are 
the base and body of what is called 
a “great” soup, borsch. The clerk 
in our grocery store and my wife 
both agree that beet tops are bet- 
ter than spinach or any other pot 
herb. Moreover, to quote an old- 
timer, “The iuce of the rawe Beete 
anoinnted on any bald place of the 
head procureth the hair to growe.” 
Why don’t people tell me these 
things? 

Science has done much to im- 
prove beets and has found a curi- 
ous and exceedingly variable plant. 


Both the wild and the domestic 
varieties are normally biennials, 


but not by way of any fanatical 
conviction. In the first year beets 
grow roots and in the second send 
up their seed stalks, but often a 
plant will crowd ahead to flower in 
the first year, or else take on an il- 
lusion of immortality. In the green-

Redball. and the 
others, but science keeps improving 
them all the time. A new variety or 
first became available in 
1959 under the appropriate name 
of Sweetheart. for they say it is 50 
per cent sweeter than older races.

Beets, like people and dogs. en- 
joy spring weather, but this does 
not mean that they can not make 
time in summer. Those planters 
who want to keep them coming all 
season make successive plantings 
every two weeks until hard frost 
looms 50 days ahead. A row 15 feet 
long will provide ample beets for 
the average family over a two- or 
three-week harvest. They can stand 
some frost, even as tiny seedlings. 
and here in the New York area we 
plant the first seeds as soon as we 
can turn a spadeful of earth, or 
else start them indoors, in a hot 
bed or cold frame about when the 
snowdrops bloom. and set them out 
in April. The general practice in 
much of the South is to plant them 
continuously through the fall, win- 
ter, and spring. 

Gardeners raise beets in a great 
variety of soils, though a rich sandy 
loam is perhaps best for the first 
planting. because sandy soil dries 
out quicker in the spring. They 
make a profit from a fat and pervi- 
ous subsoil, for they search three 
or four feet deep for their roots. 

The first year I planted a grown- 
up garden I tried beets in farmed- 
out clay with no aid but chemical 
The failed flat. 
However, do not give beets fresh 
manure; and distort 
both leaf and root. I still use the 
chemical fertilizer (5-10-5) and 
bone meal on the beets. but I as- 
sure you they also receive the very

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ashes are also excellent. Of course, 
beets, like other vegetables, need 
good drainage. 

If your soil or the decay you 
add to it is sour, put in lime 
(see House BeautiruL, December 
1958). No vegetable reacts to ex- 
cess acid with as much and general 
malaise as beets, and the old gar- 
dener watches his beets for a sour 
warning. The first sign may be ex- 
cessive redness in the leaves. How- 
ever, different varieties vary in the 
amount of redness in the leaves 
and stems, and the new leaves at 
the crown in some are always quite 
red. Some. like Green Leaf. have no 
red at all. Beets prosper best with 
the pH 6.0 to 6.9, just right for 
most of the vegetables, annuals, 
and perennials we grow. 

They are an easy crop to grow, 
even for the littlest gardener. The 
rews should be 15 to 18 inches 
apart, the furrow an inch deep in 
the spring, deeper in the hot 
months. If the earth is crusty and 
packed down, it is better to cover 
the seed with sand or peat moss, 
for the slender seedling sometimes 
has not the power to break through. 
There is no point in scattering the 
seed thicker than an inch apart: 
each “seed” is actually a dried 
fruit containing several seeds and 
they come up in clumps. When 
they are four inches tall. they must 
be thinned to stand about three 
inches apart. The thinnings may 
be cooked, root and all, for a spin- 
ach type of provender. Or they 
can be planted in another row, 
where they will mature about ten 
days later than the first row and 
thus prolong the harvest from one 
seeding to a month. They trans- 
plant easily; however, it is im- 
portant to set the long tap root 
straight down, not in a curl. 


EETS are slow in coming up, so 

some gardeners like to sow a 
few early radishes in the beet row 
to mark the row for weeding pur- 
poses, and, perhaps, to show the 
way to small feet. In good growing 
weather the radishes will be up al- 
most as soon as the weeds, in about 
five days, and on the table in three 
weeks or SO. 

Most books hold that quick 
growth is essential, for, they say, 
beets that linger overtime in ma- 
turity get woody and tough. In my 
experience this is not true where 
the roots grow in soil rich with 
humus. One July, for example, 
while I was out in the Rocky Moun- 
tains, the weather turned dry and 
my beets hardly grew a_ penny’s 
worth. Another year their growth 
was delayed by rains and clouds. In

should have been ready in 55 to 60 
days lingered so long that by 90 
days they were only a little bigger 
than golf balls. I have never eaten 
better beets. 

True, beets, like most vegetables, 
reach their gustatory perfection be- 
fore maturity. The globular or tur- 
nip-shaped beets that are the most 
popular today generally achieve 
this prime in less than 60 days; 
there are also long and half-long 


varieties that need 4 or 5 months. 


EW bugs or bacteria seem to 

- have a taste for beets, and I’ve 
never sprayed them. Leaf spot will 
touch here and there with a bit of 
brown or gray, but it is harmless. 
One can remove these leaves and 
burn them; the roots will not miss 
a leaf or two. Potato scab may 
roughen the root’s skin and ap- 
pearance; if you are a perfection- 
ist, omit lime in the beet patch 
next year, for a trial. The disease 
will abandon its claim if the soil 
turns enough towards the acid. Or 
turn the soil deliberately with acid 
peat, oak leaf. or pine woods mold, 
and use it for vegetables that can 
endure acid, such as potatoes or 
lima beans, for a season; then put 
in plenty of lime, deeply mixed, 
and plant your beets. 

Beets are vulnerable to a de- 
ficiency disease caused by a lack of 
the trace element, boron, which ap- 
pears in ugly black spots on the 
leaves. Boron is very rarely low in 
the earth (never. I'd say. where the 
land is well fruited with humus), 
but a heavy black soil will occa- 
sionally bind the element so that 
plants cannot feed upon it. The 
solution to the problem is easy. 
Dissolve a quarter teaspoon of 
borax in a pail of water and drib- 
ble it along the row in a flow as 
wide as a dime. 

Beets will keep in winter stored 
in a bank, pit, or cellar where the 
temperature is around 40° F. Har- 
vest them just before hard frost 
and leave a half inch of stem. 

Swiss chard has about the same 
needs and crotchets as the beets. 
The rOWS should be d couple of 
inches farther apart (such matters 
are arbitrary to some extent): In 
fine rich soil most vegetables may 
be planted closer than the book 
says, and the plants should stand 
ten inches apart in the row. Chard 
is a most indomitable character. 
It does not bolt in the heat. as 
spinach does. and on the other 
hand, in much of the South it is a 
steady producer in winter. 

But be it beets or chard, they 
must be fresh from the garden. or 
they are not quite good enough

© To find out what plants give the 
most color for the longest season 
and require the least attention we 
asked experts, in eight different 
regions (from Connecticut to Los 
Angeles) to list the plants that 
give the best show for the least 
work in their locality. 

We asked for two lists: One for 
the best flowers for massed bed- 
ding, and one for the best plants 
to grow in pots. 

From the eight separate lists we 
made the following “nation-wide” 
lists of the most adaptable plants 
for mass planting and potting. 


The top ten bedding plants 
for most climates 

Floss flower (Ageratum houstoni- 
anum). Dwarf types are best. They 
are 3 to 6 inches tall and cover 
themselves with white, blue, or 
pink flowers.

Everything seemed to be under 
control but the walls. We needed 
pattern, it had to be white-on- 
white, elegant as damask, and as 
tough, scrubbable and fingermark- 
resistant as pig iron. 

Some order! Until that sunny af- 
ternoon when I arrived at Thibaut’s 
and cast a wistful, passing glance 
at a silky white wall covering 
printed in white which hung on 
display. It was an elegant pattern 
of stylized Renaissance floral mo- 
tifs. framed in garlands, and if ever 
there was an appropriate compan- 
ion to the Van Brunt Waterford 
and the heirloom mahogany, this 
was it.

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i C ONCERTO 


Beginning a series of articles on an 


important and popular form of music 


« 


By RICHARD WILLIAMS 


e The concerto is a composition 
performed by a soloist and an or- 
chestra. It is an important compo- 
sition: so filling a dish that it is 
never served as an hors d’oeuvre. 
In the concert hall it seldom ap- 
pears first on the program. It is 
preceded by an overture to which 
the audience often pays scant at- 
tention, since almost everybody is 
waiting for the star to appear. 
The overture finished, the doors 
open and the latecomers traipse in, 
while the orchestra moves about to 
let the stagehands place the piano 
in the center. Or if a violin con- 
certo is to be performed, the or- 
chestra just sits and looks at the 
audience. A general hush ensues, 
the virtuoso appears and is greeted 
with an amount of applause di- 
rectly proportionate to the size of 
his fee. If he is a pianist, he seats 
himself and begins to adjust the 
knobs of the piano bench to the 
exact suitable height. If he is a 
violinist, he stands and tunes his 
violin. The audience wonders why 
all this house-cleaning could not 
have been done before the concert. 
The soloist then nods to the con- 
ductor, the nod ranging from the 
humble to the condescending, de- 
pending again on the relative fame 
of the soloist versus the fame of the 
conductor; the conductor gives the 
downbeat and the concerto begins. 


O SOME the concerto repre- 

sents an additional value meted 
out by the concert management, a 
kind of philharmonic double fea- 
ture. To others it represents an op- 
portunity of hearing a famous per- 
former without having to sit through 
an entire evening of a piano recital. 
(Those are usually the people who 
ask for tickets on the left side of 
the hall facing the stage so that 
they can see the fingers of the 
pianist at work. Why do they want 
to see the fingers of the pianist 
at work?) Still others simply take 
the concerto for granted, taking it 
as part—and surely not the least 
interesting part—of time-honored 
concert procedure. 

But to 
musical 


some the concerto is a 


experience of very spe- 


cific and special nature. To them 


the diverse repertoire of the con- 
certo offers its own unduplicated 
greatness, its own special weak- 
nesses, its own challenge to thought, 
its own motivation for emotion. We 
find them partly among the devo- 
tees of symphonic music and partly 
among those who know what elo- 
quence resides in a single instru- 
ment. To widen this group of the 
audience, whether that audience 
be sitting in the concert hall or 
in the living room, we propose to 
examine briefly the nature of the 
concerto and then to deal with a 
few of the works at greater length. 
The name Concerto derives from 
the Latin concertare, which orig- 
inally meant “to fight side by side” 
or “to compete as brothers in 
arms.” Now, while some perform- 
ances could be described as a fight 
or as a competition, occasioning 
mild surprise when soloist and or- 
chestra manage to finish together, 
the general meaning of the term 
is not one of competition but. of 
co-operation in-making music. 


HAT, then, is so special about 

this way of making music to- 
gether? Can we define the salient 
characteristic of the concerto? We 
could define it technically, or we 
could say that a special quality lies 
at the base of this music, a quality 
which is to be found in other arts 
as well. That quality is the juxta- 
position of the individual with the

it it. The technical name for this 
uality is “Imitation.” A melody, 
subject, a theme, a motive is re- 
ated in close succession in differ- 
it parts of the musical tissue. At 
Ss most primitive the device occurs 
| part singing. It is dialogue in 


which a voice is echoed by another 
voice. But it isn’t a slavish echo. 
What happens is not mere imita- 
tion; it is imitation with a differ- 
ence. The melody may be the same 
but tonality or harmony may differ. 
You are reminded of something 
you already know. yet some new 
quality is added so that Imitation 
does not become plain Repetition. 
This fundamental device of music 
is given new beauty and variety 
through the added stellar instru- 
ment in a concerto. 


IMILARITIES exist between 

the concerto and opera. Again 
these similarities derive from the 
juxtaposition of the individual voice 
and the massed voices. Historically 
the solo concerto, says one writer, 
owes much to the opera house. 
“Even long after this indebtedness 
has been lost sight of, such a stand- 
ard operatic device as a declama- 
tory solo recitative remains a fea- 
ture in many a concerto” (Abra- 
ham Veinus). Listen to a delight- 
ful though not well-known violin 
concerto by the nineteenth-century 
composer Ludwig Spohr which is 
subtitled “Vocal Scene” (No. 8. Re- 
corded by Heifetz). The entire con- 
certo is a musical impression of 
what goes on in the opera house, 
with the violin acting as the prima 
donna and indulging in emotional 
recitatives. 

Concertos have been written for 
such unlikely solo instruments as 
the bassoon (Mozart), the harp 
and the flute (Mozart again), four 
horns (Schumann), the saxophone 
(Ibert), the sound of tap dancing 
(Gould), the organ (Haydn), etc. 
The two preferred instruments, 
however, are those which offer the 
composer the widest range without 
overpowering the orchestra—the 
piano and the violin. 

The cello is the third slightly 
less important member of the tri- 
umvirate of solo instruments. While 
only a few concertos have been 
written for the cello, these happen 
to be of exceptionally high quality 
(Boccherini, Haydn, Dvorak, Schu- 
mann, etc.). Both in number and 
importance the piano concerto 
leads. So we shall discuss a few of 
these first. Next month we shall

Mother loved to garden, 
and, as far as she 
was concerned, I just had 


to love gardening, too 


@ When I was young, I hated gar- 
dens. I had the usual skinny legs 
and braces on my teeth and on 
sunny Saturdays, when the beauti- 
ful girls in the neighborhood went 
to the beach in sleek convertibles 
with cocky senior boys, I stayed 
home and weeded the garden. 

My mother had an exquisite acre 
of California land filled with flow- 
ers—and weeds, and worms, and 
things that needed fertilizer. These 
were my part of the garden. While 
she worried over a lilac bush, [ 
struggled with crab grass and 
rocks. 

I was terrified of “every creeping 
thing that creepeth upon the 
earth,” and that acre teemed with 
God’s lesser creations. I didn’t see 
that my “contribution to the gar- 
den,” as Mother described it, was 
valuable at all. When I had fin- 
ished my work, I never felt the 
satisfaction Mother felt. I was just 
hot and tired and envious of all my 


friends at the beach. I promised 
myself that I would never have a 
garden of my own. 

Some years later when I mar- 
ried, Gene and | passed our first 
months in a rambly redwood house 
overlooking a lush green canyon in 
Berkeley. The garden was mag- 
nificent. It cascaded from the road 
down to the kitchen steps. The 
loan of the house was a wedding 
present from a close friend sum- 
mering in Europe. and she, with 
consummate thoughtfulness. had 
also provided a biweekly gardener. 
I never even thought of weeds, Just 
heavenly fragrances and treats to 
the eye—gratis. 

In the fall, we moved from Ber- 
keley to New York and a railroad 
flat on Eighty-eighth Street. It had 
a wrought-iron balcony with a 
small wealth of empty pots upon 
it. I crowded them out of sight 
into a corner and passed a carefree 
winter.

Why the revolution in floors ?

@ Newest example of how everything affects everything else— 
sooner or later—is the way floors and flooring materials have 
been changed, in the 1950’s, by the acceptance of glass in

Best-selling colors for home furnishings all through the 
1950’s have been the colors of the landscape; foliage greens, 
earthy browns and beiges, sky blue, charcoal-y bark and rock 
colors, because people wanted to make outside and inside 
“read” as one thing. 

The next step was to make the floor indoors of the same 
material as the terrace outdoors. So durable materials that 
could take rain, snow, freezing, thawing ( brick, slate, tile, 

More pictures on the next two pages concrete, etc.) began to be used indoors. 

Spurred to action by this invasion of their private territory, 
the manufacturers of traditional indoor materials (such as 
wood and vinyl) broke out of traditional patterns of thinking 

| with quite remarkable technical and styling progress. 

In a nutshell, nothing is quite as it was 20 years ago in 
the flooring world. Many new materials have come on_ the

@ When the outdoor floors moved indoors, they 
opened up a new world of practicality as well 
as design. Add this group of materials—brick, 
stone, terrazzo, concrete—to the improvements 
in resilient tile, ceramic tile, and traditional 
wood, and you are faced with a luxurious choice 
of floors. How do you decide what flooring ma- 
terial goes where? Each material has its own 
characteristics, and it is obvious that some work 
better in certain areas than others. In traffic 
lanes, the material must resist wear at the same 
time that it masks footprints. Where food spill- 
age is a problem, flooring must be impervious 
to oils and acids as well as have some pattern 
to mask crumbs. In areas of high humidity, the 
material must not decay or separate when sub- 
jected to constant moisture. These are only a 
few of the special conditions which would call 
for or eliminate a particular floor material. Be- 
fore choosing, consider the use to which the 
area will be put and get an architect’s or de- 
signer’s recommendation. Twenty-four exam- 
ples of the right floor in the right place are 


shown on these ten pages.

In the elegant room above, the random-toned cork floor 
serves as a quiet background. The changing tones of 
the cork make a pattern, but a muted one, because 
they are only subtle shades of the same basic color.

And to make things 
worse, both the center sunburst and the border have 
such strong dimension that they seem like impediments 
—you feel you might stumble over them as you walk. 


To illustrate how upsetting too much pattern can be, 
we added a floor design to the traditionally decorated 
room below. The result (at the right) shows a room 
that is dizzying even to look at, to say nothing of 
living in it. This type of floor pattern would be 
disturbing in any room, for it seems to be in con- 
stant motion. This example proves that you must see 
a sketch of the total floor, for this effect might not 


have been noticed in a small sample of the pattern.

@ [t is a well-known phenomenon that when the parts of 
a total design have a kinship to each other, they set up 
a peaceful atmosphere. Call it unity, integration, or what- 
ever you like. But it works. 

One way is having the floors that are seen together, 
even in different rooms, bear a design resemblance. Echo- 
ing some other motif in the room is another way. Motifs 
are often best expressed in vinyl inlays on plain grounds. 
Selecting, scaling, and figuring their placements in re- 
spect to furniture are details usually needing professional 
help. If design stems from a transitory drapery fabric 
or wallpaper, be sure your longer-term inlay is flexible 
enough to fit easily with replacements. Notice the excel- 
lent design continuity in the rooms shown here.

@ The Spanish chair, above, that doubles its pattern in 
fact and in shadow, needs plainness to reflect its true 
form. So strong architectural features or elaborate 
decorations and furnishings call for plain surfaces in 
order not to confuse pattern with more pattern. Floors 
of undecorated marble, tile, vinyl, or terrazzo play 
important roles in the success of such rooms.

@ Almost every room consists of six elements—four 
walls, a ceiling, a floor. But of the six, it is the floor more 
prominently than anything else that relates to the total 
design. Only when the floor is made to be an integral 
part of the total architectural scheme can the room be 
perfect instead of merely good enough. 

To achieve this perfection the pattern, texture, and 
color of the floor must be weighed against the architec- 
ture as a whole. 

By pattern we mean designs with motifs so large or 
having such great contrast in tone or color that the eye 
can distinguish them separately. If the pattern is so faint 
or so small that the parts blend together, it becomes a 
texture. 

As for pattern, you must first consider the possibil- 
ity that you don’t need any at all. An unbroken pattern- 
less floor will make a small room look larger. Hf the 
floor plan is irregular in shape with many jogs and in- 
dentations, has steps or stairways, pattern will be dif- 
ficult to handle, or obtrusive. A large room may be 
helped by pattern to appear mere intimate. But before 
adding floor pattern, consider the other elements of the 
room. Are the windows patterned with many small panes? 
Is there a fireplace of prominently textured brick or 
stone? Is there a beamed ceiling? Paneling? Are there 
complicated built-ins, or patterned room dividers? All 


such elements will compete visually (Please turn the page)

Do you know when 
to use waxes, or a dressing, or a coating? 


Here’s the lowdown 


WES who complain of the poor appearance 


or wearability of hard-surface floors, usually 
create their own problems.” So say professional 
floor-care specialists. Manufacturers of such floor- 
ings confirm this by reporting that more floors 
are ruined by improper care than are ever worn 
out. When you consider the bewildering array of 
products classified as floor waxes and cleaners 
found on the shelves of supermarkets, department 
and hardware stores, such statements are not too 
surprising. Displays under one general classifi- 
cation of floor waxes are products as different 
as nylon and silk. Each may produce excellent re- 
sults, used on a specific type of floor. But no one 
of the many products will produce good results 
on all types of floors. For anyone but a chemist 
to be knowledgeable on the subject has been next 
to impossible. And many labels are not too helpful. 


One part of the problem is semantics. In com-

mon terminology, any floor coating or dressing that 
is easy to remove and replace is known as a “floor 
wax.” However, there are actually four separate 
types of such products, and they differ radically. 
Each has its specialized uses. Paste wax was the 
only removable protective coating known for many 
years. The easier-to-apply liquid polishing wax, 
which was introduced about thirty years ago, is the 
same type of wax in emulsion. Both were (and are) 
highly recommended to produce a rich luster and 
polish on fine wood floors. The same protective 
treatment proved ideally suited to floors of cork 
tile and inlaid linoleum. But with the introduction 
of asphalt and rubber tile floors, a new type of 
coating was needed. Solvents were the natural 
enemy of such floorings, so a water-base wax was 
developed to beautify and protect. 

This type of floor wax, like others before it, 
had to be polished. As household help disappeared 
from the American scene, waxing and _ polishing 
floors became an increasingly disliked household 
chore. The search for an easy way to achieve the 
“polished look” led to the discovery of the resin or 
plastic type of coating, a water-base product that 
dries to a shine even brighter than that achieved 


with polishing waxes. (Please turn the page)

It wasn’t 
completely satisfactory, for example, 
on solid vinyl as it came from the 
chemistry laboratories in light clear 
pastels. This at last was a material 
resistant to stains and grease, which 
called for minimum care with 
nothing but soap and water. But 
even vinyl, tough as it is, can be 
scratched, Sand and dirt carried in 
from out-of-doors quickly dulls its 
surface luster.

is as much a matter of connoisseurship as selecting a 
bottle of fine wine! 

Indeed, salmon is not just one fish, but five (and 
some say six) different fishes, each with its own special 
characteristics; each with its own particular uses. More- 
over, salmon comes in many different forms. It may 
be fresh, canned, frozen, smoked, kippered, portlock, and 
even dried in the manner of the Siwash Indians and rather 
like pemmican—and, to appreciate it, one must know the 
standards of excellence by which each form is judged. 

To assemble the facts we’ve ranged the world. In Scot- 
land near Perth we stood under the river and watched 
through glass walls as the salmon, returning home from 
the sea, leaped over our heads on fish ladders constructed 
to save them from damage as they brave the rapids on 
their way upstream. In early summer in Ireland we sam- 
pled fresh salmon with the first Irish Cobbler potatoes. 
We followed smoked salmon from New York’s 21 Club 
through dozens of delicatessens in a dozen cities all the 
way from Cleveland, Ohio, to Bergen, Norway. In Shan- 
non Airport we experienced oak-smoked salmon served 
on oaken plates. In Paris we watched a salmon being 
decked—generously decked as only the French can gar- 
nish—for a wedding reception at the Plaza Athenée.

But far and away the most profitable and rewarding ad- 
venture was a trip to the true salmon land of today—our 
own Northwest. For although the salmon has for centuries 
been a renowned world citizen, it no longer thrives in 
great numbers except along the shores of Alaska, western 
Canada, and the states of Washington and Oregon. And 
it was in Seattle where we really learned about the life 
and loves of the salmon—very practical considerations 


for any connoisseur. 


Of Life and Loves 


A salmon comes to life in an inland stream and spends 
much of its youth in tributaries, lakes, or rivers. Eventu- 
ally it finds its way to the open sea where it may stay for 
a year or two or even for as many as six, growing to ma- 
turity firm of flesh, plump, sleek, and silver-gleaming. 

Then there comes a time when a curious cosmic tension 
seems to descend at almost the same moment upon thou- 
sands and thousands of the same species. The salmon turn 
away from the sea and the good life in the salty coastal 
waters and begin a fateful and almost always fatal journey 
back to the very same stream where they were born. Here, 
having spawned, they will die. 

It is before the journey starts, when the fish are 


schooling in the sea, that salmon are at their best. For 


they never take food again after they have left the sea 
and reached fresh water. All the energy for the fierce 
journey, often more than two thousand miles against 
rushing torrents, rapids, and falls, must come from the 
fats and proteins already stored. Demanding Nature 
makes further inroads, consuming their bodies, to pro- 
duce great clusters of eggs or roe in the female and the 
fertilizing milt in the male. 

As the pilgrimage inland continues, the flesh of the 
salmon becomes softer and more watery. The color fades 
and the skin takes on a reddish or blackish tinge, some- 
times appearing in bars on the skin. Although it is still 
good food, salmon caught at this stage is not so high in 
food value. The rosy flush is gone. The flavor is not the 
same as in the sea-nourished fish. 

Salmon of the highest quality and flavor is caught by 
traps, trolling boats, seines, and nets on the high seas 
before they reach the fresh water. 

Just as there are differences in grapes and the wines 
made in different sections, there are natural differences 
in quality between the best fish of any one variety caught 
and canned in different districts. Connoisseurs claim 
that Copper River Chinook salmon are as fine as any 
obtainable, fatter and better in color and flavor than

that it is possible to enjoy both the convenience of a 
cottage and the luxury of a mansion in the same house. 
When the Browns asked their architects to design this 
house for them, they were living in a large, three-bed- 
room, two-bathroom house in the city. But they had 
discovered a spot in the country with excellent year- 
round weather, and they wanted to enjoy living there 
without the drudgery of caring for a large house. 

They wanted the luxuries of a large house without its 
disadvantages. Seldom-used rooms, halls and baths may 
offer to some people the cold comfort of prestige, but, 
unless one needs something just to occupy his time, these 
contribute little to the actual quality of living. They 
may detract from it. Certainly one large, intensively- 
used room can be cleaned more quickly and easily than 
several small, seldom-used rooms. Both accumulate dust 
at the same rate. Added together the smaller rooms will 
contain more furniture and will have much less space in 
which to move about and work. 

They knew that both practically and aesthetically 
one big room would count for more—at least for their 
needs. They knew that one big space could have more 
sense of significance and importance than several small 
cubicles. Contrary to the proverb, it is aesthetically 
safer to put your eggs in one basket, if it can be done 
without the sacrifice of other necessary values. In this

pronounce the simple word “soy”? Their facial expres- 
sion changes instantly, and their tone of voice turns 
positively lyric. 

There are two serious reasons for their extraordinary 
respect for a bean so little and so innocent. The soybean 
is enormously rich in protein. This wealth of protein 
is apparent in both quality and quantity. It offers almost 
anything the body wants and needs: growth, heat, energy, 
and constant repair. And because soy oil is high in un- 
saturated fatty acids, it fits well into today’s popular 
low-cholesterol diets. 

In our country soy is relatively new. But in its native 
Asia, for millions of people for many centuries, it has 
furnished not only an excellent but often the only source 
of protein. In the-last few decades in some advanced 


European countries, in times of need, it has replaced 


such ruling families of the food world as milk, meat, 
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The soy food industry may be young, but the number 
and variety of its products are already impressive.

But the gourmet cannot live on proteins, minerals, and 
vitamins alone.

In the oriental cuisine soy is con- 
sidered a fountain of flavors. For it truly is, as we shall 
explain. 

Soy is the most versatile legume imaginable. The Chi- 
nese use it as milk. They produce this milk by grinding 
and homogenizing soaked soybeans. The liquid is then 
strained and heated. When the vitamin “D” content of 
this liquid is fortified by exposing the “milk” to ultra- 
violet light and the calcium content by adding calcium 
compounds, the resulting vegetable “milk” is almost as 
nutritious as cow's milk for children or adults. From this

Within minutes of their reaching their climax of growth, 
you can pick tender, juicy shoots and bring their nutritional 
bounty of proteins, minerals, and vitamins to your table.

To keep sprouts moist, run warm 


water through colander—warm only 
the first day, cool thereafter. Wa- 
ter morning, noon, and night.

For such gourmet adventures, fresh Mung sprouts are more 
popular, ten to one, with Americans than soybean sprouts, 
according to the Oriental food shop people who sell both. 

Soybean sprouts are chewy, put up a resistance to your 
teeth, have a semi-hardness that never really grows soft. These, 


of course, are qualities greatly liked by most Orientals and are 
made much of by their gourmet cooks. But until Americans 
get used to this texture, they prefer the tender crunchiness 
of Mung bean sprouts. From juicy stem to fleshy bud, these 
are pure, tender succulence, tasting when raw a little like 
watercress, if watercress were all stems. When cooked, both 
Mung bean sprouts and soybean sprouts are a taste-hybrid 
of sweet, fresh kernels of corn crossed with nuts—with Brazil 
nuts, according to the taste experts. True, there’s not a marked 
flavor of the nut, but it is evident enough to earn the bean 
sprout the nutty taste ascribed to it.

Fresh and Lordly 
The advent of the first fresh 


salmon is always a great occasion 
in Seattle. The whole fish is pre- 
sented in swimming posture, cooked 
as simply as possible and served 
either with hollandaise or a cream 
sauce studded with hard-cooked 
egg yolks. Generally there will be 
new peas and new potatoes and the 
first roses on the table. “The early 
salmon, peas, potatoes, and roses 
all come out together.” 

In the gay Edwardian days the 
first catch of salmon was sent on 
the swiftest trains from the West 
to the East coast. These were the 
“silk trains” that brought skeins 
and cloth from Japan. Some Se- 
attle firms still make a specialty of 
sending salmon in boxes or bar- 
rels that are iced and re-iced as 
often as need be along the road.

From either firm you may order 
a ten-pound Red King salmon 
(minimum size that can _ be 
shipped), total prepaid charges 
from Seattle to New York City, 
$12.83. Add a dollar extra for each 
pound of fish over and above ten 
pounds. The charge includes box- 
ing, icing, and re-icing on the road. 


The Freezing Question 


The Northwesterner is inclined 
to be scornful of frozen salmon. 
Lacking fresh salmon, he will look 
for it canned, smoked, or kippered 
or, if he is lucky enough to find it, 
will gladly mortgage his soul for 
some salt salmon bellies with boiled 
potatoes for Sunday breakfast. 

However, the most important de- 
velopment in the fishing industry 
since the introduction of artificial 
freezing and storage of fish is the 
development and expansion of the 
use of frozen fillets, steaks, and 
other fish items in small-size pack- 
ages, ready to cook. Many people 
who insist that they never use 
frozen salmon have actually eaten 
a great deal of it. A large part of 
the so-called fresh salmon sold in 
fish stores all over the country has 
been frozen and thawed.

_ There are two kinds of smoked 
valmon. The first and best known 
's one that is found in delicatessens 
ill over Europe and in most cities 
of America. Generally it is known 
is lox and is mostly used as an ap- 
detizer for snacks and sandwiches. 


ALMON IS THE EPICURE’S CATCH 


In Scandinavia a number of casse- 
role dishes and omelets are made 
with smoked salmon. 

In different countries smoked 
salmon differs in color, texture, 
saltiness, and seasoning. In central 
Europe a number of spices are 
added to the brine. The type of 
wood used for smoking also varies. 

Most people agree that a good 
smoked salmon should be served 
as simply as possible. At “21” it 
is ceremoniously presented on a 
gray marble slab and_ sliced to 
order, for it dries out quickly. A 
dribble of the finest virgin olive 
oil, a grind of fresh black pepper; 
perhaps a squeeze of lemon, a toss 
of capers may be permitted. Fin- 
gers of hot rye bread toast are 
often passed, but many people 
prefer the tartness of rye bread or 
pumpernickel, plain or spread with 
sweet butter. 

This type of smoked salmon, es- 
pecially if it’s unsliced, can be 
kept for a couple of weeks in the 
refrigerator, or it can be frozen. 

It also comes sliced in tins. 
Some brands need refrigeration; 
others do not. The Vita brand can 
be kept on the shelf. But the 
Twenty One brand should be 
refrigerated, or better still, the tin 
should be placed in the freezer. 


Portlock Salmon 


The second type of smoked salm- 
on (from the Northwest) is more 
like familiar canned salmon, only 
with a smoky taste. Sometimes it is 
called Portlock. 

Smoked salmon that has been 
sterilized can be kept on the shelf, 
but the true Portlock needs to be 
refrigerated. To make sure of what 
you are getting, look carefully at 
the label and at the picture. 

Portlock salmon is a¥- sliced, 
filleted, smoked salmon completely 
different from the delicatessen 
type. The best known is the Port- 
lock brand packed in Portlock, 
Alaska, near Kodiak, by the Port 
Chatham Packing Company. It is 
sugar cured rather than brined, 
smoked lightly and briefly over a 
hardwood fire, and 
vacuum packed, but not sterilized.

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SALMON IS THE EPICURE’S CATCH 
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You need a stuffing to keep the 
fish moist and to prevent the whole 
production from collapsing under 
the clay as it might when the bones 
get soft. The stuffing is made with 
canned salmon no matter what fish 
you're baking. . 

Drain a pound can of salmon, 
preferably Chinook. Beat six eggs 
in a blender with a quarter cup of 
milk or white wine until pale and 
airy. In the mixture soak for about 
two minutes eight slices of white 
bread with crusts removed. Add the 
salmon and 14 cup fresh basil or a 
tablespoon dried basil, 14 teaspoon 
dried thyme, one teaspoon salt, a 
pinch of pepper. Blend until very 
smooth. Stuff the fish lightly. Do 
not press down. Wrap in buttered 
aluminum foil. 

Now the fun part. Encase the 
fish in moist modeling clay. (More 
about this clay below.) Roll the 
clay about a half an inch thick 
with your hands or a rolling pin. 
Press the edges together tightly, 
turn upside down and mark with a 
fork or knife to simulate the mark- 
ings of a fish. Bake on a large cooky 
sheet, or improvise a large sheet 
from aluminum foil. Bake in a 
450° F. oven 50 to 60 minutes. 

Bring to the table in the clay 
casing wreathed with leaves. Pro- 
vide a mallet for breaking the shell. 

The clay used must be odorless. 
After a good deal of experimenta- 
tion, Grumbacher’s moist modeling 
clay No. 753 seemed to do the job 
best. This may be bought at art 
supply stores. in hobby shops, or in 
large department stores. It costs 
about one dollar for five pounds— 
an adequate amount to cover a 
large fish. You might pick up your 
clay right across the street from 
the Forum at Glassner’s, 48 West 
48th Street. In Seattle, Mr. Fred- 
erick found it at Lowman and Han- 
ford Company, 4225 Second Ave. 
South. Or your local dealer can or- 
der it for you from M. Grum- 
bacher. Inc., 460 West 34th Street, 
New York. But they won't sell di- 
rect to consumers. 


Salmon Steaks in Silver 


This recipe was given to us by 
Elizabeth Chadwick Carlsen, now 
of Wilton, Connecticut, though she 
is a staunch Washingtonian and a 
purist about salmon, insisting that 
the pure taste of it must never be 
masked by “doping it up.” 

Fresh salmon steaks taste best 
in this recipe. but frozen Silverskin 
salmon may be used. 

Butter or lightly oil squares of 
aluminum foil. lay a salmon steak 


on each square, sprinkle with salt, 
a touch of pepper, a few specks of 
fresh chopped dill, or a_ lesser 
speck of Spice Islands dry dill 
weed. Add a thin slice of onion, 
a squeeze of lemon juice or a sprin- 
kle of white wine. Fold the foil 
around the fish, arrange the silver 
packets on a cooky sheet or on a 
jelly roll tin. Bake in a moderate 
oven about 350° F. for 15 minutes. 

These steaks may be brought to 
the table warm in their own silver 
foil packets and served as the 
French do it en papillote. Simply | 
cut a large X on the smooth side | 
of the package and fold back the | 
foil. Pass hollandaise sauce. 

Or you may allow the steaks to 
cool in the foil overnight. Unwrap, 
lift carefully with a broad spatula | 
so as not to disturb the thin glaze | 
of jelly that will have formed. Mask 
with green mayonnaise and garnish 
with sprigs of fresh dill, Italian 
parsley, or chives. A whole fish 
may be baked in foil in much the | 
same manner. 


Salmon Omelet Soufflé 


At the delightful house of Leo 
and Gray Kreilsheimer this swift- 
est version of a salmon soufflé was 
made in a GE rotisserie oven rolled 
to the water’s edge of their onyx- 
black swimming pool so that we 
could watch the soufflé rise as we 
took a quick dip. 

Beat four egg yolks with two 
tablespoons milk, 14 teaspoon salt. 
and a pinch of cayenne until yolks 
are thick and pale in color. This 
takes 10 seconds in a blender. Stir 
in 1 small (734 oz.) can of Sockeye 
or Pink salmon. And two table- 
spoons chopped fresh parsley. Fold 
in four stiffly beaten egg whites. 
Pour into a generously buttered 
Dru-ware frying pan or two indi- 
vidual frying pans and bake in a 
hot oven 450° F. for ten minutes 
or until well puffed and firm on the 
top. Serve immediately. Serves two. 


Salmon Newburg 
in a Green Rice Ring 


Mrs. William Mackie, of Seattle. 
is famous for her “green-thumb” 
genius, her prize fuchsias, and her 
suppers, which often 
Salmon Newburg served in a ring 
of rice that is appropriately green. 

Combine two cups cooked rice 
with two teaspoons grated onion, 
one cup chopped parsley, one tea- 
spoon salt, ¥ teaspoon freshly 
ground pepper, 34 cup milk, %4 
cup heavy cream, two eggs slightly 
beaten. Paint a quart-size ring mold 
with salad oil and line with foil

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which has also been brushed with 
oil or butter. Fill with the rice mix- 
jture. Place in a pan of hot water. 
\Bake in a 300° F. oven for one 
hour. Allow to set in a warm place 
about ten minutes, then unmold and 
fill with Salmon Newburg. 

To make Salmon Newburg: In 
season poached fresh salmon is 
used; out of season, even in Seat- 
tle, a can of Sockeye or Pink sal- 
mon does beautifully. Melt three 
tablespoons butter and stir in three 
tablespoons flour, remove from heat 
and add one cup milk, 14 teaspoon 
salt, one-half teaspoon dry mustard. 
Heat and stir, add one-half cup 
cream, two tablespoons sherry, and 
continue cooking and stirring until 
sauce is smooth and thickened. 

Drain the liquid from a pound 
can of Pink or Sockeye salmon and 
add liquid to sauce. Beat an egg 
slightly, add a little of the hot 
sauce to the egg yolk and then stir 
it into the rest of the sauce. Cook 
over very low heat or in a double 
boiler for two minutes, stirring all 
the while. At the last minute add 
the salmon, which has been flaked. 

Some recipes suggest removing 
the bone and skin if there is any, 
but the Northwestern enthusiasts 
use both because they add flavor. 
And the nutritionists agree with the 
gourmets. “Do not throw away the 
bones,” they say, “for they are 
cooked soft enough to be entirely 
edible, and they contain valuable 
amounts of calcium and phospho- 
rus.” Canned salmon with the back- 
bone included compares favorably 
with milk in calcium content. 








hunderbirds ina Chafing Dish 
From Elizabeth Michkils — of 


Bellevue, Washington, comes this 
chafing dish recipe for tiny crépes 
filled with a truffled smoked salmon 
mixture—an entrée for six people. 

For the basic sauce for the Thun- 
derbirds melt °4 cup butter and 
remove from heat, add 4 table- 
spoons flour, a little salt, and stir 
over heat for one minute. Remove 
from heat, add two cups of cream; 
stir and until thickened. 
Add two tablespoons of good Ital- 
ian brandy, 7 ounces of Northwest 
minced clams including broth, and 
blend the entire mixture in an elec- 
tric blender till Simmer 
two minutes more. Cool sauce and 
let it mellow for four hours in the 
refrigerator. 

To make the salmon filling, flake 
16 ounces of canned Northwest 
smoked salmon, add one cup of the

basic sauce and three truffles sliced 
very thin. (These grow wild in the 
San Juan Islands, the only place in 
America.) Chill until needed for 
filling the crépes. 


To make the crépes, blend in an 
electric blender for thirty seconds

spoons butter, 4 teaspoon of salt, 
and 34 cup of sifted flour. Rest 
the batter for two hours in the re- 
frigerator. Cook the crépes in but- 
ter in a five-inch round pan. Be 
sure crépes are thin and 
golden on one side. The edges 
should be ruffled slightly. Cool the 
crépes side by side. Fill each one 
with one tablespoon of salmon fill- 
ing and roll carefully. Place in 
chafing dish. 

Take the remaining Thunderbird 
sauce, add a 7-ounce can of North- 
west baby shrimp. pour this sauce 
over the filled crépes and heat the 
Thunderbirds thoroughly.

Baked Salmon Normande 


This recipe submitted by the 
Olympia Hotel won first 
among the professionals.

Poach a 7- to 8-pound salmon 
in a buttered baking pan with 24 
pint fish bouillon or clam broth, 
24 pint dry white wine, 2% pint 
mushroom broth, salt and pepper. 
Cover with buttered paper and 
poach in a moderate oven for 40 
to 50 minutes, basting frequently 
with the pan liquid. Dress the 
salmon on a silver platter and keep 
hot. Strain the liquid. 

Cook a dozen each of butter 
clams and Pacific oysters. Strain 
the liquid and add to the salmon 
liquid. Reduce to 74% its volume. 
Melt 34 cup of butter in a sauce- 
pan, add 3 tablespoons flour, and 
stir until the sauce is smooth and 
bubbling. Stir in, gradually, the 
strained fish liquid. Simmer very 
gently, stirring occasionally and re- 
duce to 74 its volume. Remove from 
the fire and stir in 8 egg yolks, 
one at a time, stirring well after 
each addition, alternately with 3 
cups cream. Return the mixture to 
the fire and heat thoroughly, stir- 
ring constantly. Add a few drops 
of lemon juice, season with a little 
cayenne pepper, strain through a 
fine sieve, and finish with five 
ounces of fresh butter. 

Surround the salmon with the 
clams and 12 shrimps. Garnish the 
back of the with the 
poached oysters and small mush- 
rooms. Put the salmon in the oven

for a few minutes, tilt the dish in 
order to pour off the liquid, and 
coat the fish and the garnish with 
the sauce, and glaze quickly under 
the broiler. Finish the garnish with 
the following: 8 fine slices of truf- 
fle set in a row, 12 fleurons (cres- 
cents of puff paste), 20 deep-fried 
sole sticks. (You could use frozen 
Fish Sticks). Garnish with lemon 
quarters and parsley.

True there’s not a marked flavor 
of the nut, but it is evident enough 


‘ 


to earn the bean sprout the “nutty” 
taste ascribed to it. 

The crunchy texture of Mung 
bean sprouts when cooked will re- 
mind you of chicory, celery, or 
escarole, which French and Italian 
cooks toss into the stew or vege- 
table pot last for quick boiling. 

If cooked just as quickly—the 
very last ingredient to go in and 
left in only a couple of minutes— 
bean sprouts also emerge from the 
pot with every bit of their waxy 
firmness and fresh taste preserved. 

The use of either variety of 
sprouts, of course, gives bulk or 
“hody” to a dish. Also for their 
willingness to catch, to hold and 
to spill over into the other good 
flavors in the pot, bean sprouts 
have been famous for tens of cen- 
turies. 

Actually, the soybean sprout can 
be used interchangeably in any rec- 
ipe for which Mung bean sprouts 
are used. But exacting 
cooks think that soybean sprouts, 
because of their more fibrous tex- 
ture, stronger flavor, and need for 
a longer cooking time, should be 
limited to use in those dishes where 
theyll meet their match in other 
dominant ingredients. In the soup

How to sprout beans 
Whichever kind you — sprout, 
Mung or soy, you'll have a ring- 
side seat at one of nature’s most 
spectacular performances when 
these lively. bouncy seeds open up 
like popcorn in a hot pan. Seeing 
this mystery of plant life unfold 


from a hard, dry, seeming|y lifeless 


seed is something well worth shar- 
ing with your children. Nothing can 
make young eyes widen with more 
wonder than a kitchen pot of dried 
beans, each husk holding an entire 
plant in miniature waiting to be 
coaxed out with a watering can. 

Western methods of coaxing out 
sprouts derive from the time-hon- 
ored way of the Orient, still used 
there in many households. Damp 
rush mats, spread on the ground 
during the mild seasons, are 
“sown” with beans, covered with 
damp straw, and sprinkled daily 
During the colder 
months when seeds must be warmed 
up in order to sprout, they are 
brought indoors to be kept: snug 
by oven or kiln. 


with water. 


There are several easy-to-do 
methods for sprouting at home so 
that you can have a crop to pick 
just within reach of your cooking 
pot or salad bowl any time you 
want it. (That means about three 
days after “planting” for Mung 
beans, a day or so longer for soy- 
beans. ) 

One commercially devised home 
method is self-watering. That offers 
an enormous advantage over im- 
provised home methods, which re- 
quire watering sprouts three times 
a day while they germinate. Shown 
in a step-by-step process on page 
178 is a “Sproutmaster” of porous 
clay with porcelain lid that shuts 
out light without excluding air. 
This device with a self-contained 
watering system relieves you of the 
nuisance chore of keeping sprout- 
ing seeds moist. It does it by means 
of a capillary action: by simply 
drawing up enough water from a 
glass pie plate in which the sprout- 
ing chamber sits. 
kinds 
tainers can, of course, be rigged 
up to efficient 
chambers for seeds. 

Two of the handiest are a 
kitchen colander and a half-gallon 
glass fruit jar. (Step-by-step pic- 
tures are on pages 180 and 190.)

sprouts will virtually be pushing 


up the lid trying to bounce out of 
the container.

yoghurt can be produced through 
bacterial treatment. Soybean curd 
and soybean “cake” (or “cheese” ) 


products, so popular with the Chi- 
nese, are also made from soy milk. 
You might say soybean is not only | 


a bean, it is also a “cow’—the sa- 
cred cow of the Far East. It even 
makes noodles—the bean thread 
noodles of China, the great-grand- 
daddy of Italy’s vermicelli. 

It is our good fortune that the 
Japanese and Chinese love soy so | 
dearly, for wherever they go, soy | 
follows. Nowadays in the U.S.A. 
there are many good soy products 


available in supermarkets and spe- 
cialty shops. In small towns the 
health-food store is the main de- 
pository for soy products. And if 
none exists there, seek the nearest 
Chinese or Japanese grocery store. 

The soy’s 
troupe of players is soy sauce (also 
called soya and shoyu). Quite 
apart from its value in oriental 
cookery, it is most valuable for 


glittering star in 


making salad dressing, marinades 
for meat barbecue sauces, etc. It 
has many more uses than the ever- 
present tomato ketchup. The basis 
of soy sauce (and we are not re- 
vealing the full secret) is cooked 
soybeans, salt, wheat, water. The 
brew is allowed to ferment from 
two to eight months, though it 
may continue for several years. A 
fine soy sauce, like a Smithfield 
ham or an exquisite wine, must age 
gently, slowly. One should choose 
soy sauce (or soy curd or soybean 
cake) with the same care as one 
selects a good cheese or a fine wine. 
The best brands of soy sauce come 
from Honolulu, Tokyo, or Hong 
Kong. If you cannot find these, they 
may be ordered by mail. 


HE SOY food industry is still in 
its infancy in the U.S. Yet the 
variety of soy products available | 
is impressive, as you can see from | 
the illustrations on pages 174-175.

The third is the very low or 
fat-free group with 1% or less 
of fatty substance and about 
50% protein. 


Soy grits are especially adapted 
for chopped meats—meat loaves, 
sausages, hamburgers, interesting 
cocktail snacks, and spreads of 
every sort. They are extremely ab- 
sorbent and in cooking swell to at 
least double their size.

Green Soybeans and 
Pork Tenderloin 


3 cups shelled cooked soybeans 

3 slices crisp bacon, crumbled 

3 cups fresh shredded lettuce 

3 tbsp. bouillon 

3 tbsp. water in which beans have 
been cooked 

3 slices smoked tenderloin 

3 tsp. butter 

3 tsp. soy sauce 

3 tsp. pineapple juice 


Salt, white pepper, summer savory, 


coriander, lemon juice to taste 


Blend cooked beans with salt 
and spices. Melt butter in skillet, 
spread the shredded lettuce on the 
bottom, then the soybeans and 
crumbled bacon. Combine water, 
bouillon, and pineapple juice and 
pour over the beans. Steam one 
minute, then pour in the soy sauce 
and lemon juice. Arrange slices of 
meat on top, steam a couple of 
minutes more and it is ready. 
Serves four. We think you will en- 
joy this particularly with Boston 
Brown Bread. 

There are as many ways to serve 
green soybeans as any other fine 
legume. They will fit into any salad 
scheme. As a vegetable you may 
like them simply with salt and 
butter, or with sour cream or your 
favorite sauce. 

Cooking shelled green soybeans 
is no different from the usual pro- 
cedure. But soybean values are so 
precious, perhaps the rules are 
worth repeating: Do not start cook- 
ing the beans until the water boils. 
The less water used in the cooking, 
the less the vitamins and minerals 
are dissipated. Cover the pot and if 
possible avoid stirring. The idea is 
not to allow air to penetrate to 
protect vitamins. Do not throw 
away any bit of the water in which 
the clean beans have been cooked. 
Use it in soups.

A spoonful of cranberries, tan- 
gerine peelings, apricots, or a cou- 
ple of kumquats or a slice of 
quince cooked during this last pe- 
riod will add a delightful aroma. 
These may be discarded later. If 
you enjoy the gravy smooth and 
clear, strain it. Steak eaters like 
it crunchy, tasting the green pep- 
pers and such, but this is a highly 
personal matter. 

Our palate and available ingredi- 
ents will determine whether we 
cook some fine mushrooms in the 
gravy or add some citrus juice or 
liquor: sherry, vermouth, apricot 
liqueur and, in a dark mood, even 


vodka.

Before you buy a piano, get them 
to open it up so you can take a 
good look at the workings that 
rarely meet your eye. You will 

_ probably understand none of what 
you see, except that here is an ob- 
ject so wonderfully made, a piece 
of such ingenious design and de- 
manding craftsmanship, that even 
the least piano of the lot will com- 
mand your respect. 

The soul of the piano is its 
sounding board, sensitive as all 
wood is to drastic changes in tem- 
perature and humidity. It is there- 
fore recommended that a piano be 
placed away from hot air ducts, 
fireplaces, open windows, draughts, 
and the direct air current from an 
air conditioner. 

Dampness may rust a _piano’s 
strings and cause its myriad felt 
parts to absorb moisture. The re- 
sult is obvious change in tone and 
that exasperating sticking of the 
keys. In the old days, the great 
word of warning used to be “Never 
place a piano on an outside wall,” 
but except in extreme cases, that 
warning isn’t necessary today, since 
central heating tends to keep our 
temperatures level and the atmos- 
phere acceptably moisture-free. 

Ideally, a piano should be kept in 
a temperature of 70° F. with the 
humidity between 45 and 50 per 
cent. In humid areas, like the sea- 
shore, for instance, and in some 
parts of the South, an inexpensive 
electric unit can be installed which 
generates enough heat to circulate 
the air. One such unit, the “Dampp- 
Chaser,” costs about $12 installed. 

SIDE from such technical re- 

quirements, where and how you 

place a piano will also depend upon 
how exaciing you are as a mu- 
sician. No concert performer would 
place his piano where draperies, 
upholstery, and carpeting may ab- 
sorb and hence lessen the brilliance 
of the sound. To get its full reso- 
nance he would place the piano on 

a wood floor or at least in wood or 

glass caster cups on a carpeted 
floor. But for most of us, who want 

a piano so that we can enjoy our 

own homemade piano music and 
the fun that the family gets from 
it, almost any place is a good place 
for the piano. Especially nowadays 
when there are so many small pi- 
anos available to fill up odd cor- 
ners, to act as room dividers, or to 
be wheeled easily wherever we 
want them. 

A full standard keyboard of 88 
keys, which determines a grand pi- 


ano’s depth and an upright piano’s

length, is usually 4’ 10” long. Some 
very small pianos are made with 
less than the standard keyboard. 

Grand pianos alone come in a 
whole gamut of dimensions. The 
so-called baby grand can run in 
length from 4/8” to 5/7”. If a pi- 
ano is over 5’7” long but under 7’, 
it is called a medium grand. A pi- 
ano called the music room grand 
runs 7’ long. A concert grand, such 
as is used in concert halls, is 9’. 
In Europe, it may be as long as 
11’. The height of a grand piano is 
usually about 36” when closed, and 
about 68” when the lid is raised— 
important to know if you’re con- 
templating a grand in a room with 
a sloping ceiling. 

Spinets, consoles, and cabinets, 
some of which have special trade 
names like “Musette” and “Mini- 
piano” are all technically known 
as vertical pianos, so-called be- 
cause their strings are vertical. 
They are descendants of the old- 
fashioned upright, but scaled to 
today’s smaller rooms, they gener- 
ally measure about 5’ long and can 
vary in height from 37” to 46” 
and are usually about 24” deep. 


HE CASE of a fine piano is 

usually made of rock maple, 
sheathed in veneer to give it its 
decorative face. Choice of style is 
extensive, usually in mahogany, 
walnut, or in a lacquer finish. 

Since felt is used rather exten- 
sively in the workings of a piano 
it is recommended that small bags 
of camphor be placed within the 
piano to fend off the moths, al- 
though many manufacturers use 
mothproofed felt. 

As for the all-important tuning 
of a piano, experts feel that this 
should be done at least twice a 
year if the piano has been getting 
ordinary use. Spring and fall are 
the time-honored times for this, for 
with the change in seasons come 
changes in atmospheric conditions 
which affect a piano’s operation. A 
piano should always be tuned after 
it has been moved from one loca- 
tion to another. A good tuner will 
also be a regulator—meaning one 
who knows how to regulate a pi-

essence Of Spring. ..planta flowering tree 


No other plant speaks for this season with quite the glamorous impact of a fine tree in full flower 


® Spring, to be sure, is first announced quietly by the 
likes of the crocus and pussy willow. But for the full 
impact of the season we must await the splendor of such 
as the early magnolias and the flowering cherries and 
plums that burst forth with blossom by the tree-full. 

A tree, of any kind, offers the advantages of shade, 
foliage color, and strong form. Flowering trees have 
these virtues, and also add the welcome bonus of beauti- 
ful bloom. On the heels of dark winter, their flowers 
come as the heart-lifting signal for a fresh new season. 

In terms of what they give—for what they ask in re- 
turn—they offer one of the greatest bargains in garden- 
ing. All the care that most of them need is some thinning 
every few years. Some need spraying too, but even a con- 
firmed putterer can’t find much work to do on a flowering 
tree in his garden. 

There’s a wonderfully useful range of sizes, shapes, 
and colors in flowering trees. Whether you need a privacy 
screen at eye-level, a shapely specimen to feature beside 
a walkway—where it will be on view every day—or a 
big tree in the background of your garden, there’s a 
flowering tree to do the job. 

It may seem too obvious to say: “Plant a tree where 


you will enjoy it most.” But this is a point that’s often

missed—at least in part. Say, for example, you want a 
tree on your lawn. There may be an area eight or ten feet 
in diameter in which you could spot it. Viewed from out- 
side, the exact location might make little difference. 
But, from an indoor viewpoint, the exact location could 
make a big difference. Perhaps by moving the tree a few 
feet you could put it where you can see it from the break- 
fast table; or where you can enjoy it from a bedroom 
window when you first get up; or where a window frames 
it as you look out from a favorite seat in your living 
reom. These planned-for glimpses are small things, but 
it is this kind of small thing that adds up to the daily 
enjoyment of a garden. 

Since flowering trees are planted primarily for their 
dazzling display of bloom, it is best to select a variety 
that will really thrive in your climate and give optimum 
performance. There’s such a choice of good ones for 
almost any area that there’s no reason to have a tree 
that’s not happy in its place. (See our regional lists at 
the end of this article.) 

It’s usually worth while to buy the largest tree you 
can afford. For instance, if you pay $5 for a flowering 
crab apple three years old you will get a “whip” with a 


branch or two. You'll enjoy (Please turn to page 225)

Root small cuttings in good-looking 
glass containers to make new plants, 
or to give as little gifts—you'll discover 
a facet of growth that’s seldom seen 


@ When a cutting strikes root in a glass of water, 
you are privileged to see another facet of the uni- 
versal thrust for life. And the rewards of root-watch- 
ing are increased the more closely you observe. Here 
one can find color in that which seems colorless; 
texture (or bubbles) on smooth stems; patterns as 
evocative as passing clouds; and the unpredictable 
effects of light through water and glass. Each day 
with its new changes brings a sense of life. 

Cuttings root best in spring and early summer 
when plants are growing strong. Select a firm healthy 
shoot. Make a slanting cut just below a leaf joint 
(node), leaving two or three nodes above the cut. 
Remove leaves from the bottom so only the stem is 
in water. Plants root faster in darkness. Put the con- 
tainer in a dark place or wrap it with foil until 
roots begin to form, then bring it to the light. An 
even temperature, between 60 and 70 degrees is best. 
To transfer plants to soil after rooting, plant them 
in a pot of mild compost or a mix of sandy loam with 
a little leaf mold added. 

Here are some indoor plants easy to root in water: 
Chinese evergreen (Aglaonema), philodendron, pas- 
sion-flower, wandering jew (Tradescantia), German 
ivy (Senecio mikanioides), cissus striata, ivy-arum 
(Pothos or Scindapsus), nephthytis, syngonium. Out- 
door plants easy to root: Virginia creeper, Boston 
Ivy, hibiscus, oleander, abutilon, ivy geranium. 

Many of these plants can be grown to good size in 
water alone. Add a little soluble fertilizer regularly as 


soon as the roots are well formed.

that, over the years, lack of ade- | 


quate fertilizing is responsible for 


more poor lawns than any other 


single thing. 


If you use them properly, you | 


can still grow a good lawn with the 
same fertilizers you have depended 
on for the last ten years, but there 
are some newer, high-nitrogen, 
slow-acting formulations that are 
simpler, safer, and easier to use. 
These are the result of some new 
formulating techniques along with 
inclusion of more natural organics 
and ureaform or ureaformaldehyde. 
Here, more specifically, are some 
of their advantages. 

Less burn: The older soluble fer- 
tilizers draw water out of grass on 
contact, and an overdose will turn 
grass brown. This is why it’s rec- 
ommended that you put on limited 
amounts and water well to dilute 
them. The new materials draw less 
water out when applied. You can 
apply more at a time without 
danger of burning and be less par- 
ticular about watering them in. 

More efficiency: The improved 
fertilizers release their nutrient 
more slowly. There’s less initial 
growth when you put it on, but the 
effect continues. It doesn’t taper off 
so fast. You get a more even growth 
of grass and don’t have to repeat 


applications so soon.

More potency: A 100-pound bag 
of the new high-nitrogen fertilizer 
will produce more growth on a 
given area than 100 pounds of 
older type low-nitrogen fertilizers 
such as a 5-10-5 formulation. This 
means there’s less material to han- 
dle in covering a lawn. 

Easier handling: The new for- 
mulations are not so liable to 
harden and cake in storage. Some 
of them are dustless and odorless, 
too, all of which makes them easier 
and more pleasant to work with. 

Two exceptions: There are two 
conditions under which the new 
fertilizers can work against you 
instead of for you. One is on lawns 
where crabgrass is a big problem. 
The other is where the lawn does 
not get enough water in summer. 

1. On lawns where there’s crab- 
grass, it is usually better to use the 
older type fertilizers and get the 
big initial boost just after applica- 
tion in the spring and let it taper 
off so there’s limited stimulation 
later in the summer when the crab- 
grass begins to grow. With the de- 
layed-action types, the late season 
boost may coincide with the growing 
season of the crabgrass and bene- 
fit it more than the lawn grass. The 
point is—don’t fertilize crabgrass. 

2. As for summer drought, the 
delayed reaction of the new types 
of will increase new’ 
growth in summer. New growth 
needs more water and is therefore 
more susceptible to browning. On 
the other hand, the older type fer- 
tilizers applied in spring give the 
grass a big initial push and then 
the effect diminishes. This gives 
the grass a chance to harden off, 
and it will be better able to with- 
stand drought. 

If your lawn needs plant food, 
there’s no substitute for fertilizer. 
People sometimes apply rich top 
soil to a starving lawn, but the food 
content is so small that it can’t 
compare in value to fertilizer.

If you want to try these recent 
developments in plant food, ask 
your supplier for the new slow- 
acting fertilizers. (Some are la- 
beled as containing ureaform or 


You'll — find 


them available in the ratio of nitro- 


ureaformaldehyde. ) 


gen, phosphorous, and potash best 


suited to your climate and _ soil. 
High-nitrogen ratios, such as 2-1-1 


or 5-3-2, are most commonly used. 


Better crabgrass control. 
There are some well-proved ways 
to kill patches of crabgrass grow- 
ing in a lawn, but when the crab- 
grass dies back it leaves unsightly 
brown patches in the lawn. It is 
better, of course, not to let crab- 
grass get started in the first place. 
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This is the principle of the pre- 
emergent controls. 

Chemicals, like chlordane, lead 
arsenate, calcium arsenate, and sev- 
eral others, can render seed sterile. 
When applied in early spring, the 
chemicals “kill” the seed before it 
has a chance to germinate. 

in general the pre-emergent con- 
trols have been very effective. How- 
ever, no one knows for sure just 
how consistent they will be under 
all conditions. They have not been 
widely used for long enough to re- 
veal all of their possible vagaries. 
But, if you realize that the chem- 
icals are, to a degree, on trial and 
you are willing to try new devel- 
opments, they may be for you. 
You'll see some improvement and 
have a fair chance of significant 
success. But results cannot be guar- 
anteed as they can, for example, 
with 2.4-D on dandelions. 

Some of the pre-emergence her- 
bicides are arsenicals and very 
poisonous. If they are poison, the 
packages are so labeled, but take 
heed when you store and use them. 
Also, don’t use more of the ma- 
terial than recommended. An over- 
dose of some of these chemicals 
can severely damage the grass. 


Better lawnmowers. Keeping 
it mowed and keeping it clean are 
the two lawn jobs that take the 
work. Fortunately,

watching it grow and_ probably 
count the first blossoms in a year 
or so. But it won’t stand out in 
your garden for a few years, and 
_ won't match the performance of a 
seven-year-old tree of good size and 
bountiful bloom. If the price of the 
_ older tree were $25, the cost would 
be only $5 a year more to enjoy 
_ the larger tree from the start. And, 
if it fits your budget, you can get 
a magnificent mature tree for $150 
to $600, depending on size. 
Any permanent addition to your 
garden deserves special care. Fol- 
low your nurseryman’s advice about 
the size of the planting hole, pre- 
paring the soil, and tamping in. A 
few extra hours invested at plant- 
ing time can pay off in improved 
performance that you’ll appreciate 
every year. Pay particular attention 
to watering, for the first summer 
or two. If you live where wind is 
a problem, ask your nurseryman 
for advice on how to fasten the 
tree to keep the roots from moving. 
To help you choose the best flow- 
ering trees for your garden, we 


dependable and more efficient every 
year. (Eprror’s Note: See “The 
New Trends in Garden Power

FUL.) And some companies now 
have a machine that will mow and 
vacuum the clippings, and pick up 
leaves in one operation. These ma- 
chines are real timesavers to help 
you grow better turf with less effort. 


Aid to renovation. A number 
of landscape and nursery people 
are investing in a new machine 
that does an excellent job of 
preparing a depleted or thatch- 
filled lawn for reseeding. This is 
a definite improvement over the 
more usual methods of preparing a 
lawn for reseeding (such as spik- 
ing). The machine is not likely to 
be purchased now by individual 
homeowners, but it is a boon to 
both the professional gardener and 
his clients. The machine cuts thin 
continuous grooves through the turf 
and into the soil. It brings some 
loose soil to the surface which 
serves as a top-dressing. It clears 
out deep thatch and opens the soil 
to let water and plant food down 
to the grass roots. 

The more you can learn about 
the advantages—and the limita- 
tions—of these and other new de- 
velopments in lawn materials, tools, 
and equipment, the easier it will 
be to have and enjoy a lawn of 
good quality.

asked ten experts across the coun- 
try to select the five trees they favor 
for combined beauty and depend- 
ability. Most of these are spring- 
flowering trees, but some bloom 
later in the year. This range of 
bloom time is one of the great ad- 
vantages of flowering trees. By 
choosing varieties for succession 
of bloom, you can have trees in 
flower from spring until fall.

Plants that do well in one 
place may not do at all well a few 
miles away, because of some crit- 
ical change in soil or climate.

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How to have a vegetable varden 
in a one-foot strip of soil 


4 narrow bed at the base of a sunny fence or wall 


is all the ground you need for a useful kitchen garden 


@ You can grow enough tomatoes, 
peas, and green beans in a strip 
of ground one foot wide and 20 
feet long to have fresh vegetables 
on the table from early summer 
until frost—if you train them up 
on a fence or wall. And if you have 
more wall space, you can grow 
more than enough for day-to-day 
use, or add other vining crops like 
squash, cucumber, lima beans, and 
small melons. A one-foot strip of 
vertically can 
accommodate that would 
take up an area ten times as large 


vegetables trained 


plants 


if grown in their usual sprawling 
manner. 

There’s more to be said for such 
a garden than just the saving in 
space; it also saves work. There’s 
minimum soil to prepare, weed, 
fertilize, and water; and spraying, 
thinning, and picking are easier 
too. Vertical gardening also avoids 
the unsightly brown patch a large 
vegetable garden leaves on the 
landscape for seven months of the 
year. The only off-season evidence 
of the well-managed garden is a 
narrow strip of mulch at the base 
of the fence or wall. This kind of 
small-scale gardening also sets rea- 
sonable limits on the size of the 
crop. It’s a rare gardener who, with 
plenty of space to use, doesn’t la- 
bor to produce about twice as 
many vegetables as he needs. 

Peas, green beans, and tomatoes 
are ideal for this kind of garden 
because they are vining plants and 
thrive when trained upward, and 
their flavor is incomparably _bet- 
ter when they are fresh off the vine.

Peas. Under any manner of cul- 
ture peas are not heavy producers, 
but garden-fresh servings are such 
a delight that they are worth their 
keep, even in a minimum garden. 
In a 20-foot strip, peas should ¢ 
have about half the space, with 
the remaining area divided equally 
between tomatoes and beans. It’s 
best to sow two pea varieties with 
different maturing times in order 
to lengthen the harvest. The bear- 
ing season, for a planting, is usu- 
ally couple of weeks. 
Thomas Laxton and Alderman are 
superb varieties and their maturing 
times combine to advantage. Lax- 
ton matures in about 60 days, Al- 
derman about 15 days later. 

Plant as soon as_possible—as- 
suming thawed 
enough to dig. Peas are a cool- 
weather crop and can withstand 
late spring frost. Set seeds one inch 
apart, alternating a dozen of the 
earlier variety with a dozen of the 
later. When they are up and grow- 
ing well, thin the row to about

Tomatoes. These are at their 
best when freely exposed to sun 
and air and grown in the reflected 
heat of a fence or wall. Tomato 
plants won’t be available in most 
places until about the first of May. 
This leaves some space for short- 
season crops such as lettuce and

the tomato plants 15 inches apart— 


radishes—discussed later on. 
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four plants in five feet. If you plant 


two of an early variety and two 
of a mid-season variety, you should 
have 40 to 80 pounds of tomatoes 
between mid-July (if you plant the 
first of May) and the first heavy 


frost in fall. 


The tomatoes must be the sprawl- 
ing “indeterminate” type (as com- 
pared to the “determinate” bush 
type), so they can be trained on 
the support. Two excellent early 
varieties are Stokesdale and Bonny 
Best; two fine mid-season varieties 
of the indeterminate type are Mar- 
globe and Big Boy Hybrid. Consult 
with neighbors and friends. They 
will be happy to recommend varie- 


ties that have performed well for 


a 





them in the past. 

When the plants are about 18 
inches tall, select one or two sturdy 
stems and remove the rest. Tie 
these stems firmly, but not too 
tightly, to their support every foot 
or so as they climb. Let the plants 
grow as fully as possible without 


overlapping and shading one an- 





other out. It’s a simple matter to 


nip off the unwanted branches. 


Pole beans. Plant bean seeds 
where you want them to grow when 
you set out the tomato plants. Plant 


seeds about one inch deep and three 


to five inches apart in the row. Thin 
vines to about four inches apart 
as they begin to grow. They climb 
naturally and need no training ex- 
cept for light pruning to keep them 


'in bounds. For more tender beans, 
'and to extend the harvest, 


start 


picking them before they reach full 
maturity. Excellent pole bean va- 
rieties are Kentucky Wonder, Mc- 
Caslan, and Blue Lake. lf you pre- 
fer limas, [deal Pole Lima is a good 
climbing variety. 


Bonus crops. To increase pro- 
duction in limited space you can 
plant radishes, cress, mustard, or 
leaf lettuce as early “catch crops” 
before putting in the later major 
crops. The early varieties of these 
will usually be ready to pick less 
than a month after seed is planted. 
And, usually, the later plants can 
be started before the last of the 
catch crop is gone. 


Sunlight and soil. These vege- 
tables all need sunshine. Plant them 
facing south where they can get at 
least eight hours of sun a day. 

There is so little soil involved in 
a small vertical garden that it’s an 
easy chore to improve it if neces- 
sary. Rich loamy soil is best for 
these vegetables. It should be open 
enough to work easily and drain 
well, stiff enough to hold water and 
plant food. Spade it deep and, if 
it needs enriching, add well-decayed 
compost or balanced fertilizer. 


Vertical support. A fence or 
wall is an ideal support because it 
reflects heat and protects plants 
from the wind. But if there is no 
permanent structure to use, plants 
can be grown on a row of poles or 
stretched along

of the country. In fact, few early 
tasted any other 
bread. The settlers discovered that 
corn would prosper in almost any 


ever 


soil or climate where the summer 
nights are hot: today corn grows 


in every state. In July and August 


corn grows as though the devil 
were after it. My father used to 
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say that, if you stood in a rustling 
field on a hot night, you could ac- 
tually hear it grow. 

Some of us old timers still hoe 
our corn, hilling it up in the old- 
fashioned way around the stalks to 
give support to the thick buttress 
roots that grow later. I usually do 
this twice before I sow the rye 
grass cover crop. (More about this 
later.) Be careful not to chop the 
roots and do not attempt to trans- 
plant corn, unless you figure to do 
it without the least mite of dis- 
turbance to the roots. The hill 
method is perhaps as good as any 
other, when the pH is right (be- 
tween 5.6 and 6.8) and when 
enough humus, fertilizer, and water 
are used. Corn is a hungry grass. 

Seed may be planted an inch 
deep, in rows spaced 30 to 36 


inches apart, and in blocks of three | 


or more rows to promote pollina- 
tion. Space the hills 30 inches 
apart. This is the way of tradition; 
some who have built their soil high 
with humus plant much closer, and 
claim good results. The general 
country practice today is to plant 
in rows instead of hills, then to 
thin the single stalks to 8 or 10 
inches apart. Corn cannot endure 
frost and the first planting should 
not be made until the local frost- 


proof date—unless you want to: 


take a chance. The Indians’ rule 
was to make the first planting when 
the oak leaves were the size of a 
squirrel’s ears. The corn in my gar- 
den gets the same spring feeding as 
the rest of the garden, and then 
some seven weeks later each hill or 
yard of row gets an extra dose. a 
handful of a complete fertilizer 
(5-10-5) plus a tablespoon of am- 
monium sulphate or other quick 
nitrogen fertilizer. A lawn fertilizer, 


| which is always high in nitrogen, 
| would act as well. It 


should be

twelve-spotted cucumber beetle, a 
common pest in the South. I have 
never seen the disease. 

“The more we hoe, the more we 
grow,” The Old Farmer's Almanac 
preached in days now gone forever. 
But we can learn about growing 
corn from modern farmers. In the 
last few years the University of 
Nebraska has been developing a 
practice which calls for only three 
trips through the field with the ma- 
chinery. In the first the tractor 
draws an implement which churns 
in last year’s debris, spreads in- 
secticide and a weed killer, drops 
the seed, covers it, and, a couple of 
inches to the side of the seed row, 
lays down a four-inch deep band of 
fertilizer. The weed killer is not 
ali-inclusive, nor permanent in its 
effect, so the second pass, when 
the stalks are nearly knee-high is 
made with the cultivator. The third 
is the harvest. 

The present persuasion is that 
after the corn has a long lead over 
the weeds, the weeds that spring 
up do more good than harm by 
keeping the soil loose and consery- 
ing water. At any rate, they do less 
harm than breaking the surface 
roots of the corn, which the culti- 
vator will do, less harm than the 
heavy machinery packing over the 
field. The modern  agriculturist 
avoids working the soil as much as 
possible. And so more corn is 
grown on less acreage every year. 


ANY people raise corn on the 

same land year after year 
without rotation—the best illustra- 
tion of the value of organic decay 
in the soil. One Indiana farmer, 
after planting corn 23 years out of 
the last 25, has fields that come 
close to the hundred-bushel-an-acre 
mark every year. 

This method, however, is efficient 
over the years only on land where 
erosion is not a problem. Others on 
different terrain first sow the field 
with clover or alfalfa, then, the 
next year, plow their seed furrows 
right in the field in rows five or 
six feet apart. Thus they gain pro- 
tection for their land, for even in 
a bad storm hardly a drop runs off 
a clover field. 

Partnership cropping will get 
more study than it has had. It is 
older than our history, for it was 
Squanto, the Indian, who taught 
the Pilgrims to plant four grains of 
corn and two beans in each hill— 
a perfectly good plan for today’s 
home gardener, though no longer 
practical in the field where the 
tractor runs. Beans, clover, and al- 


falfa are legumes that fix nitrogen 
in the soil, and corn needs much 
nitrogen. I have often planted 
Squanto’s way, using Kentucky 
Wonder beans, and will next year. 
However, I put six or more seeds in 
the hill, two or three for the star- 
lings, the rest for me. Three or 
four per hill after thinning is best. 


GREAT many farmers and gar- 
deners sow rye, rye grass, or 
another cover crop after midsum- 
mer. The next spring it is cut into 
the soil where it quickly and rich- 
ly decays. The cover crop serves 
all the purposes, preserves fertility 
through the winter, and holds the 
run-off even after it decays. A grass 
cover also contributes nitrogen in 
decay, though not in the quantity 
produced by the tiny factories of 
the legumes. In recent years I have 
sowed rye grass, for it will come 
up in the light shade of the corn, 
and then boom along after I cut 
down the stalk. This year I propose 
to try soy beans as a cover crop. 
Some recommend a mulch of hay, 
leaves, or other organic matter. I 
have one question. This tropical 
flourishes on a hot soil, can stand 
terrific heat, if there is enough 
water handy. Does a deep mulch 
keep the soil too cool for corn? 
Maybe not in the South, but I 
would think that, in our North- 
eastern climate, it would pay best 
not to lay the mulch until the 
nights are burdensome with heat. 


As for harvesting, which is the | 


point of it all, when the ear feels 
full in the husk and the silk turns 
brown and dead, the corn is about 
prime. It will not hold that perfec- 
tion for many days. Open the husk 
with your thumb and take a look. 
Experience here is the best teacher, 


both your experience as eater and © 
picker, for some like it young, some | 
prefer well-filled ears. When you | 


squeeze the grain with your thumb 
nail, there should be a little spurt 
of milk. If it seems right to your 
taste, tell Cook to put the kettle on. 

Some there be who declare that 
you must now run, not walk, to the 
kitchen husking the corn as you go. 
It is true that corn deteriorates 
quickly, its sugar turning to starch, 
and for my taste the sawdust ears 
from the grocery store are not 


worth carrying home. Still, I have | 


eaten corn four hours old that was 
very good. If it must be kept, put 
it into the refrigerator at once 
without husking. The best chef in 
Christendom, if he does not have a 
garden, can offer you no vegetable 
to compare with corn at its best.

FIOGUSE BEAUTIFUL 


Beethoven’s 


first 


plano 
concerto 


By RICHARD WILLIAMS 


® As a confident and free-striding 
young man of twenty-five, Beetho- 
ven made his first public appear- 
ance in Vienna. He had come from 
the provincial town of Bonn, had 
studied under various masters, had 
met Mozart, had been given brief 
instruction by Haydn. The burden 
of further supporting his drunken 
father had been removed by the 
father’s death. Now he was ready 
to capture the citadel of music, Vi- 
enna itself. 

He planned to show its knowl- 
edgeable audiences what he could 
contribute as a composer and as a 
performer, quite as much as a per- 
former as a composer. He had every 
intention of pursuing the virtuoso’s 
career, specializing in a new in- 
strument just coming into fashion, 
a successor to the harpsichord— 
the pianoforte. This instrument of- 
fered a good possibility for produc- 
ing rich and strong sounds, both 
soft and loud. For his concert de- 
but, then, he had composed a piano- 
forte concerto. 

It was his first and is the one we 
now know as Concerto No. 2. Why 
not No. 1? Because, though com- 
posed first, it was published sec- 
ond. What we now know as the 
Concerto No. I was played by Bee- 
thoven three years later when he 
appeared in Prague. This, too, was 
created by Beethoven the composer 
for the use of Beethoven the con- 
cert pianist. 

Both of these compositions offer 
a convenient and an enjoyable op- 
portunity to become acquainted 
with the piano concerto form. Con- 
venient, because in their style they 
are placed halfway between the 
strict and formal 18th-century 
products, called properly the “clas- 
sical concerto,” and _ the later, 
larger, and more exuberant works 
of Beethoven himself and his suc- 
cessors, which are called “romantic 
concertos.” No. 1 in C major and 


No. 2 in B flat major were pro- 
duced around the end of the 18th 
Century, and they partake of both 
the age of reason and the age of 
sentiment. Enjoyable—well, — in- 
deed, they are that; what fresh 
tones are sounded here, how deft 
and gay is this music, how inter- 
esting and yet how easily assimi- 
lated! 

In the classical piano concerto, 
a form as full of exceptions as Ger- 
man grammar, the orchestra usu- 
ally has the first say. As the drama- 
tist holds back the appearance of 
his leading actor and prepares his 
entrance, so does the composer 
hold back the entrance of the solo 
instrument until he has prepared 
an expository aura of anticipation. 

The orchestra then begins. In 
the Piano Concerto No. 1 the or- 
chestra sets before us two themes, 
one a sort of joyous fanfare, the 
second lyrical. Both themes are 
well and clearly stated; they are 
impressed on our consciousness in 
this initial section. 

Does all this sound like the be- 
ginning of a symphony? Well, it 
isn’t far from it. The early Bee- 
thoven piano concerto shows many 
points of similarity to symphonic 
writing. The first movement of Con- 
certo No. 1 is a symphonic allegro 
con brio, with a dash. 

The beginning section played by 
the orchestra is called the ritor- 
nello.’ The term means that the 
material will “return” and that it 
represents, therefore, the main mu- 
sical substance of the movement. 

When the piano enters, it is sup- 
posed to take up the melody. You 
will remember that we have defined 
the concerto as a co-operative ef- 
fort of a body of instruments and 
a soloist making music together. 
This co-operation is capable of 
many forms. So it is that when the 
piano enters in this concerto, it does

THE VIRTUES OF A VICTORIAN continued 


The smallest major room on the first floor was 13 
by 22 feet in area. It had fireplaces in all of the 
rooms (a real luxury). But in place of the charm 
and elegance that some Victorian houses have, it had 
only a sort of stodgy somberness. Victorian pictur- 
esqueness at its best seems somewhat out of place in 
the more classic-directed environment of the city of 
Washington. 

No drastic or major changes in the main body of 
the house were necessary to give it an exterior more 
in character with its environment. Its mansard-type 
roof, a feature used by both the Victorian builders 
and those of the French Renaissance, was given a 
change of character by removing the flare in its 
profile and by recovering it with a standing-seam 
metal surface more appropriate in texture. The un- 
symmetrical corner tower and the window bay were 
removed and replaced with a more ordered arrange- 
ment of the entrance and the shuttered, full-length 
casement windows. Painting of the exterior completed 
the transformation of the street facade. 

Many of the changes in the interior were of this 
same nature: a matter of removing the extraneous 
and lifting the gloom with paint. 

But there was one major change which, although 
not structural, did turn the house completely around. 
The main living area which had been near the street 
was moved to the garden side of the house. The kitch- 


en was moved to a room (Please turn to page 188) 





Removing the window bay and re- 
arranging the openings in that 
wall of the former front parlor 
has turned the room inward, away 
from the street, and made possi- 
ble a more congenial grouping of 
furniture in relationship to the 
fireplace.

@ When a house has been around for fifteen or twenty years 
and has had two or three previous owners, you can in- 
variably see the scars left by each family’s growing pains. 
Funny little structural fingers reach out from the original 
building, and an over-all haphazard appearance results. 
Each change is made under the pressure of immediate need 
for space, with no comprehensive idea of the house as an 
architectural whole. 

It was apparent that the garden side of the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry Sander had had a similar history, and the 
Sanders knew that the house would require still another 
remodeling to encompass their own family activities and 
needs. With Architects Morgan Stedman and Russell 
Williams, they worked to create a harmony between the old 
and new areas of the house, plus a tighter relationship be- 
tween the house and the native trees and plants that were 
so abundant on their Palo Alto property. 

A minimum part of the remodeling budget went into the 
street side, with paint, a new carport and some restyling 
of the roof overhangs. From the practical and aesthetic 
point of view, the greatest returns on their remodeling invest- 
ment were achieved at the back of the house. Here, with a 
mere eight-foot extension of the outside walls, the Sanders 
gained a private suite for their own quiet retreat, and a 
new summer room and a tree-houselike deck for the family. 
The architects also eliminated the utter confusion of the rear 
elevation by calling attention to the strong line of the deck 
floor and the corresponding eave, and by “painting out” 
the other busy roof levels. The now mature garden con- 
tributes greatly to the unity of the house and garden as do 
the paint colors chosen for deck and exterior trim. 

Long before the actual structural work began, the 
garden had been planned and started by Mr. Sander, who 


had been a practicing landscape (Please turn to page 186)

I ripped out a ceiling to make 


a two-story room with an 18- 
foot ceiling.

Each vertical panel 
has three window sections which may be grouped together 
at any point in the wall, allowing 67 per cent ventilation, 
ideal for summer.

to add a room 


@ The difference between “comfort” and “discomfort” 
is often spelled “one room.” Many existing houses are 
perfectly adequate in their floor plans, mechanical equip- 
ment, and structural soundness, but they just need one 
more room to fit the way we want to live today. 
Adding that one room is often the most expedient way 
of bringing the house up to date. Since you are dealing 
with new space, you aren't faced with the snarly problems 
of removing load-bearing walls or re-routing existing 
plumbing or heating lines. You are free to design a room 
tailored to your desires rather than adjusted to the de- 
mands of existing conditions. And if you are adding on to 
a house you live in, you get a small bonus: Most of the 
work can be done outside the orbit of your daily life. 
The most successful add-on room will be the one that 
is the most carefully integrated with the existing house. 
Since this is a job for a professional, any major addition 
should be designed for you by an architect. One of the

@ Aside from the desirability of its site, the over- 
erown board-and-batten structure shown above had 
one really exciting feature. The living room was a 
skylighted, two-story space with a fireplace and 
commanding view of the Pacific Ocean. 

Originally built by a portrait painter as his 
studio-home, this South Laguna house had become 
almost completely obscured by trees and shrubs. 
The resort property alone was worth more than the 
total cost of house and land. Not necessarily in- 


terested in a fast profit, but anxious to find a year- 


round house. Mr. and Mrs. Harold Fatt soon de- 
cided that one great room, with other more intimate 
spaces for bedrooms, hall, and kitchen, would suit 
them better than a newer house with boxlike or 
typically scaled rooms. 

Although the house was structurally sound, it 
was mechanically antiquated. When the Fatts took 
possession, there were several remodeling “musts” 
to be accomplished before even week-end living 
could be comfortable. They must clear away and

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The Fatts capitalized on their view of the 
Pacific with a new deck-baleony and brick 
terrace.

How to take 40 years off the life of your house: 





Build an outdoor living room

This spelled the difference between an old-fashioned 
existence and a modern way of life for the McGuires. 

Once you see Landscape Architect Thomas Church’s 
solution to the problem, shown here graphically, it seems 
so simple. But its simplicity is deceiving, for it took a 
bold stroke of design to wipe out the windows on the 
basement level of the house and take over so large a part 


of the terrain for a deck. Once this was done, however,

the rest of the plan fell quickly into place. With the 
deck across the width of the house, both rooms that 
faced the back could be opened to it, using full-length 
sliding glass doors for maximum continuity of living 
space. The basic deck was augmented by a raised platform 
enclosing a child’s sandbox and by a bridge connecting 
the deck with the landscaped rear area. The platform 
serves as built-in seating for the deck. In the section 
drawing (far right) you can see how all this structural 
work in the garden was accomplished without any serious 


re-grading of the terrain itself. (Please turn the page) 
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Difference in usefulness of garden area is dramatically 
illustrated by the perspective drawing (above) which 
gives a view of the whole area at once.

The deck was connected to a small existing porch off 
the front foyer by a catwalk along the side of the lot. 
This enables the McGuires to take guests from the hall, 
where they are greeted, directly to the entertaining area 
on the deck in back without going through the house. 
Even though the property was closed in by adjoining 
houses, the designer used fences or tall plantings on 
all sides to give the garden its own sense of enclosure 
and to screen the nearby structures from view. Because 
of this and the way the lush greenery has filled in and 
softened the fencing, there is not too much pressing 
evidence that you are almost in the heart of a great city. 


The lands aped area at the rear of the plot is planned 


as a green garden the year round, with no beds set aside 
for flower-growing. The play of one plant texture against 
another, the use of big leaves against soft mosses, and 
the display and arrangement of unusual rocks give the 
landscape a fascination at every turn. Pot plants are 
brought in seasonally for color on the deck.

e Right now one million American 
families are planning to get loans to 
improve their homes. That is a con- 
servative estimate based on_ past 
experience. 

A large proportion of this group, 
eager to give their families better 
living conditions, is taking advan- 
tage of the government’s plan for 
FHA insured financing. 

Under this plan the Federal Gov- 
ernment encourages lending institu- 
tions to make sound personal loans 
at lower than usual rates by assum- 
ing part of the risk. All the money 
lent is actually private capital (the 
work is done by local industry) and, 
most important of all, the initiative 
to get the job done comes from the 
individual American family. 

This threefold co-operation—goy- 
ernment, private citizens, and private 


is one of the fine sym- 





enterprise 
bols of our American way of life. 

Think of the chain reaction this 
represents. It is truly the strength 
of our Republic. A family wants a 
more comfortable home and can af- 
ford to make improvements; the 
lender puts up the money with goy- 
ernment-backed insurance; and local 
workmen do the job. 

Surely the foree of one million 
American families planning home 
improvements this spring is a force 
of economic, social, and national 
strength.

Do you know the new ways now available for financing 


home improvements? How can you decide which method is right for you? 


An experienced Washington economist gives you the answers

ou don’t have to have a new house 
to have an up-to-date home. Prac- 
tically every kind of modern im- 
provement in comfort and convenience can 
be incorporated in an existing house. This 
issue of HoUsE BEAUTIFUL shows you what 
can be done to up-date older houses. This 
article tells how to arrange the financing 
to pay for the improvements you want. 
The subject of home improvement is es- 
pecially timely, because 25 years ago this 
month the Federal Housing Administration 
was launched with special emphasis on 
home improvement. At that time, when 
FHA set up its system of insuring loans 
made by private lending institutions for 
improving real property, property improve- 
ment financing was hardly more than in an 
experimental stage in a few banking in- 
stitutions; and the homeowner generally 
found it next to impossible to obtain funds 
to carry out needed repairs and alterations. 
Now a number of methods of financing 
home improvement loans are available. 
These methods, which are discussed below, 
include: unsecured loans made with or 
without FHA insurance, loans secured by 
bonds or other collateral, mortgage loans, 
which may involve new mortgage financing, 
refinancing an existing mortgage, or simply 
adding on to an existing mortgage. 
It is not too much to say that the new 


FHA system for encouraging home im- 


provement financing produced a real novy- 
elty in the banking world—a personal note, 
unsecured by repossessable property or 
other collateral and without the endorse- 
ments, co-signers or other common appur- 
tenances of consumer credit. The innova- 
tion worked wondrously well. In FHA’s 25 
years, more than 22,250,000 property im- 
provement loans have been made, amount- 
ing in all to nearly $11.4 billion. Losses 
have been negligible and are now fully 
covered by insurance premiums paid by 
the lender. 

The system is still working well. Last 
year alone, more than a million loans were 
made subject to FHA insurance by the fi- 
nancial institutions of the country, total- 
ling close to $900 million. More than 
13,000 private lending institutions and 
branches, mainly commercial banks, sav- 
ings and loan associations, savings banks. 
and credit unions, are authorized to make 
insured property improvement loans. There 
is hardly a community in the country where 
an approved institution will not be found. 

The amount of an FHA insured home 
improvement loan may be anything up to 
$3,500. While most of the loans are for 
much smaller amounts, about 10 per cent 
of them are actually for amounts of $3,000 
or more. The house must have been com- 
pleted at least 90 days before an insured 


improvement may be made. The maturity, 











or time of repayment, of the loan is 3 
years and 32 days for amounts up to $600 
and as long as 5 years and 32 days for a 
loan of larger amount. 

Two or more loans may run at the same 
time. Thus if you obtain a loan to build 
a new porch this year, you may also later 
obtain another one to cover the cost of 
painting the house. The total outstanding 
balance of loans in force at any one time, 
however, may not exceed the $3,500 maxi- 
mum. In every case the loan must be ob- 
tained before the work starts. FHA insured 
financing may not be used to pay for com- 
pleted work. 

The law requires that the work for which 
the loan is made must “substantially pro- 
tect or improve the basic livability or util- 
ity of the property.” Under this require- 
ment many types of improvement such as 
swimming pools and barbecue pits have 
been ruled as ineligible. The law also re- 
quires that the work done must become 
part of the real estate. This rules out the 
financing of all types of equipment that 
can easily be removed from the premises, 
such as, for instance, free-standing refriger- 
ators and ranges. On the other hand, kitchen 
sinks and garbage digesters and other kinds 
of plumbing and permanently installed 
heating and air-conditioning equipment 
are eligible for financing. The line between 
what does and what doesn’t “improve the 
basic livability” is, however, so indistinct 
that the only way to be sure that a pro- 
posed improvement is eligible for FHA 
financing is to consult your lending insti- 
tution or your nearest FHA office. 

Instead of carrying a rate of interest as 
do mortgage loans and many other types 
of borrowing, most property improvement 
loans, including those insured by FHA, are 
made at a discount. For loans amounting to 
$2,500 or less, the maximum amount of 
discount permitted by FHA is $5 per year 
for each $100 borrowed; and, for a loan 
of more than $2,500, the discount is $5 per 
year for each $100 up to $2,500 and $4 per 
year for each $100 over $2,500, up to a 
maximum loan of $3,500. 

This is the way the system works: You 
go to the lending institution of your choice 


and, after the eligibility of the proposed 


work is determined, you present evidence 
of the amount it will cost—say $3,050— 
and agree to repay the loan in three years. 
The lender then figures the discount as 
follows: $5 x 25 (the number of $100 units 
in the first $2,500 of the loan) x 3 (the 
number of years), which comes to $375, to 
which is added $4 x 5.5 (to cover the num- 
ber of $100 units between $2,500 and 
$3,050) x 3, or $66, making a total dis- 
count of $441. You then sign a note in 
which you contract to repay $3,491 in three 
years in equal monthly installments and 
get the $3,050 with which to pay for the 
work you wish to have done. 

If you should be curious enough to in- 
quire, you would find that, in the case just 
described, the discount payment is the 
equivalent of paying interest in the ordin- 
ary way at the rate of 8.77 per cent a year 
(the actual rate will be determined by the 
size of the loan and number of years for 
which the loan is discounted). This may 
seem to be a high rate. If, however, you 
are curious enough to pursue the matter 
further, you will find that it is actually 
a low rate for consumer financing. The 
chances are, for example, that you are pay- 
ing a higher rate for your automobile fi- 
nancing and a much higher rate on any 
financing you may be carrying on other 
installment purchases. 

While a large proportion of home im- 
provement financing is done under the 
FHA system, there are other ways in which 
such transactions may be handled. Many 
savings and loan associations and commer- 
cial banks make a practice of lending on 
unsecured notes without FHA insurance, 
using discount charges such as described 
above. Federal savings and loan associa- 
tions, for example, are permitted to make 
unsecured home improvement loans up to 
$3,500 without FHA insurance. Depending 
on the attitude of the lending institution, 
it may be possible to obtain funds through 
a non-insured loan for a wider range of 
purposes than is permissible through an 
FHA insured loan 

If, however, your credit standing is es- 
pecially good or you are able to post col- 
lateral (stocks or bonds or life insurance 


policies), you (Continued on page 152)

here are no waste motions, no unnecessary 

steps to be taken in this kitchen. You can 
stand at the center of its counter and reach 
every corner. Yet it isn’t cramped or crowded, 
for every inch of its space has been usefully 
planned and carefully detailed. What was origi- 
nally little more than a utility closet is now a 
remarkably efficient kitchen. 

Floor plans of the apartment hotel in which 
it is situated glorified this tiny inside room by 
calling it a “serving pantry.” A sink bowl and 
a refrigerator were the extent of its equipment. 
Cooking had to be done on a hot plate. Its light- 
ing consisted of a small bulb in the fixture of 
its high ceiling. The “before” and “after” photo- 
graphs opposite, show what an amazing meta- 
morphosis took place. 

To install all essential kitchen equipment and 
allow for sufficient storage space and work coun- 
ter was a challenge. For countertop cooking, 
the two-burner fold-back surface unit was the 
answer. When not in use, it gives added work 
space. Additional cooking facilities are provided 
by the nearby appliance plug-in center, which 
has sufficient wattage to operate four thermo- 
statically controlled appliances simultaneously. 
The French doors of the wall oven open in much 
less space than conventional drop-down doors. 
(They also make oven cleaning easier.) A wall 
refrigerator-freezer was the only answer in a 
kitchen of this size. It not only saved the floor 
space a free-standing unit would occupy, but 
made possible the well-lighted work counter 
directly below. 

To make use of all possible space, storage 
cabinets were custom-built, with pull-out units 
for under the counter. Sturdy shelves, 1714” deep 
and open at each side, are attached to cabinet 
fronts, so entire unit pulls out with contents 
in complete view and reach. With this type of 
compartment, even the corner area can provide

@ Every growing city has areas, formerly at its boundaries or 
beyond, which are now being surrounded by it. In these are 
the large residences of a previous era, often adjoined by 
auxiliary buildings such as stables or recreation buildings.

@ When is an old house worth remodeling? Isn’t there 
a point where too many changes are necessary to make 
it suitable for today’s living? There is such a point, 
of course, but it is sometimes difficult to determine 
just when it has been reached.

The room serves at least four basic purposes: It is a

About Gin

Gin is a bright spirit. 
It comes in many forms. It is 
growing in popularity. But 
it’s so misunderstood that we've devoted 
two years to travel, research, 


and tasting to give you this report 


@ Next to the whiskies, gin is far and away the most 
popular spiritous drink in this country and in the British 
Isles and Holland. But despite its popularity and a his- 
tory that goes back at least 300 years, gin has been the 
least understood, most maligned, most widely misinter- 
preted. So we have gone to the experts in these three 
countries to shed some light on this bright spirit. 

No doubt about it, gin has come up in the world re- 
cently. Only a few decades ago gin had a poor reputation. 
Mother’s Ruin was only one, and one of the kinder, names 
for it. A gentleman of distinction, we are told, would 
have hesitated to order a gin even at a bar. As for a 
lady, if she wanted gin, she was no lady, except if she 
sipped it for medicinal purposes. Gin from Holland was 
widely advertised and almost as popular as Lydia E. Pink- 
ham’s Vegetable Compound and for the same reason. 

Now all this is changed. Gin is chic. The Martini has 
become the most fashionable of all cocktails. Its mixing 
is a cult, hailed as one of the noble arts and rituals of 
our age. It is the cocktail admitted at Wine and Food 
Society dinners, the only one recognized by the classic 
gourmets. 

Not only the Martini but gin and tonic, gin and bitters, 
gin on the rocks—all have the aura of smart acceptance. 
Yet it is only the top-level gins whose sales figures are 
soaring—the most elegant and incidentally the most ex- 
pensive brands, both British and American. Gin is the 
fastest-growing category of distilled imported spirits. In 
the last eight years the imports of all English gins have 
gone up almost 400 per cent; Beefeater, almost 4,000 
per cent. 

Despite this ever-widening appeal, most people, even 


so-called sophisticates, know amazingly little about gins. 


Notice that we say gins. For there are so many and such 
subtle variations. All gins whiff of juniper. But some 
have an undertaste of cassia or cinnamon, or cardamom 
or coriander, lemon or orange peel, licorice or orris root, 
quinine or the petals of roses. Often there is the pungence 
of herbs, but most are dry to the tongue and the nose— 
as dry as frost. Always the scents and savors in fine gins 
are fainter than the memory of a dream. Subtle is the 
word for them—suave, elegant, crisp, clean, tingling. 
Each is highly individual. 

Gins vary in color from crystal through all the tints of 
yellow diamonds and into limpid gold. They vary in 
strength. When you buy gins in England, you will find that 
most of them are labeled 70 proof. But don’t be misled. 
The British system of measurement is different and these 
gins are actually just about 80 proof in our language. 
There is a new lighter Schenley’s Smooth American made 
in this country which is the same strength—80 proof— 
40 per cent alcohol. As light as the best-selling vodkas! 
Other American gins are 86 proof, like our straight 
whiskies; more are 90. Most of the leading British gins 
made for export into the United States are around 94. 
proof. Several come 100 proof, like bottled in bond 
bourbon, 

There is a prevalent impression that all gins are pretty 
muth the same, not much trouble to make. Perhaps this 
notion dates back to Prohibition days when bathtub gin 
was made from alcohol infused with essences. This is 
politely known as cold compounded gin, and it is a joy to 
report that practically none of it is being made or sold 
in the United States today. 

Basically, gin is an alcohol diluted with water and 
flavored with juniper. Sounds fairly simple. Actually gins 
are among the most difficult, the most complicated, the 
most delicate of spirits to make and to handle. Too many 
differences begin before the alcohol is made. The mate- 
rials used range from malted barley in Holland to corn 
and wheat and sugar cane. Techniques of distilling range 
all the way from the pear- or onion shaped copper pot 
stills, similar to those used in the Middle Ages, to the most 
highly mechanized production lines. 

Every single step has an effect upon the finished prod- 
uct. It does matter whether the original spirit is made 
from a grain or a cane. It matters whether the process is 
continuous or interrupted, whether the berries and seeds

@ The brilliant logic of Chinese cooking methods is 


shown to perfection in the method commonly called 


“stir-fry.” Its merit lies in two facts: that each bite 


is cooked the same as every other bite, and that none 
is cooked too much, meaning that no nutrients are 
lost in the cooking and that the flavor of the thing 
(or things) is completely preserved. 

If you are thinking that this is not so different 
from the way you are cooking now, wait a minute for 
our whole explanation. And make one trial run with 
a stir-fry recipe from this article before you conclude. 
The character of stir-fry vegetables is elusive to 
define, but we'll try. When you are chewing, the 
texture should be crunchy and crispy—not soft or 
limp, yet not raw. The flavor of the vegetable should 
proclaim itself more noticeably than you’ve ever 
experienced before. This is a precise value—as precise 
as “a la point” to the French in roasting or “al dente” 
to Italians in evaluating the ready-to-eat state of pasta. 
The closest thing in Western cooking is sautéeing, 
which we never do with fresh vegetables. So there is 
really nothing to compare it to in any other cuisine. 
But once you get the hang of it (and it’s amazingly 
easy), we predict it will become the Number One

favorite way in your vegetable repertoire. 


the nub of stir-fry cooking is the chopping, so 
that all ingredients are in uniformly small pieces 
(slices, shreds, or cubes, etc.) and will cook fast and 
get done together, or as nearly together as possible.

Ancient Chinese Way 


Here are the time-hallowed tools for cooking 
vegetables Chinese-style: A sharp cleaver 
and a chopping board, sturdy enough to 
resist blows, plus a polished steel Wok, or 
Chinese frying pan with a cover. 

You ean get the same results with a big 
oversize frying pan that has a tight lid. 


When different ingredients take different times to 
cook, the ones needing the longest time go in the pan 
first, naturally, and those needing the shortest cooking 
go in last. Since tenderness is a paramount goal, how 
things are sliced or chopped matters exceedingly. 
A stringy, fibrous vegetable like American celery or 
Chinese celery-cabbage can be rendered tender, even 
before it meets the pan, by slicing across the grain 
of the strings. 

So you might say that chopping compensates for 
the short cooking time, which averages from three or 
four to seven or eight minutes depending on the 
tenderness of the ingredients. Since quick cooking is 
the goal, it pays to buy the youngest tenderest vege- 
tables. (And if you are adding meat as a flavoring 
ingredient for the vegetables, use those cuts without 
tendons like filet or breast of poultry. Cut even tender 
meat across the grain.) 

If you run into really tough green vegetables, such 
as overgrown string beans or too-matured broccoli, 
put them in boiling water for a minute or two—but 
no more—to tenderize, after they are chopped. 
A Chinese chef we know in Honolulu dips “toughies” 
into boiling chicken stock for half a minute, prefer- 
ring it to water. But the best way is simply not to 
buy tough, mature vegetables, though every year 
tender ones are harder to find in average grocery 
store channels. Train your eye and hand to select 
the wheat from the chaff. (Please turn the page) 
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Is Newest Way to Cook Vegetables | 


Lhe most delectably perfect vegetables are produced by the Chinese method 
called ch’ao, which means high-heat, low-oil, continually-stir, quick-fry. 
It preserves the natural flavors and vitamins more than any other method. If 
you like to think of yourself as a gourmet, ch’ao cooking must be in your 


repertoure. Here is the most complete statement ever written on how to do it 


How to hold 


Chopping with a cleaver is safety itself if you take care of 
two matters: how you arrange your fingers on the holding 
hand and how high you raise the blade of the cleaver with 
your chopping hand. It is crucial that the two hands co- 
ordinate and help each other. The holding hand must be 
arranged on the food so the first two fingers present a ver- 
tical guard wall to the side-face of the cleaver, with the 
finger tips well tucked in underneath out of the way (see 





sketch at right). This “finger guard” should form a right 
angle with the cutting board, so the face of the cleaver can 
lean against them in its up-and-down movements. 
The other half of the safety formula is this: never raise 
" ” 
la" 10272 


the cleaver higher than the height of your finger-guard-wall, 





which means 14% inches to 24% inches, depending on the size 
of your hand and the height of what is being chopped. A 
Chinese cleaver blade is about 34% inches wide, so you have 
a wide margin of safety. The cleaver hand should take short 
little strokes, delicately leaning the flat part of the blade 
against the finger guard for guidance. Every few cleaver 
strokes move back the holding hand to bring up new food to 
the blade. A Chinese cleaver weighs about 4 pound, just ALL PHOTOGRAPHS BY JAMES VILES 
right for easy control, and has a straight-line cutting edge. 
A curved cutting edge won’t work. A butcher’s cleaver is 


much too heavy. 


Straight slicing 


This vertical slicing straight through a mushroom or 
other fleshy, tender vegetable with no tough fibers to 
~ worry about is called peen in Chinese. It’s also used for 
slicing tender meats. You can tell by the tenderness of a 
cut of meat or a vegetable whether it can be straight- 
sliced or not. To slice a mushroom, for example, remove 
woody bottom of stem. Cut straight through it in 14-inch 
slices. Holding it in your hand, using the how-to-hold 
method explained above, start from the outer rim. When 
you reach the center, turn the mushroom around, Slice 
from the opposite tip until you reach the center. That way 


the stem gives you a handle until it yields its last slice. 
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Diagonal slicing 


Slicing on a slanted diagonal is the Chinese way of 


tenderizing tough-fiber vegetables for quick-cooking. 


It’s also their clever way of exposing a larger cut-area 


to the heat and seasonings. The only difference be- 


tween this and straight slicing. described on the pre- 


ceding page. is the angle of your “finger-guard wall.” 


Here you hold it at a 45-degree angle to the vegetable 


that you are cutting; the cleaver leans more toward the 


cutting hand and does not travel straight up and down. 





NEWEST WAY TO COOK VEGETABLES continued 


Different vegetables require different cooking times, 
even when they are tender. Quick-cookers are snow- 
peas, asparagus, celery-cabbage, onions, young string 


beans, and green peppers. Leafy vegetables are also 


quick cookers. Those requiring longest cooking are 
broccoli, Brussels sprouts, cabbage, carrots, American 
celery, cauliflower, and turnips—perhaps as much as 
12 or 13 minutes. Frozen vegetables require substan- 
tially less cooking time, as they have been blanched 
before freezing. (Thaw them before using and drain 
off the moisture that collects in the thawing.) 


You should train your eye to tell when the vegetable

is done, rather than depend on timing. Since the main 
goal of stir-frying is not to overcook, learn to tell by 
color when to take the vegetable off the fire. This way 
your awareness will grow and you'll become expert 
at adjusting your methods to suit the day-to-day 
variation in quality of materials. 

After obtaining the youngest, tenderest vegetables 
you can find, chopping is next in order. Becoming a 
good chopper and mincer is important to French 
cooking, but even more so to the Chinese way. For 
every solid ingredient, in every recipe, has to be 
chopped or it won’t cook quickly. 

Contrary to what you might think, a cleaver is the 
best chopper. Used properly, it lets you attain speed 
with safety, the details of which are given in the 
captions for the chopping pictures throughout this 
story. 

Ten staff members of House BEAUTIFUL took a 
Chinese cooking course and all of us ended thinking 
the cleaver was the greatest all-purpose kitchen tool 
that had ever entered our lives. Besides chopping with 
it, you can scoop up your chopped material as with 
a spatula, use it instead of a mortar and pestle for 
crushing and pounding such seasoners as garlic, fresh 
ginger root, radishes, onions, and shallots to release 
their flavors. Used flat for pounding, it will “french” 
cross-slices of meat—a great aid in tenderizing before 
cooking. 

Once you have learned how to use a cleaver, it will 
be like a third hand, for you don’t have to pick it 
up and put it down so often as specialty tools. It helps 
you chop more uniformly, as well as thinner, than 
with a common, narrow-bladed knife. 


Low-Fat Cooking 


Even though the name of this cooking method is 
stir-fry, it requires so little oil that it is not really 
frying in our Western sense of the word. Two or three 
tablespoons (depending on the quantity of the food 
to be cooked) is the most that is ever called for, and 
its purpose is really to keep the food from sticking 
till the natural juices in the food are brought out by 
the heat to do their own lubricating. If the juices fail 
to appear promptly enough (because you are working 
with tired old travelers), it is permissible to add a 
spoonful of water or chicken stock to prevent sticking 
or burning. 

The fat used is vegetable oil (Wesson or Mazola) 
or peanut oil. For the calorie-counters and the cho- 
lesterol-worriers this is good news, because these oils 
are unsaturated fats, the best kind. 

Please remember, though, the oil and the pan must 
be very hot when you begin. The oil must be literally 
jumping. Start heating the pan and the oil together. 
If the pan (or skillet or wok) is not hot enough, the 





vegetables will become soft and pulpy. The word ch’ao 
means literally “high-heat-shallow-fat-continually-stir- 
ring-quick-frying of cut-up material with wet and dry 
seasonings.” 

The only thing left out of the instructive definition 
of ch’ao is the fact you may want to cover the pan 
during the later part of the cooking. Very tender 
vegetables (such as spinach, bean sprouts, lettuce, 
etc.) would probably cook without being covered. 


Recipes to glorify everyday vegetables by 
the Chinese flash-cooking method 


Before you start to cook, assemble all ingredients. 
Stacking everything you chop or slice into separate 
saucers or bowls is important, so that when each 
vegetable’s turn comes for cooking, it is ready to put 
in the pan. Foods having the same cooking time can, 
of course, be placed together in one bowl. Cooking is 
so fast-paced that there’s no time to stop and prepare 
a missing ingredient. 

Besides cutting everything that is to be cut, measure 
out seasonings, and blend together whatever needs to 
be mixed. Most of this preparation can be done ahead 
of time, and separate little piles of food can be kept 
on-the-ready in your refrigerator. 

Read each recipe three times: once before you shop 
for ingredients; again before you start to cook. You'll 
have to read it again to follow the recipe while cook- 


ing, until you’ve made the dish a few times. 


Spinach (Chow Bor Choy) 
(Serves 4) 


Crinkly leaves spurt moisture and chlorophyll like 
a fountain, so spinach cooked quickly this way without 
water is sauced in its own rich, green juices. Here’s 
a vegetable you won't have to bribe, bully, or trick 
children into eating. 

You can substitute any other leafy vegetable for 
spinach and cook it the same way. Zucchini’s tender 
translucent slices, ringed with green and afloat in 
the vegetable’s own abundant juices—which you can 
enrich by adding a couple of tablespoons of chicken 
stock or consommé—make a sensational dish. Zuc- 
chini will be more subtly flavored if you will add a 
couple of slices of ginger to sizzle with the garlic, 
and remove it when you take out that other pungent 


ambassador of good flavor.

Oblique slicing 


This method produces slices with more facets. They re more 
decorative in a dish, they expose more surfaces to the heat 
for quicker cooking, and they absorb flavors from all sides. 
Any cylindrical vegetable can be sliced this way. 1. To slice, 
hold your “wall fingers,” as described for diagonal slicing, 
opposite page, at a 45-degree angle to the vegetable. 2. After 
the first slicing of a carrot, for example, at a 45-degree angle, 
roll the rest of the vegetable toward you, stopping it at 
a one-third turn. 3. Now, slice again, at the same angle, 
but cut so that the cleaver slices through the already-cut 
surface of the carrot. This cutting of the new slanting slice 
across the old is what makes your slice a wedge, gives 
another exposed side. and makes even a tough old carrot 


cook quickly and respond sooner to seasonings in the pan. 
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Icing 
Dicing is the way to cut vegetables 
into cubes of about 24 of an inch, 
when you want them to look their 
tidiest in a dish and to conform 
in shape to other ingredients. Be- 
ginning with a pared cucumber, 
for instance, here’s the way to dice 
it. 1. Cut it lengthwise into quar- 
ters. 2. Bringing the cleaver blade 
toward you, slice seeds out of each 
quarter, and discard them. 3. Now, 
cut quarter sections of cucumbers 
in half the short way. lining up four 
halves in a row. 4. Holding them 
down with your hand, slice across 


them to make near uniform cubes.

Clean fresh spinach, snip off coarse ends of stems, 
and keep leaves whole, if they’re small. If the leaves 
are big, break into .244-inch pieces. Pound garlic 
with flat side of cleaver. Mix salt, monosodium gluta- 
mate, and sugar together. Heat oil, toss in garlic, and 
cook past the sizzle point. Add spinach and stir-fry 
until it barely wilts. Remove garlic. Add mixture 
of salt, monosodium glutamate, and sugar, and stir- 
fry spinach for another minute or two. (Don’t cover 
spinach or other leafy vegetables.) Dish up and serve 
with your most magnificent meat course. 


String Beans with Preserved Bean Cake 
(Serves 4) 

When Madame Grace Chu, a missionary of Chinese 
cooking and culture in this country and a teacher of 
haute cuisine classes at New York City’s China Insti- 
tute, wants to wave her magic over a commonplace 
vegetable, she dips into a bottle of tangy preserved 
bean cake, which is bean curd preserved in alcohol.

In this recipe, broccoli, peas, celery, let- 
tuce, spinach, cabbage, or cauliflower may be sub- 
stituted for string beans. 


1 pound fresh string beans (or one package frozen, 
regular-cut beans, thawed and drained) 

1 teaspoon preserved bean cake 

2 tablespoons peanut oil 

14 teaspoon salt 

4 tablespoons pure chicken essence or 
chicken consommé from can 


Heat oil very hot. Stir-fry string beans for about 
a minute. Add stock and salt. Cover and cook for 
another two minutes. Uncover, mix in preserved bean 
cake, and cook for another minute. Serve hot. 

Note: If spinach is substituted, don’t add chicken 
stock. Spinach needs to have excess liquid drained 


off before adding the bean cake.

should be able to get a loan on the 
basis of an ordinary interest rate 
instead of a discount, at consider- 
able savings to you in total charges. 
Another advantage of a collateral 
loan is that there is likely to be 
very little, if any, restriction as to 
the purpose for which you use the 
money. 

Another method of financing 
home improvement is by means of 
the home mortgage. Many mort- 
gages, both insured and conven- 
tional, are so written that it is 
possible to borrow additional 
amounts for home repair and im- 
provement and to repay by increas- 
ing the monthly payments appro- 
priately. A mortgage written in this 
way is called an “open-end” mort- 
gage, and its great advantage is 
that it permits the added amounts 
to be financed at the regular mort- 
gage interest rate without all the 
expense of entering into a new 
mortgage. In case your existing 
mortgage does not carry this pro- 
vision, it is sometimes possible to 
amend it so that additional ad- 
vances may be covered; or, if the 
amount involved is substantial, it 
may be even be worth while to 
enter into a new mortgage replac- 
ing the old, although this ordinar- 
ily will be a relatively costly pro- 
cedure. 

In case there is no mortgage on 
your house, the most economical 
way of financing improvements, if 
the amount involved is fairly siz- 
able (say $3,000 or more), is to 
obtain a mortgage loan rather than 
the home-improvement loan pre- 
viously described. You can readily 
obtain a conventional mortgage 
solely for home improvement, and 
it is also possible to obtain an FHA 
insured mortgage for this purpose. 
If you are a veteran of World War 
Il or the Korean fracas, you may 
obtain a veteran’s guaranteed mort- 
gage, if you have not already used 
up your “entitlement” (the maxi- 
mum amount of guaranteed _bor- 
rowing permitted to any one vet- 
eran). 

If you are buying an existing 
house, the improvements and_ ad- 
ditions you desire to make should, 
if possible, be considered at the 
time of purchase. The cost of the 
new work should be included in the 
same package as the financing of 
the purchase; that is, one mortgage 
loan covering your financial re- 
quirements for both buying and 
modernizing your home. This can

‘Getting the Work Done 


Home buyers and homeowners 
are often at a loss as to how to go 
about getting modernization work 
done properly. If major additions 
or structural changes are involved 
or if the improvement affects the 
appearance of the property, an ar- 
chitect should be consulted. For 
less serious operations, you may go 
to a lumber dealer, a home-im- 
provement 
cialty contractor, depending on the 
nature of the work. If you con- 
template improvements at the time 
of buying a house, your realtor may 
be your best adviser. 

In case of doubt—or, indeed, in 
any case—discuss the project with 


contractor, or a spe- 


your lending institution, Many in- 
stitutions have special departments 
for handling 
loans. The officials in these depart- 


home-improvement 


ments will be able to advise you on 
of contractors and 
the esti- 
mates, and will help to set up the 
type and terms of loan most ap- 
propriate for your circumstances. 

While it is desirable to make use 
of every available source of help 
and counsel, you must recognize 


the selection 
the reasonableness of 


that, in the end, the decision is 
yours. The people you deal with 
are going to assume that you are 
grown up; and none of them will 
feel called upon to exert himself 
unduly :to protect your special in- 
terests, unless, like an architect, he 
is paid to perform this function. 
The following words of advice that 
FHA offers apply to all aspects of 
the modernization operation. 

“The selection of a contractor or 
dealer, and the acceptance of ma- 
terials used and of work performed, 
are your responsibility. Neither the 
FHA nor the lending institution 
cuarantees the materials or work- 
manship. 

“All but a few of the thousands 
of dealers and contractors are ethi- 
cal businessmen. They are just as 
anxious as anyone that the home- 
improvement program operate in 
your best interest. They are just as 
anxious as anyone to have you pro- 
tected against the fraudulent few. 

“You can and should always pro- 
tect yourself, though, and here are 
several ideas to help you make 
sure you’re getting your money’s 
worth. 

“Deal only with a reputable, es- 
tablished contractor or dealer. Con- 
sult your lending institution, Better 


Business Bureau, or Chamber of 
Commerce if in doubt. 

“Choose your contractor or deal- 
er with the same care as you would 
a family physician. 

“Sign the completion certificate 
only when the job has been com- 
pleted in accordance with your con- 
tract or sales agreement. 

“This foresight will protect you 
and assure quality and the lasting 
beauty you desire on terms you can 
afford.” 

If you follow these sound ad- 
monitions, you should be able, like 
the millions of home-improvement 
borrowers before you and along- 
side you, to use one or the other of 
the available types of financial as- 
sistance to help make your house 
the kind of home you want to have.

What is a 
home improvement loan? 

A home-improvement loan is or- 
dinarily an unsecured personal 
note, made for the purpose of bor- 


rowing funds for stipulated re- 
pairs, alterations, additions, and 
various other improvements to 


home property. 


Who makes 

home improvement loans? 

loans are 
mainly made by commercial banks, 
savings and loan associations, mu- 
tual banks, and credit 
unions. Many banks and savings 
and loan associations maintain spe- 
cial departments for the handling 
of home improvement loans.

savings 


What is an FHA-insured home 
improvement loan? 

The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration insures lending institutions 
against loss on home improvement 
loans when made in accordance 
with its regulations. These require 
that the loan must be for work 
that “substantially protects or im- 
proves the ‘basic livability or utility 
of the property.” Your lending 
institution or materials dealer will 
be able to tell you what sort of 
improvement is or is not eligible 
under this definition. An FHA in- 
sured home improvement loan may 
not be in excess of $3,500. For 
loans in amounts of $600 or less, 
the maximum time for repayment 
is 3 years and 32 days; for loans 
of larger amounts, the time may 
be as long as 5 years and 32 days.

What are the charges on a 
home improvement loan? 

Home improvement loans are or- 
dinarily made on a discount basis 
rather than by charging interest. 
Under the FHA system the maxi- 
mum discount charge is $5 per 
year for each $100 of loan up to 
an amount of $2,500 and $4 per 
year for each $100 over $2,500. 


Are there other kinds of 
home improvement loans? 

Many lending institutions and 
finance companies have their own 
non-insured home improvement 
loan plans. Federal savings and 
loan associations, for example, are 
authorized to make improvement 
loans up to $3,500 in amount with- 
out FHA insurance. Uninsured 
loans may often be made with 
fewer restrictions than insured 
loans, but they often cost more. 


Are there other ways of financing 
home improvement? 


Yes, you may get a_ secured 


loan either by pledging collateral 
(stocks, bonds, insurance policies) 
or by giving a mortgage on the 
property. If the amount to be bor- 
rowed is larger than the limits for 
unsecured loans, these methods 
must be used, and they may be 
advantageous even for smaller 
amounts. Since collateral or mort- 
gage loans are made on the basis 
of simple interest, the cost of the 
money will be lower. If there is 
a mortgage already on the prop- 
erty, it may be possible to have the 
new amount added to the existing 


mortgage. 


How does one go about getting 


a home improvement loan? 


Home improvement loans may 
be arranged through a lending in- 
stitution, a materials dealer, or the 
contractor making the improve- 
ments. House BEAUTIFUL’s advice 
is, however, always to talk over 
money problems with the finan- 
cial institution that is going to lend 
you the money.

They replaced the old side porch 
with a new deck-balcony which 
now serves the living room and 
master bedroom. The balcony re- 
quired a supporting element, so 
they chose a concrete block foun- 
dation wall which continues out 
past the house to serve as a re- 
taining wall and as a foil for plants 
(see photographs on page 116). 
Although this new structural wall 
and the brick terrace below it were 
to be the costliest projects in the 
total remodeling budget, the Fatts 
wanted to develop outdoor space 
with as much charm as their great 
big living room.

Like people, gins must be judged 
each on its own merits without 
prejudice or preconceptions. Only

| your favorite. Before you commit 


yourself, you should test it as the 
experts do. 

First, pour a little of the gin 
into your hands, making sure that 


| they are free of the scent of per- 


fume, bath oil. or hand lotion. Then 
rub the hands together, bury your 
nose and sniff. No single scent 
should be too dominant or sharp 
or oily. Most of all, the 
should be appetizing, not like a 
perfume. Now pour into a tulip- 
shaped glass equal parts of gin 
and plain water. Sniff slowly. Get 
the aroma and bouquet. Then take 
a few drops on the tip of your 
tongue. The taste should be clean, 


scent 
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crisp and lively, not sweet or cloy- 
ing. The rest is up to you. 

Only a little of Holland’s gin 
is imported now into the United 
States, less than in the days of 
our forefathers, when it was taken 
before dinner as a tantalizer to 
the appetite and also as a tonic. 
This should never be mixed or 
doctored in any way but served 
cold as frosty dawn in tiny glasses, 
taken at one quaff. So say the clas- 
sicists. But there is a trend toward 
serving it American-style on the 
rocks, sometimes even with a twist 
of lemon. It tastes not unlike a 
Martini, but instead of the flavor 
of vermouth you have the taste of 
the malt and the juniper. 

Because we believed that it was 
impossible to understand gin with- 
out going back to its beginnings, 
we went to see for ourselves how 
it is made in Holland. We motored 
across the windmilled fields from 
Amsterdam to the gray old city of 
Schiedam along the banks of the 
River Schie. 

Here all mechanical production 
and modern techniques are delib- 
erately avoided. Where the modern 
gin requires, in the beginning, a 
spirit completely neutral and as 
free as possible of all flavor and 
taste, Holland gin takes its taste 
from the almost earthy richness of 
the grains from which it is made. 
One of these is barley malted or 
rather sprouted just as it is for 
the making of beer or Scotch or 
Irish whiskey. Rye and corn go 
into it, too. 


Hand-earried grain 


Bags of grain are still delib- 
erately carried by hand from the 
ship to the malt house, and the 
germinated barley is still hoisted 
up to the loft by means of an old- 
fashioned pulley. For it is thought 
that the slightest change even in 
the ropes may alter the final spirit. 

In the old malt houses there is 
a large tile open space where pil- 
lars of age-blackened oak support 
a low ceiling. Here the fresh barley 
is put to soak in large stone 
troughs. A huge spatula of a spe- 
cial wood is used to shovel in the 
barley and then the stone troughs 
are filled with water from the Schie 
River. But when the barley has 
taken up all the water it can ab- 
sorb, it is shoveled 
wicker baskets of a rather curi- 
ous design that rest upon wooden 
bobbins. 

The baskets are carried, by hand 
again, to the tile floor where the 
germinating takes place. The kiln

er’s laboratory. Close by there is 
a mill that grinds the malt. Here 
is the one slight obeisance to mod- 
ernity—an electric motor replac- 
ing the wind. But there are still 
the small wooden cog wheels and 
the same heavy mill stones. 

The starting point of the true 
Dutch gin is quite rightly called 
“a malt wine.” Generally its flavor- 
ing is juniper berries and_ not 
much else. The vapors of the malt 
wine simply pass over the berries. 

Like most golden gins Old Gen- 
ever undergoes a process of mel- 
lowing in oak casks, just like 
whiskey or brandy but for only 
about two years at most. 

Schnapps is the local name for 
gin in Holland, but confusingly 
enough, in Scandinavia and Ger- 
many schnapps generally refers to 
aquavit or vodka. Sometimes even 
a grape brandy may be referred to 
as “a schnapps,” especially if it 
is tossed off neat before dinner. 


The Spirit of Youth 


Gin is known as a young man’s 
drink perhaps because it is, at its 
best, a young spirit. 

Because it is highly distilled at 
high temperatures, gin contains 
very few of the taste and flavor- 
giving congenerics you will find in 
whiskey or brandy. These must be 
aged in wood, for the wood works 
upon the spirit and the spirit works 
upon the wood so that the wild raw 
taste disappears. 

Whiskey gentles and mellows as 
time goes on. This does not happen 
to gin. At most only three or four 
weeks of marrying are required to 
infuse the flavoring smoothly and 
evenly. And when certain of the 
golden gins are put in casks to 
take on color, their life in wood is 
for months, not for years. It is true 
that a few golden gins are kept for 
a spell in oak vats, but generally 
gin is stored in glass or glass- 
lined tanks. 

An old, old bottle of gin is not 
a treasure. Unlike wine, gin does 
not improve in the bottle. Unlike 
whiskey or brandy, gin kept in a 
bottle for a year or two actually 
seems to flatten.

As for those forehanded folk who 
mix up batches of Martinis ahead 
of time, we can only quote De- 
Voto’s words, “You can no more 
keep a Martini in the refrigerator 
than you can keep a kiss there. 
The proper union of gin and ver- 
mouth is a great and sudden glory; 
it is one of the happiest marriages 
on earth and one of the shortest- 
lived. The fragile tie of ecstasy is 
broken in a few minutes and there- 
after there can be no remarriage.” 

What would he think about the 
Martini in a plastic bag which we 
got last Christmas? 

There’s good sense in the dictum 
that Martinis must be mixed as 
drinks, one cocktail per person per 
round. Some people say that you 
must start afresh with everything, 
including fresh ice. 


On the Rocks? 


One point on which all Martini 
are agreed: A Martini 
must be more frigid than snow.

That is one reason why the new 
idea of a Martini-on-the-rocks is 
being adopted enthusiastically in 
the United States. 

Practically everyone we _ inter- 
viewed (and we talked to dozens) 
agreed that a Martini-on-the-rocks 
doesn’t “hit” you so hard or so 
fast; the last drop is as good and 
chilled as the first; you don’t feel 
obliged to gulp your Martini all 
at once; you can linger over it and 
enjoy it. 

The secret of a good Martini-on- 
the-rocks is the same as the secret 
of any other. The drink should be 
thoroughly stirred with ice cubes 
and poured quickly into a_pre- 
chilled glass, preferably stemmed, 
not warmed 
by the hand that holds it. 

Another nuance that makes for

perfection: When you serve a sec- 
ond Martini-on-the-rocks, put fresh 
ice cubes into the glass, for the 
first ice will have lost its pristine 


chill. 


The Great Tom Collins 


Probably the most famous of all 
tall drinks is the Collins. And the 
most celebrated of all the Collinses 
is Tom, made originally with Old 


| Tom Gin—a London Dry that is 


slightly sweetened. Nowadays, how- 
ever, Old Tom is rarely seen, al- 
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add only half the usual amount of 
sweetening. 

Basically a Tom Collins is a gin- 
spiked lime or lemonade made with 
charged water. It is important that 
the charged water should be thor- 
oughly pre-chilled. If it is warm 
or if you stir too much, the drink 
will lose its charming, tingling 
ebullience. 

A proper Collins glass should be 
tall and slender holding about 12, 
14 or even 16 ounces. Some say 
that the most distinguished Tom 
Collins is made from the juice of 
freshly squeezed limes, though lem- 
ons may be used. Quick-frozen con- 
centrates are excellent and most 
convenient. Also widely available 
is a carbonated Tom Collins Mix 
to which nothing is added except 
the gin. 

Generally a Tom Collins calls 
for the juice of 1 lemon or 2 small 
limes, 3 or 4 tablespoons of juice, 
and the same amount of gin. A 
good teaspoonful of sugar is gen- 
erally enough for modern palate. 

Trick is to have the sugar prop- 
erly dissolved and distributed. The 
new superfine sugar used for iced 
tea will do admirably, especially if 
you add the sugar to the lemon 
juice and stir or blend. Then add 
the gin and chilled charged water. 


The Fancier’s Favorites 

You can, if you will, mix gin 
with almost every fruity flavor 
from papaya juice on up. But the 
sophisticated palate usually reacts 
with horror to many of the sweet 
or exotic mixtures found in recipe 
books. It will, however, brook the 
refreshing —lemon-and-lime-tinged 
Gin Fizz, Gin Rickey, Gin Sling 
and Gimlet cocktail. 

All should be as chill as gla- 
ciers. Generally acceptable pro- 
portions are, for the Gin Fizz, 1 
ounce of fresh lemon juice, 1 tea- 
spoon of fine sugar, 14% ounces of 
dry gin. All to be well shaken with 
cracked ice, strained into a high- 
ball glass, with carbonated water 
added. - 

For the Gin Rickey, squeeze half 
a fresh lime into a highball glass, 
add ice cubes, 114 ounces of a dry 

and carbonated water. It’s 
usually served with the lime shell 
included. 

For a Gin Sling, partly fill a 
short highball glass with cracked 
ice, add 114% ounces 
a few dashes of Angostura Bitters, 
and a twist of lemon peel. Fill 
glass with carbonated water.

For the Gimlet, another contro-

Last year’s exposition 


in Brussels made evident one fact: that 


the urge for ornament is not

e It is significant that it was not 
some particular scientific achieve- 
ment which captured the hearts of 
visitors to the 1958 World’s Fair.

Edward Stone, of the human desire 
for ornament and pattern and the 
sensuous pleasure which they af- 
ford. The unadorned rectangle may 
have a certain intellectual appeal, 
but its resources are about as soon 
exhausted as the flavor in a stick 
of chewing gum. Here was a build- 
ing which, with a seemingly ca- 
pricious lack of concern for some 
of the tenets of so-called modern 
architecture, appealed directly to 
the poetic and imaginative nature 
of man. 
Primitive man’s first shelters

Mushrooms and Leeks with 
Bean Curd 


(Serves 4) 


If you’ve never added bean curd, 
the Chinese cheese made of soy- 
beans (which has the texture of 
custard and the thirst of a blotter, 
for absorbing delicious vegetable 
juices and flavors), you’ve never 
known how good mushrooms and 
leeks cooked this way can be. 
You can buy fresh bean curd in 3” 
x 3” pieces in Oriental food stores, 
or in cans. Baked bean curd, availa- 
ble in cans, may also be used. 


1 pound fresh mushrooms, sliced 

1 bunch leeks, sliced 

3 pieces (about 3” x 3” square) 
of fresh bean curd, diced. You 
may substitute hali of a 20-ounce 
can. If baked bean curd is used, 
use a 814-0z. can. 

2 tablespoons peanut or other 
vegetable oil 

2 tablespoons soy sauce 

] teaspoon preserved bean cake 
(bottled bean curd preserved in 
alcohol) 

2 cloves garlic, pounded 


Wash mushrooms and cut verti- 
cally in 44-inch thick slices, as 
shown in photographs on page 147. 
Cut leeks in inch-long - slices. 
Drain bean curd and dice in 
similar size to mushroom pieces. 
Mix one teaspoon of preserved bean 
cake (this pungent seasoner is not 
to be confused with bean curd) 
with the two tablespoons of soy 
sauce and blend well. 

Heat pan, add oil, put in gar- 
lic cloves to sizzle until brown, 
then remove. Stir-fry mushrooms 
for about two minutes, add soy 
mixture and leeks and give them a 
whirl or two. Cover and cook for 
about three minutes. Remove vege- 
tables, and put in hot serving dish. 
Ease bean curd pieces into the 
sauce in the pan, and heat by dip- 
ping sauce over them, then covering 
for another minute of steaming in 
the delicious juices. Dish out and 
mix in with vegetables carefully so 
as to preserve the uniform appear- 
ance of the bean curd.

Our own notes, scratched down 
after a horseback ride through the 
trails around Many Glacier, make 
us sound as sententious as an aging 
Camp Fire Girl, yet they express at 
least some measure of the wonder 
we felt as we rode through the for- 
est. “Every phase of growth is here 
—the tender, unfurling fern frond 
and the baby shoot of spruce, the 
full-fledged maturity of the green, 
quieting trees, the graying, brown- 
ing elderly wood, and the inert, 
fallen greybeard, dead on its own 
soft bed of needles. The whole so- 
phisticated story of life is here, so 
elemental that it takes a while to 
sink in.” 

Stated in other terms, this is 
probably one of the major mes- 
sages the parks are supposed to 
deliver. For the Park System was 
created, not solely so that the 
American public could have spec- 
tacular scenery to admire and ther- 
apeutic vacations in the fresh air. 
These are happily part of the con- 
cept, but the chief function of the 
National Parks is to conserve our 
heritage of natural beauty as pri- 
mevally intact as possible, with a 
minimum of interference from man. 
Trees fall, boulders roll, wildlife 
pursues its own destiny and unless 
these things crucially impede or 
endanger man, nature is left alone 
to pursue her birth-to-death cycle. 
It goes without saying that you 
may not pick the flowers and you 
are not supposed to feed the bears 
—a stricture people who have 
ended up in the hospital will en- 
dorse as an excellent idea. 

The National Parks are

for botanists, geologists, biologists, 
ecologists, arboriculturists and any- 
one who ever loved a rock, tree 
or wild flower. And they are the 
world’s greatest open-air 
room for all who’d like to know

more about the earth we live on. 
Thanks to the Naturalist Rangers 
of the Park Service, you can be 
informed from morning to night on 


trail walks, glacier hikes, peram- 
bulations through steaming, bub- 
bling voleanic flats and around 
evening where these 
doughty, well informed and serious- 
minded men in green drab deliver 
lectures on the local phenomena 
and how it all happened. Nobody 
insists that you be educated, of 
course, but if you’re at all as vague 


campfires 


as we are about glacial formations 
and the woodsy life in general 
these briefings can be welcome. 

To set you straight on just who’s 
boss in the National Parks, they 
are operated by the National Park 
Service, a bureau of the U. S. 
Department of the Interior. Hotel, 
motel, cabins, trailer and camping 
grounds, restaurants and shops are 
private concessions, and by and 
large good standards seemed to 
prevail at the parks we visited. You 
can expect courteous and good na- 
tured service, but don’t expect it 
with any continental flair, for the 
help is chiefly recruited from col- 
lege students. 


Grand Teton 


To get specific about our own 
experience with the National 
Parks, and our peculiarly personal 
reactions, we made Grand Teton 
National Park our first stop. We 
flew from New York to Salt Lake 
City via United Airlines, then via 
Western Airlines to Jackson, Wyo- 
ming, and the flat meadowland 
called Jackson Hole from which 
the snow-capped Tetons suddenly 
rise without a foothill or even a 
gradual slope. In July these great 
peaks seem to have sprung up from 
a sea of purple lupin and silvery- 
green sage—a pretty overpowering 
first impact for a tenderfoot. Jack- 
son Hole, this level land through 
which Highway 187 takes you from 
the airport to the park proper, 
used to be the rendezvous of trap- 
pers and Indians, so it seemed ap- 
propriate enough, though some- 
thing of a shock to a city-bound 
Easterner. to behold a company of 
buffalo and elk apparently roaming 
free under the mountains. Actually 
they are in their own preserve en- 
closed not by a fence but by a gully 
which you can’t see from the road. 

Similarly, we did a double take 
at the sight of three Indian tipis 
set up among the sagebrush. These 
are not inhabited by Indians but 
by Gladys and Reginald Laubin, 
two authorities on the culture of 
the Plains Indians and students of 
the Indian dance as an art form. 
Occasionally they put on an ex- 
hibition dance for guests at Jack-

To get to Grand Teton Park by 
car from the East, take U. S. High- 
ways 26 or 287; from the West, 
head for Idaho Falls, Idaho, then 
cross the Teton Pass or go through 
the Snake River Canyon; from the 
South, Highways 89 and 187, via 
Evanston and Rock Springs, Wyo.; 
from the North, from Yellowstone 
Park through the south gate. 

Most direct route by train is via 
Union Pacific to Victor, Idaho, 
where there is a bus service to 
Grand Teton. Or take Union Pa- 
cific to West Yellowstone, Mon- 
tana; Northern Pacific to Gardiner, 
Montana; Burlington Railways to 
Cody, Wyoming; Milwaukee Rail- 
way to Gallatin Gateway, Montana. 
Yellowstone Park buses connect to 
take you to Jackson Lake Lodge. 

Western Airlines fly into Jack- 
son Hole.

Yellowstone 


Yellowstone Park is an easy 
drive north of Grand Teton. It’s the 
3,472-square-mile grand-daddy of 
our National Parks, founded as 
such in 1872, and, when you see it, 
you'll understand why the first 
white men who reported on this 
area had trouble proving their san- 
ity to the folks back home. It’s a 
boiling, steaming, bubbling 
canic land of plopping mud holes 
and shooting geysers and ochre and 
purple and terra cotta terraces; it 
has a magnificent Grand Canyon 
all its own with waterfalls higher 
than Niagara; and not far from 
the hot, strange flatlands there are 
cool, quiet forests and meadows 


vol- 


where the deer and the antelope 
play, to say nothing of bear, elk, 
and bison; it has lakes full of 
trout that are yours for the fishing. 
It is certainly the most spectacular 
of the parks, a sort of geological 
freak show of nature, and it is so 
well documented, marked, and ex- 
plained by park rangers and mu- 
seum exhibits that you can’t miss 
the main features. 

We have four favorites: the mar- 
velously blue and iridescent Morn- 
ing Glory Pool, the multi-colored 
architectural-looking terraces at 
Mammoth Hot Springs, the Grand 
Canyon of the Yellowstone, and 
Old Faithful, that dependable old 
geyser that hasn’t missed erupting 
since human eyes first saw it. Here 


the Park Service makes one con- 
cession to their “naturalist” con- 
victions—they floodlight it at night. 

Everyone should see Yellow- 
stone, but of the five National 
Parks we’ve seen in our day, it is 
to us the most disquieting. In the 
midst of burbling, hissing noises of 
nature and the burbling, hissing 
noises of the crowds who come to 
see it, our impulse is to take to the 
hills. We’d be happy enough to 
drive the Southern Loop in one 
day, spend a night at Old Faithful, 


drive the Northern Loop to see | 


Mammoth Hot Springs. and then 
quietly disappear out of the park, 
via the North entrance at Gardiner 
or the Northeast Entrance. 

Besides myriads of camping and 
trailer grounds and a new, pretty 
sleek motel-cabin community called 
Canyon Village (includes a shop- 
ping center, a community hall, and 





all sorts of services), there are the | 


four venerable hotels—Lake, Can- 
yon, Old Faithful Inn, and Mam- 
moth Hot Springs. Canyon, built in 
1911, was certainly ahead of its 
time architecturally for it has a 
quality of timelessly good modern. 
Old Faithful Inn is a tremendous 
wood chalet, fretted and foibled 
with rustic gingerbread trimmings, 
but it has a charm all its own. It 
is part of the Park Service develop- 
ment program to increase and im- 
prove accommodations and park fa- 
cilities so that by 1966 there will 
be more adequate services. 

Yellowstone is in the Northwest 
corner of Wyoming. To go by auto- 
mobile, from the East, Route 14 or 
20 via Cody. From the Northeast, 
Route 12 via Red Lodge. From the 
Northwest. Route 191 via Gallatin 
or Route 89 via Livingston. From 
the West, Routes 20 and 191. From 
the South via Grand Teton Park 
and Routes 89 or 287. 

By train: Northern Pacific to 
Gardiner or Silver Gate, Montana; 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy to 
Cody, Wyoming; Union Pacific to 
West Yellowstone, Montana, or 
Moran, Wyoming; Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, St. Paul & Pacific to Gal- 
Gateway, Montana. Park 
buses meet trains.

At Many Glacier you can have 
the thrill of riding (or hiking) to 
the Grinnell Glacier and seeing for 
yourself what those snowy patches 
you see on the mountains look like 
close up.

tension of Glacier. Rates in all 
hotels generally run about $10 sin- 
gle, $8 a person in a double room, 
and $7 a person if a room is shared 
by three.

At Rising Sun and Swiftcur- 
rent there are both motels and 
cabins, at lower rates. There are 
also package tours planned for 1, 
2rd os Ole LO days: 

To get to Glacier by car, from 
East or West, follow U. S. Highway 
2. From Yellowstone or southern 
Montana, take Highway 89. If you 
enter from Canada, take Alberta 
Highways 2, 5, or 6. 

By train, the Great Northern 
Railway stops at East Glacier or 
at Belton, which is the West Gla- 
cier station. 

By plane take Northwest-Orient’s 
flight to Kalispell to enter the park 
from the West, or Western Airlines 
to Cut Bank to go to East Glacier. 
Limousine service may be ordered 
in advance, and at extra charge, 
to take you from the airports to 
the park. 

Dress in the parks is casual, 
with some visitors sometimes so 
casual as to be a sacrilege on the 
landscape. We urge summer suits, 
sweaters, and drip-dry dresses or 
shirts, enough woolens to comfort 
you against early-morning and 
night-time chill, riding slacks, and 
walking shoes. You’re advised also 
to take your manners with you. 

The National Parks usually open 
their facilities in June and keep 
open until mid-September, but the 
actual season varies with each 
park. In some, roads are kept open 
all winter.

planting shock, so they hardly wilt 
at all. Tomatoes always need water 
when they are set out, so don’t 
stint on this. 

At this time there is a danger of 
feeding with too much nitrogen and 
making an overgrown weakling that 
may suffer in the first cold rain. 


Hence, some authorities advise 
against manure at this period: 
wait, they say, until the vine is 


ready to ripen fruit. The starting 
solution feeds for only two weeks 
or so and does not risk this danger. 
A quart or so of compost or peat 
moss in the planting hole could do 





nothing but good. 

About the time of the summer 
solstice I give each tomato plant a 
handful or two (two or three for 
the hybrids) of complete fertilizer, 
which I shake into the soil an inch 
deep with a rake or cultivator. By 
this time the roots are all over the 
patch, so the gardener can broad- 
cast the fertilizer, taking care only 
to scatter none within five inches 
of the plant stem.

to avoid in your garden 


By GORDON MORRISON 


@ Making mistakes, learning from 
the experience, and resolving to do 
better next year is all a part of the 
joy of gardening. But there are 
more mistakes to be made than 
most gardeners have time for, so 
avoiding a few of the most common 
ones is no loss. By eliminating any 
of the following common errors, 
you can enjoy more and _ better 
flowers, fruits or vegetables—with 
less work. 


Working on wet soil 


The first warm spring day is an 
annual temptation to get in a few 
pleasant licks with a spade, and 
there’s virtue in the early prepara- 
tion of planting beds. But if soil 
is spaded before it is dry, it will 
hinder, rather than help, your prog- 
ress. Working on wet soil packs it 
down and slows the drying process. 
It is best to keep off the beds until 
the soil is dry enough to work eas- 
ily. Turn over a spadeful and hit it 
with the edge of the shovel. If it 
breaks into pieces, it is dry enough 
to work on. 


Spading deeper than necessary 


It is often recommended, in gar- 
den literature, that you cultivate 
some planting beds as deep as 
twelve to eighteen inches to give 
roots plenty of loose soil to develop 
in. If you are looking for labor 
this is a sure way to find it, but it’s 
not necessary for the plants. 
Good gardens are grown in soil 
turned to the depth of a spade. 


Using the wrong fertilizer 


Fertilizer can be a gardener’s 
best friend if it is used wisely. But 
if misused, as it sometimes is, it 
can cause trouble. These facts will 
help you match the fertilizer to the 
needs of the plant: nitrogen pro- 
vides the most stimulation to leaf 
and root growth; phosphorous has 
its major effect on the growth of 
flowers and fruit. Fertilizer with a 
high percentage of nitrogen, such 
as a 12-12-12 formulation (figures 
stand for amounts of nitrogen, 
phosphorous and potash, in the or- 
der named) is best for root or leaf 
crops such as beets, carrots, cab- 
bage, or lettuce. For flowers and 
for vegetables such as tomatoes, 
beans, or squash, a fertilizer with 


more phosphorous, such as a 4-12- 
4, is best. But if you want to stand- 
ardize and use only one fertilizer 
for leaf and fruit crops as well as 
flowers, trees, and shrubs, a “bal- 
anced” formulation of 5-10-5 or 6- 
10-4 is a good compromise. 


Too much fertilizer 


The classic misconception about 
man’s role in the garden is that if 
a little of what he adds is good, 
then adding more is better. This 
fallacy is evidenced in many ways, 
especially in regard to fertilizing. 
Too much fertilizer will dehydrate 
and “burn” the delicate rootlets 
through which a plant derives nour- 
ishment. And, of course, as the 
roots are damaged, so is the plant. 
The directions on fertilizer pack- 
ages are for your protection and 
are worth following. 


Planting too many seeds 


Almost all beginning gardeners, 
and a surprising number of experi- 
enced ones, plant more flower and 
vegetable seeds than they need to. 
This means time wasted in thin- 
ning after the seedlings are up. 
And stiil more of a problem is the 
chance that the necessary thinning 
won't be done at all and the plants 
will suffer from overcrowding. 


Planting too deep 


Planting seeds too deep slows 
germination and serves no purpose. 
The size of the seed and the in- 
structions on the packet will tell 
you how deep they should be 
planted. Small seeds, such as alys- 
sum or carrot, need barely be cov- 
ered. The largest seeds, such as 
melon or pumpkin, need be no more 
than one inch deep. Regardless of 
depth it’s good practice to firm the 
soil over the seed with a flat board 
ov judicious use of the foot so the 
first fine roots will have something 
to cling to. 


Thinning too little, or too late 


thinned to

plants will be too crowded for best 


If seedlings aren't 
provide space for growing, 
performance or production.

as the seedlings are all up. At this 
stage you can use a knife and sim- 
ply slash out the extra plants. 
Leave the row thicker than it will 
be at maturity. because there may 


be some loss by natural hazard.

Some vegetables, such as beets, 
carrots. lettuce, and green onions, 


can be used—and are at their ten- 
der best when quite small. Ex- 
perienced gardeners do a_ partial 
thinning job at the seedling stage, 
but leave enough plants to thin

later on when they are 


enough to use. 


When flower beds are crowded 


with seedlings and have to be 
thinned, you can lift the seedlings 


with the flat of a knife blade and 
transplant them elsewhere or put 
them in a pot to give to a friend. 


Overwatering 


Too much water washes the nu- 
trient out of the soil and tends to 
encourage vegetative growth to the 
detriment of flower and fruit. Over- 
watering also favors the occur- 
rence and spread of fungus disease. 

Flower and vegetable gardens 
thrive on a ration of water equiva- 
lent to about one-inch of rainfall a 
week. This will moisten the soil 
adequately to a depth of six or 
eight inches, unless it has become 
You don’t need to 
water plants until the first signs of 


wilting. 


exceedingly dry. 


During very dry weather 
you may have to put on about one 
inch of water every four or five 
days. especially on sandy soil. 
Avoid frequent light sprinklings, 
because most of the water stays on 
the surface and evaporates, and too 
little reaches the roots. 


Tardiness in pest control 


The best time to apply a pest 
control is before the pest appears. 
The next best time is when you see 
the very first one, and the poorest 
time—which is when most of us do 
it—is when there’s a full-scale in- 
vasion. We may be smarter than 
the bugs, but we are seldom as de- 
termined. The all-purpose sprays 
and dusts will control most insects 
and diseases on flowers and vege- 
tables if used in time and accord- 
ing to directions. 


Harvesting at the wrong time 


All the weeks of work, watching, 
and waiting can lead to disappoint- 
ment if the crop is harvested too 
soon or too late. If flowers for cut- 
ting are picked just as they are 
coming into bloom, they will con- 
tinue to develop and serve for a 


useful span in the house. If they 
mature fully in the garden before 
picking, they won’t be so success- 
ful in the house. 

Many vegetables should be 
picked before they are completely 
mature. The reason for growing 
things like peas. green beans, and 
corn is to have them on the table 
at their peak of perfection. Vege- 
tables picked a week late may be 
no better than those you can buy 
in the store. 

There are also some things that 
should not be picked too soon. Mel- 
ons, for instance, that are unpal- 
atable when wrenched green from 
the vine would be a luxury a week 
or so later when they “slip” 
from the stem. Tomatoes, too, have 
much more flavor when left to rip- 


en fully on the vine.

Adding too much lime 


Lime is inexpensive and is often 
given undue regard as a soil addi- 
tive. The truth is that in many 
areas there’s 
lime, and adding more will limit 
growth. This is especially 
where water is “hard” 
is added every time water is ap- 
plied. Have your soil analyzed 
(check with your county agricultu- 
ral agent) and use lime only when 
there’s a known deficiency.

Wasting organic material 


The smell of leaf smoke in the 
air is as much a part of the fall 
season as chrysanthemums and 
football games, but the autumn rit- 
ual of burning leaves is a wasteful 
practice. They have valuable hu- 
mus and plant food, which should 
go back into the soil. Instead of 
burning the leaves, spread them 
over all your planting areas and 
pile the rest in an out-of-the-way 
place to make compost. Leaves on 
planting beds can be spaded under 
in the fall or in spring. 


Growing too much garden 


It is admirable to be generous 
and grow some extra fresh flowers, 
fruit. and vegetables for friends 
and neighbors. But it seems such a 
waste of time and effort to plant so 
much that part of it is never har- 
vested and is left to die on the vine. 
And most of us are guilty. If your 
enthusiasm for planting in spring 
has never been greater than your 
diligence at harvest time, you are, 
indeed. an unusual gardener. As 
you set out your garden this spring, 
try to relate its size to your antici- 
pated appetite and ambition at har- 
vest time.

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Answer to a gardener’s dilemma: 


Should I collect 


LTUSS clippings—or notZ 


By DR. RALPH ENGLE, Turf Specialist at Rutgers University 


If I were asked for a yes or no answer on whether to 


leave the grass clippings on the lawn, I would say 


yes, leave them on. But the answer cannot be quite so 


clear-cut. It must be qualified by saying yes, leave the 


clippings on, except when they might harm the 


lawn—which they can do. Here are both sides of the question. 


Clippings can cause trouble 
and should be removed: 


e If you have bentgrass or ber- 
muda and cut it close—from 4 
to % inch in height. 
e@ If the grass is long when you 
cut it, and the clippings pile up 
thickly in little heaps on the 
lawn. This applies to all kinds 
of grass. 
e If the grass is wet when cut, 
and the clippings pile up in 
clumps. This also applies to all 
kinds of grass. 

The trouble in each case comes 
from having too 


simply many 


clippings on the lawn at one 
time. When they pile up they 
can block out the air and light 
that all must have for 


grass 
healthy growth. The grass_ be- 
neath will smother and rot under 


such piles, and disease may start. 


Clippings can help a lawn 


and may be left on: 


e@ If you have a Kentucky blue- 
grass or merion bluegrass lawn 
and mow it on frequent schedule. 
e@ If you have a bentgrass or ber- 
muda-grass lawn that is regularly 
cut high—above one-half inch. 
Besides the obvious advantage 
of its being easier to leave the 
clippings on the lawn when you 
cut, there are other benefits. 
Grass clippings add a significant 
amount of nutriment to the soil. 
They are by no means a substi- 
tute for a regular program of 
lawn feeding, but they can be a 


They 


function as a mulch. They hold 


useful supplement. also 
water, help keep the soil cool, 
and reduce the invasion of weed 
seeds—all this can be helpful to 


your lawn.
